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INTRODUCTION 


All  the  past  we  leave  behind; 

We  debouch  upon  a  newer,  mightier  world,  varied  world, 
Fresh  and,  strong  the  world  we  seize,  world  of  labor  and  the 
march, 

Pioneers!  O  pioneers! 

— Walt  Whitman,  Pion  eers!  0  Pioneers! 

American  pioneers  were  men  and  women  of  independence  and 
courage.  They  left  their  native  lands,  often  because  of  religious 
and  political  persecution,  and  crossed  the  ocean  at  a  time  when 
ocean  travel  was  hazardous.  These  people  from  Europe  were 
seeking  new  life  and  better  economic  conditions.  They  endured 
perils  and  sufferings  in  the  American  wilderness,  laid  the  foun¬ 
dations  of  this  nation  of  opportunity  and  democracy,  and  became 
a  significant  part  of  its  growth.  Daring,  venturing,  holding  the 
land  —  how  true  of  heart,  how  earnest,  resolute  were  these  pio¬ 
neer  men!  They  were  the  very  heartbeat  of  the  new  America. 

We  are  proud  that  our  own  ancestors  had  a  part  in  building 
this  great  republic.  With  'Thucydides,  the  Greek  historian  and 
philosoper,  we  believe  that  "both  justice  and  decency  require 
that  we  bestow  upon  our  forefathers  an  honorable  remem¬ 
brance.” 

With  a  desire  and  ambition  to  trace  our  Hout  ancestors  from 
their  native  Rhineland  in  Germany  to  America,  and  to  follow  the 
course  of  their  lives  in  this  country  and  the  lives  of  their  de¬ 
scendants,  I  have  made  a  diligent  search  for  family  records  and 
general  information.  When  seeking  parish  records  in  Germany, 
I  had  considerable  correspondence  with  a  number  of  German 
Lutheran  pastors  in  the  Rhineland.  During  two  of  my  four  Eu¬ 
ropean  trips  I  visited  the  Valley  of  the  Rhine,  whence  came  Jo¬ 
hann  Georg  Haudt,  our  immigrant  progenitor.  On  my  first 
journey  1  went  down  the  Rhine  by  boat,  passing  the  numerous 
castles.  My  next  visit  to  the  Rhineland,  in  1937,  included  Co¬ 
logne  and  Diisseldorf.  While  traveling  there,  I  was  ever  alert  for 
information  pertaining  to  the  Haudt  family,  but  I  was  handi¬ 
capped  by  my  inability  to  speak  and  read  the  German  lan¬ 
guage.1 

1  My  other  special  interests  in  Europe,  not  related  to  Haudt,  included 
the  following:  On  my  trip  abroad  in  1937,  I  spent  a  week  in  London  at 
the  time  of  the  coronation  of  King-  George  VI  and  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
enjoyed  several  events  related  to  the  occasion.  I  spent  seven  more  weeks 
in  the  British  Isles,  visiting  relatives  and  points  of  general  interest  and 
in  gathering  data  for  the  Pittis  Genealogy.  Included  also  was  the  land 
of  my  Birney  and  McCullough  ancestors  in  Ireland  and  Scotland. 

In  June  of  1948,  I  spent  a  week  in  Switzerland  and  attended  the  wed¬ 
ding  of  my  nephew,  Captain  Robert  E.  Pittis,  in  Geneva.  Following  the 
wedding  I  visited  every  village,  house,  church,  and  graveyard  on  the  Isle 
of  Wight,  England,  mentioned  in  the  Pittis  Genealogy,  and  visited  all 
Pittis  families  living  on  the  Isle,  in  London,  and  in  other  parts  of  Eng- 
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Iii  the  United  States  my  effort  to  trace  our  Hout  family  has 
been  extensive.  Assisted  by  professional  researchers,  I  have 
hunted  for  Haudt  and  Hout  data  in  the  archives  of  the  state  li¬ 
braries  in  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  Richmond,  Virginia;  in 
the  records  of  Berkcly  County,  West  Virginia;  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio;  and  in  the 
census  records  of  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  Ohio. 
My  quest  has  led  me  to  travel  among  Hout  descendants  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Ohio.  I  have 
written  over  three  thousand  letters  of  request  for  family  records. 
By  travel  and  by  correspondence  I  have  discovered  members  of 
the  Hout  family  in  many  states  from  coast  to  coast. 


This  work  has  been  in  an  uncharted  field  as  no  previous  at¬ 
tempt  has  been  made  to  compile  a  Hout  genealogy.  To  preserve 
the  fruits  of  extensive  research  for  present  and  future  genera¬ 
tions,  I  have  compiled  and  published  this  book  as  a  Hout  family 
nistory. 

The  investigation  disclosed  the  true  pioneer  life  of  one  of  the 
early  families  of  Virginia.  The  Hout  family  played  a  commend¬ 
able  part  in  our  country’s  development,  always  standing  for  what 
was  best  in  church  and  state.  The  family  represented  a  good 
cross  section  of  typical  American  life,  its  men  and  women  shaiing 
the  hardships  and  bearing  the  brunt  of  pioneering,  and  aiding  in 
the  growth  of  the  religious,  moral,  civil,  and  political  life  of 
America.  The  Hout  family  of  today  is  composed  of  sound  and 
worthy  citizens  who  are  doing  their  share  of  the  world  s  work 
in  every  field  of  endeavor:  on  the  farm,  in  the  workshop,  in 
manufacturing  and  commercial  enterprises,  in  the  professions, 
as  authors,  scientists,  and  inventors.  They  have  given  valiant 
service  in  every  war  in  which  our  country  has  been  engaged. 


One  of  the  many  valuable  features  of  this  Hout  family  history 
is  the  record  of  eight  men  who  rendered  service  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  and  of  three  in  the  War  of  1812.  Their  record  of  mili¬ 
tary  service  furnishes  to  all  of  their  descendants  credentials  of 
eligibility  for  membership  in  the  patriotic  societies  requiring  de¬ 
scent  from  soldiers  of  the  Revolution  and  of  the  War  of  1812. 

The  genealogical  records  contained  in  this  book  cover  a  period 
of  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  years,  from  1725  to  1952,  with 
some  records  in  1953,  and  enable  us  to  trace  our  direct  line  of 
descent  for  ten  generations.  The  earliest  year  mentioned  is  1400. 
(See  “Variations  in  the  Family  Name,”  p.  20).  The  compilation 
consists  mainly  of  facts  found  in  books  of  history,  certified  copies 
of  public  records,  vital  statistics,  tombstone  inscriptions,  family 
Bible  records,  and  data  from  biographical  sketches  in  county  his¬ 
tories.  Included  also  are  stories  and  legends  gathered  from  some 
of  the  older  members  of  the  family  and  other  aged  citizens. 

Fortunately,  considerable  material  which  would  now  be  unob¬ 
tainable  was  collected  during  the  1920’s.  Many  of  the  older 
people  who  at  that  time  gave  me  records,  stories,  and  legends 
have  since  passed  away;  tombstones  have  crumbled;  Bibles  con- 
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taining  records  have  been  lost  or  thrown  away;  some  public  rec¬ 
ords  have  grown  dim  or  have  been  destroyed  by  war,  fire,  and 
the  gnawing  tooth  of  time.  Naturally,  many  of  the  family  rec¬ 
ords  have  been  lost  forever.  Time  wages  a  relentless  war  and 
lays  waste  the  chronicles  of  man,  hence  the  importance  of  pre¬ 
serving  family  records  and  preventing  their  irretrievable  loss 
through  the  ravages  of  the  years. 

A  complete  bibliography  of  the  materials  from  which  informa¬ 
tion  has  been  obtained  or  notes  giving  the  source  of  every  item 
may  be  desired  by  the  professional  student  of  history,  but  such 
detailed  references  have  seemed  neither  necessary  nor  advisable 
in  this  genealogy.  Enough  of  the  more  important  sources  and 
publications  are  listed  throughout  the  book  to  indicate  in  general 
the  research  that  has  been  done.  There  are  some  discrepancies 
in  facts  as  found  in  histories,  and  doubtless  there  are  some  mis¬ 
takes  in  family  records  as  presented  here,  in  spite  of  painstaking 
care.  Errors  in  records  as  supplied  by  families,  often  given  from 
memory  and  calculation,  variations  in  records  of  the  same  event, 
illegible  handwriting,  and  other  causes  of  inaccuracies,  though 
deeply  regretted,  are  wholly  beyond  the  author’s  control.  Alex¬ 
ander  Pope  says, 

Whoever  thinks  a  faultless  piece  to  see 
Thinks  what  ne’er  was,  nor  is,  nor  e’er  shall  be. 

This  chronicle  is  not  entirely  complete  (no  genealogy  ever  is), 
but  it  does  contain  all  records  that  were  found  by  research  or 
were  furnished  by  families.  Early  documents  are  reproduced 
and  thereby  preserved.  The  Hout  ancestors  in  the  United  States 
are  all  recorded.  Every  distinct  family  line  is  clearly  presented 
and  is  as  nearly  complete  as  it  can  be  made  from  the  data  avail¬ 
able.  Every  family  is  presented,  in  full  or  in  part,  according  to 
the  data  obtainable.  The  chronicle  is  sufficiently  complete  to 
enable  present  and  future  generations  to  trace  their  ancestry,  to 
which  they  may  add  the  records  of  their  own  immediate  families. 

Hout  family  reunions  were  begun  in  1920  and  are  still  held  an¬ 
nually  in  August,  usually  at  Mansfield,  Ohio. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  hereby  made  to  all  persons  who 
have  cooperated  in  making  this  family  history  possible,  and  also 
to  all  authors  whose  writings  have  been  consulted.

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OUR  HOUT  ANCESTORS  IN  AMERICA 

Johann  Georg-  Haudt,  as  he  signed  his  name  on  the  ship  list  of 
the  ship  Richard  .and  Mary,  was  the  progenitor  of  our  Hout  fam¬ 
ily  in  the  United  States.  It  has  been  stated  by  a  number  of  his 
descendants  that  his  home  was  in  or  near  Strassburg,  in  the  prov¬ 
ince  of  Alsace,  in  the  German  Rhineland.  He  embarked  for 
America  at  Rotterdam,  Holland;  he  disembarked  at  Philadelphia 

on  September  26,  1752.  He  married  Kathrina - ,  lived 

in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  later  migrated  to  Maryland,  and 
settled  finally  in  Berkely  County,  Virginia.  There  his  name  be¬ 
came  Anglicized  to  John  George  Houte  and  later  to  Hout. 

Peter  Ilaudt,  brother  of  Johann  Georg  Haudt,  had  emigrated 
a  year  earlier  on  the  ship  Patience.  Twenty-three  years  of  age, 
Peter  Haudt  embarked  at  Rotterdam  on  July  22  and  landed  at 
Philadelphia  on  September  9,  1751.  He  married  Anne  Barbara 

- - ,  remained  in  Pennsylvania  for  a  time,  and  settled  later 

in  Hagerstown,  Maryland. 

Nothing  further  is  known  concerning  our  Haudt  forebears  in 
Alsace,  Germany,  except  that  they  were  Lutherans. 


IMMIGRATION  OF  THE  HAUDT  BROTHERS 

A  photostatic  copy  which  the  author  had  made  of  the  original 
passenger  list  of  the  ship  Richard  and  Mary  and  the  ship 
Patience  gives  the  following  information: 

Johann  Georg  Haudt  so  signed  his  name  himself  in  the 
ship  list  of  the  Richard  and  Mary ,  which  contained  names  of 
ninety-one  males  and  was  headed  as  follows: 

rl  be  Foreigners  whose  names  are  underwritten,  Imported 
in  the  ship  Richard  and  Many,  John  Moore,  Master,  from 
Rotterdam  and  last  from  Portsmouth,  took  the  usual  Quali¬ 
fications  to  the  Government  before  Joshua  Maddon,  Esquire, 
this  26th  day  of  September,  1752. 

Petek  Haudt  signed  the  ship  list  of  the  Patience  as  Peter 
Haut,  the  spelling  of  the  name  which  he  apparently  used  as  it  so 
appears  in  other  documents  executed  by  him.  The  heading  of 
this  list  reads: 

At  the  Court  House  at  Philadelphia  Monday  the  9th  of 
September,  1751.  Present  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor.  The 
foreigners  whose  names  are  underwritten,  imported  in  the 
ship  Patience ,  Captain  Hugh  Steel,  from  Rotterdam  and  last 
from  Cowes  in  England,  did  this  day  take  and  subscribe  the 
usual  Qualifications.  Eight  Roman  Catholics.  Whole  Freights 
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Of  the  255  “freights”  or  passengers  of  the  Patience ,  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  nine  males  signed  the  Qualifications.  An  old  newspaper 
in  the  archives  of  the  City  of  Rotterdam  states  that  the  ship  Pa¬ 
tience  left  Cowes,  Isle  of  Wight,  England,  on  July  22,  1751.  The 
voyage  required  seven  weeks. 

For  the  Richard  and  Mary ,  the  records  show  three  voyages, 
a  year  apart,  from  Rotterdam  to  Philadelphia.  On  the  last  voy¬ 
age,  in  1754,  it  brought  220  passengers  from  Wiirttemberg.  The 
Patience  made  five  voyages.  On  the  first  voyage,  in  1748,  it 
brought  270  passengers  from  the  Palatinate  and  Wiirttemberg. 
The  number  of  passengers  indicates  the  size  of  the  ship,  and  the 
number  of  voyages  suggests  the  seaworthiness  of  the  small  craft. 

During  the  time  that  Pennsylvania  was  a  colony,  its  govern¬ 
ment  was  in  the  hands  of  British  subjects.  The  English  language 
was  used,  and  the  English  common  law  was  in  force.  It  eaily  be¬ 
came  a  matter  of  concern  to  these  Englishmen  that  so  large  a 
number  of  Continentals,  especially  Germans,  speaking  another 
language  and  accustomed  to  another  form  of  government,  should 
be  admitted,  even  though  they  came  at  the  invitation  of  William 
Penn  himself.  Therefore,  on  September  14,  1727,  the  Provincial 
Council  passed  a  law  requiring  all  male  immigrants  over  six¬ 
teen  years  of  age  who  arrived  at  Philadelphia  to  take  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  British  Crown.  Two  years  later  immigrants 
were  required  to  take  the  oath  of  abjuration  of  allegiance  to  their 
foreign  sovereignty,  and  of  fidelity  to  the  government  of  the 
province.  The  oaths  were  administered  and  sworn  to  before  pub¬ 
lic  officials.  There  were  three  lists  of  the  immigrants:  the  lists 
kept  by  the  captain  of  the  ship,  the  lists  of  the  signers  of  the  oath 
of  allegiance,  and  the  lists  of  the  signers  of  the  oath  of  abjura¬ 
tion. 

These  lists  of  ship  passengers,  their  signatures,  and  the  names 
of  the  ships  that  brought  them  to  Philadelphia,  are  all  of  great 
historical  value  to  posterity.  They  have  been  invaluable  in 
tracing  our  Haudt  (Hout)  family.  Their  value  is  enhanced  by 
the  fact  that,  of  all  the  American  colonies,  Pennsylvania  alone 
required  such  lists. 

Thousands  of  persons  came  through  the  ports  of  Boston,  New 
York,  Baltimore,  Charleston,  and  Savannah,  but  their  names  are 
lost  because  no  record  of  them  was  kept  at  the  time  of  theii  ai- 
rival.  The  original  lists  of  ship  passengers  from  1727  to  1776  are 
in  the  possession  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  and  are  preserved 
in  the  archives  of  the  State  Library  at  Harrisburg.  These  lists 
form  the  basis  for  the  genealogical  records  of  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  Americans.  About  three  hundred  family  associations 
tracing  their  ancestry  to  these  German  pioneers  meet  annually 
in  Pennsylvania.  Photostatic  copies  of  the  lists  of  signatures,  by 
ship  lists,  and  a  translation  into  English  of  names  written  in  Ger¬ 
man  script  are  all  given  in  Pennsylvania  German  Pioneers,  by 
Ralph  Beaver  Strassburger,  LL.D.,  published  in  1934  by  the 
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Pennsylvania  German  Society.  Inaccurate  lists  appear  in  Rupp’s 
Collection  of  30,000  Names  of  Pennsylvania  Immigrants1,  and  in 
Series  II,  Volume  17,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Archives.  ■ 

About  the  time  the  Haudt  brothers  came  to  America,  a  large 
number  of  German  emigrants  came  down  the  Rhine  to  Rotter¬ 
dam  and  sailed  for  the  American  colonies.  This  great  emigra¬ 
tion,  which  began  about  1680,  was  the  result  of  religious  perse¬ 
cution,  devastating  wars,  economic,  political,  and  military  oppres¬ 
sion,  and  general  unrest.  These  are  forces  that  drive  people  from 
their  native  country  in  search  of  liberty  of  thought  and  con¬ 
science  and  security  for  home  and  family.  We  may  readily  be¬ 
lieve  that  such  causes  prompted  Johann  Georg  Haudt  and  Peter 
Haudt  to  leave  their  oppressive  homeland  and  take  refuge  in  the 
New  World  as  a  sanctuary  of  faith,  freedom,  and  democracy. 

History  affords  no  more  pathetic  chapter  than  that  of  the  dev¬ 
astation  of  the  Palatinate  and  the  persecution  of  the  followers  of 
Martin  Luther,  the  Mennonites,  and  other  sects  that  belonged  to 
no  recognized  “state  church.”  These  German  Protestants  came 
across  the  Atlantic  to  seek  freedom  and  to  escape  oppressions 
similar  to  those  which  drove  the  Pilgrims  to  New  England.  They 
were  the  German  “Pilgrim  Fathers,”  who  sought  and  found  free¬ 
dom  of  worship  in  Pennsylvania  and  other  American  colonies. 
They  came  when  facilities  for  travel  were  meager  and  dangers 
abounded,  when  a  voyage  was  made  on  a  small  ship  and  often 
meant  suffering  many  weeks  of  hardship,  and  when  great  perils 
awaited  them  in  the  wild  new  country.  For  nearly  a  century, 
from  .1680  to  1776,  they  came  in  large  numbers.  The  immigra¬ 
tion  was  checked  by  the  outbreak  of  the  French  and  Indian  War 
in  1755  and  was  virtually  stopped  in  1776  by  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution,  but  it  was  resumed  after  the  war  ended. 

Johann  Georg  Hand!,  and  his  brother  Peter  doubtless  experi¬ 
enced  the  hardships  of  exodus  from  their  native  Rhineland  and 
the  miseries  of  an  ocean  voyage  similar  to  those  narrated  by 
Gottlieb  Mittelberger,  who  arrived  in  Philadelphia  on  September 
29,  1750,  on  the  ship  Osgood.  His  book  telling  of  his  journey  to 
Pennsylvania  in  the  year  1750-  describes  the  trip  from  the  Rhine¬ 
land  to  Philadelphia.  According  to  his  description,  the  emigra¬ 
tion  fell  naturally  into  three  parts,  as  follows: 

The  first  part  was  the  exodus,  which  usually  took  place  from 
the  beginning  of  May  to  the  end  of  October.  It  consisted  of  the 
passage,  amid  great  hardships,  down  the  Rhine  to  Rotterdam  or 
some  other  port.  Rhine  boats  from  Heilbronn  to  Holland  had  to 
pass  twenty-six  customhouses,  at  all  of  which  the  boats  were  ex-

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amined  when  it  suited  the  convenience  of  the  customhouse  offi¬ 
cials;  the  boats,  therefore,  were  long  detained.  Trips  down  the 
Rhine  took  four,  five,  and  even  six  weeks.  Because  supplies  were 
very  costly,  the  passengers  were  put  to  considerable  expense. 

The  second  stage  of  the  journey  was  from  Rotterdam  to  one 
of  the  English  ports.  Ships  sailing  from  continental  ports  were 
compelled  to  stop  at  an  English  port  to  secure  clearance  papers 
for  American  ports.  Cowes,  on  the  Isle  of  Wight,  England,  was 
a  favorite  stopping  place;  one  hundred  and  forty-two  ships  are 
recorded  as  having  sailed  from  Rotterdam  to  Cowes.  In  Eng¬ 
land,  there  was  another  delay  of  from  one  to  two  weeks  while 
the  ships  waited  for  clearance  permits  or  for  favorable  winds. 

When  the  ships  left  the  English  ports  for  the  long  ocean  voy¬ 
age,  the  real  misery  began.  They  often  had  to  sail  eight  to  twelve 
weeks,  and  even  with  the  best  of  winds  the  journey  lasted  seven 
weeks.  This  third  stage,  as  described  by  Mittelberger,  was 
marked  by  much  privation  and  suffering.  The  passengers, 
crowded  together,  without  proper  food  and  water,  were  soon  sub¬ 
ject  to  all  sorts  of  diseases,  such  as  dysentery,  scurvy,  typhoid, 
and  smallpox.  Children  were  the  first  to  be  attacked,  and  they 
died  in  large  numbers.  The  terrors  of  disease  were  aggravated 
by  frequent  storms;  the  ship  tossed  from  side  to  side,  and  the 
closely  packed  occupants  of  the  berths,  both  the  sick  and  the 
well,  suffered  so  terribly  that  many  did  not  survive. 

When  at  last  they  reached  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love,  where 
all  their  miseries  were  to  end,  other  delays  occurred.  Health 
officers  visited  the  ships,  and  if  persons  with  infectious  diseases 
were  discovered,  the  ships  were  ordered  to  move  one  mile  from 
the  city  and  remain  until  the  passengers  were  examined  and  the 
masters  had  received  a  license  from  the  governor  to  land  the  pas¬ 
sengers  and  their  goods.  The  governor  urged  that  a  hospital  be 
erected  for  sick  immigrants,  but  the  Assembly  took  no  action  un¬ 
til  an.  epidemic  actually  broke  out  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

When  a  ship  finally  arrived  in  the  harbor,  merchants  who  were 
to  act  as  brokers  received  the  list  of  passengers  and  the  agree¬ 
ment  which  the  emigrants  had  signed  in  Holland,  together  with 
the  bills  for  their  travel  down  the  Rhine  and  the  advance  for  pro¬ 
visions  on  the  ship.  The  Giewlanders”  were  led  to  the  City  Hall, 
where  they  rendered  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  king  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  oath  of  abjuration  and  then  were  returned  to  the 
ship.  Those  who  had  money  to  pay  for  their  passage  were  re¬ 
leased.  For  those  without  money  the  ship  became  a  market¬ 
place.  These  passengers  were  sold  through  the  brokers  for  a  cer¬ 
tain  number  of  years  of  servitude  in  payment  for  their  passage 
and  other  debts,  the  purchasers  receiving  from  the  government 
authorities  a  written  document  which  made  the  newcomers  their 
property  for  a  definite  period.  Many  were  obliged  to  sell  their 
children  to  satisfy  their  debts  so  that  they  might  be  released  from 
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the  vessel.  Children  as  young  as  five  years  could  be  sold  to  any 
buyer  who  would  agree  to  bring  the  children  up  until  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years.  Children  under  five  years  of  age  could  not  be 
sold  into  service.  They  were  disposed  of  gratuitously  to  persons 
who  agreed  to  rear  them  and  give  them  their  freedom  when  they 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  The  heading  of  the  list  of 
the  ship  Chance  reads: 

At  the  State  House  at  Philad3,  Wednesday,  8th  Aug1,  1764. 

Present:  William  Peters,  Esquire. 

The  Foreigners  whose  names  are  underwritten,  imported 
in  the  ship  Chance,  Capt.  Charles  Smith,  from  Rotterdam, 
did  this  day  take  and  subscribe  the  usual  Qualifications. 
Consigned  to  Mr.  Rob1  Ruecastle,  Merch1,  208  Whole 
Freights.  93  Persons.  Paid  for  107  a  1/6 — £8.0.6.  Sep1. 
13,  1764. 

Some  of  the  captains  were  reputed  to  be  cruel  and  inhuman 
masters.  Some  were  called  “wicked  murderers  of  souls”  who 
treated  their  passengers  with  horrible  barbarity.  But  others 
were  known  to  be  kind  and  considerate.  Of  Captain  John  Stead¬ 
man,  of  the  ship  Saint  Andrew ,  it  was  reported  by  one  of  the 
passengers:  “We  had  a  very  good  captain  who  kept  strictly  to  his 
contract,  and  very  able  sailors  who  had  much  patience  with  us.” 

The  dates  of  arrivals  of  the  ships  show  that  a  large  majority 
arrived  in  the  fall,  from  August  to  December,  when  the  adversi¬ 
ties  of  winter  were  just  ahead.  But  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  and 
miseries,  new  settlers  continued  to  come.  The  wonder  is  not 
that  so  many  succumbed  but  that  so  many  faced  the  hardships, 
and  after  a  few  years  of  service  emerged  as  successful  farmers, 
artisans,  or  tradesmen.  It  showed  what  sturdy  stuff  these  Ger¬ 
man  pioneers  were  made  of.  The  redemptioners  occupied  a  very 
humble  position,  but  from  this  class  sprang  some  of  the  most  rep¬ 
utable  and  wealthy  inhabitants  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Germans 
were  a  valuable  acquisition  to  William  Penn  and  his  sons  in  de¬ 
veloping  their  province.  Experienced  in  various  trades,  they 
were  just  what  the  new  country  needed  to  start  it  on  the  march 
of  material  progress.  Their  labor,  economy,  perseverance,  and 
stability  contributed  increasing  growth  and  prosperity. 

Johann  Georg  Haudt  and  Peter  Haudt  apparently  were  able 
to  pay  for  their  passage  and  were  released  upon  arrival  at  Phila¬ 
delphia.  There  are  no  records  or  circumstances  to  indicate  the 
contrary.  They  evidently  joined  the  German  settlement  in  Berks 
County,  northwest  of  Philadelphia,  without  delay.  Both  mar¬ 
ried  there.  This  was  a  favorite  place  of  settlement  for  the  early 
Germans,  who  outnumbered  all  other  nationalities  in  this  county 
taken  together.  The  Lutheran  faith  was  predominant.  The  first 
three  generations  o i  the  Hout  family  in  America  were  staunch 
Lutherans.  The  first  church  in  the  county  was  established  about 
1725,  and  churches  sprang  up  with  remarkable  rapidity  during 
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the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  Germans  improved 
the  soil,  erected  buildings,  and  laid  out  roads.  The  officials  of 
the  county  were  mostly  Germans,  and  Germans  served  in  Con¬ 
gress  without  interruption  from  1789  until  1847.  In  the  War  for 
Independence  their  conduct  was  admirable,  and  when  the  strug¬ 
gle  ended  they  naturally  took  positions  of  power  and  promi¬ 
nence.  Tile  descendants  of  many  of  the  first  German  settlers  in 
this  county  are  still  flourishing  there  in  industry,  in  the  profes¬ 
sions,  and  in  positions  of  social,  religious,  and  political  influence. 
Three  townships  of  Berks  County  were  given  German  names: 
Bern,  Heidelberg,  and  Alsace. 

The  Pennsylvania  German  immigration  and  its  part  in  the 
settlement  and  development  of  America  form  an  epic  of  faith  and 
zeal,  of  sacrifice  and  achievement.  These  Germans  were  pioneers. 
Coming  to  a  virgin  land,  they  helped  to  transform  it  into  the 
America  we  know  today.  With  ardent  patriotism,  they  helped  to 
fight  Americas  battles  and  played  an  important  part  in  industry, 
science,  education,  invention,  public  service,  and  in  agriculture, 
which  is  the  very  foundation  of  our  national  wealth  and  of  hu¬ 
man  progress.  They  spread  not  only  through  Pennsylvania  but 
also  throughout  the  South  and  the  new  West,  influencing  every 
phase  of  American  life. 

Members  of  the  Hout  family  who  are  truly  interested  in  their 
ancestry  will  wish  to  consult  books  of  history  about  the  large 
German  immigration  to  America  in  the  seventeenth  and  eight¬ 
eenth  centuries  and  its  causes.  They  should  read  the  history  of 
the  settling  of  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  Ohio,  and 
other  states  farther  west,  properly  to  understand  the  customs 
and  conditions  of  life  in  the  days  of  our  pioneer  ancestors. 


VARIATIONS  IN  THE  FAMILY  NAME. 

In  Germany  one  branch  of  the  Hauth  family  has  a  collection  of 
genealogical  data.  It  gives  the  various  spellings  as  Haudt,  Ilaut, 
Hautt,  Hauth.  This  Hauth  family  claims  that  all  had  the  same 
ancestral  origin.  The  oldest  known  ancestor  was  Jacob  Haut,  of 
Kitzig,  on  the  Mosel  river  (the  English  spelling  is  Moselle),  who 
was  living  in  the  year  1400.  Johann  Hauth,  his  descendant,  was 
a  monk  in  the  monastery  of  Wolf  on  the  Mosel  and  a  friend  of 
Martin  Luther  (1483-1546),  Correspondence  between  him  and 
Luther  was  considered  important  and  was  carefully  preserved 
until  it  was  destroyed  by  war.  Johann  Hauth  left  the  monastery, 
where  he  was  Father  Guardian,  and  later  became  a  Lutheran 
pastor.  Jacob  (1541-1619),  his  only  son,  was  a  distinguished  Lu¬ 
theran  pastor,  and  from  him  descended  a  number  of  Lutheran 
pastors  bearing  the  name  Hauth.  Numerous  descendants  lived 
in  towns  on  the  Mosel  and  Nahe  rivers  (tributaries  of  the 
Rhine),  and  in  the  Palatinate,  Alsace,  Baden,  and  Bavaria. 

George  Wilhelm  Hauth  (1654-1722),  also  written  Haudt,  settled 
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at  Nohfelden  on  the  Nahe  river  and  became  the  progenitor  of  a 
prominent  Hauth  line.  For  over  forty  years  he  was  Revenue 
Officer  and  chief  of  the  Department  of  Finances  for  the  Duke  of 
Zweibriicken.  His  grandson,  Johann  Christian  Ludwig  Hauth 
(1726-1806),  was  the  eminent  architect  and  building  director  for 
Karl  II,  last  duke  of  Zweibriicken  and  elder  brother  of  Maxmil- 
lian  Joseph,  first  king  of  Bavaria.  He  was  master-builder  of  the 
duke’s  magnificent  Karlsberg  castle  near  Homburg,  built  in  1780. 
Fourteen  years  later  it  was  burned  by  the  French  but  its  ruins 
still  remain. 

In  the  1920’s  the  author  had  some  very  interesting  correspond¬ 
ence  with  several  members  of  this  Hauth  line,  including  the 
genealogist,  Wilhelm  Hauth,  of  Birkenfeld  on  the  Nahe;  Rene 
Hauth,  journalist  with  Les  Dernier es  N  ovelles,  leading  news¬ 
paper  of  Strasbourg;  and  his  father,  A.  Hauth,  pharmacist  in 
Saverne,  France.  The  foregoing  information  was  obtained  from 
this  correspondence  and  from  enclosed  clippings  from  magazines 
and  newspapers  concerning  the  eminent  architect  and  building- 
director,  Johann  Christian  Ludwig  Hauth. 

While  seeking  parish  records  of  Haudts  in  Germany  the  author 
had  considerable  correspondence  with  a  number  of  German 
Lutheran  pastors  in  the  Rhineland.  One  in  particular  was  Baron 
Otto  Sartorius,  who  was  compiling  a  genealogical  record  of  the 
descendants  of  Martin  Luther  in  four  centuries,  and  therefore 
was  in  the  process  of  searching  parish  records.  He  and  others 
examined  parish  registers  for  records  of  the  Haudt  family  and 
its  possible  connection  with  Luther,  but  they  found  no  authentic 
data.  Pastor  Sartorius’s  book,  The  Descendants  of  Martin  Lu¬ 
ther  in  Four  Centuries ,  which  was  published  in  German  in  1925, 
gives  much  material  regarding  Luther  that  is  of  interest  to  the 
Ilaudt  (Hout)  family.  The  author  placed  a  copy  of  his  book  in  the 
genealogical  library  of  the  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society 
of  Cleveland,  where  it  may  be  consulted. 

In  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  Virginia  the  names  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  family  appear  in  early  public  records  as  Haudt, 
Ilaut,  Haute,  Houte,  Hout.  Variations  in  spelling  are  due  to  the 
similarity  of  the  script  a  and  o,  the  similarity  in  the  sound  of  the 
German  au  and  the  English  ou ,  variations  in  the  translation  of 
the  name  from  German  into  English,  and  general  illiteracy  and 
carelessness. 

Tire  first  three  generations  of  the  Hout  family  in  Virginia  spoke 
German  and  were  substantial  supporters  of  the  German  Luther¬ 
an  church.  They  had  in  their  homes  Bibles,  hymnbooks,  and 
other  books  in  German.  Their  signatures  to  deeds  and  other  le¬ 
gal  documents  appear  in  German  script.  In  all  legal  documents 
that  were  found,  our  progenitor’s  signature  is,  in  German  script, 
Johann  Georg  Haudt,  but  in  the  body  of  the  documents  his  name 
appears  as  George  Iloutc  or  Ilout,  the  name  by  which  he  was 
known  in  Virginia.  The  German  form  Ilaudt  was  continued  in 
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the  parish  records  of  the  German  Lutheran  churches  for  his  four 
sons,  Jacob,  Peter,  George  Michael,  and  Rudolph,  and  their  fami¬ 
lies.  As  late  as  1818,  when  applying  for  a  Revolutionary  War 
pension  in  Pennsylvania,  his  son  Jacob  signed  his  name  Jacob 
Haudt.  Though  the  four  sons  signed  their  names  in  German 
script  as  Haudt,  generally  within  the  documents  the  names  ap¬ 
pear  as  Ilout,  the  form  that  is  used  by  their  descendants.1 


MEANING  OF  THE  FAMILY  NAME 


In  German,  Haut  (plural  Haute )  means  skin,  hide,  covering. 

In  French,  haut  (masculine),  haute  (feminine)  means  high,  su¬ 
perior,  chief. 

In  Holland  Dutch,  liout  means  wood.  It  applies  to  lumber  and 
to  growing  timber  in  groves  or  forests.  Hout  is  used  freely  in 
the  Netherlands  as  a  surname,  alone  and  with  prepositions  and 
articles,  such  as  van  meaning  of  or  from;  de,  den,  der  meaning 
the.  Among  surnames  occur  Van  Hout  (from  wood);  Van  den 
Hout  and  Van  der  Hout  (from  the  woods);  Van  Houten,  Hout- 
graaf,  HouthofT,  Houtman;  Houdt,  Houte,  Hout.  The  names 
Haudt  and  Haut  do  not  occur.  The  author  had  some  correspond¬ 
ence  with  a  resident  of  Amsterdam,  John  in  ’t  Hout  (in  the  woods 
or  grove),  which  is  not  an  uncommon  name.  Hout  is  used  with 
other  words  and  syllables  as  names  of  villages,  parks,  and  groves. 
At  Haarlem  there  is  a  park  called  Den  Hout,  which  the  author 
visited  in  1937.  There  are  villages  and  hamlets  named  Hout, 
Den  Hout,  Houten,  Ardenhout,  Udenhout,  Voorhout. 

There  is  Hout  Bay,  of  strategic  importance,  fifteen  miles  from 
Cape  Town,  South  Africa.  On  its  shore  is  the  beautiful  Hout 
Bay  Hotel,  a  favorite  hostelry  for  tourists  visiting  Land’s  End  on 
(he  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  Other  Hout  names  occur  in  the  Trans¬ 
vaal.  The  name  was  brought  to  South  Africa  by  Hollanders. 

Some  members  of  the  Hout  line  in  West  Virginia,  particularly 
in  the  Rudolph  Hout  branch,  maintain  that  the  Houts  had  early 
connections  in  Holland.  The  late  Rev.  Harry  Lee  Hout  and 
others  of  the  Rudolph  branch  with  whom  the  author  had  consid¬ 
erable  correspondence  in  the  1920’s  were  very  positive  in  this 
assertion.  The  Rev.  Harry  Lee  Hout  had  a  beautiful  pitcher 
made  of  Holland  pottery  and  some  other  articles  that  had  been 
in  the  possession  of  his  great  uncle,  Joseph  Hout.  They  were

Its  founder  was  Dr.  Daniel 
Ilout/.,  a  physician  residing  in  Alexandria,  Huntingdon  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  About  1  S.r»0  he  purchased  a  tract  of  land  in  Clearfield  County 
for  ils  timber,  arid  in  1801)  a  superior  vein  of  coal  was  discovered  there. 
Dr.  Iloutz  laid  out  a  town,  sold  lots  to  miners,  and  gave  the  town  his 
name,  lie  never  lived  there  but  was  a  pioneer  in  developing  the  lumber 
and  coal  industries  of  the  region. 
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passed  on  to  him  as  keepsakes  that  had  been  brought  from  Hol¬ 
land  by  early  Hout  relatives.  The  children  of  Peter  Hout  (son 
of  John  George)  were  said  to  be  quarter-blood  Holland  Dutch. 
This  implies  that  one  of  their  grandparents  was  a  Hollander. 

OUR  ANCESTORS  IN  VIRGINIA 

The  Hout  family  may  be  justly  proud  that  its  ancestors  were 
among  the  early  families  of  Virginia.  In  Virginia,  the  first  per¬ 
manent  English  settlement  in  the  United  States  was  established 
at  Jamestown  in  1607.  Virginia  gave  to  this  republic  in  its  forma¬ 
tive  period  a  body  of  supremely  great  statesmen  and  military 
leaders.  In  Virginia’s  early  days  every  man  was  a  soldier  on 
outpost  duty;  every  woman  was  on  frontier  service.  Courage, 
endurance,  determination,  and  force  were  demanded  of  them 
constantly,  and  day  by  day  their  fiber  was  strengthened  until  a 
new  people  came  into  being. 

John  George  Hout  (1725-1786)  married  and  lived  for  a  time  in 
Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  at  least  two  of  his  children 
were  born.  He  settled  finally  in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia  (now 
part  of  West  Virginia),  at  Greensburg,  which  is  an  unincorporated 
community  and  not  a  town,  about  midway  between  Martinsburg 
and  Shepherdstown.  His  farm  was  about  twenty  miles  from 
Hagerstown,  Maryland,  where  his  brother  Peter  lived.  In  his 
will  in  1783,  besides  Catherine,  his  wife,  he  named  as  his  heirs 
lour  sons,  Jacob,  Peter,  George  Michael,  and  Rudolph,  and  one 
daughter,  Mary  Heim. 

Jacob  remained  in  Berkeley  County  for  a  while  after  his  mar¬ 
riage  and  service  in  the  Revolution,  but  finally  settled  in  West¬ 
moreland  County,  Pennsylvania.  Peter  lived  on  his  farm,  seven 
miles  from  Martinsburg,  until  1813,  when  he  moved  to  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio.  George  Michael  occupied  the  parental  farm  in 
Berkeley  County,  Virginia.  Rudolph  had  a  farm  and  flour  mill 
near  Shepherdstown.  No  trace  is  found  of  Mary  Heim.  Her 
home  may  later  have  been  in  the  eastern  part  of  Holmes  County, 
Ohio,  near  a  town  then  known  as  New  Carlisle  and  now  as  Wal¬ 
nut  Creek.  Settlers  by  the  name  of  Heim  once  lived  there  but 
later  moved  farther  west.  It  is  said  that  Peter’s  sons  visited  rela¬ 
tives  in  Holmes  County.  They  rode  on  horseback  from  their 
home  in  Jefferson  County  and  stopped  on  the  way  with  their  sis¬ 
ter,  Mary  Hout  Albert,  who  with  her  husband  kept  the  Lion 
Hotel  in  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio.  A  descendant  of  Rudolph  said 
that  Mary  once  visited  her  relatives  in  West  Virginia,  and  that 
she  was  spoken  of  as  “Mary  Heim  of  Ohio.” 

As  executors  of  his  will  John  George  Hout  named  his  son  Peter, 
his  brother  Peter  of  Hagerstown,  and  Thomas  Rutherford.  Mr. 
Rutherford  was  a  surveyor  who  surveyed  the  Hout  farm.  His 
name  occurs  frequently  in  the  history  of  Berkley  and  Frederick 
counties,  where  as  a  leader  in  community  affairs  he  was  well 
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known  for  his  integrity,  exceptional  intelligence,  and  ability. 
Thomas  Rutherford  was  the  first  sheriff  to  hold  office  west  of  the 
Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  being  commissioned  in  1743  by  the  gov¬ 
ernor  of  Virginia  as  “High  Sheriff  of  Frederick  County.”  When 
Berkeley  County  was  carved  out  of  Frederick  County,  in  1772, 
he  was  one  of  the  petitioners  for  the  division.  He  was  made  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  Peace  in  1772  by  the  first  court  in  Berkeley  County. 
He  was  one  of  the  vestrymen  chosen  in  1764  for  the  Episcopal 
Chapel  at  Shepherdstown,  some  ten  miles  from  his  home,  which 
was  near  Charles  Town. 

OUR  ANCESTRAL  HOME  IN  VIRGINIA

John  George  Hout,  our  pioneer  ancestor,  purchased  254  acres 
of  land  on  the  Elk  Branch,  in  that  part  of  Frederick  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  which  later  became  Berkeley  County.  The  transfer  of 
title,  dated  May  26,  1763,  was  from  the  Right  Honorable  Thomas, 
Lord  Fairfax,  Proprietor  of  the  Northern  Neck  of  Virginia. 

In  1782,  John  George  Hout  sold  fifty  acres  of  this-  tract.  The 
remaining  204  acres  he  bequeathed  to  his  four  sons,  each  receiv¬ 
ing  fifty-one  acres.  The  parcel  with  the  buildings  went  to  George 
Michael,  the  third  son.  George  Michael  later  bought  the  other 
three  parcels  from  his  brothers;  he  also  bought  additional 
acreage.  Alfred  Thornton  Russler,  grandson  of  George  Michael 
Hout,  lived  in  Martinsburg  until  his  death  in  1927  at  the  age  of 
ninety.  He  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  supplying  early  in¬ 
formation  for  this  family  history.  His  description  of  the  ances¬ 
tral  home  follows: 

“George  Michael  Hout  added  to  his  acreage.  He  and  his 
wife,  Christiana  Strider  Hout,  lived  and  died  in  the  old 
home.  The  house,  an  old  building  when  I  first  knew  it,  was 
situated  in  the  Opequon  district  at  Greensburg,  about  mid¬ 
way  between  Martinsburg  and  Shepherdstown.  It  has  been 
torn  down,  as  have  the  other  farm  buildings,  and  no  pictures 
are  available.  The  dwelling  was  a  two-story  log  house,  with 
a  brick  chimney  at  the  west  end.  The  logs  were  sawed,  and 
the  corners  of  the  house  were  dovetailed,  which  was  not 
common  in  those  days.  The  house  had  a  shingled  roof,  plain 
batten  doors,  and  a  porch  extending  its  entire  length.  The 
first  story  had  four  rooms;  the  second  story  had  three.  The 
one-storied  kitchen  on  the  east  end  had  an  eight-foot  fireplace 
with  the  usual  pot-trammels,  also  a  large  bake-oven  built  be¬ 
side  the  fireplace.  At  the  fireplace  in  the  parlor  there  were 
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two  large,  beautiful  andirons.  There  was  a  mirror  six  feet 
tall  with  brass  frame,  and  a  handsome  grandfather’s  clock, 
which  was  acquired  and  cherished  by  George  Michael’s 
daughter  .  Mary  Horn.  The  other  buildings  —  all  substantial 
and  of  good  material  —  consisted  of  a  large  barn,  carriage- 
house,  granary,  and  comfortable  quarters  for  servants.  The 
principal  crops  were  fruits,  with  apples  a  specialty,  corn, 
wheat,  rye,  oats,  and  potatoes.  No  tobacco  was  grown  in 
this  county.  Many  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  and  hogs  were 
raised  in  my  grandfather’s  time.  The  district  is  one  of  beau¬ 
ty  and  fertility.  It  is  a  broad,  rolling  valley,  and  it  has 
a  healthful,  delightful  climate.” 

The  author  visited  this  ancestral  farm,  now  owned  by  stran¬ 
gers,  in  July,  1927,  and  again  in  August,  1947.  On  it  is  the  fam¬ 
ily  burial  plot  of  George  Michael  Hout.  It  contained  a  number 
of  tombstones  for  descendants.  They  were  standing  in  good  con¬ 
dition  in  1927.  By  1947,  however,  many  of  the  tombstones  had 
fallen  and  were  stacked  in  a  pile.  The  plot  was  in  bad  shape, 
with  a  wire  fence  running  through  it.  A  cluster  of  second- 
growth  trees  around  the  stump  of  a  former  tree  was  doing  much 
damage.  But  the  slab  stones  for  George  Michael  and  Christina, 
as  her  name  is  spelled  there,  were  standing  and  in  good  condi¬ 
tion,  with  the  inscriptions  legible. 

William  McDonald,  who  bought  the  farm  in  1880,  tore  down 
the  old  buildings  and  built  new  ones.  In  1927,  when  talking  with 
the  author,  he  spoke  of  the  old  dwelling  as  “the  big,  long  house”; 
lie  also  referred  to  a  four-room  and  a  two-room  house  which  had 
been  servants’  cabins.  No  slaves  were  mentioned  in  the  will  of 
John  George  Hout,  but  George  Michael  was  said  to  have  been  a 
slave-owner.  In  1947,  the  owner  of  the  farm  was  Harvey  McDon¬ 
ald.  the  eighty-year-old  son  of  William.  He  is  now  deceased, 
and  the  farm  has  again  changed  ownership. 

Personal  accounts  that  could  be  gathered  were  meager.  N^ 
pictures  of  John  George  Hout  or  any  of  his  family  were  found. 
A  word-picture  of  George  Michael  by  Mr.  Russler  and  a  descrip¬ 
tion  of  Jacob  in  his  Revolutionary  War  record  must  serve  as  a 
description  of  the  early  Hout  type.  (See  their  respective  rec¬ 
ords  in  later  chapters.)  From  the  information  available  it  was 
evident  that  the  members  of  this  early  Hout  family  were  sturdy 
pioneers  —  a  strong,  Christian  people,  possessed  of  those  sterling 
qualities  that  were  woven  into  the  very  fiber  of  our  nation.  They 
were  industrious  and  independent,  and  through  their  piety  and 
patriotism  they  did  their  part  in  building  and  preserving  com¬ 
munity  and  country. 

The  history  of  the  early  settlers  of  Virginia,  and  of  the  migra¬ 
tion  of  Germans  from  Pennsylvania  to  Maryland  and  Virginia, 
.should  he  read  in  this  connection. 
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CIIURCII  AFFILIATIONS  IN  VIRGINIA 

Our  llout  ancestors  in  Virginia  were  members  and-  staunch 
supporters  of  the  German  Lutheran  church.  The  disciples  of 
Luther  brought  with  them  their  religious  customs.  German 
Lutheran  churches  were  among  the  oldest  in  the  Valley  of  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Their  records  were  written  with  scrupulous  neatness  in 
German  script.  John  George  Hout  and  his  family  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Lutheran  church  at  Shepherclstown,  at  that  time  the 
principal  settlement  near  their  home.  Concerning  his  sons  and 
their  families,  the  records  show  that  Peter  and  his  family  were 
members  of  St.  John’s  Lutheran  Church  in  Martinsburg.  Ru¬ 
dolph  and  his  family  belonged  to  St.  Peter’s  Lutheran  Church  in 
Shepherdstown.  George  Michael  and  family  belonged  to  St.  Pe¬ 
ter’s  and  then,  after  its  organization,  to  St.  Paul’s  at  Greensburg, 
in  the  country  near  their  home.  The  same  pastor  served  the 
three  congregations. 

The  register  of  St.  John’s  Lutheran  Church  in  Martinsburg 
shows  that  Peter  Haudt  was  a  member  in  1785,  and  that  he  was 
present  at  communion  from  1791  to  1798.  On  November  21,  1786, 
he  and  Rosannah  Miller,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Magdalena  Mil¬ 
ler,  were  married  by  the  Rev.  Hugh  Vance,  pastor  of  the  Tusca- 
rora  Presbyterian  Church,  in  the  country,  two  miles  west  of  Mar¬ 
tinsburg.  Apparently  Rosannah  or  her  parents  had  joined  that 
church.  The  records  of  St.  John’s  give  the  baptism  of  four  chil¬ 
dren  of  Peter  and  Rosannah,  with  Rosannah’s  parents  as  spon¬ 
sors  for  two,  and  her  sister,  Cathrina  Miller  Diehl,  as  sponsor  for 
one.  From  their  farm,  which  was  bought  four  years  after  their 
marriage,  attendance  at  either  St.  John’s  or  the  Tuscarora  church 
meant  a  hazardous  journey  of  seven  miles. 

The  records  of  Tuscarora  Church  before  1827  have  been  lost, 
so  no  further  trace  of  the  Miller  family  could  be  found  there. 
Their  names  do  not  appear  in  its  graveyard  or  in  the  records  of 
St.  John’s.  An  item  in  his  estate  account  shows  that  Henry  Mil¬ 
ler’s  funeral  service  in  1817  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Ilorrell,  who  was  rector  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  in  Martins¬ 
burg  from  1816  to  1819.  But  Henry  Miller’s  name  was  not  found 
in  the  records  of  that  church.  Although  they  were  Germans  and 
no  doubt  had  been  Lutherans  earlier,  Henry  Miller  (Muller)  and 
his  family  appear  to  have  been  among  the  many  who  left  the 
Lutheran  to  join  the  English  church. 

St.  Peter’s  Lutheran  Church  of  Shepherdstown 

The  Lutheran  congregation  in  Shepherdstown  was  formed  in 
1765,  when  the  village  was  called  Mecklenburg.  This  was  two 
years  after  John  George  Hout  bought  his  farm  nearby.  The  nine 
Lutheran  families  there  at  the  time  had  been  holding  services  of 
hymns,  prayers,  and  exhortations  in  their  homes.  Among  the 
exhorters  was  Heinrich  Kuckes,  whose  descendant  married 
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George  Michael  Hout’s  daughter  Margaret.  The  group  was  vis¬ 
ited  occasionally  by  pastors  from  Pennsylvania.  In  1766  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Bauer  was  called  as  pastor.  He  was  followed  in  turn 
by  four  other  .pastors,  and  then  the  Rev.  Christian  Streit  served 
for  about  five  years,  until  1790.  He  found  the  congregation  well 
organized  and  possessing  a  comfortable  log  building.

In  December,  1790,  the  Rev.  Johann  David  Young,  a  legally 
appointed  teacher  from  Pennsylvania  and  a  native  of  Gorlitz,  in 
Upper  Saxony,  took  charge.  In  1795,  during  his  pastorate,  a  brick 
building  was  erected  and  named  St.  Peter’s  Evangelical  Luther¬ 
an  Church.  With  slight  remodeling,  it  was  in  use  for  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighteen  years,  until  1908,  when  a  fine  new  stone  edifice 
was  completed  at  a  different  location.  Sixteen  years  later,  in 
1924,  the  old  brick  building  burned  down.  Founded  1765  is 
carved  in  a  stone  in  the  outer  wall  of  the  new  building.  The 
early  register  contains  names  of  many  of  the  old  German  families 
and  landholders,  including  Haudt,  Muller,  Mueller,  Kukis, 
Kuekes,  and  Stip,  names  which  appear  in  the  Hout  family. 

As  long  as  Pastor  Young  was  in  charge  the  group  was  united. 
After  his  death,  in  1804,  discord  and  strife  arose.  It  was  a  period 
of  transition  from  the  use  of  German  to  that  of  English.  Living 
in  an  English  colony  and  an  English-speaking  community  made 
it  necessary  to  adopt  the  English  language  if  the  church  was  to 
grow.  The  younger  and  more  progressive  Germans  desired  to 
adopt  the  language,  the  customs,  and  the  church  of  their  new 
country,  whereas  many  of  the  older  and  more  conservative  clung 
to  their  native  tongue  and  church.  Some  became  alienated  and 
found  other  church  homes.  For  many  years  the  Lutheran  church 
was  rocked  with  dissensions,  induced  largely  by  the  transition 
from  the  German  to  the  English  language  in  the  service.  For  a 
time  services  were  held  in  German  and  English  on  alternate  Sun¬ 
days.  Still  dissatisfied,  a  number  of  Lutherans  transferred  to 
the  “English  church,”  the  Protestant  Episcopal.  On  July  1,  1819, 
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the  able  and  efficient  Rev.  Charles  Philip  Krauth  became  the  pas¬ 
tor,  and  he  served  until  1827.  The  services  were  conducted  in 
English,  and  the  church  prospered  again.  Krauth  officiated  at 
the  marriage  of  several  members  of  George  M.  Rout’s  family. 

The  two  old  German  churches,  the  Lutheran  and  the  Re¬ 
formed,  stood  on  opposite  sides  of  the  street,  each  having  its  own 
graveyard.  These  churches  were  east  of  town,  on  land  which 
was  not  included  in  Shepherd’s  fifty  acres  in  1762  but  was  added 
in  1798,  under  the  name  of  “Cookus’s  Addition.”  Cookus 
(Kuckes,  Kukis,  Kookes)  families  were  there  as  early  as  1725, 
as  is  shown  by  a  tombstone  bearing  the  name  and  date.  In  1940 
the  Lutherans  in  the  Shepherdstown  parish,  which  now  includes 
three  churches,  celebrated  the  one  hundred  and  seventy-fifth  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  founding  of  their  church. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  Shepherdstown 

The  records  of  this  church  date  from  1764.  The  vestrymen 
were  chosen  in  1764,  and  they  included  Thomas  Rutherford, 
mentioned  previously.  A  log  chapel  was  erected  at  that  time. 
In  1769  a  stone  chapel  was  completed. 

St.  John’s  Lutheran  Church  of  Martinsburg 

Although  services  had  been  held  earlier  in  the  homes  of  mem¬ 
bers,  St.  John’s  Lutheran  Church  was  organized  about  1775  by 
German  Lutherans  from  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland.  Peter 
Hout  was  a  member  before  1785.  The  first  regular  pastor  was 
the  Rev.  Christian  Streit,  a  man  of  good  education,  with  an  ear¬ 
nest  devotion  to  the  work,  who  settled  in  Winchester  in  1785.  As 
the  bishop  or  overseer  of  Lutheran  interests,  he  served  a  circuit 
of  about  fifty  miles,  which  included  the  present  counties  of  Fred¬ 
erick,  Clark,  Jefferson,  and  Berkeley.  The  Rev.  John  David 
Young  succeeded  him  and  was  the  first  pastor  to  reside  in  Mar¬ 
tinsburg.  He  took  charge  in  December,  1790,  and  remained,  with 
the  exception  of  two  years,  until  his  death  on  February  11,  1804. 
He  wrote  the  first  known  constitution  for  the  congregation.  This 
document  was  signed  by  one  hundred  and  three  members.  The 
Rev.  John  E.  Rebenach  became  the  next  pastor  and  served  from 
1808  to  1814.  In  1819  the  Rev.  Charles  Philip  Krauth,  then  a 
young  man,  took  charge,  and  served  eight  years.  He  became  one 
of  the  leading  ministers  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  In  1834  he  was 
elected  president  of  Pennsylvania  College,  and,  in  1850,  professor 
of  Biblical  and  Oriental  Literature  in  Gettysburg  College,  where 
he  remained  until  his  death  in  1867. 

The  pastors  at  Martinsburg  also  served  at  Shepherdstown.  In 
a  few  instances  the  pastor  was  also  physician.  The  old  log  par¬ 
sonage,  now  weatherboarded  and  modernized  but  no  longer  the 
property  of  the  church,  is  still  used  as  a  dwelling  and  is  one  of 
the  oldest  buildings  in  Martinsburg.  The  oldest  record  books  of 
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St.  John’s  are  lost.  The  earliest  one  extant,  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  Lutheran  congregation,  is  written  in  German  script,  and 
it  has  as  its  first  entry  a  baptism  on  December  1,  1782.  The  first 
marriage  record  is  in  the  year  1791. 

The  first  church  building  was  located  at  the  corner  of  Church 
and  John  streets.  It  was  purchased  jointly  with  the  Christ  Re¬ 
formed  Church  on  March  20,  1785.  The  building  was  of  logs  and 
originally  was  intended  to  be  a  tavern.  As  nails  were  costly,  the 
plastering  laths  were  fastened  by  grooves  cut  into  the  logs.  The 
building  was  converted  into  a  church  and  used  on  alternate  Sun-

days  by  each  of  the  two  congregations  until  1832.  It  was  known 
as  “The  Old  Dutch  Church.”  The  old  graveyard,  between  John 
and  King  streets,  is  still  maintained  by  the  two  congregations. 

A  gallery  above  the  church  entrance  contained  a  pipe  organ, 
and  above  that  was  a  small  belfry.  The  organ  was  the  first  of 
its  kind  in  Martinsburg  and  was  an  object  of  great  merest.  The 
bellows  was  worked  by  ropes  and  was  weighted  down  with 
stones.  The  bell,  brought  from  Hagerstown,  was  of  cast  iron  and 
was  the  first  church  bell  in  this  locality.  In  1803  it  was  replaced 
by  one  of  bell  metal,  which  weighed  313  pounds  and  cost  $181.- 
89.  It  was  known  as  “the  big  bell.”  The  first  communion  cup 
bears  the  date  1791.  The  first  bell  and  communion  vessels  are 
still  kept  as  cherished  relics.  The  inside  of  the  old  church  was 
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weatherboarded.  The  quaint  high-backed  pews  were  placed  di¬ 
agonally  to  face  a  pulpit  fifteen  feet  high,  reached  by  seventeen 
steps  ascending  spirally.  The  pulpit  was  a  box  just  large  enough 
lor  the  preacher  to  stand  in.  This  was  the  building  in  which 
I  eter  Hout  and  his  wife  worshiped  until  they  moved  to  Ohio  in 
1813,  and  was  where  four  of  their  children  were  baptized. 

In  1829  the  Lutheran  congregation  arranged  for  a  distinctly 
Lutheran  church.  A  lot  at  the  corner  of  Queen  and  Martin 
streets  was  bought  for  $125.00  from  Jacob  Schoppert,  whose  wife 
was  Mary  Miller,  sister  of  Hosannah  Miller  Hout,  wife  of  Peter 
Hout.  Mary  was  a  member  of  the  church.  Jacob  was  not  a  mem¬ 
ber.  The  new  church,  costing  $3786.50,  was  dedicated  on  June 
10,  1832.  In  1854  the  building  was  greatly  improved,  and  a  porti¬ 
co  with  Greek  columns  was  added.  During  the  Civil  War  it  was 
used  as  a  hospital  and  was  badly  damaged.  For  this  damage  the 
government  paid  $1078.  In  1884  the  church  was  remodeled  and 
an  extensive  addition  was  built.  The  almost  new  church  was 
dedicated  in  1885.  It  was  again  enlarged  in  1901  and  is  now  a 
stately  red-brick  edifice.  The  Reformed  congregation  continued 
to  meet  in  the  Old  Dutch  Church  until  the  building  became  unfit 
for  use.  The  two  congregations  celebrated  jointly  their  Sesqui- 
centennial  on  November  22,  1925. 


St.  John's  Lutheran  Church

St.  Paul’s  was  in  the  country  at  Greensburg  (which  is. a  com¬ 
munity  and  not  an  incorporated  town)  about  halfway  between 
Martinsburg  and  Sbepherdstown.  It  was  built  on  the  Welshans 
farm,  about  a  mile  from  the  Hout  home.  George  Michael  Hout 
was  one  of  its  organizers  and  main  supporters.  St.  Paul’s  was  a 
branch  of  St.  John’s  in  Martinsburg  and  was  formed  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  St.  John’s  and  St.  Peter’s  who  lived  in  the  Opequon  dis¬ 
trict.  It  was  started  by  the  Rev.  Charles  P.  Krauth,  who  had 
held  occasional  services  in  the  schoolhouse  and  in  some  of  the 
homes  in  the  neighborhood.  In  1835,  under  the  pastorate  of  the 
Rev.  Reuben  Weiser,  a  log  church  was  erected.  It  was  served  by 
succeeding  pastors  of  St.  John’s,  who  held  services  on  Sunday 
afternoons.  In  1849,  two  years  after  the  death  of  George  Michael 
Hout,  St.  Paul’s  was  organized  into  an  independent  Lutheran 
congregation,  and  the  log  building  was  remodeled  and  weather- 
boarded.  Some  time  later  it  became  a  United  Brethren  church, 
with  the  following  history: 

Before  the  Civil  War,  St.  Paul’s  building  was  taken  over  by  the  United 
Brethren.  It  became  the  first  United  Brethren  church  south  of  the  Po¬ 
tomac  river  and  was  called  the  Opequon  United  Brethren  Church.  The 
building  was  used  as  a  hospital  during  the  Civil  War.  It  was  burned  by 
the  Rebel  forces,  but  they  first  carried  the  Bible  from  the  church  and 
placed  it  on  a  hill  nearby.  Another  building  was  erected,  which  in  turn 
was  burned  about  1895.  In  1899  a  brick  building  was  built  by  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  United  Brethren,  under  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  F.  Grit- 
ver,  who  served  the  congregation  for  fifteen  years,  beginning  in  1897. 
On  December  5,  1918,  ground  was  broken  for  a  new  E.U.B.  church  edifice 
lo  replace  the  brick  building.  The  new  frame  structure  is  the  fourth 
building  to  be  erected  on  the  site. 

The  list  of  members  subscribing  to  the  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  or¬ 
ganization  in  1849  consisted  largely  of  names  in  the  George 
Michael  I  Tout  line  and  is  as  follows:

Alfred  Thornton  Russler  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  were  re¬ 
ceived  as  members  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Dorsey,  M.D., 
pastor  1852-1860,  after  their  marriage  by  him  in  1858. 

Tuscarora  Presbyterian  Church 

Established  by  Scotch-Irish  in  1740,  two  miles  west  of  Martins- 
burg,  the  Tuscarora  Presbyterian  Church  is  said  to  be  the  oldest 
church  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains.  The  Scotch-Irish  (de¬ 
scendants  of  the  Scotch  who  had  settled  in  northern  Ireland) 
were  among  the  first  settlers  of  the  Valley  of  Virginia,  and  they 
soon  set  up  houses  of  worship.  The  church  was  near  the  Tusca¬ 
rora  Creek,  named  for  the  Tuscarora  Indians,  who  inhabited  this 
region.  (The  Indian  word  Tuscarora  means  “hemp-gatherers.”) 
Ihe  records  begin  with  1760,  although  the  congregation  and  the 
original  building  existed  twenty  years  earlier,  before  Martins- 
burg  was  established.  In  its  graveyard  are  buried  many  of  the 
prominent  settlers,  including  the  Reverend  Hugh  Vance,  who 
served  as  its  pastor  for  twenty  years,  1771-1791.  On  his  tomb¬ 
stone  is  the  inscription:  “A  faithful  minister  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  for  twenty-six  years.  Born  1736.  Died  31st  Dec.,  1791.” 
Peter  Hout  and  Rosannah  Miller  were  married  by  him  in  1786. 
The  present  building,  a  quaint  sanctuary  in  stone,  is  the  third 

one.  It  was  built  in  1803.  On  October  13,  1940,  the  200th  anni-

Trinity  Episcopal  Church  of  Martinsburg 


When  Frederick  County  was  created  in  1738,  a  parish  was 
formed  which  embraced  the  entire  county,  but  in  1769  this  large 
parish  was  divided  into  three.  The  northern  parish  comprised 
the  district  which  became  Berkeley  County  (now  Berkeley,  Jef¬ 
ferson,  and  Morgan  counties)  and  was  called  Norborne  Parish, 
in  honor  of  Governor  Norborne  Berkeley.  It  contained  three 
chapels:  the  first,  Morgan’s  Chapel,  was  built  about  1740  at 
Bunker  Hill;  the  second  was  the  Cunningham  Chapel  at  Iiedges- 
ville;  and  the  third  was  erected  in  Mecklenburg  (Shepherds- 
town)  by  Van  Sweringen.  The  first  clergyman  of  whom  there  is 
record  was  the  Rev.  Daniel  Sturges,  who  was  licensed  in  1771  by 
the  Bishop  of  London  as  “rector  of  Norborne  Parish.”  Some  his¬ 
torians  contend  that  the  Episcopal  Church  —  at  that  time  the 
Church  of  England  —  built  the  first  church  edifice  in  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  valley  south  of  the  Potomac.  The  leading  men  who  organ¬ 
ized  Frederick  County  were  members  of  the  Established  Church 
of  England. 

Martinsburg  did  not  have  an  Episcopal  Church  until  after  the 
Revolution.  The  first  building  was  erected  chiefly  at  the  expense 
of  Philip  Pendleton,  Esquire,  a  zealous  Episcopalian.  The  old 
church  became  unfit  for  use,  and  the  present  building  was  con¬ 
secrated  in  1843  by  Bishop  Meade.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Horrell 
was  rector  from  1816  to  1819.  In  1817  he  conducted  the  funeral 
service  of  Henry  Miller,  father  of  Rosannah  Miller  Ilout.  In  the 
Minute  Book  of  Berkeley  County,  under  date  of  June  10,  1816, 
there  is  the  following  entry: 

The  Revd.  Thomas  Horrell  having  proved  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  Court  that  he  has  been  regularly  ordained  Min¬ 
ister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  License  is  hereby 
granted  him  to  Celebrate  the  rites  of  Matrimony  according 
to  the  forms  of  the  Church,  he  having  complied  with  the 
Law. 


SOME  EARLY  RECORDS 

Early  Lutheran  church  records  are  not  complete.  Occasionally 
several  years  passed  without  any  notation  whatever.  The  rec¬ 
ords  that  were  kept  were  neatly  written  in  German  script.  The 
follow  ing  are  some  early  records  of  the  families  of  Peter  and  Ro¬ 
sannah  Miller  Ilout,  George  Michael  and  Christina  Strider  Ilout, 
Rudolph  and  Anna  Margrelha  Henselin  Hout.

EARLY  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THE  NORTHERN  NECK 

OF  VIRGINIA 


John  George  Hout,  in  1763,  bought  his  254-acre  farm  from  The 
Right  Honorable  Thomas,  Lord  Fairfax,  proprietor  of  the  North¬ 
ern  Neck  of  Virginia.  Regarding  the  development  of  Fairfax’s 
vast  land  grant,  historians  state  that  the  Northern  Neck  was  bet¬ 
ter  peopled,  better  cultivated,  and  more  improved  under  his  pro¬ 
prietorship  than  any  other  part  of  the  Old  Dominion,  as  Virginia 
was  called. 


^  Lord  Fairfax  was  born  in  England  in  1689,  the  son  of  Thomas 
Fairfax  and  Lady  Catherine  Culpeper,  daughter  and  only  heir  of 
Lord  Thomas  Culpeper.  In  1710  Lord  Fairfax  succeeded  his 
father  as  sixth  baron  of  Cameron,  England.  King  Charles  II  had 
granted  to  Lord  Culpeper  “all  the  lands  lying  between  the  head 
waters  of  the  Rappahannock  and  Potomac  to  the  Chesapeake 
Bay.  In  the  right  of  his  mother,  Lord  Fairfax  inherited  this 
immense  grant,  estimated  to  contain  5,700,000  acres.  It  now  com¬ 
prises  twenty  counties,  including  Frederick,  Berkeley,  and  Jef¬ 
ferson.  William  Fairfax  of  Massachusetts,  a  cousin  of  Lord 
Fairfax,  moved  to  Virginia  and  managed  the  Northern  Neck  until 
his  death  in  1757.  His  daughter  Anne  married  Lawrence  Washing¬ 
ton,  elder  half  brother  of  George.  This  fact  brought  the  young 
George  Washington  to  the  notice  of  Lord  Fairfax. 
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Tun  Hour  Family 


Lord  Fairfax  came  to  Virginia  in  1749,  never  married,  but  lived, 
greatly  beloved,  at  his  10,000-acre  manor,  Green  way  Court,  dying 
in  January,  1782,  at  the  age  of  ninety-two.  He  was  buried  at  Win¬ 
chester,  where  he  had  donated  land  for  church  and  burial  ground, 
and  where  he  so  often  and  so  honorably  had  presided  as  judge  of 
the  court.  The  Fairfax  mansion  at  Greenway  Court,  twelve 
miles  southwest  of  Winchester,  is  still  a  landmark.  The  names 
of  Fairfax  and  Culpeper  were  prominently  connected  with  the 
early  history  of  Virginia  and  live  on  as  names  of  counties  and 
towns. 


Others  holding  immense  land  grants  in  northern  Virginia  were 
Jost  Hite  and  the  Van  Metres.  John  Van  Metre’s  and  Isaac  Van 
Metre’s  first  grants,  obstained  from  Governor  Gooch  in  1730, 
were  for  40,000  acres,  part  of  which  they  sold  to  Hite.  A  de¬ 
scendant  of  John  Van  Metre  married  Eliza  Russler,  granddaugh¬ 
ter  of  George  Michael  Hout. 

Jost  Hite,  (Heit  in  German),  a  native  of  Strassburg*  in  Alsace, 
was  called  “The  Old  German  Baron.”  He  came  to  Springfield, 
Frederick  County,  in  1731.  He  was  one  of  the  most  influential 
citizens  of  his  day  and  a  leader  in  the  permanent  settlement  of 
Virginia.  Very  early  in  his  career  he  came  into  conflict  with 
Lord  Fairfax,  who  claimed  the  land  within  Hite’s  early  grants. 
Boundaries  were  indefinite,  and  there  was  an  overlapping  of 
ownership.  As  settlers  came,  some  purchased  land  from  Fair¬ 
fax,  some  purchased  from  Hite,  and  some  held  their  titles  from 
both.  The  litigation  continued  in  the  courts  for  forty-eight  years. 
Begun  in  1738,  it  was  decided  in  Hite’s  favor  in  1786,  four  years 
alter  Fairfax’s  death  and  twenty-six  years  after  the  death  of  Hite. 

In  1748,  George  Washington,  then  sixteen  years  of  age,  was 
employed  by  William  Fairfax  as  surveyor  in  the  Northern  Neck. 
In  (he  same  year  lie  carved  “G.  Washington  1748”  in  the  high 
room  o!  (he  Masonic  Cave  two  miles  from  Charles  Town.  When 
he  becai  ne  a  Mason  in  1763,  he  held  Masonic  meetings  in  this 
cave.  It  is  more  noted  for  having  been  so  used  than  for  pictur¬ 
esque  stalactite  and  stalagmite  deposits,  such  as  abound  in  nu¬ 
merous  caves  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  The  cave  is  now  known 
as  the  George  Washington  Cavern.  Washington’s  name  is  also 
carved  on  the  wall  of  the  Natural  Bridge.  As  a  mere  youth,  he 
thus  left  the  imprint  of  his  name  and  work  in  this  region. 

Reference  to  a  good  map  will  give  a  clear  conception  of  this 
territory  in  which  our  Hout  family  interest  centers.  The  Poto¬ 
mac  forms  the  northern  boundary  of  Virginia,  with  Maryland 
immediately  across  the  river.  Through  Virginia,  in  a  northeast¬ 
erly  direction,  extend  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  and  to  the  west 
the  higher  Alleghenies.  Between  them  runs  the  Shenandoah 
River,  flowing  into  the  Potomac  at  Harper’s  Ferry.  The  passage 
ol  the  I  wo  rivers  through  the  mountains  and  their  union  at  the 
Ferry  c  reate  a  majestic  landscape.  Shenandoah  is  a  beautiful 
Indian  name  moaning  “Daughter  of  the  Stars.”  The  Potomac 
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the*  Indians  called  Kohonk-ou-roo-ta,  “River  of  the  Wild  Goose,” 
because  great  numbers  of  wild  geese  lived  upon  its  surface.  The 
Indian  years  were  reckoned  by  the  same  term,  so  many  kohonks 
or  returns  of  the  wild  goose  in  its  migrations.  For  many  years 
the  settlers  called  the  river  the  Cohongoroota.  Long  before  the 
white  settlers  came,  and  for  years  after,  the  Catawba,  the  Dela¬ 
ware,  and  the  Tuscarora  tribes  of  Indians  warred  with  one  an¬ 
other  in  the  Valley.  The  northern  portion  was  inhabited  chiefly 
by  the  Tuscaroras,  who  resisted  with  all  their  force  the  advance 
of  the  white  men.  Yet  when  the  Quakers  tried  to  pay  the  Indians 
for  the  land,  no  tribe  could  claim  priority  or  give  title.  It  was 
considered  by  the  various  tribes  as  common  hunting  ground. 

A  gravestone  in  a  churchyard  at  Duffields,  five  miles  south  of 
Pack  Horse  Ford,  was  inscribed:  “Catrina  Bierlin.  Born  1687. 
Died  1707.  Erected  to  the  memory  of  a  Christian  woman.”  This 
is  evidence  of  a  white  settlement  at  that  point  as  early  as  1707. 
There  is  no  other  record  of  a  settlement  in  the  Shenandoah  Val¬ 
ley  until  about  1725.  The  fame  of  the  great  Virginia  Valley,  its 
excellent  land,  fine  watercourses,  and  beautiful  mountains  at¬ 
tracted  the  attention  of  some  thrifty  Germans  in  Pennsylvania. 
They  moved  south  through  the  narrow  neck  of  Maryland  on  the 
main  Indian  trail  running  north  and  south,  crossed  the  Potomac 
at  Pack  Horse  Ford,  a  few  miles  above  where  Harper’s  Ferry 
now  stands,  and  settled  toward  the  west.  These  Germans  were 
undoubtedly  the  first  to  make  a  permanent  settlement  in  the  Val¬ 
ley.  Others  soon  followed  them,  including  the  Haudt  family. 

Shephcrdstown1.  In  1727,  on  a  bluff  a  mile  west  of  Pack 
Horse  Ford,  the  Germans  founded  the  Valley’s  first  village, 
which  they  called  Pack  Horse.  Later  it  was  known  as  Swerin- 
g.en’s  Ferry.  About  1760  they  named  it  New  Mecklenburg,  in 
honor  of  that  part  of  Germany  from  which  they  had  come.  In 
1735  Richard  Ap  Morgan,  a  Welshman,  obtained  from  Jost  Hite 
a  large  tract  of  land  in  this  locality,  and  the  “squatters”  pur¬ 
chased  from  him  their  rights  to  the  property.  The  log  house 
which  Morgan  built  in  Shepherdstown  is  claimed  by  some  his¬ 
torians  to  be  the  oldest  house  in  Virginia.  The  logs  were  joined 
in  the  horse-and-saddle  manner.  Unsuccessful  efforts  were  made 
in  1928-9  to  raise  funds  to  preserve  the  house  as  a  museum.  The 
house,  supported  by  props,  was  still  standing  in  July,  1948,  when 
it  was  visited  by  the  author.  It  had  just  been  bought  by  a  Mr. 
Lucas,  who  intended  to  raze  it  and  build  a  residence  on  the  lot. 

Captain  Thomas  Shepherd,  an  energetic  and  capable  leader, 
with  his  wife  (a  daughter  of  John  Van  Metre),  came  to  this  vil¬ 
lage  about  1755.  He  recognized  the  importance  of  the  location, 
strategic  for  trade  with  both  the  Indians  and  the  stream  of 


Uhe  main  source  of  information  regarding  Shepherdstown  has  boon 
Danske  Dandridge,  Historic  Shepherdstown,  Charlottesville,  Va.  The 
Michie  Company.  1910. 
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pioneers  flowing  into  the  attractive  valley.  On  fifty  acres  of  his 
land  the  town  was  systematically  laid  out.'  It  was  legally  estab¬ 
lished  in  November,  1762,  and  named  Mecklenburg.  This  was 
only  six  monthe  before  John  George  Hout  bought  his  254-acre 
iarm  nearby.  Shepherd  built  a  stone  fort  in  the  center  of  the 
town  to  which  the  people  came  for  protection  in  time  of  danger. 

.  e  fort  remained  until  1812,  when  it  gave  place  to  a  brick  build¬ 
ing  A  ferry  was  started,  mills  were  erected,  and  roads  were 
built  to  Winchester,  the  county  seat,  and  to  other  settlements. 

,  h  German  and  English  schools  existed  there  before  1762  and 
before  1787  Shepherds  College  was  founded.  This  was  the  first 
town  in  what  is  now  West  Virginia  to  boast  a  newspaper  of  its 
own.  1  lie  Potowmack  Guardian  £  Berkeley  Advertise /*  was 
started  in  1790  and  became  a  prosperous  publication.  Skilled 
artisans  of  many  trades  were  among  the  inhabitants  of  Shep- 
hei'dstown.  One  in  particular  was  James  Rumsey,  whose  biogra¬ 
phy  may  be  read  elsewhere.  Following  is  a  brief  sketch  of  his 
ac  Movement: 

Janies  Kumsey  built,  launched,  and  navigated  at  Shepherdstown,  on 
n>ec.  o,  17 by,  the  first  successful  steam-propelled  boat.  He  obtained 
a  patent  on  his  boat  in  1790  but  was  deprived  of  success  and  fame  bv 
his  untnneJy  death  m  England.  He  applied  to  the  Legislature  of  Vir- 
g  ma  or  funds  to  develop  his  invention,  but  his  request  was  not  grant- 
1.  lie  then  went  to  London  for  financial  backing  and  had  made  prog- 

•mdS  r  JtaiT?r  {U?,(iuan?  the  best  mechanics  when  he  suffered  a  stroke 
and  died.  Robert  I'  ulton  s  experiments  were  begun  some  years  later. 

e  also  went  to  London,  and  it  is  believed  that  his  success  was  founded 

vea.  s\fh^G  Hm0rltS  n  nd,  i?,ventions  niade  by  Rumsey.  It  was  twenty 
yea.s  aftei  the  death  of  Rumsey  that  Fulton  launched  his  steamboat 
(  fvrmuitt  on  the  Hudson. 

When  James  Rumsey  launched  his  steamboat  on  the  Potomac,  aboard 
were  the  prominent  men  of  Shepherdstown.  Places  of  business  were 
closed,  and  the  people  gathered  on  the  banks  of  the  river  to  watch  the 
great  sight.  In  1915  the  Rumsey  State  Park  was  created  at  Shepherds- 
towu,  and  a  granite  column  75  feet  tall  was  erected  in  the  park  by  the 
state  el  West  \  irgimn  on  a  rocky  bluff  overlooking  the  Potomac,  at  the 
point  where  Rumsey  launched  his  steamboat.  A  bronze  tablet  on  the 
base  records  the  history  of  his  invention.  The  bridge  spanning  the  Po¬ 
tomac  at  the  same  point  is  known  as  Rumsey  bridge. 

The  industrious  community  owed  so  much  to  the  enterprising 
energy  of  Thomas  Shepherd  that  it  began  to  be  called  by  his 
name.  M  1798,  after  his  death,  the  name  was  legally  changed 
from  Mecklenburg  to  Shepherdstown.  This  town  was  about  five 
miles  southeast  of  John  George  Plout’s  farm  and  was  the  nearest 
business  center.  Later  it  was  the  business  and  religious  center 
lor  Ms  sons  George  Michael  and  Rudolph  and  their  families.  A 
number  of  Hout  descendants  have  attended  Shepherd’s  College. 

Shepherdstown,  on  the  south  branch  of  the  Potomac,  twelve 
nules  above  Harper’s  Ferry,  was  one  of  the  oldest  and,  for  a  Jong 
tme*,  one  of  the  most  important  towns  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley 
It  was  the  largest  and  most  important  town  in  Berkeley  County 
at  the  time  of  the  Revolution.  The  population  at  that  time  was 
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about  one  thousand,  and  the  surrounding  country  was  well 
settled.  It  later  was  included  in  Jefferson  County.  After  the 
Revolution,  Shepherdstown  was  considered  as  a  site  for  the  na¬ 
tional  capital. 

The  men  of  Shepherdstown  made  so  great  a  record  for  valor 
in  the  various  wars  that  the  town  became  known  as  “Old  Unter¬ 
rified.  ”  When  the  Indians  were  massacring  the  early  settlers, 
Shepherdstown  sent  her  handful  of  men  to  battle  with  the  red 
men.  In  the  struggle  with  Great  Britain,  she  sent  Hugh  Stephen¬ 
son’s  famous  Company  of  Riflemen  on  its  “bee-line  for  Boston.” 
It  was  her  proud  boast  that  she  sent  more  soldiers  to  the  field  in 
the  Revolution  than  any  other  town  of  her  size  in  Virginia.  In 
the  War  of  1812  a  Shepherdstown  man  was  the  first  to  enter  Fort 
George  on  the  Canadian  line  and  tear  down  the  British  flag, 
shouting,  as  he  waved  it  around  his  head,  “Hurrah  for  Shep¬ 
herdstown!”  In  the  War  with  Mexico,  Colonel  John  Francis  Ham- 
tranck,  a  citizen  of  Shepherdstown,  commanded  the  Virginia 
regiment.  In  the  great  conflict  between  the  states,  Berkeley  and 
Jefferson  counties  joined  with  West  Virginia  in  its  split  from  the 
mother  state,  and  their  bravest  and  best  men  went  forth  in  de¬ 
fense  of  the  Union.  These  counties  were  famous  for  their  lead¬ 
ers,  their  hard-riding  cavalry,  and  the  endurance,  patience,  and 
self-sacrificing  spirit  of  all  classes.  Located  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  where  so  many  battles  occurred,  these 
two  counties  were  overrun  by  armies  of  both  North  and  South. 
The  public  buildings  of  Shepherdstown  and  Martinsburg  became 
hospitals  where  soldiers  of  both  armies  were  faithfully  nursed. 
The  dead  of  both  sides  lie  in  their  cemeteries. 

Shepherdstown  did  not  grow  into  a  city,  as  did  Martinsburg, 
but  it  retains  its  original  simple  charm  as  a  picturesque,  seques¬ 
tered  village.  The  author  enjoyed  a  day  in  July,  1927,  another 
in  August,  1947,  and  another  in  July,  .1948,  rambling  about  this 
quaint  old  pioneer  village.  The  churches  and  their  old  grave¬ 
yards  furnished  the  main  interest  in  these  rambles.  The  early 
Hout  burials  were  in  the  old  graveyard  of  St.  Peter’s  Lutheran 
Church,  where  some  Hout  tombstones  may  still  be  seen.  Later 
Hout  burials  were  made  in  the  newer  Elmwood  cemetery.  Elder¬ 
ly  citizens  were  pressed  for  stories  of  the  early  days,  especially 
concerning  Hout  folks.  Some  members  of  the  Hout  family  line 
were  found  on  each  visit.  In  1927,  Miss  Charlotte  Hout,  a  great- 
granddaughter  of  Rudolph,  was  still  living  in  her  parental  home. 
She  had  the  Bible  of  her  father,  David  Henry  Hout.  From  it 
many  valuable  records  were  obtained.  “Miss  Lottie,”  as  she  was 
generally  known,  supplied  in  her  quaint,  charming  manner  much 
family  history.  When  she  died  in  1935,  aged  eighty-seven  years, 
the  old  IIout  home,  still  a  landmark,  passed  to  strangers. 

Counties.  The  northern  part  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley 
formed  Frederick  County,  which  was  set  of!  from  Orange  Coun¬ 
ty  in  1738,  with  Winchester  as  its  county  seat.  In  1772  the  north- 
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cm  thiicl  of  Frederick  County  was  sliced  off  and  named  Berkeley 
C°unty  in  honor  of  Norborne  Berkeley,  the  “Good  Governor”  of 
Virginia  who  had  died  two  years  earlier.  Martinsb'urg  was  made 
the  county  seat  of  the  new  county.  In  1801  the  dividing  process 
was  repeated,  and  Jefferson  County  was  cut  from  Berkeley,  with 
diaries  Town  as  its  county  seat. 

Martinsburg  was  legally  established  in  October,  1778,  during 
the  height  of  the  Revolution,  on  130  acres  from  the  Fairfax  grant 
owned  and  laid  out  by  Adam  Stephen,  although  it  had  been 
-settled  several  years  earlier.  As  there  already  was  a  town  called 
btephensburg,  the  new  village  was  named  for  Stephen’s  friend, 
o  on  el  Thomas  Bryan  Martin,  who  owned  a  large  estate  there. 
He  was  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  Frederick  County  and  a  nephew 
ol  Lord  Fairfax  In  1772,  when  Berkeley  County  was  created, 
Maitinsburg  had  approximately  thirty  houses  along  Tuscarora 
Creek  and  near  “the  spring.”  It  also  had  a  mill,  two  taverns,  two 
stores,  a  blacksmith  shop,  and  a  shoemaker  shop.  The  contract 
or  the  courthouse  was  let  November  15,  1772.  The  jail  a  log 
building,  was  erected  in  1774  in  the  middle  of  the  Square,  with 
t  ie  maikethouse  attached.  Martinsburg  Academy  was  in  opera¬ 
tion  before  1812.  The  first  newspaper  published  in  what  is  now 
Berkeley  County  was  The  Martinsburg  Gazette,  which  was  es¬ 
tablished  m  May,  1799,  by  Nathaniel  Willis,  father  of  the  poet 
Nathaniel  Parker  Willis.  Since  this  newspaper  began  publication 
long  before  the  advent  of  the  telegraph,  telephone,  railroad,  or 
steamship  it  is  astonishing  to  observe  the  columns  of  the  early 
hies  crowded  with  news. 

Maitinsburg  today  is  a  compactly  built,  prosperous  city  with 
a  rich  and  important  history.  It  was  the  birthplace  of  the  Hon. 
lNewton  D.  Baker,  who  was  an  attorney  and  mayor  of  Cleveland, 
UhU)>  11,1(1  Secretary  of  War  during  World  War  I.  The  New¬ 
ton  D.  Baker  Hospital  for  War  Veterans  at  Martinsburg  perpetu¬ 
ates  his  memory.  The  town  has  been,  and  still  is,  the  residence 
of  a  number  of  families  in  the  Hout  lineage.  The  author  was 
there  in  August,  1927,  in  quest  of  family  history  and  records.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  the  ninety-year-old  A.  T.  Russler,  grandson  of 
George  Michael  Hout,  who  had  been  very  helpful  with  Hout  data, 
had  died  in  June.  Visits  were  made,  however,  with  some  of  his 
sons  and  daughters.  The  author  was  in  Martinsburg  again  in 
August,  1947,  and  July,  1948,  gathering  family  records. 

Charles  Town  was  established  by  an  Act  of  Assembly  in  Octo¬ 
ber,  1786,  upon  application  of  Colonel  Charles  Washington 
youngest  brother  of  George  Washington.  After  the  survey 
by  George  Washington  in  1746,  Charles  obtained  a  large 
tract  of  land.  He  was  authorized  to  lay  out  eighty 
acres  of  his  land  in  such  manner  as  he  might  deem  best,  in  half¬ 
acre  lots  with  convenient  streets,  and  thus  provide  for  a  town 
which,  says  the  Act,  “shall  be  and  is  established  by  the  name  of 
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Charles  Town.”  The  principal  street  was  named  Washington 
Street.  Various  branches  of  the  Washington  family  settled  in 
Jellerson  County.  They  were  among  the  foremost  planters  along 
the  Potomac.  John  Brown  and  his  surviving  confederates  in  the 
raid  on  Harper’s  Ferry  were  tried,  condemned,  and  executed  in 
Charles  Town.  Mrs.  Selma  Hout  Wolff  and  her  sister  Ella  D. 
Hout,  great-granddaughters  of  Rudolph  Hout,  dived  in  Charles 
Town,  where  the  author  was  their  guest  in  August,  1927.  Ella 
was  very  helpful  at  that  time  in  contributing  family  records. 
Although  in  her  mid-eighties,  she  renewed  her  helpfulness  in  the 
1940’s  during  the  preparation  of  this  book.  Others  in  the  Hout 
lineage  are  living  there  at  the  present  time. 


Shepherdstown,  Martinsburg,  and  Charles  Town  were  among 
the  earliest  settlements  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  Their  history 
reads  like  a  romance,  with  tales  of  adventure  and  heroic  deeds, 
warriors  successfully  fighting  great  battles,  statesmen  helping  to 
guide  the  destiny  of  the  nation,  skilled  men  leading  in  industrial 
trades,  and  experts  heading  mighty  industries.  The  annals  of 
early  days  are  replete  with  the  hardships,  privations,  toil,  anxi¬ 
ety  and  sorrow  of  border  life.  But  the  stories  of  many  thrilling 
experiences,  of  daring  and  of  heroic  endurance,  will  remain  un¬ 
written.  The  names  of  thousands  of  brave  pioneer  men  and  wom¬ 
en  will  never  be  recorded  on  history’s  pages.  What  the  Heroic 
Age  was  to  Greece,  the  Pioneer  Age  was  to  America.

OUR  ANCESTORS  IN  THE  AMERICAN 

REVOLUTION 

By  the  rucle  bridge  that  arched  the  flood, 

Their  flag  to  April's  breeze  unfurled, 

Here  once  the  embattled  farmers  stood 
And  fired,  the  shot  heard  round  the  'world. 

— Ralph  Waldo  Emerson,  Concord  Hymn. 

The  news  of  the  Battle  of  Lexington  passed  through  the 
Thirteen  Colonies  from  Massachusetts  to  Georgia  in  twenty  days. 
From  the  20th  of  April  to  the  10th  of  May,  1775,  it  was  sent  over 
the  rough  and  difficult  roads  of  that  period.  We  can  imagine  the 
excitement  in  Shepherdstown,  our  Hout  family’s  home  town, 
when  the  weary  express  rider,  his  horse  wet  and  exhausted,  was 
ferried  over  the  Potomac  and  entered  the  marketplace  of  the  vil¬ 
lage. 

The  rider  was  stooped  and  weary  and  pale, 

He  hardly  had  strength  to  tell  his  tale 
That  the  fire  of  their  hearts  had  leaped  to  the  guns 
Of  Massachusetts’  fearless  sons.1 

Nowhere  within  the  borders  of  Virginia  was  there  more  prompt 
and  determined  response  to  the  fervid  appeal  of  Patrick  Henry 
than  at  Shepherdstown.  In  June,  when  the  Continenfal  Con¬ 
gress  ordered  two  companies  of  riflemen  to  be  raised  in  Virginia 
to  march  to  the  aid  of  Washington  outside  Boston,  Washington 
recommended  Daniel  Morgan  of  Frederick  County,  who  formed 
his  company  at  Winchester,  and  Hugh  Stephenson  of  Berkeley 
County,  who  proceeded  at  once  to  Shepherdstown.  where  his 
company  was  raised  from  the  whole  community  in  less  than  a 
week.  Only  young  men  of  good  character  were  accepted.  They 
were  required  to  clothe  themselves  completely  and  furnish  their 
own  arms  and  accoutrements,  an  approved  rifle,  shotpouch  and 
powderhorn,  knapsack,  and  blankets.  The  uniform  adopted  by 
Stephenson’s  company  was  a  homespun  hunting-shirt  made  of 
tow  linen,  fringed  around  the  neck  and  down  the  front,  leather 
leggings,  and  moccasins.  Every  man  wore  a  bucktail  in  his  hat 
and  a  tomahawk  and  scapling-knife  in  his  belt.  The  banner  was 
emblazoned  with  a  coiled  rattlesnake  and  the  significant  motto, 
“Don’t  Tread  on  Me!”  At  the  barbecue,  the  night  before  the  de¬ 
parture,  the  young  recruits  joined  hands  in  the  pledge  that  all 
who  survived  would  meet  at  that  place  on  that  day  fifty  years 
later.  The  next  morning  they  began  their  famous  “bee-line  for

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Boston”  and  made  the  march  of  six  hundred  miles  in  twenty-four 
days,  an  average  of  twenty-five  miles  a  day. 

Shepherdstown  and  its  environs  became  a  hive  of  industry. 
With  the  whirring,  of  spinning  wheels,  the  thudding  of  looms,  the 
making  of  clothing,  shoes,  rifles,  shotbags,  wagons,  saddles,  and 
other  military  equipment,  and  with  the  rumbling  of  wagons 
loaded  with  provisions,  the  marching  of  militia,  and  the  arriving 
of  half-spent  express  riders  with  news  from  the  war,  Shepherds¬ 
town  was  a  lively  center. 

Stephenson’s  company  was  made  up  chiefly  of  men  of  Scotch, 
Irish,  and  English  descent,  but  large  numbers  of  Germans  also 
took  up  arms  in  defense  of  their  country.  One  of  the  most  out¬ 
standing  Germans  of  the  Revolution  was  the  preacher-patriot 
John  Peter  Muhlenberg,  a  Lutheran  pastor.  At  the  close  of  a 
patriotic  sermon  at  Woodstock,  Virginia,  on  January  28,  1776,  he 
threw  aside  his  clerical  robe,  stood  forth  clad  in  the  uniform  of 
a  Continental  colonel,  and  called  for  volunteers.  A  drum  sound¬ 
ed,  and  three  hundred  men  enlisted  in  the  Eighth  Virginia  Regi¬ 
ment,  which  became  famous  as  the  “German”  regiment.  Muhlen¬ 
berg  became  a  brigadier  general  and  a  favorite  of  Washington. 
He  sat  in  the  State  Convention  and  House  of  Burgesses  of  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Later  he  located  in  Pennsylvania,  which  state  made  him  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  and  in  1801  its  United  States  Sena¬ 
tor.  One  of  the  two  statues  allotted  to  Pennsylvania  in  the  Na¬ 
tional  Statuary  Hall  in  the  Capitol  at  Washington  shows  him  in 
the  act  of  throwing  off  his  clerical  robe.  The  incident  is  further 
immortalized  in  two  paintings  by  Stanley  Arthurs,  and  in  “The 
Wagoner  of  the  Alleghenies,”  a  poem  by  Thomas  Buchanan  Read, 
from  which  the  following  is  quoted: 


“Who  dares” — this  was  the  patriot’s  cry 
As  striding  from  the  desk  he  came — 
“Come  out  with  me  in  Freedom’s  name, 
For  her  to  live,  for  her  to  die?” 

A  hundred  hands  flung  up  reply, 

A  hundred  voices  answered,  “I!” 


Eight  men  of  our  family  line  rendered  service  in  the  American 
Revolution.  John  George  Hout  served  in  the  Philadelphia  Mi¬ 
litia;  he. also  furnished  supplies  in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia. 
Two  of  his  sons,  Jacob  Hout  and  Peter  Hout,  served  as  soldiers 
in  Pennsylvania  regiments.  Many  of  the  Pennsylvania  regiments 
included  Maryland  and  Virginia  men.  Henry  Miller,  father-in- 
law  of  Peter  Hout,  furnished  supplies  in  Berkeley  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  thereby  merited  the  rank  of  patriot.  Jacob  Albert, 
father-in-law  of  Mary  Hout  and  George  Ilout,  two  children  of 
Peter  Hout,  served  with  General  Washington  and  crossed  the 
Delaware  with  him.  Col.  Peter  Robert  Livingston  was  a  colonel 
in  the  Revolution.  Helena  Livingston,  one  of  his  descendants, 
married  Samuel  Simpson  McCully  of  the  Peter  Hout  lineage, 
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making  (heir  children  Colonel  Livingston’s  descendants  also. 
Justus  Kalian  Stnder,  father-in-law  of  George  Michael  Hout 
served  as  a  soldier  in  the  Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  Company  of 
Rifes.  George  Horn,  father-in-law  of  George  M.  Hout’s  daugh¬ 
ter  Mary  Hout  Horn,  rendered  service.  Their  records  follow.

JACOB  HOUT 

Jacob  Hout  enlisted  at  Shepherdstown,  Virginia,  for  three 
years,  early  in  1775,  when  he  was  about  twenty  years  of  age. 
Record  of  his  service  is  in  the  War  Department  and  the  Bureau 
ol  1  ensions  at  Washington.  In  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Fifth 
oeries,  are  the  following  three  items:

Abstracts  of  Pension  Applications,  West¬ 
moreland  County.  Jacob  Hout  was  in  Capt.  Kerney’s  Company, 
Col.  Hartley’s  Regt.  Was  wounded  in  the  knee  at  Battle  of  Ger¬ 
mantown.  Was  enlisted  by  Captain  James  Kerney  at  Sheppard’s 
Town  in  Virginia  about  two  years  and  six  months  previous  to  his 
being  wounded.  He  is  the  same  Jacob  Hout  that  Dr.  Nicholas 
Shell,  surgeon  of  Col.  Plartley’s  Regt.,  certifies  to  have  been 
wounded  in  the  Battle  of  Germantown  and  rendered  unfit  for 
military  duty.  Was  discharged  by  Col.  Hartley.  Peter  Gay  and 
Abraham  Hays  testify  the  statement  concerning  Jacob  Hout  is 
true.  Nicholas  Ham  testifies  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  that 
he  heard  Genl.  Green  at  Winchester  tell  Jacob  Hout  that  he  was 
unfit  for  service.  He  further  states  that  he  is  well  acquainted 
with  Jacob  Hout  and  has  known  him  to  be  lame  ever  since  re¬ 
ceiving  his  wound  in  the  Battle  of  Germantown. 

In  the  Archives  of  the  Virginia  State  Library  there  are  four 
volumes  of  assembled  manuscripts  known  as  Papers  Concerning 
the  Army  of  the  Revolution.  Page  103  of  Volume  I  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  heading  and  gives,  among  others,  the  description  of  Jacob 
Hout:

It 
has  written  on  its  flyleaf:  “A  List  of  Soldiers  for  the  War  dis¬ 
charged  at  Winchester  Barracks.”  On  page  36  of  this  book  is  the 
name,  Jacob  Hout.

The  name  no  doubt  was  erroneously  written  by  a  clerk  as 
Bouts  in  the  first  record  and  it  was  retained  in  that  form 
thioughout  the  pension  proceedings. 

The  foregoing  records  qualify  all  descendants  of  Jacob  Hout 

oi  membership  in  the  patriotic  societies  based  on  service  in  the 
American  Revolution. 

Interest  in  the  military  experiences  of  Jacob  Hout  creates  an 
interest  in  the  regiment  to  which  he  belonged  and  the  colonel 
under  whom  he  served.  Hence  the  following  sketch: 

Thomas  Hartley  born  near  Reading,  in  1748,  was  one  of  the 
bnlhant  officers  of  the  American  Army.  He  was  a  prominent 
lawyer  m  York,  Pennsylvania.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tion  he  entered  the  service  at  once  and  was  made  lieutenant 
colonel  on  June  9,  1775.  He  served  with  bravery  in  Col.  Wil¬ 
iam  Irvines  Second  Pennsylvania  Regiment,  in  which  he  became 
lieutenant  colonel  of  the  Sixth  Battalion  on  January  9  1776  and 
served  with  distinction  in  the  Canada  Campaign. 

„ .I"  December,  1776,  Congress  authorized  General  Washington 
to  raise  from  any  and  all  of  these  United  States  sixteen  battal- 
10ns  of  infantry  in  addition  to  those  in  service.”  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Hartley,  then  of  Irvine’s  new  Seventh  Regiment,  was  put 
in  command  of  one  of  these  battalions.  His  battalion  was  not  giv¬ 
en  a  number  but  was  known  as  Colonel  Thomas  Hartley’s  Re°i- 
!’’en  „  ,  refitment  existed  from  January  11,  1777,  until  Janu- 
my  13,  It, IX  Hartleys  regiment  bore  a  conspicuous  part  in  the 
defense  of  Philadelphia,  then  the  capital  of  the  United  States.  At 
le  battles  of  Brandywine  and  Germantown  [Jacob  Hout  was 
wounded  at  the  latter]  the  regiment  was  attached  to  the  First 
Philadelphia  Brigade,  General  Anthony  Wayne’s  Division. 
Colonel  Hartley  commanded  the  Brigade,  which  did  heavy  fight¬ 
ing  in  these  battles.  The  Regiment  remained  in  service  until  in¬ 
corporated  in  the  new  Eleventh  on  January  13,  1779,  with  Hart¬ 
ley  in  command.  He  resigned  on  February  13,  1779  to  take  up 
his  duties  as  statesman. 

In  aeeeptmg  his  resignation,  Congress  bore  testimony  of  its 
ngh  esteem  of  Colonel  Hartley’s  merits  and  services.”  He  was 
elected  a  member  of  Congress  in  1788  and  continued  in  that  posi¬ 
tion  until  ins  death  twelve  years  later.  Washington's  personal 
regard  for  Colonel  Ihivtk^y  while  in  military  service  was  contin¬ 
ued  during  his  political  life,  and  he  is  frequently  mentioned  as 
attending  the  social  and  official  functions  of  President  and  Mrs. 
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Washington.  Hartley  was  a  voluminous  and  entertaining  cor¬ 
respondent.  There  are  about  two  hundred  of  his  letters  (some 
of  which  give  valuable  information  about  the  Canada  Campaign) 
in  the  Yeates  Manuscript  Collection  at  the  Historical  Society  of 
Pennsylvania.  His  life  came  to  a  close  on  December  21,  1800,  at 
his  home  in  York.  Under  the  command  of  this  eminent  lawyer, 

soldiei ,  and  statesman,  Jacob  Hout  had  the  honor  of  serving  his 
country. 


PETER  HOUT 


Peter  Hout,  when  a  mere  lad  of  sixteen  and  a  half  years,  en¬ 
listed  “for  the  War.”  The  following  record  is  taken  from  the 
Pennsylvania  Archives ,  Fifth  Series,  Vol.  Ill,  pages  415  417 
419,  421:  ’ 

A  Return  of  the  Recruits  listed  by  Captain  John  Pearson,  Ninth 
1  ennsyl  vania  Regiment,  Continental  Line,  Commanded  by 
Colonel  Richard  Butler.  December  24,  1778. 

Peter  Hout.  Private.  Enlisted  30  September,  1778,  for  the  War. 
Mustered  in  by  Colonel  Nicola.  Attested  by  Captain  John  Ord. 
Head  money  $24.  Bounty  paid  $120. 1 


This  record  of  service  makes  all  descendants  of  Peter  Hout  eli¬ 
gible  for  membership  in  patriotic  societies  requiring  descent  from 
soldiers  of  the  American  Revolution.  It  was  accepted  as  creden¬ 
tials  for  the  author’s  membership  in  the  Society  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution.  Her  national  membership  number, 
223767,  will  be  helpful  to  other  descendants  who  applv  for  mem¬ 
bership. 

Some  of  his  descendants  stated  that  Peter  Hout  was  wounded 
in  the  hip  and  limped  the  remainder  of  his  life,  and  that  he  re¬ 
ceived  a  land  grunt  ot  .1000  acres  lrom  the  government.  Some 
said  that  he  had  the  warrant  for  the  land  in  his  coat  pocket,  and 
that  while  he  was  burning  stumps  in  a  clearing  the  coat  and  docu¬ 


ment  were  accidentally  burned  and  he  was  unable  to  get  a  dupli¬ 
cate  warrant  or  prove  his  title. 


After  the  War  some  states  made  land  grants  to  soldiers,  and  the 
United  States  issued  land  warrants  to  them  as  an  inducement  to 
take  up  public  lands.  The  War  Department  has  no  records  re¬ 
lating  to  these  transactions.  Records  of  the  Pension  Department 
at  Washington,  and  of  the  states  of  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  Kentucky  were  searched,  but  no  evidence  of  a  grant 
to  Peter  Hout  was  found.  However,  many  of  the  old  records  are 
lost.  He  died  in  1813,  before  the  Pension  Act  of  March  18,  1818, 


1  Money  in  various  amounts  was  paid  by  the  Continental  Congress 
and  by  various  Colonies,  including  Pennsylvania,  to  induce  enlistments 
and  to  induce  continuance  in  service  after  expiration  of  the  terms  of  en¬ 
listment.  In  the  latter  part,  of  the  War  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  used 
the  dollar  in  paying  soldiers. 
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became  law;  consequently,  the  information  which  his  application 
for  a  pension  would  have  furnished  is  not  obtainable. 

It  is  not  known  when  or  in  what  battle  Peter  Iiout  was 
wounded,  or  whether  his  wound  ended  his  career  as  a  soldier. 
The  shaft  of  a  spear  that  was  used  by  him  in  the  War  was  prized 
as  a  relic  by  Henry,  his  eldest  son,  and  by  Henry’s  descendants.  It 
was  described  as  being  yellow  in  color,  about  three  feet  in  length, 
tapering,  with  a  brass  part  on  the  smaller  end  to  which  the  spear¬ 
head  was  attached. 

The  meager  facts  that  could  be  gathered  in  regard  to  Peter 
Hout’s  military  service  are  supplemented  by  the  following  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  Ninth  Pennsylvania  Regiment,  to  which  he  be¬ 
longed;  the  Fifth,  to  which  he  may  have  belonged;  and  the 
colonel  under  whom  he  served. 


Richard  Butler,  distinguished  colonel,  was  born  in  Dublin,  Ire¬ 
land,  April  1,  1743,  and  came  with  his  parents,  in  1748,  at  the  age 
of  five  years,  to  Carlisle,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  the  eldest  of  five 
sons  of  Thomas  and  Eleanor  Butler,  all  of  whom  became  promi¬ 
nent  officers  in  the  Revolution.  The  father  also  was  in  the  serv¬ 
ice,  and  so  was  the  patriotic,  self-sacrificing  mother.  While  the 
five  sons  were  at  the  front,  the  father  determined  to  go.  The 
neighbors  remonstrated  but  the  mother  said,  “Let  him  go,  I  can 
get  along  and  have  something  besides  to  feed  the  army;  the  coun¬ 
try  needs  every  man  that  can  shoulder  a  musket.”  To  these  grand 
people  Washington  gave  the  historic  toast:  “To  the  Butlers  and 
their  five  sons.”  LaFayette  declared,  “When  I  wanted  a  thing 
well  done  I  had  a  Butler  do  it.” 


Richard  Butler  was  in  the  thick  of  the  strife  until  the  echo  of 
the  last  gun  had  died  away.  Pie  was  lieutenant  colonel  of 
Colonel  Daniel  Morgan’s  celebrated  Rifle  Corps,  made  up  of  men 
of  Virginia,  Maryland,  and  Pennsylvania.  He  was  transferred  on 
June  7,  1777,  to  the  command  of  the  Ninth  Pennsylvania  Regi¬ 
ment.  He  and  his  Ninth  were  with  General  Gates  when  Bur- 
goyne  surrendered  on  October  17,  1777.  They  were  with  Wash¬ 
ington  and  LaFayette  at  Valley  Forge  during  the  terrible  winter 
of  1777-1778,  and  with  General  Anthony  Wayne  in  the  attack  on 
Clinton’s  army  in  1778. 

The  foregoing  service  was  prior  to  the  enlistment  of  Peter 
ITout.  Following  his  enlistment.  Colonel  Butler  and  the  Ninth 
won  distinction  in  the  capture  of  Stony  Point,  which  the  British 
regarded  as  impregnable,  boastfully  calling  it  “Little  Gibraltar.” 
The  capture  of  Stony  Point  on  the  night  of  July  15-16,  1779,  fur¬ 
nishes  one  of  the  most  imposing  illustrations  of  American  mili¬ 
tary  valor.  Peter  Hout  may  have  been  in  the  ranks  which  were 
on  guard  and  ready  for  action  if  needed.  lie  was  too  young  in 
years  and  experience  In  have  been  one  ol  (he  twenty  in  (he  “For¬ 
lorn  1  lope”  or  one  ol  the  hundred  picked  veterans  chosen  to 
charge  into  the  enemy’s  camp  with  Butler  as  loader.  Colonel 
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Butler  and  his  Ninth  assisted  Washington  during  1780  in  keep¬ 
ing  the  British  in  check  in  New  York.  In  September,  1780,  the 
Fourth  and  Ninth  regiments  were  part  of  the  force  at  West  Point 
when  Benedict  Arnold  attempted  his  treason,  and  the  failure  of 
Arnold’s  scheme  was  largely  due  to  the  valor  of  these  regiments. 

Concerning  the  condition  of  the  troops,  because  of  the  neglect 
of  Congress  and  the  inability  of  authorities  to  raise  money  for 
adequate  supplies,  Colonel  Butler  wrote  to  Lt.  Col.  Francis  Nich¬ 
ols  on  September  18,  1780,  in  part: 

The  virtuous  soldiers  of  the  United  and  Independent  States  of 
America  are  starving.  Fruit  has  been  substituted  instead  of  meat, 
and  it  is  not  uncommon  to  see  our  worthy  officers  and  soldiers  sit 
down  to  boiled  and  roasted  apples  and  bread  for  dinner,  and  the 
country  people  will  neither  give  them  buttermilk  nor  any  supply  un¬ 
der  heaven,  but  even  shoot  our  soldiers  who  happen  to  take  a  sheep 
or  other  articles  of  support;  not  averting  to  the  breach  of  contract 
in  giving  them  no  pay  for  seven  months  together,  and  when  they  do 
pay  will  not  take  the  money  they  pay  them  in.  I  ask  any  honest 
man  if  such  perseverance  has  ever  been  known.  I  am  now  pained 
with  the  prospect  of  what  must  happen  at  the  expiration  of  the  time 
of  our  levies.  The  soldiers  who  remain  should  be  at  least  thirty 
thousand  and  they  will  not  be  seven  thousand. 


The  lack  of  supplies  and  general  neglect  of  the  troops  by  Con¬ 
gress  resulted  in  the  revolt,  on  January  1,  1781,  of  the  men  of  the 
Pennsylvania  line.  The  revolting  soldiers  killed  one  officer  and 
wounded  several  more,  yet  the  men  cherished  no  animosity 
against  their  officers.  When  Wayne  pointed  his  pistol  at  them 
at  the  beginning  of  the  outbreak,  many  bayonets  were  at  his 
breast  and  the  men  said:  “We  love  you,  we  respect  you,  but  you 
are  a  dead  man  if  you  fire.”  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  the  British  com¬ 
mander,  tried  to  induce  the  mutineers  to  join  the  British.  They 
rejected  his  oiler  with  scorn,  saying,  “We  will  not  turn  Arnolds.” 
At  the  cud  of  two  weeks  the  mutineers  gained  most  of  their  de¬ 
mands,  and  the  revolt  ended  quietly,  thanks  to  Wayne  and  But¬ 
ler.  Some  of  the  Pennsylvania  troops  were  discharged.  The 
Ninth  Regiment  was  disbanded.  On  January  17,  1781,  Colonel 
Butler  was  put  in  command  of  the  reorganized  Fifth  Regiment, 
in  which  the  men  of  the  Ninth  quite  generally  re-enlisted.  Peter 
Iiout’s  enlistment  was  “for  the  War.”  Whether  he  re-enlisted  in 
the  Fifth,  or  whether  his  service  ended  when  the  Ninth  was  dis¬ 
banded,  or  at  the  time  of  his  wound,  is  not  known. 

Led  by  Colonel  Butler,  the  Fifth  Regiment,  with  others,  left 
York,  Pennsylvania,  for  Virginia.  In  a  letter,  dated  July  8,  1781, 
written  in  Virginia  to  Col.  William  Irvine,  Butler  said  in  part: 

After  a  fatiguing  march,  aggravated  by  bad  weather,  we  joined 
the  Marquis  the  10th  of  June.  About  this  time  L’d  Cornwallis  was 
really  sporting  through  the  country  without  opposition.  The  very 
name  of  the  dragon  had  such  influence  on  the  minds  of  not  only  the 
people  but  the  troops  of  the  army  that  few  dared  to  approach  them. 
However,  our  junction  gave  a  zest  to  business  and  things  began  to 
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wear  a  now  face.  Cornwallis  turned  about  on  hearing  of  our  arrival, 
and  the  exaggerated  accounts  of  our  force  added  to  his  anxiety. 

Our  provision  is  tolerably  good  and  the  troops  get  some  apple 
brandy  which  I  think  is  ot  service  to  them.  I  find  we  shall  be  at 
a  great  loss  for  shoes,  overalls  and  shirts  in  a  little  time.  Indeed 
many  of  the  men  are  now  barefoot,  owing  to  the  heat  of  the  sand 
which  burns  the  leather  and  is  insupportable  to  the  bare  foot;  the 
sweat  and  want  ot  soap  and  opportunity  to  wash  destroys  the  linen 
so  that  the  men  will  be  naked  if  they  don’t  get  a  supply  soon. 

After  the  surrender  of  Cornwallis,  on  October  17,  1781,  at 
Yorktown,  Butler  and  his  regiment  were  moved  to  Georgia.  On 
Januai  y  1,  1788,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Third  Pennsylvania 
Regiment  and  remained  in  service  until  November  3,  1783.  His 
original  commission  is  preserved  at  Washington. 

hollowing  the  close  of  the  War,  Butler  was  appointed  a  com¬ 
missioner  by  Congress  to  negotiate  treaties  with  the  Six  Nations 
and  other  Indian  tribes.  Later,  he  was  made  superintendent  of 
Indian  affairs  for  the  Northern  District.  In  1791  he  was  appointed 
second-in-command,  with  the  rank  of  major  general,  of  the  army 
organized  by  General  Arthur  St.  Clair  against  the  western  In¬ 
dians,  and  he  met  his  death  in  that  disastrous  campaign.  In  the 
same  campaign  were  two  of  his  brothers,  one  of  whom  was  se¬ 
verely  wounded.  Garden,  the  historian,  says:  “During  the  battle 
of  November  4,  1791,  Butler  repeatedly  led  his  men  to  the  charge 
and  drove  the  enemy  before  him,  but  being  at  length  compelled 
to  retire  to  his  tent  from  the  number  and  severity  of  his  wounds, 
he  was  receiving  surgical  aid  when  a  furious  Indian  warrior 
rushed  in  and  gave  him  a  mortal  blow  with  his  tomahawk.  But 
even  then  the  valiant  Butler  died  not  unrevenged.  Discharging 
a  pistol  which  he  held  in  his  hand,  he  lodged  its  contents  in  the 
breast  of  the  redskin,  who  uttered  a  hideous  yell,  fell  by  his  side 
and  expired.”  Thus  ended  the  military  career  of  the  dauntless 
Richard  Butler,  under  whose  command  Peter  Hout  fought  for 
American  liberty  and  independence. 


HENRY  MILLER 

Henry  Miller’s  grandson,  William  Jobe,  in  his  biographical 
sketch  in  the  History  of  the  Lower  Shenandoah  Valley,'1  stated 
that  Henry  Miller  served  in  the  American  Revolution.  Several, 
and  probablly  all,  of  his  twelve  children  were  born  before  the 
outbreak  of  the  War  in  1775  (Rosannah  was  born  in  1765);  it  is 
doubtful,  therefore,  that  Henry  Miller  actually  enlisted  in  the 
army.  He  may  have  served  in  the  local  militia,  as  did  many  men 
who  were  fifty  or  more  years  of  age.

James  McCalister  produced  in  Court  sundry  orders  and  vouch¬ 
ers  for  travelling  and  purchasing  provisions  and  money  advanced 
for  the  use  of  Continental  Troops  on  the  Western  Department. 

No.  2.  Henry  Miller  is  allowed  one  pound  ten  shillings  for  a 
gun  impressed  for  the  use  of  the  Militia  of  this  County  in 
the  service  of  the  State,  which  is  ordered  to  be  certified. 

Henry  Miller  was  a  patriot,  having  furnished  supplies.  His 
daughter  Hosannah  married  Peter  Hout;  hence  these  two  rec¬ 
ords  qualify  the  descendants  of  Peter  and  Rosannah  Miller  Hout 
for  membership  in  the  patriotic  societies  stemming  from  the 
American  Revolution.  Bars  are  used  by  these  societies  to  de¬ 
note  the  number  of  qualifying  ancestors.  The  records  of  John 
George  Hout,  Peter  Hout,  and  Henry  Miller  qualify  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  Peter  and  Rosannah  Hout  for  membership  and  two  bars 
in  the  patriotic  societies. 


JACOB  ALBERT 

Jacob  Albert  served  in  the  Revolution  and  crossed  the  Dela¬ 
ware  river  with  General  George  Washington.  He  carried  a  conch 
shell,  which  he  used  as  a  trumpet  to  give  signals.  It  is  preserved 
by  descendants.  Jacob  Albert  was  the  father-in-law  of  Mary 
Hout  Albert  and  Rev.  George  Hout,  two  children  of  Peter  Hout. 
See  their  records  in  a  later  chapter  for  a  fuller  account. 

COLONEL  PETER  LIVINGSTON 

Col.  Peter  Livingston  was  a  colonel  in  the  Revolution.  Helena 
Livingston,  one  of  his  descendants,  married  Samuel  Simpson 
McCully,  grandson  of  Peter  Hout’s  daughter  Catherine.  As 
Helena  was  a  member  of  the  D.A.R.,  as  also  are  some  of  her  de¬ 
scendants,  Col.  Peter  Livingston’s  record  of  service  is  on  file  in 
the  library  of  the  National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Revolution,  in  Washington,  D.  C.  See  the  McCully  records 
in  a  later  chapter. 
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JUSTUS  KILIAN  STRIDER 

“Justus  Kilian  Strider  served  in  the  Revolution  as  a  soldier  in 
the  Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  Company  of  Rifles.”  This  statement 
was  made  by  a  member  of  the  Strider  lineage,  who  said  the  fact 
was  well  known  among  the  Strider  descendants.  Strider ’s  daugh¬ 
ter  Christiana  married  George  Michael  Hout.  This  service  makes 
the  descendants  of  George  Michael  and  Christiana  Strider  Hout 
eligible  for  a  bar,  in  addition  to  being  eligible  for  membership  in 
the  patriotic  societies  based  on  the  Revolution  through  the  serv¬ 
ice  rendered  by  John  George  Hout.  Regarding  Strider,  see  the 
George  Michael  Hout  chapter. 

GEORGE  HORN 

George  Horn,  father-in-law  of  George  Michael  Hout’s  daughter 
Mary  Hout  Horn,  served  as  soldier,  and  in  Berkeley  County  fur¬ 
nished  supplies  for  the  Army.  His  records  are  presented  in  the 
chapter  on  the  Horn  Family  in  the  Appendix. 

CHRISTOPHER  OVERLY,  son-in-law  of  Jacob  Hout,  entered 
the  Pennsylvania  Militia  on  April  4,  1791,  and  again  on  Septem¬ 
ber  22,  1792,  for  a  special  service.  Further  details  appear 
in  Overly’s  personal  record  in  a  later  chapter. 

WAR  OF  1812 

ADAM  HOUT,  son  of  Jacob,  served  in  the  War  of  1812.  The 
facts  are  given  more  fully  in  Adam  Hout’s  personal  record  in  a 
later  chapter. 

SAMUEL  SIMPSON,  who  married  Peter  Hout’s  daughter 
Catherine,  drove  a  wagon  in  the  War  of  1812.  See  his  personal 
record  in  a  later  chapter. 

HENRY  JOB  served  in  the  War  of  1812.  His  grandson  Rich¬ 
ard  Watson  Jobe  married  Sarah  Jane  Pittis,  a  granddaughter  of 
Peter  Hout.  See  The  Miller  Family  in  the  Appendix,  p.  577,  for 
his  record. 

The  example  set  by  the  foregoing  ancestors  in  patriotism  and 
loyal  service  to  their  country  has  been  admirably  carried  on  by 
their  worthy  descendants.  The  following  pages  chronicle  the 
records  of  a  large  number  of  men  who  served  with  valor  in  all 
succeeding  wars  in  which  our  country  has  been  involved.

He  was  born  in  1728  in  Germany,  died  between  1790  and  1800 
111  Hgerstown,  Maryland;  married,  in  Pennsylvania,  Anne  Bar¬ 
bara-- - born  1724,  died  between  1790  and  1800.  He  came 

lrom  Strassburg  or  its  vicinity,  in  Alsace,  to  America,  in  1751, 
embarkmg,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three  years,  at  Rotterdam  on  the 
s  up  Patience.  (See  the  record  of  his  immigration  in  a  previous 
chapter,  p.  15) .  Alsace  at  that  time  was  part  of  Germany.  In 
signing  the  oaths  at  Philadelphia  and  deeds  in  Maryland,  he  made 
his  mark.  John  George,  his  brother,  signed  his  name  himself. 

Petei  Houte  of  Hagerstown  was  named  one  of  three  executors 
of  the  will  made  on  October  16,  1783,  by  John  George  Hout  (d. 
September,  1786)  of  Berkeley  County,  Virginia.  Peter  joined 
the  Gei  man  migiation  from  Pennsylvania  southward  and  settled 
in  Fiedeiick  County,  Maryland,  in  the  part  which  later  became 
Washington  County.  The  Census  of  Elizabeth  Hundred1  (Ha¬ 
gerstown),  in  1776,  lists  Peter,  Barbara,  and  two  daughters,  with 
their  ages,  as  follows: 

Ti  ue  List  of  all  the  Souls  both  White  and  Black  and  their  Ages 
living  in  Elizabeth  Hundred  in  the  County  of  Frederick 
as  taken  by  John  Miller  in  August,  1776.2

The  first  Census  of  the  United  States  was  taken  in  1790.  It 
lists  in  Washington  County,  Maryland,  the  following: 

Name  of  head  of  family,  Peter  Hout.  One  male  over  16 
years  and  upwards  including  head  of  family.  No  males  un¬ 
der  16  years.  One  female  including  head  of  family.  No 
other  free  persons.  No  slaves.2 


’Ten  families  of  freeholders  made  up  a  town  or  tithing.  Ten  tithings 
composed  a  superior  division  called  a  hundred,  as  consisting  of  ten  times 
ten  families.  In  Colonial  Maryland  the  hundred  was  the  political  unit, 
like  the  township  in  New  England.  The  hundred  was  the  militia  dis¬ 
trict,  the  district  for  the  assessment  of  taxes,  and  the  election  district. 

Elizabeth  Hundred  (named  for  Queen  Elizabeth),  in  Frederick  Coun¬ 
ty,  became  Elizabeth  Town.  Washington  County  was  taken  from  Fred¬ 
erick  County  in  1776,  with  Elizabeth  Town  the  county  seat.  In  1814  the 
name  ol  Elizabeth  Town  was  changed  to  Hager’s  Town,  now  written 
J 1  agerstown. 
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I  he  Census  of  1800  does  not  contain  the  names  of  Peter  Hout, 
Barbara,  or  their  two  daughters.  The  daughters’  names  were 
not  in  the  Census  of  1790,  at  which  time  they  would  have  been 
aged  33  years  and  28  years  respectively.  The  inference  is  that 
Peter  and  Barbara  died  between  1790  and  1800,  and  that  the  two 
daughters  were  married  between  1776  and  1790.  The  marriage 
records  of  Washington  County  from  1776  to  1800  were  burned. 
Peter  and  Barbara  probably  had  other  children  who  died  young, 
and  possibly  children  who  married  before  the  Census  of  1776  was 
taken.  No  will,  estate  account,  or  any  other  records  were  found 
ior  Peter  Hout  or  his  descendants. 


In  the  Land  Records  of  Washington  County,  Maryland,  a  deed 
dated  June  23,  1783,  from  Rinehard  Walhinbogh  of  Westmore¬ 
land  County  and  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  conveyed  to  Peter 
Houte  of  Washington  County  and  Province  of  Maryland,  for  the 
sum  of  forty  pounds  current  and  lawful  money,  “Lott  No.  24  in 
Elizabeth  Town,”  82  feet  in  breadth  and  240  feet  in  length;  Peter 
Houte  was  to  pay  yearly  on  the  twelfth  day  of  every  March 
unto  Johnathan  Hager,  Proprietary  of  said  Town,  the  annual  rent 
of  four  shillings  and  six  pence.” 

On  April  22,  1788,  Peter  Hout  deeded  this  lot  with  all  buildings 
and  improvements  to  Peter  Hose  of  Washington  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  for  the  sum  of  twenty-five  pounds;  Peter  Hose  was  to  “pay 
to  Johnathan  Hager,  Proprietary  of  said  Town,  the  annual  rent  of 
four  shillings  and  six  pence.” 


“Anne  Barbara  Hout,  being  privately  examined  apart  and  out 
of  hearing  of  her  said  husband,  acknowledged  the  deed  and  de¬ 
clared  that  she  freely  an  willingly  relinquished  her  right  of 
dower  thereto  without  being  induced  by  threats  of  said  husband 
or  of  fear  of  his  displeasure.”  (This  was  the  usual  form  of  re¬ 
lease  ol  dower  right.)  Barbara  signed  by  making  her  mark.  The 
name  in  the  first  deed  is  spelled  Houte;  in  the  second,  five  years 
later,  it  is  spelled  Hout.  It  was  written  by  a  clerk  each  time. 


Iloute,  the  German  form,  occurs  repeatedly  in  the  body  of 
documents  that  were  executed  by  Peter  Hout  and  by  John 
George  Hout  and  each  of  his  four  sons.  The  final  e  to  a  surname 
often  indicates  a  final  syllable.  The  name  Hout  was  frequently 
given  the  German  pronunciation  Hout-e  (Houty) ,  but  this  Ger¬ 
man  pronunciation  was  resented  by  the  sons  of  John  George 
Hout  in  Virginia  as  they  endeavored  to  adapt  themselves  to  the 
English  colony  in  which  they  lived.

He  was  born  in  1725  in  Germany,  died  September,  1786,  in 
Berkeley  County,  Virginia  (now  part  of  West  Virginia);  married 

in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  Catherine  - ,  who  died 

later  than  October  16,  1783,  when  she  was  named  a  legatee  in  his 
will.  They  were  of  the  Lutheran  faith,  as  were  many  of  their 
descendants.  He  came  from  Strassburg  or  its  vicinity,  in  Al¬ 
sace,  then  part  of  Germany.  He  embarked  at  Rotterdam,  Hol¬ 
land,  on  the  ship  Richard  and  Mary  and  landed  at  Philadelphia 
on  the  26th  day  of  September,  1752.  (See  the  record  of  his  im¬ 
migration  in  a  previous  chapter,  p.  15.)  At  Philadelphia  he 
signed  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  in  German  script  as  Johann  Georg 
Haudt.  In  Virginia  he  was  known  as  George  Houte  and  Hout, 
as  is  shown  by  his  name  in  legal  documents  there.  A  deed  gives 
the  information  that  he  was  a  stonemason  by  trade.  Mason’s 
and  carpenter’s  tools  were  listed  in  the  inventory  of  his  estate. 
He  remained  in  Berks  County  at  least  until  after  the  birth  of  Ja¬ 
cob,  his  eldest  son,  whose  record  of  enlistment  in  the  Revolution 
stated  that  lie  was  born  in  1755  in  Berks  County. 


John  George  Hout  joined  the  German  migration  southward. 
He  obtained  a  grant,  under  date  of  May  26,  1763,  from  the  Right 
Honorable  Thomas,  Lord  Fairfax,  Proprietor  of  the  Northern 
Neck  of  Virginia,  for  a  tract  of  254  acres  in  Frederick  County, 
Virginia,  in  the  portion  which  later  became  Berkeley  County. 
The  time  when  he  first  occupied  this  farm  is  uncertain.  The 
wording  ol  a  deed  indicates  that  he  may  have  lived  in  Frederick 
County,  Maryland,  for  a  time,  where  his  brother  Peter  settled; 
and  that  he  was  living  in  Loudoun  County,  Virginia,  in  1772, 
which  was  nine  years  after  the  purchase  of  his  254-acre  farm. 
The  grant  for  this  254-acre  tract  reads,  “George  Houte  of  Fred¬ 
erick  County”  (Virginia).  So,  apparently  he  was  living  in  Fred¬ 
erick  County,  Virginia,  in  1763,  when  he  bought  this  farm.  With¬ 
out  doubt  he  was  living  on  his  254  acres  in  1775,  when  his  son 
Jacob  enlisted  at  nearby  Shepherdstown.  This  was  his  final 
home  and  was  the  tract  which  he  bequeathed  to  his  four  sons. 

The  deed  referred  to  above  stated  that  on  August  19,  1772, 
George  Hout  of  Loudoun  County  in  the  Colony  of  Virginia,  Ma¬ 
son,  transferred  to  George  Jantz  of  Frederick  County  in  the 
Province  of  Maryland,  Knitter,  “Lott  No.  .135  in  Fredk  Town  in 
Fredk  County,  Maryland,  for  the  sum  of  seventy-three  pounds 
and  payment  of  the  yearly  rent  of  two  shillings  due  unto  Dan1 
Dulaney,  Esquire,  the  Lord  proprietary.”  The  deed  and  the  re-

In  Berkeley  County  Personal  Taxes,  George  Hout  was  listed 
in  1783  and  1784  as  having  one  white  tithe,  five  horses,  four  head 
of  cattle,  tax  £1.1.0;  in  1786,  one  white  tithe  over  21,  three  horses 
two  head  of  cattle,  tax  £0.16.6. 

The  records  of  George  Hout’s  service  in  the  American  Revolu¬ 
tion  are  given  in  a  previous  chapter,  p.  48. 

The  native  tongue  of  George  and  Catherine  Hout  was  German. 
Their  four  sons  spoke  German  and  signed  their  names  in  Ger¬ 
man  script.  They  learned  to  speak  very  broken  English.  The 
children  of  the  four  sons  spoke  both  German  and  English.  The 
German  language  was  spoken  in  the  German  settlements  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  well  into  the  nineteenth  century.

It  is  not  known  whether  the  appraisement  of  George  Hout’s 
personal  estate  on  October  10,  1786,  was  for  the  purpose  of  ob¬ 
taining  by  sale  the  remaining  balance  of  thirty  pounds  of  the 
eighty  pounds  bequeathed  to  Mary  Heim,  or  for  the  sale  of  the 
entire  personal  estate  following  the  death  of  Catherine,  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  will.  As  no  record  of  sale  was  found,  it  may  be  in¬ 
ferred  that  Catherine  was  still  living  at  that  time.  The  fact  that 
Mary  Heim’s  bequest  was  wholly  in  money  tends  to  substantiate 
the  rather  meager  evidence  that  Mary  lived  in  Ohio. 

John  George  and  Catherine  Hout  may  have  had  other  children 
who  died  young.  There  were  five  children  of  record.

Barbara - ,  d.  July  22,  1844.  He  was  described  in  his 

Revolutionary  War  “sizing’  ’  as  being  five  feet  five  inches  in 
height,  with  brown  hair,  grey  eyes,  fair  complexion;  farmer.  The 
Virginia  state  records  added  that  he  was  pitted  from  smallpox. 
See  his  war  record  in  a  previous  chapter,  p.  48.  It  stated  that  he 
enlisted  at  Shepherdstown,  Va.,  for  three  years,  that  he  served 
about  two  years  and  six  months  in  the  Pennsylvania  line,  that  he 
was  wounded  in  the  knee  at  the  Battle  of  Germantown  (Oct.  4, 
1777)  and  rendered  unfit  for  military  duty.  This  indicates  that 
he  enlisted  in  1775,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
war,  and  (hat  he  married  in  1776,  probably  in  Pennsylvania, 
while  in  service.  He  and  Barbara  lived  for  a  time  in  Berkeley 
County,  Virginia.  They  were  living  in  Dauphin  County,  Penn 
sylvania,  at  the  time  of  the  First  United  States  Census  in  1790 
They  were  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  at  the  time 
of  the  Census  of  1800.  The  Census  of  Dauphin  County  in  1790 
gives  the  following: 

Jacob  Houte.  1  free  white  male  over  16  years  of  age  includ¬ 
ing  head  of  family;  3  free  white  males  under  16.  4  free  white 
females  including  head  of  family.  No  slaves. 


The  eldest  of  these  six  children  was  a  daughter  “Mary  married 
to  John  Thomas”  born  in  1777,  as  was  stated  in  the  deposition  by 
Judge  John  Lobingier,  p.  53.  Some  may  have  married  and  some 
may  have  died  young  before  the  Census  of  1800.  At  this  time 
Mary,  the  eldest,  would  have  been  twenty-three  years  of  age. 
Application  for  a  pension  due  their  mother  (p.  52)  shows  that 
they  all  had  died  before  1850,  except  “Mary  married  to  John 
Thomas.”  The  Census  of  Westmoreland  County  in  1800  lists  Ja¬ 
cob  Hout,  his  wife,  one  son  and  three  daughters  “under  ten  years 
of  age”  as  residents  of  Mount  Pleasant  Township.  The  Census  of 
1810  lists  the  same  and  verifies  the  ages  of  the  children.  The 
children  of  whom  there  is  record  are:  Margaret  Eva,  Adam, 
Catherine,  and  “Mary  married  to  John  Thomas.”  No  records 
were  found  for  “Mary  married  to  John  Thomas”  other  than  this 
mention  of  her  in  the  application  in  1850  by  these  four  surviving 
children  for  payment  of  pension  due  their  mother  as  a  soldier’s 
widow.  The  Census  of  1820  lists  the  “Widow  Hout”  as  residing 
in  Mount  Pleasant  Township,  which  indicates  that  the  children 
all  had  married  before  that  date,  and  (he  date  of  birth  ol  the  eld- 
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Tiie  Rout  Family 


cst  child  of  each  verifies  this  fact.  We  wonder  why  Mary’s  mar¬ 
riage  was  mentioned  so  specifically  since  all  the  children  had  been 
married  for  many  years  and  all  had  grown  children  by  1850,  The 
author,  inquiring  in  1927  among  the  members  of  the  then  oldest 
generation  in  'Westmoreland  County,  found  no  one  who  knew  of 
“Mary  married  to  John  Thomas.”  The  inference  is  that  she  was 
the  eldest  child,  born  in  1777,  aged  73  years  in  1850,  being  fifteen 
years  older  than  Margaret  Eva,  born  in  1792.  In  that  case,  she 
would  have  been  much  older  than  Margaret  Eva,  Adam  and 
Catherine,  and  probably  did  not  live  in  Westmoreland  County 
(perhaps  in  Dauphin  County),  so  that  their  descendants  lost 
knowledge  of  her  and  her  descendants.  She  lived  more  than  73 
years,  according  to  Lobingier’s  deposition.  The  third  daughter 
who  was  “under  ten  years  of  age”  in  the  Census  of  1800  probably 
died  young.  She  apparently  was  born  about  1794,  between  the 
births  of  Margaret  Eva  and  Adam. 


The  records  of  “Mary  Hout  married  to  John  Thomas”  and  her 
descendants,  had  they  been  found,  doubtless  would  have  fur¬ 
nished  one  or  two  more  generations,  making  eleven,  possibly 
twelve,  generations  in  the  Hout  lineage  in  America  to  the  present 
time. 

Jacob  Hout  and  Barbara,  his  wife,  on  February  15,  1787,  sold 
to  his  brother  George  Michael,  for  51  pounds,  25- ^  acres  of  the 
51  acres  in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  received  by  will  from  his 
father.  (Deed  Book  7,  Page  144.)  On  February  18,  1787,  Jacob 
and  Barbara  sold  the  remaining  25-V2  acres,  for  51  pounds,  to 
Isaac  Strider.  (Deed  Book  7,  Page  145.)  Isaac  may  have  been  a 
relative  of  Christina  Strider  Hout,  wife  of  George  Michael.  In 
the  deeds  the  name  was  written  Iloute.  Jacob’s  signatures  were 
written  in  German  script  as  Jacob  Haudt.  Barbara  made  her 
mark.  The  Minute  Book  of  Berkeley  County  for  1785-1789  (not 
paged)  shows  that  on  February  20,  1787,  it  was  “Ordered  that  it 
be  certified  that  Jacob  Hout  is  a  native  of  Virginia,  and  that  he 
enlisted  under  Captain  Kerney  of  Col.  Hartley’s  Regiment,  and 
that  he  was  wounded  in  the  knee  at  the  Battle  of  Germantown, 
and  that  Doctor  Greer  be  appointed  to  examine  his  wound  and 
certify  the  same.” 

These  three  documents  indicate  that  in  February,  1787,  Jacob 
Hout  sold  his  land  and  had  his  military  service  certified  prepara¬ 
tory  to  his  removal  from  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  to  Dauphin 
County,  Pennsylvania;  also  that  all  or  nearly  all  of  the  six  eldest 
children  were  born  before  he  left  Berkeley  County.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  the  census  records  of  Berkeley  County  for  1790  and  1800, 
or  prior  to  the  Census  of  1810,  have  been  lost  or  destroyed.  Dau¬ 
phin  County  may  have  been  Barbara’s  native  county. 


Jacob  Hout  died  intestate.  Letters  of  Administration  were 
granted  on  March  18,  1820,  to  his  daughter  Catherine  and  James 
Brady,  Esquire.  Bond  was  given  for  $200.  But  there  was  no  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  estate.  His  known  descendants,  with  few 
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exceptions,  lived  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania.  Nine 
children.  Four  children  of  record.

He  stated  in  a  deposition  in  1850  (p.  52)  in  regard 
to  application  for  pension  by  Jacob  Hout’s  children,  that  he  was 
a  son  of  Nicholas  and  Mary  Smitley,  Germans,  who  were  married 
Aug.  18,  1776,  and  that  Jacob  and  Barbara  Hout  were  married 
the  same  year.  He  was  a  farmer  and  a  weaver  of  flannel,  flaxen, 
and  linen  cloths.  Margaret  Eva  was  called  Margaret  in  her 
father’s  application  for  pension  in  1818  and  in  his  children’s  ap¬ 
plication  for  pension  in  1850;  she  was  called  Eva  by  her  husband 
and  was  so  known  to  her  grandchildren;  she  was  known  to  some 
of  her  grandnieces  as  Margaret  and  to  some  as  Peggy.  They  were 
Lutherans.  Their  farm  was  near  Lycippus,  Pa.  Their  children 
and  most  of  their  descendants  were  born  and  lived  in  Westmore¬ 
land  County,  Pa.  Six  children.

Regarding  his  service 
in  the  War  of  1812,  letters  from  the  Adjutant  General  in  the  War 
Department  and  the  Commissioner  in  the  Bureau  of  Pensions, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  give  the  following  information: 

“Adam  Hout  served  in  the  War  of  1812  as  a  private  in  Captain 
William  Reynolds  Company  of  Riflemen,  Pennsylvania  Militia. 
His  service  commenced  November  22,  1814,  and  ended  December 
4,  1814.  His  place  of  residence  was  near  Youngstown,  Pa.  He 
was  allowed  160  acres  Bounty  Land  in  full  satisfaction  for  the 
services  rendered,  on  his  application  executed  May  16,  1857, 
while  living  in  East  Huntingdon  Township,  Westmoreland  Coun¬ 
ty,  Pennsylvania.  It  does  not  appear  that  pension  was  allowed 
on  account  of  his  services.  The  dates  and  places  of  his  bii  th  and 
death  are  not  on  record,  nor  is  there  any  information  in  regard 
to  His  family.” 

Photostat  copies  of  records  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
General  Land  Office,  Washington,  show  the  following:  Under  the 
Military  Bounty  Land  Act  of  March  3,  1855,  upon  his  application 
of  May  16,  1857,  Adam  Hout  was  granted,  on  Oct.  24,  1857,  by 
Warrant  No.  74547,  160  acres  of  Bounty  Land  in  Osborne  County, 
Kansas,  described  as  the  N.E.  qr.  of  Section  3,  in  Township  7,  of 
Range  12,  in  the  District  of  Lands  subject  to  sale  at  Kickapoo, 
Leavenworth  County,  Kansas.  On  Jan.  29,  1858,  he  assigned  his 
Warrant  to  Samuel  Bryan  of  McKean’s  Stand,  Westmoreland 
County,  Pa.  Bryan  located  the  land  on  Nov.  28,  1859,  at  the 
Land  Office  at  Kickapoo,  Kansas.  The  final  document  was  signed 
under  date  of  Oct.  1,  1860,  “By  the  President,  James  Buchanan.” 
Adam  Hout  signed  his  name  himself  to  the  assignment,  which 
was  witnessed  by  is  sons  Jeremiah  B.  and  Jacob  Ilout. 


In  (he  Census  of  1820,  Adam  Hout  is  listed  as  a  manufacturer 
in  Mount  Pleasant  Township.  Later,  he  owned  and  lived  on  a 
small  tract  of  land  in  East  Huntingdon  Township,  three  miles 
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from  Huffsdale.  After  his  death,  the  farm  was  owned  and  lived 
on  by  his  son  Jeremiah  B.  Hout;  and  after  his  death,  by  Jere¬ 
miah’s  son,  William  Poorman  Hout.  It  is  owned  (1950)  by 
Adam’s  great-grandson,  Clyde  Hout  Malone.  It  now  consists  of 
40  acres  without  buildings.  Adam  Hout’s  descendants  were  born 
and,  with  few  exceptions,  remained  in  Westmoreland  County, 
Pa.

Oct.  7, 
1771,  d.  Aug.  30,  1861,  aged  89_yr.,  10  mo.,  13  da.,  both  bur.  Re¬ 
formed  Cem.  near  Pleasant  Unity,  Pa.  Their  tombstones  have 
been  renewed  and  are  in  good  condition.  Graves  of  several  of 
their  descendants  are  in  the  same  plot. 

The  father  of  Christopher  was  Martin  Overly  ( Oberlin  in  Ger¬ 
man),  who  came  from  Wiirttemberg,  Germany,  in  1757  and 
settled  first  at  Bethel  in  Lancaster  County.  On  September  24, 
1764,  he  was  naturalized  as  a  British  subject  in  the  Province  of 
Pennsylvania.  He  had  five  sons,  all  born  in  Pennsylvania.  They 
were:  Gaspar,  Bostian  (d.  1825),  Frederick  (1765-1848),  Martin, 
and  Christopher  (1771-1861).  His  name,  the  names  of  his  sons, 
and  those  of  other  Overlys  occur  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives 
in  the  census  and  tax  lists,  where  the  name  appears  as  Oberlin, 
Oberlie,  Oberly,  Overley,  Overly.  Records  show  that  in  Lancas¬ 
ter  County  Martin  Overly,  Sr.,  had  150  acres  surveyed  under 
date  ot  October  16,  1/65,  and  that  he  had  a  brother,  Christopher, 
in  Coealieo  Township  who  was  taxed  on  200  acres  of  land.  The 
census  ol  1790  lists  the  brother  Christopher,  his  wife,  three  sons 
and  six  daughters.  Martin’s  name  appears  in  1773  in  the  tax  list 
of  Fairfield  Township,  Bedford  County.  In  Donegal  Township, 
Westmoreland  County,  in  1783,  he  was  taxed  for  300  acres,  and 
on  May  7,1 788,  he  had  250  acres  surveyed.  Pennsylvania  Ar¬ 
chives ,  third  Series,  Vols.  17,  22,  24,  26.  These  volumes  also 

contain  tax  and  land-survey  records  for  his  sons  Gaspar  and  Bos¬ 
tian. 

Martin  and  three  sons  (Bostian,  Frederick,  and  Martin,  Jr.) 
and  a  brother  migrated  to  Fleming  County,  Kentucky,  where 
there  was  a  German  settlement.  Overlys  are  numerous  there 
today,  being  descendants  of  the  brother.  Martin  and  his  three 
sons  migrated  in  1797  from  Bourbon  County,  Kentucky,  to  what 
is  now  Springfield  Township,  Ross  County,  Ohio,-  before  Ross 
County  was  organized.  He,  Bostian  and  Frederick  lived  and 
died  the i  e  and  were  buried  in  the  Overly  Chapel  in  Springfield 
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Township,  near  Chillicothe.  Martin,  Jr.,  moved  to  Indiana.  The 
many  Overlys  of  Ross  County  are  descendants  of  Frederick,  who 
had  two  sons  and  four  daughters.  He  was  a  scout  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War.  For  further  Overly  information  see  the  History  of 
Ross  and  Highland  Counties  of  Ohio  (1880),  p.  231;  also  consult 
Mrs.  Meredith  Stephenson,  R.  D.  2,  Flora,  Indiana,  who  is  collect¬ 
ing  Overly  records. 

Frederick’s  great-grandson,  Newton  J.  Overly,  was  a  well- 
known  gardener  and  truant  officer  of  Chillicothe,  Ohio.  He  had 
in  his  possession  the  quaint  naturalization  paper  of  Martin  Ober- 
lin  and  other  curious  and  interesting  old  documents.  The  nat¬ 
uralization  paper  was  worded  as  follows: 


(Seal)  Pennsylvania,  SS. 

I,  Edward  Shippen  Jr.,  Prothonotary  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Province  of  Pennsylvania,  do  hereby  certify  that  at  a  Supreme  Court 
held  at  Philadelphia  for  said  Province  the  24th  day  of  September  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Sixty-four,  before 
William  Allen,  W.  Coleman,  and  Alex  Stedman,  Esquire,  judges  of  the 
said  Court,  between  the  hours  of  nine  and  twelve  of  the  clock  in  the  fore¬ 
noon  of  the  same  day,  Martin  Oberlin  of  Bethel  in  the  County  of  Lancas¬ 
ter,  being  a  foreigner  and  having  inhabited  and  resided  for  the  space  of 
seven  years  in  His  Majesty’s  Colonies  in  America  and  not  having  been 
out  of  the  same  of  the  said  Colonies  for  a  longer  time  than  two  months 
at  any  one  time  during  the  said  seven  years,  and  the  said  Martin  Ober¬ 
lin  having  produced  to  the  Lord’s  Supper  within  three  months  before  the 
said  Court,  took  and  subscribed  the  Oaths  and  did  make  and  repeat  the 
Declaration  (Appointed  by  an  Act  made  in  the  first  year  of  the  Reign  of 
King  George  the  First)  according  to  the  Directions  of  an  Act  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  made  in  the  Thirteenth  Year  of  his  late  Majesty  King  George  the 
Second  intitled  “An  Act  for  the  Naturalizing  such  foreign  Protestants 
and  others  therein  mentioned  as  are  settled  in  any  of  his  Majesty’s  Colo¬ 
nies  in  America,”  and  thereupon  was  admitted  to*  be  His  Majesty’s  natu¬ 
ral  born  Subject  of  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  pursuant  to  the  Di¬ 
rection  and  Intent  of  the  said  Act  of  Parliament.

Christopher  Overly,  son  of  Martin  Overly,  remained  in  West¬ 
moreland  County.  His  name  appears  in  records  as  Christopher, 
Christian,  Stophel,  and  Stoppel,  but  he  was  generally  known  as 
Stophel.  A  photostat  of  an  affidavit  in  the  Bureau  of  Pensions 
at  Washington,  made  by  him  in  1855  in  the  matter  of  an  applica¬ 
tion  by  the  children  .of  one  Eleanor  Williams-White  for  the  pen¬ 
sion  due  their  mother  as  a  Revolutionary  War  soldier’s  widow, 
recites,  in  part,  the  following  facts; 


That  he  was  a  resident  of  Westmoreland  County,  State  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  aged  83  years  past,  that  he  lived  within  one  and  a  half  miles  of 
where  Richard  Williams,  Esquire,  lived  in  Donegal  Township,  that  there 
was  a  blockhouse*  on  the  farm  of  Richard  Williams  and  during  the  In¬ 
dian  frontier  wars  he  was  in  the  blockhouse  with  Richard  Williams  and 
his  family  and  luicw  his  daughter  Ellennor  well  who  was  afterwards 
mai  l  ied  lo  John  White,  that  he  was  invited  by  John  White  to  be  present 
at  his  marriage  to  Elleanor  Williams  in  the  year  1788,  that  he  could  not 
go  to  the  wedding  on  account  of  a  prior  engagement  which  he  had  made 
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to  attend  to  some  business  of  his  own  but  that  one  or  two  of  his  brothers 
were  at  the  wedding-  who  are  now  dead,  that  Richard  Williams  was  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  and  he  was  informed  that  Richard  Williams  per¬ 
formed  the  marriage  ceremony  between  his  daughter  Elleanor  and  John 
White,  that  John  White  was  elected  a  militia  captain  after  his  marriage, 
and  that  he  frequently  spoke  of  having  been  in  active  service  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.

As  Christopher  Overly  was  only  seventeen  years  old  in  1788, 
he  was  living  at  his  father’s  home  in  Donegal  Township  at  the 
time  of  the  foregoing  events.  He  probably  was  still  unmarried 
when  he  rendered  the  following  military  service,  as  recorded  in 
the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Sixth  Series.  Vol.  V: 

Page  652.  Muster  and  Pay  Rolls  Pennsylvania  Militia  1790-1800. 
We  the  subscribers  do  acknowledge  to  have  received  from  Charles 
Campbell,  Lieutenant  of  Westmoreland  County,  the  sums  annexed  to 
our  names  respectively  in  full  pay  allowed  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
for  a  tour  of  militia  duty  under  the  command  of  Captain  Robert  Hunter. 
Time  of  entry  April  4th,  1791.  Time  of  discharge  8th  June,  1791.

We  the  subscribers  do  acknowledge  to  have  received  from  Charles 
Campbell,  Lieutenant  of  Westmoreland  County,  the  sums  annexed  to 
our  names  respectively  in  full  pay  allowed  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
for  a  tour  of  militia  duty  under  the  command  of  John  Archibold. 

Time  of  entry  22nd  of  September,  1792.  Time  of  discharge,  28th 
November,  1792.  Stopped  Overly  $6.70. 

He  had  a  running  sore  on  the  calf  of  his  right  leg,  which  his 
grandchildren  said  was  due  to  a  bullet-wound  received  while  on 
military  duty.  He  received  a  pension  of  $12.00  per  month,  prob¬ 
ably  from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  Catherine,  his  widow,  re¬ 
ceived  a  pension  of  $12.00  quarterly.  This  was  a  fact  known  to 
their  grandchildren,  but  no  record  was  found  at  Harrisburg  or 
Washington  of  either  his  or  her  pension. 

In  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Third  Series,  Vol.  26,  page  486, 
in  a  list  of  Warantees  of  Land  in  Westmoreland  County,  with 
date  of  survey,  appears  the  following: 

Christopher  Overly  400  acres  Feb.  13,  1813 

100  acres  Mar.  3,  1815 
43  acres  Aug.  3,  1839 

This  acreage  was  at  Chestnut  Ridge  in  IVlt.  Pleasant  'Township 
near  (In*  boundary  of  Donegal  'Township.  A  portion  of  it  appar¬ 
ently  was  in  TTcmpfiecl  'Township.  'Tin*  house,  built  of  logs,  was 
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at  the  foot  of  Chestnut  Ridge  and  a  mile  or  more  east  of  Kecks- 
burg,  then  called  Ridgeview.  In  their  later  years  Christopher 
and  Catherine  retained  the  home  and  170  acres,  where  he  died 
and  where  Catherine  lived  for  many  years  until  her  children 
were  all  married.  This  portion  was  afterwards  owned  by  her 
son  David,  who  later  sold  it  to  his  son  James  Latta  Overly  at  the 
time  of  the  son’s  marriage.  Still  later  it  was  owned  by  William 
Porch.  Catherine’s  son  William  owned  a  smaller  portion  south 
of  the  homestead. 

The  largest  portion  was  owned  by  George  Overly,  Christo¬ 
pher’s  eldest  son  by  his  first  wife.  George  built  a  large,  attrac¬ 
tive  stone  house  on  the  northern  part,  known  as  “The  Forest,” 
where  he  reared  a  family  of  fourteen  children  —  thirteen  by  his 
first  wife,  Eliza  Graden  (Grayden,  Graydoyn),  who  was  burned 
to  death  by  a  lamp-explosion,  and  one  daughter  by  his  second 
wife,  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  (Kistler)  Gilchrist,  who  survived  him. 
George’s  farm  was  transferred  about  1865  to  his  eldest  daughter, 
Margaret,  and  her  husband,  J.  Martin  Keck.  After  Keck’s  death 
in  1904  it  was  transferred  to  their  youngest  son,  Harry  Edward 
Keck.  The  stone  house  is  still  in  excellent  condition. 

At  an  early  date,  Christopher  Overly  gave  land,  about  a  mile 
from  his  house,  on  which  the  Overly  schoolhouse  was  built. 
There  were  no  public  schools  there  at  that  time  and  parents  were 
required  to  pay  tuition  for  children  sent  to  this  school.  Later  it 
became  a  public  school.  The  building  was  of  logs,  with  benches 
along  two  sides  and  the  back  and  through  the  middle.  This  log 
schoolhouse  continued  in  use  until  1877,  when  it  was  replaced  by 
a  brick  building.  This  one  was  followed  by  a  third  building  in 
1915,  which  was  still  called  the  Overly  school.  This  last  build¬ 
ing  was  torn  down  about  1946.  Some  of  Christopher’s  children, 
many  oi  his  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren  attended  this 
Overly  school. 

Christopher’s  first  wife  was - Palmer,  who  had  five 

children:  George,  Adam,  Catherine,  Barbara,  who  married 
- -  Blystone,  and  one  other.  They  have  numerous  de¬ 
scendants  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pa. 

When  Catherine  Hout  was  married  to  Christopher  Overly,  who 
was  twenty-seven  years  her  senior,  he  was  the  father  of  five  chil¬ 
dren.  She  bore  nine  children,  in  a  log  house.  That  was  frontier 
life  as  il  was  lived  in  early  pioneer  times.  Alter  the  marriage 
of  her  youngest  child,  Catherine  sold  her  home. and  lived  for  some 
time  with  this  daughter,  Nancy  Jane  Sullenberger.  In  later  life 
she  had  her  own  little  home  near  one  of  her  grandsons  who  lived 
about  a  half  mile  from  Kccksburg.

white  cap  and  a  black  quilted  bonnet.  She  had  a  keen  sense  of 
humor,  was  good-natured  and  jolly,  told  fortunes  with  coffee- 
grounds  in  a  saucer,  believed  in  ghosts,  and  took  the  fire  out  of 
burns  by  laying  her  hand  on  the  burn  and  whispering.  She 
braided  unripened  wheat-straw,  sewed  it  and  made  men’s  hats, 
which  she  sold.  She  spoke  German,  and  English  with  no  Ger¬ 
man  accent.  She  was  a  member  of  the  German  Lutheran 
Church  and  had  a  German  Bible.  Except  her  sons  Jacob  and 
Christopher  and  their  descendants,  her  descendants  lived  mainly 
in  Westmoreland  County,  Pa. 

Overly  family  reunions  are  held  annually  by  Catherine’s  de¬ 
scendants  on  the  first  Sunday  of  August  at  Idlewild  Park  near 
Ligonier,  Pa.

From  there  Samuel  sent  this  report  to  the  author  with 
copies  of  two  issues  of  the  ship’s  “Monthly  Newsletter”  which 
gave  detailed  accounts  of  the  voyage,  experiences  of  the  sailors, 
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the  life  of  the  natives  where  stops  were  made  and  the  wares 
which  they  persistently  tried  to  sell.

ROSANNAH  MILLER. 

He  was  b.  Feb.  18,  .1762,  probably  in  Maryland  or  Vir¬ 
ginia,  d.  June  11,  1813,  near  Richmond,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio, 
aged  51  yr.,  3  mo.,  23  da.;  m.  Nov.  21,  1786,  in  Berkeley  County, 
Virginia,  by  Rev.  Hugh  Vance,  pastor  of  the  Tuscarora  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  in  the  country  two  miles  west  of  Martinsburg,  Ro- 
sannah  Miller ,  b.  Sept.  14,  1765,  d.  Aug.  7,  1822,  near  Richmond, 
Ohio,  aged  56  yr.,  10  mo.,  23  da.,  dau.  Henry  and  Magdalena  Mil¬ 
ler,  of  Berkeley  County,  Virginia.  She  survived  her  husband 
nine  years.  Her  name  was  written  Rosina  (German)  and  ap¬ 
peared  as  Anna  in  the  register  of  St.  John’s  German  Lutheran 
Church  in  Martinsburg.  It  was  written  Rcsannah  or  Rosanna 
(English)  in  other  records  and  legal  documents.  Their  church 
affiliations  and  records  are  given  in  a  previous  chapter,  pp.  27,  30. 

Rcsannah  gave  eight  (possibly  nine)  of  their  ten  children  the 
same  names  as  those  of  her  father  and  brothers  and  three  (or 
four)  of  her  sisters.  Her  first  son  was  named  Henry,  which  was 
the  name  of  her  father  and  eldest  brother.  The  second  son  bore 
the  name  of  Peter’s  father,  John  George,  but  was  called  George, 
the  same  as  Peter’s  father  and  Rosannah’s  third  brother.  Her 
other  brothers  were  Jacob,  Adam,  and  John,  and  she  had  sons 
with  each  of  these  names.  She  had. sisters  named  Mary,  Cath¬ 
erine,  Elizabeth,  Hannah,  and  two  whose  names  arc  not  known 
because  they  died  before  their  father  made  his  will,  but  one  left 
a  daughter  Sarah.  Rosannah  named  her  daughters  Mary,  Cath¬ 
erine,  Elizabeth,  and  Sarah.  She  gave  none  the  name  of  her 
mother,  Magdalena.  She  had  no  more  brothers,  so  the  youngest 
sou  was  Peter’s  namesake.  (See  the  records  oi  the  Miller  lam- 
ily  in  the  Appendix.)  Peter  and  Rosannah  each  had  many  name¬ 
sakes  among  their  descendants,  chiefly  among  their  grandchil¬ 
dren.  This  indicates  that  they  were  held  in  high  esteem  by  their 
children. 

The  children  are  listed  here  in  the  order  of  their  birth  because 
they  are  referred  to  several  times  in  the  following  family  history. 
Their  names  are  repeated  in  the  regular  place  at  the  end  of  Pe¬ 
ter’s  and  Rosannah’s  records.  The  ten  children  all  grew  to  ma¬ 
turity  and  married.  They  were  Henry,  Mary  Albert,  John 
George,  Jacob,  Catherine  Simpson,  John,  Adam,  Elizabeth  Min- 
nich,  Sarah  Pittis,  and  Peter,  Jr.  John  George  was  known  as 
George. 

Peter  Hout  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  At  the  tender 
age  of  sixteen  and  a  half  years,  he  enlisted  “for  the  War,”  and 
was  in  the  Ninth  Pennsylvania  Regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel 
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Richard  Butler.  His  war  records  are  given  in  a  previous  chap¬ 
ter,  pp.  55-58. 

Henry’s  son,  Peter  Hout,  was  well  informed  concerning  the 
family  history..  He  had  a  number  of  letters  which  had  been  re¬ 
ceived  from  Germany  by  his  father  or  grandfather.  If  he  had 
not  burned  these  letters  just  before  his  death,  they  doubtless 
would  have  given  us  many  important  facts.  One  letter  was  said 
to  have  been  “in  regard  to  a  legacy  in  Germany,  which  fell  to  the 
Comstocks  as  next  of  kin.”  He  told  his  children  that  the  Hout 
ancestors  in  Germany  lived  near  Homburg  (presumably  the 
Homburg  near  Zweibriicken)  and  left  Germany  because  of  re¬ 
ligious  persecution,  that  they  first  sought  refuge  in  Scotland  for 
a  time,  but  returned  to  Homburg.  He  said  that  the  ancestors  in 
America  lived  in  Pennsylvania,  then  in  Maryland,  and  then 
moved  down  the  trail  and  settled  last  in  Virginia.  On  the  way, 
they  found  the  silver  mount  of  a  French  spear,  which  was  handed 
down  to  him  as  a  relic.  Other  cherished  relics  in  his  possession 
which  had  belonged  to  his  grandfather,  Peter  Hout,  were  a  Ger¬ 
man  razor  and  two  hones,  an  English  jeweled  watch,  a  flax 
hackle,  a  flintlock  gun,  bullet  molds,  and  the  staff  of  a  spear  that 
had  been  used  by  the  grandfather  in  the  Revolution  and  which 
is  described  in  his  war  records. 

The  following  quaint  record  shows  that  Peter  Hout  and  George 
Michael  Hout,  brothers,  were  appraisers  of  a  stray  heifer  in 
Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  two  days  before  Peter’s  marriage: 

To  Joseph  Hall,  Peter  Hout  &  Michael  Hout,  know  ye  that  I  trusting 
in  your  judgment  do  appoint  you  as  aforesaid  after  taking  an  oath  be¬ 
fore  me  for  that  purpose  to  appraise  a  certain  yearling  pied  Heifer 
marked  with  a  half  penny  on  the  upper  side  of  the  left  ear  &  a  swallow 
fork  in  the  same  ear  and  which  Jonathan  Britain  hath  this  day  upon 
oath  before  me  declared  himself  to  be  the  taker  up. 

(liven  under  my  hand  this  19th  day  of  November,  178(5.

We  the  subscribers  have  appraised  the  within  Heifer  to  twenty-five 
shillings.

On  March  10,  1790,  Peter  Hout  sold  to  his  brother  George 
Michael,  for  the  sum  of  100  pounds  Current  Money  of  Virginia, 
the  parcel  of  land  containing  fifty-one  acres,  from  his  father’s 
plantation  of  254  acres,  which  he  inherited  by  the  terms  of  his 
father  s  will.  Peter  signed  his  name.  Rosannah  made  her  mark. 
Deed  Book  9,  page  417. 

On  December  19,  1790,  Peter  Flout  bought  102  acres  from 
James  Robinson  for  the  sum  of  357  pounds  Current  Money  of 
Virginia.  This  tract,  about  seven  miles  northwest  of  Martins- 
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burg,  purchased  four  years  after  his  marriage,  was  the  home 
farm  until  the  family  moved  to  Ohio  in  1813.  Presumably,  all 
the  children  except  the  eldest  two,  Henry  and  Mary,  were  born 
here.  The  description  was  as  follows: 

Situate  in  the  County  of  Berkeley  on  a  large  run  called  Tulhance 
Branch  and  being  part  fo  a  tract  of  land  of  875  acres  granted  to  Ed¬ 
ward  Davis  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  1735.  Beginning  for  this 
bargained  land  at  a  marked  beech  tree  on  a  hillside  on  the  south  side  of 
the  said  Branch  in  a  line  of  Peter  Hedges  land  and  running  So.  Et.  180 
poles  to  a  hiccory  being  the  beginning  tree  of  the  original  tract,  thence 
So.  Wt.  88  poles  to  a  corner  black  oak,  then  No.  Wt.  220  poles  to  a  cor¬ 
ner  white  oak,  then  Et.  50  poles  to  a  marked  locust,  then  No.  Et.  50 
poles  to  the  beginning.  D.  B.  9-414. 

On  March  17,  1801,  Peter  Hout  and  Daniel  Roberts  entered 
into  an  agreement  whereby,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  the  said  Roberts  was  to  have  the  privilege  and  use  of 
ground  one  pole  wide  in  order  to  dig  a  Mill  Race  entirely  across 
the  plantation  of  the  said  Hout.  Beginning  at  the  upper  inter¬ 
secting  line  between  Hout  and  Peter  Myers,  said  Mill  Race  was 
to  be  taken  out  of  the  natural  current  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
Hout’s  still  house  and  run  from  thence  in  the  most  convenient 
course  for  the  use  of  the  Mill  down  to  the  intersecting  line  be¬ 
tween  Hout  and  James  Hedges,  the  money  to  be  paid  before  any 
digging  was  done.  Hout  reserved  the  right  and  privilege  to  fence 
across  the  Race  and  to  build  a  wagon  bridge  across  the  Race  for 
the  purpose  of  passing  with  a  wagon  from  one  part  of  his  premises 
to  the  other,  but  not  so  as  to  injure  the  passage  of  water  in  the 
Race  in  any  case.  D.  B.  17  -  254. 

When  Peter  Hout  sold  his  102  acres  on  March  23,  1813,  this  mill 
race  privilege  was  reserved  in  the  deed.  It  was  likewise  included 
in  the  deeds  when  Daniel  Roberts  sold  the  privilege  with  a  site 
for  a  mill  to  Abraham  Linghamfelter,  who  sold  the  same  to  Plenry 
Duckwalt,  who  in  turn  sold  to  James  Hedges,  who  sold  to  Samuel 
Hedges.  On  June  19,  1818,  Samuel  Hedges  brought  suit  against 
the  widow  and  children  (then  living  in  Ohio)  of  Peter  Hout  to 
obtain  legal  title.  The  petition  recited  that  “Peter  Hout  at  the 
time  of  his  death  had  not  conveyed  the  legal  title  to  the  property 
although  he  had  received  the  full  consideration  for  the  same  and 
put  the  said  Daniel  Roberts  and  those  claiming  title  under  him  in 
complete  possession  thereof  and  they  have  remained  in  quiet  and 
peaceable  possession  thereof  ever  since.’  The  successor  owners 
were  summoned  as  witnesses.  For  the  six  minor  children  of  Pe¬ 
ter  Hout,  deceased,  and  the  three  minor  children  of  Abraham 
Linghamfelter,  deceased,  the  Court  appointed  John  Strother 
guardian  ad  litem  [for  the  trial  at  hand  only]  of  “the  infant  de¬ 
defendants  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.”  At  a  court  held 
for  Berkeley  County  in  October,  1819,  the  case  was  argued  by 
counsel.  It  was  decreed  and  ordered  by  the  Court  that  the  sev¬ 
eral  heirs  of  Peter  Hout  convey  to  the  complainant  all  inteiest 
which  they  have  in  and  to  the  land  and  water  described  in  the 
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The  I Iout  Family 


agreement,  and  that  the  said  heirs  pay  to  the  complainant  his 
costs  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  this  suit,  saving  however  to 
the  infants  and  absent  defendants  the  time  prescribed  by  law  to 
appear,  file  their  answers,  comply  with  the  law,  and  show  cause 
why  this  decree  shall  be  set  aside.” 

On  September  9,  1811,  Peter  Hout,  Samuel  Hedges,  Emanuel 
Ebersole,  and  Thomas  Turner  signed  their  names  in  the  Execu¬ 
tors’  Bond  Book  of  Berkeley  County.  Thomas  Turner  was  made 
executor  of  the  estate  of  John  Turner,  deceased.  Bond  was  re¬ 
quired  in  the  sum  of  $20,000.  A  tracing  of  Peter  Iiout’s  signa¬ 
ture  in  English  script  is  reproduced  here. 


On  March  23,  1813,  Peter  and  Rosanna  Hout  sold  their  102- 
acre  plantation,  with  all  houses,  buildings,  orchards,  and  appur¬ 
tenances  thereto  belonging,  for  the  sum  of  $3080,  to  Peter  Speck 
of  Berkeley  County.  As  Rosannah  could  not  conveniently  travel 
to  the  Court  to  acknowledge  the  deed,  the  Court  commissioned 
James  haulkner  and  James  Anderson,  Gentlemen  Justices  of 
Berkley  County,  to  go  to  Rosanna  and  “receive  her  acknowledg¬ 
ment  thereof  and  examine  her  privately  and  apart  from  said  hus¬ 
band  whether  she  doth  the  same  freely  and  voluntarily  without 
his  persuasions  or  threats.”  This  they  did  the  next  day,  March 
24th.  She  signed  the  deed  by  making  her  mark.  Her  name  is 
written  Rosanna  throughout  the  deed.  D.  B.  25-84. 


On  October  23,  1807,  grant  was  issued  to  Peter  Hout  for  a  sec¬ 
tion  of  land  in  Salem  Township,  JelTerson  County,  Ohio,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 


Thomas  Jotlerson,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
To  All  to  Whom  those  Presents  shall  come  Greeting.— 


Know,  ye  that  Peter  Hout,  Assignee  of  Bazaleel  Wells,  having-de¬ 
posited  in  the  Treasury  a  certificate  of  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office 
at  Steubenville,  Ohio,  whereby  it  appears  that  full  payment  has  been 
made  for  lot  or  section  number  Five  (5)  of  township  number  Ten  (10) 
in  range  number  Three  (3)  of  the  lands  directed  to  be  sold  at  Steuben¬ 
ville  by  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  “An  Act  providing  for  the  sale  of 
lands  of  the  United  States  in  the  Territory  north  west  of  the  Ohio  and 
above  the  mouth  of  the  Kentucky  River”  and  of  the  Acts  amendatory  of 
the  same,  there  is  granted  by  the  United  States  unto  the  said  Peter  Hout 
the  lot  or  section  of  land  above  described  —  To  have  and  to  hold  the  said 
lot  or  section  of  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  unto  the  said  Peter  Ilout, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  forever. 

In  Testimony  Whereof  I  have  caused  these  letters  to  be  made  Patent 
and  the  Seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  hereto  affixed.  Given  under  my 
hand  at  the  City  of  Washington  the  twenty-third  day  of  October  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven  and  of  the  In¬ 
dependence  of  the  United  States  of  America  the  thirty-second.

James  Madison,  Secretary  of  State. 
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Bazaleel  Wells,  a  government  surveyor,  manufacturer  of  wool¬ 
ens,  and  the  enterprising  founder  of  Steubenville,  had  a  grant 
for  1100  acres  which  included  land  in  Salem  Township.  A  sec¬ 
tion  of  his  grant  was  that  assigned  to  Peter  Hout. 

Although  this  grant  was  issued  in  1807,  the  Hout  family  did  not 
move  to  Ohio  until  the  spring  of  1813,  supposedly  soon  after 
March  23rd,  but  certainly  sometime  between  the  sale  of  their 
Virginia  farm  on  March  23rd  and  the  death  of  Peter  on  June 
11th.  But  they  did  join  that  migration  from  Virginia  of  people 
who  were  seeking  new  homes  in  the  rich  Ohio  Valley.  We  can 
imagine  them  in  their  pioneer  covered  wagons,  their  youngest 
child  not  yet  four  years  old,  making  this  long,  hazardous  journey 
over  rough  roads  scarcely  worthy  of  the  name,  through  primeval 
forests,  across  unbridged  streams,  and  over  high  mountains.  It 
was  a  perilous  journey  of  many  weeks,  made  even  more  difficult 
by  the  conditions  of  springtime,  and  attended  not  only  by  the 
hardships  of  such  a  mode  of  travel  but  also  by  the  dangers  of  In¬ 
dians,  savage  wild  beasts,  and  venomous  serpents.  To  leave  one’s 
home  and  people  and  venture  on  such  a  journey  into  a  strange 
frontier  country  with  ten  young  children  surely  required  courage 
and  tested  the  bravest  of  hearts.  The  route  was  along  the  Cum¬ 
berland  Trail,  now  a  national  highway,  to  the  Ohio  River  at 
Wheeling,  and  on  to  Richmond,  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 

Of  the  ten  children,  Henry  was  the  only  one  to  marry  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  before  moving  to  Ohio.  On  April  14,  1812,  the  marriage  of 
Henry  Hout  and  Rachel  French  occurred,  as  was  recorded  in  the 
marriage  records  of  Berkeley  County.  This  was  a  year  previous 
to  the  removal  of  the  Peter  Hout  family  to  Ohio.  Henry  and 
Rachel  joined  the  migration  and  established  their  home  in  the 
land  of  new  opportunity. 

The  history  of  eastern  Ohio,  of  Jefferson  County,  and  of  the 
rush  from  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  Virginia  to  the  Ohio  Val¬ 
ley  after  Anthony  Wayne’s  treaty  with  the  Indians,  should  be 
read  in  this  connection. 

Just  prior  to  his  death  (which  must  have  occurred  suddenly) , 
Peter  Hout  purchased  from  John  Redd,  for  $1300,  a  tract  of 
112-%  acres  on  the  waters  of  Island  Creek,  being  the  northwest 
corner  of  section  35,  township  7,  range  2.  This  was  east  of  and 
joined  Hout’s  section.  The  deed  was  made  to  Peter  Hout’s  ten 
children  and  the  money  paid  to  Redd  on  June  21,  1813,  ten  days 
after  Hout’s  death.  The  deed  was  not  recorded  until  May  30, 
1814.  Although  the  name  Joseph  Redd  is  used  throughout  the 
deed,  the  name  John  Redd  appears  as  the  signature.  The  deed 
was  executed  in  the  presence  of  Stephen  Ford,  Justice  of  the 
Peace.  D.  B.  D,  pp.  533-535.  Among  the  names  of  the  ten  chil¬ 
dren  in  this  deed,  Mary’s  name  appears  as  Mary  Hout.  This 
proves  that  she  and  William  Albert  were  married  later  than  June 
21,  1813,  and  in  Ohio. 
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I  he  Ohio  Census  of  1820  lists  Hosannah  and  the  unmarried 
children  as  residents  of  Island  Creek  Township.  This  indicates 
that  they  were  residing  on  this  112-% -acre  tract,  and  that  Henry 
was  occupying  the  section  as  was  stated  in  the  record  of  its  sale. 

Peter  Hout  was  not  privileged  to  develop  his  tracts  of  640  and 
112-% -acres  and  establish  a  home  in  this  new  Land  of  Promise, 
as  he  died,  intestate,  soon  after  his  arrival  in  Jefferson  County. 
Rosannah  courageously  faced  the  future  alone  with  her  young 
family  and  survived  for  nine  years.  That  she  performed  her  task 
biavely  and  nobly,  endeared  herself  to  her  children  and  won 
their  admiration,  is  evident  from  the  many  descendants  who  bear 
her  name. 

The  Court  appointed  Rosannah  Hout1  and  Stephen  Ford- 
guaidians  of  the  seven  minor  children.  Henry  and  George  were 
administi ators  of  Peters  estate.  George  and  Adam  were  ad- 
ministiatois  of  Hosannahs  estate.  The  five  eldest  children  were 
married  before  Rosannah’s  death,  which  occurred  on  August  7, 
1822.  Adam  married  soon  thereafter,  and  John  married  over  a 
year  later.  Elizabeth  signed  a  deed  on  December  27,  1825,  and 
Sarah  signed  a  deed  on  November  11,  1828,  as  residents  of  Jef¬ 
ferson  County.  They  were  each  living  with  Mary  Albert  in  New 
Philadelphia,  ffuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  at  the  time  of  their  mar- 
liages,  Elizabeths  on  April  23,  1826,  and  Sarah’s  on  March  11, 
1832.  William  Albert,  Mary’s  husband,  was  guardian  for  Sarah, 
and  Attorney  Carroll  of  Jefferson  County  was  guardian  for  Pe¬ 
ter,  during  the  latter  part  of  their  minority,  that  being  after  the 

death  of  Rosannah  and  the  removal  of  Stephen  Ford  to  Harrison 
County. 


On  September  11,  1822,  which  was  soon  after  the  death  of  their 
mother,  Henry  and  George  petitioned  for  partition  of  the  section 
ol  land  belonging  to  their  father  s  estate.  Three  commissioners 
(John  Andrews,  George  Watson,  and  David  Andrews)  were  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Court  to  make  the  division  of  the  section  among 
the  children.  The  commissioners  reported  that  the  land  would 
not  divide  according  to  the  command  of  the  writ  without  injury 
to  or  spoiling  the  whole,  and  appraised  it  at  six  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  per  acre  (tj>4160) .  As  no  one  of  the  heirs  elected  to  take 
the  land  at  the  appraisement,  it  was  ordered  to  be  sold  at  public 
sale.  The  sheriff  (Robert  Carrel)  reported  to  the  Court  in  Au¬ 
gust,  1824,  that  he  had  “sold  the  section  of  land  at  public  auction, 
at  (he  house  of  Henry  Hout  on  the  premises,  to  George  Hout  for 
the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  that  being  the  high¬ 
est  bid  offered  for  it.”  Common  Pleas  Record.  Vol.  G,  p.  378.

-Stephen  Ford  resided  near  Richmond  and  was  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
lie  was  state  representative  from  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  1808-1810. 
Later  he  was  state  representative  from  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  where 
he  resided  near  Cadiz,  the  county  seat. 
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This  petition  gives  some  facts  of  value,  from  which  other  facts 
may  be  inferred.  It  follows  in  part.

Be  it  remembered  that  on  the  eleventh  day  of  September  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Twenty-two  the  plaintiffs 
filed  their  petition  for  partition  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to- 
wit: 

To  the  Honorable  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  said  County  of  Jef¬ 
ferson.  The  petition  of  Henry  Hout  and  George  Hout  humbly  showeth 
that  heretofore,  to-wit  on  the  eleventh  day  of  June  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  Oge  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Thirteen,  one  Peter  Hout  there¬ 
of  said  County  of  Jefferson  departed  this  life  intestate  leaving  the  fol¬ 
lowing  children  and  heirs-at-law,  to-wit:  Henry  Hout,  Mary  Hout,  now 
Mary  Albert  wife  of  William  Albert  residing  at  New  Philadelphia  in  the 
County  of  Tuscarawas,  Ohio,  George  Hout;  Jacob  Hout,  Catherine  Hout 
since  intermarried  with  Samuel  Simpson,  and  John  Hout,  all  of  Rich¬ 
land  County,  Ohio;  Adam  Hout,  Elizabeth  Hout,  Sarah  Hout,  and  Peter 
Hout,  Minors,  Stephen  Ford  being  the  surviving  guardian  for  the  said 
Minors,  all  residing  in  said  County  of  Jefferson,  and  was  seized  in  fee 
simple  at  the  time  of  his  death  of  the  following  described  tract  of  land 
with  its  appurtenances:  Situated  in  the  County  of  Jefferson  aforesaid, 
that  is  to  say  Section  No.  5  in  the  tenth  township  and  range  No.  3.  of 
the  Steubenville  district.  That  your  demandants  are  seized  in  fee  sim¬ 
ple  of  the  above  described  tract  of  land  as  tenants  in  common  with  the 
said  Mary  Albert  wife  of  William  Albert,  Jacob  Hout,  Catherine  Simp¬ 
son  wife  of  Samuel  Simpson,  John  Hout,  Adam  Hout,  Elizabeth  Ilout, 
Sarah  and  Peter  Hout,  Minors  who  are  under  the  care  of  Stephen  Ford, 
surviving  guardian  for  them  appointed  by  the  Court  with  one  Susannah 
Hout  [meaning  Rosannah  Hout]  since  deceased,  that  is  to  say  each  and 
every  heir  of  one  undivided  tenth  part  of  said  tract  of  land.  And  your 
petition  further  shows  that  they  are  desirous  of  having  partition  made 
of  the  aforesaid  land  and  appurtenances  amongst  the  several  parties 
aforesaid  according  to  their  respective  rights  and  pray  that  all  and  sin¬ 
gular  the  above  described  lands  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging 
may  be  divided  by  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  this  Court  according 
to  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Ohio  in  such 
cases  made  and  provided,  passed  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February,  1820, 
entitled  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  partition  of  Real  Estate. 


Adam  Hout  bought,  at  various  times,  from  each  of  the  other 
children  their  undivided  one-tenth  interest  in  the  J  12-*!/|  -acre 
tract.  He  paid  seven  of  the  children  $100  each,  and  paid  Eliza¬ 
beth  and  Sarah  $90  each.  In  signing  the  deeds  the  children  all 
wrote  their  names,  except  Catherine;  she,  Christina,  wife  of 
George,  and  Catherine,  wife  of  Jacob,  made  their  marks.  The 
deeds  to  Adam  were  recorded  as  follows:

We  can  only  conjecture  that  the  unmarried  children  remained 
in  this  home  after  their  mother’s  death  and  that  Adam  soon 
brought  there  also  his  wife  (first  cousin)  aged  sixteen  and  a  half 
years,  she  being  Margaret,  daughter  of  George  Michael  Hout. 

This  112-;V|-acre  farm  was  the  home  of  Adam.  On  October  8, 
1832,  he  bought  from  John  Shelly,  for  $32,  Lot  No.  26  in  Shelly’s 
addition  to  the  town  of  New  Richmond.  D.B.  R-3.  He  died,  in¬ 
testate,  July  18,  1833.  In  September  of  the  same  year  his  widow, 
Margaret  Hout,  petitioned  for  her  one-third  dower  interest  in  this 
parcel  and  the  lot  in  Richmond.  The  petition  recited  that  “he 
left  no  children  but  left  brothers  and  sisters  his  heirs-at-law.” 
The  case  continued  until  May,  1835,  when  Margaret  was  granted 
18  acres  and  2  rods,  on  which  were  situated  the  dwelling  house 
and  other  buildings,  and  also  6  acres  and  1  rod  of  timberland,  she 
to  pay  one-third  of  the  cost  of  the  suit.  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
Record. 

On  June  23,  1836,  Henry,  George,  and  Peter  petitioned  for  par¬ 
tition  of  the  remainder  of  this  same  parcel  and  fifty  acres  addt- 
tional,  and  also  of  28  acres  and  18  perches  of  their  father’s 
section  which  George  had  sold  to  Adam  on  May  19,  1827,  for  $84.- 
33.  The  two  parcels  were  appraised  at  $2000  and  George  elected 
to  take  them  at  the  appraisement.  Sheriff’s  Deed  dated  April  5, 
1837.  Recorded  October  19,  1837.  Deed  Book  S. 

Henry,  George,  Adam,  and  Peter  remained  in  Jefferson  County 
and  owned  farms  near  each  other.  The  region  of  their  farms 
was  known  as  Hout  Ridge.  Henry’s  farm  was  known  later  as 
the  Crawford  farm;  Adam’s,  as  the  Jackman  farm;  and  George’s, 
as  the  John  Wesley  Hout  farm.  Jacob,  Catherine,  and  John  mar¬ 
ried  in  Jefferson  County  and  settled  near  Mansfield,  Richland 
County,  Ohio,  then  frontier  country.  Mary  Albert  and  her  hus¬ 
band  kept  the  Lion  Hotel  in  New  Philadelphia,  county  seat  of 
Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio.  Elizabeth  Minnich  also  reared  her 
family  in  Tuscarawas  County.  Sarah  Pit  1  is  reared  her  family  in 
Deersville,  Harrison  County,  Ohio. 

Richmond,  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  was  the  flout  family’s 
nearest  village  in  frontier  days.  It  was  laid  out  in  1800,  about 
fifteen  miles  northwest  of  Steubenville.  The  land  was  bought 
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from  Bazaleel  Wells  for  $2.50  an  acre.  Richmond  College  flour¬ 
ished  there  for  many  years  but  finally  was  discontinued.  Sev¬ 
eral  Hout  descendants  received  their  education  at  Richmond 
College.  Richmond  remains  a  typical  early  American  village 
with  one  main  street  on  the  slopes  of  two  hills.  Its  houses, 
fronted  by  high  porches  with  steps  up  to  them,  are  built  flush 
with  the  sidewalk.  Attractive  flower  and  vegetable  gardens  are 
at  the  side  and  rear  of  the  houses.  The  village  now  is  supplied 
with  gas,  electricity,  and  a  water  system.  Modern  busses  and 
automobiles  pass  over  its  street.  Some  Hout  descendants  still 
live  in  the  village  and  on  near  by  farms. 

The  Virginia  Census  of  1810  stated  that  Peter  Hout  had  “No 
slaves.”  Doubtless  he  had  Negroes  employed  on  his  plantation, 
especially  while  his  sons  were  small.  However,  it  was  claimed 
by  some  grandchildren  that  at  some  time  he  had  at  least  three 
slaves.  The  story  was  that  one  slave  named  Peter  would  get 
drunk  and  was  disobedient.  The  master,  Peter  Hout,  never  al¬ 
lowed  his  slaves  whipped.  Slave  Peter  had  a  wife  and  three  little 
children  who  were  owned  by  a  near  neighbor,  so  that  the  family 
was  together.  This  slave  was  to  be  sold,  but  be  pleaded  pitiful¬ 
ly  not  to  be  separated  from  his  wife  and  children.  As  he  was  a 
troublesome  and  disobedient  “nigger,”  he  finally  was  sold.  Peter 
Hout’s  sons  were  so  indignant  and  troubled  by  this  breaking  up 
of  a  family  that  they  persuaded  their  father  to  join  the  migration 
to  Ohio,  a  free  state.  Legend  also  had  it  that  his  rule  for  judg¬ 
ing  a  Negro  was:  “Never  take  a  nigger  with  a  lot  of  white  in  his 
eyes,  for  he  is  a  bad  nigger.”  In  Virginia,  he  raised  grain  but 
did  not  raise  tobacco. 

Peter  Hout  had  a  record  of  the  names  and  dates  of  birth  of  his 
children,  which  he  had  written  in  German  script.  After  his 
death  this  record  was  translated  into  English  by  Lewis  Feldman, 
grandfather  of  Mrs.  George  Albert  Hout,  and  each  of  his  children 
had  a  copy  of  it.  The  English  translation  was  recorded  in  the 
Bible  of  his  daughter  Sarah  Pittis. 

In  1920,  family  reunions  were  begun  in  Richland  County,  Ohio, 
by  descendants  of  his  son  John.  Soon  the  descendants  of  Jacob 
and  Catherine,  who  also  had  settled  in  Richland  County,  were 
included.  Then  all  known  descendants  were  included.  The  re¬ 
unions  have  been  held  a  few  times  in  Jefferson  County.  Hout 
family  reunions  are  still  held  annually  in  August,  usually  at 
Mansfield,  Ohio.

RACHEL  FRENCH. 

He  was  b.  Oct.  7,  1788,  bapt.  Apr.  13,  1789,  in  St.  John’s 
Lutheran  Church  of  Martmsburg,  Va.,  cl.  Aug.  9,  1843;  m.  Apr. 

14,  .1812,  Berkeley  County,  Va.,  Rachel  French 9  b.  Sept.  17,  1788, 
d.  June  3,  1852,  both  bur.  United  Presbyterian  Com.,  Richmond, 
O.  Their  marriage  bond  was  signed  by  Henry  Hout  and  his 
uncle-in-law,  Henry  Jobe  (husband  of  Hosannah’s  sister  Eliza¬ 
beth).  Their  graves  were  marked  by  sandstone  slabs.  In  1927, 
when  visited  by  the  author,  her  slab  was  standing  and  in  good 
condition.  His  was  broken  in  two  near  the  center  and  some  of 
the  lettering  had  scaled  off.  His  slab  bore  the  following  verse: 

Far  from  affliction’s  toil  and  fear 
The  weary  soul  has  fled 
The  breathless  clay  shall  slumber  here 
Among-  the  silent  dead. 

Her  slab  had  the  following  lines: 

The  brow  shall  wear  the  glittering-  crown 
When  sun  and  stars  no  more  shall  shine 
When  death  shall  lay  his  sceptre  down 
The  grave  her  empire  shall  resign. 

After  Henry’s  death,  Rachel  kept  house  for  their  son  Jacob, 
whose  wife  died  in  October,  1843,  following  Henry’s  death  in  Au¬ 
gust.  Rachel  died  in  June  after  Jacob’s  second  marriage  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1852,  in  her  (Mth  year,  beloved  by  her  sons  and  grandchil¬ 
dren.  Her  death  was  caused  by  pneumonia,  or  “quick  consump¬ 
tion’’  as  it  was  called,  which  resulted  from  her  becoming  over¬ 
heated  while  hoeing  in  the  garden,  then  sitting  in  the  breeze  on 
the  porch  and  cooling  quickly.  Letty  Ann,  Jacob’s  eldest  daugh¬ 
ter,  stated  that  Rachel  had  chestnut-brown  hair  with  a  reddish 
tinge,  that  she  had  a  long  body  and  short  legs,  and  that  these 
were  characteristics  of  some  of  her  descendants.  She  was  one 
of  seven  children  of  Jacob  French. 

Henry’s  farm,  near  Richmond,  Jefferson  County,  O.,  was  later 
known  as  the  Crawford  farm.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Crawford  the  farm,  about  270  acres,  was  sold  by  their  heirs. 
Twenty  acres  and  the  buildings  were  bought  by  Gwonn  Nixon, 
who  built  a  frame  dwelling  and  tore  down  the  brick  house  that 
had  been  built  by  Henry  Hout.  Above  its  front  door  there  was 
a  sandstone  lintel  on  which  was  carved  “II.  HOUT.”  The  re¬ 
maining  acreage  was  bought  by  John  Bates,  who  purchased  about 
700  acres  in  the  vicinity.  He  built  a  large  frame  house  of  about 
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sixteen  rooms  on  the  Hout  farm,  on  another  road  frontage  than 
that  where  the  Hout  buildings  stood.  These  changes  brought  a 
different  present-day  appearance  to  the  Henry  Hout  farm. 
Henry  also  built  a  large  bank  barn,  about  40  by  60  feet, 
in  1833.  On  a  stone  pillar  beneath  the  projection  was  carved 
“H.  HOUT.  1833. ”  Protected  from  the  weather,  the  excellent 
masonry  and  carving  retain  their  fresh  and  new  appearance.  The 
barn,  nearly  a  century  and  a  quarter  old,  is  still  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  and  is  in  use  by  Mr.  Bates. 

Henry  spoke  both  German  and  English.  He  served  his  neigh¬ 
bors  as  doctor  in  minor  ailments  and  performed  such  surgery  as 
the  lancing  of  boils,  carbuncles,  and  felons.  He  was  a  leader  in 
community  affairs.  As  was  usual  among  German  pioneers,  he 
was  fond  of  his  home-brewed  liquors. 

Henry  and  his  descendants  comprise  eight  generations.  In¬ 
cluded  is  the  tenth  generation,  being  the  highest  generation  in 
the  Hout  family  recorded  in  this  History. 

A  deed  executed  by  Henry  and  Rachel  in  connection  with  the 
settlement  of  the  estate  of  Rachel’s  father,  Jacob  French,  follows:

French  late  of  the  said  County  deceased  by  John  Magill,  Marshall  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  Winchester  district,  under  a  decree 
of  the  said  Court  by  deed  bearing  date  the  9th  day  of  August  1829.  Re¬ 
corded  in  Book  No.  38  page  145.  The  said  Rachel  being  one  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  said  Jacob  French  deceased  and  the  said  Henry  Houte 
by  intermarrying  with  the  said  Rachel  became,  entitled  to  the  One  sev¬ 
enth  part  or  share  of  the  said  tract  of  land,  which  one  seventh  part  or 
share  they  the  said  Henry  Houte  and  Rachel  his  wife  as  legal  heirs  and

In  1855,  three  years  alter  his  second  marriage,  Jacob  Hout 
moved  to  Washington  County,  Iowa.  The  story  among  older 
icsidents  at  Richmond,  Ohio,  was  that  his  second  wife,  over  four- 
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teen  years  younger  than  he,  “took  off  their  red  flannels,  dressed 
herself  and  her  four  stepchildren  up  fine  and  made  things  fly,  and 
Jacob  had  to  sell  his  farm.”  Whether  she  could  drain  the  family 
resources  to  such  an  extent  within  three  years,  during  which 
time  she  bore  two  sons,  is  doubtful.  But  Maria  did  create  an  im¬ 
pression  among  her  neighbors  with  her  new  ideas  that  made  her 
well  remembered.  The  author  had  great  difficulty  in  finding  this 
family.  The  only  clue  obtainable  at  Richmond  as  to  its  location 
was  that  “Jacob  married  Maria  Todd,  sold  his  farm,  and  went 
west.”  “Went  west”  was  a  big  and  seemingly  hopeless  address. 
By  persistent  effort  the  family  was  finally  traced  to  Iowa,  —  an 
example  of  the  perseverance  necessary  in  genealogical  work. 
The  journey  was  made  in  typical  pioneer  covered  wagons.  The 
vast  expanse  of  unbroken  prairie  in  Iowa  was  in  sharp  contrast 
to  the  rolling  country  they  had  left.  The  children  were  home¬ 
sick  and  longed  for  the  woods  and  hills  of  Ohio.  However,  they 
never  returned  to  Ohio  and  were  true  pioneers  of  the  “new 
West.” 

About  1874,  the  family  moved  to  Carthage,  Missouri,  where 
Jacob  and  Maria  died.  Some  descendants  still  live  in  Washing¬ 
ton  County,  Iowa,  and  some  live  at  Carthage,  Missouri.  Jacob’s 
Bible,  printed  in  1814,  now  yellow  with  age,  contains  extra  books 
not  in  the  modern  Bible.  It  was  in  the  possession  of  his  grand¬ 
daughter  Margaret  Todd  Zeck  until  her  death.  From  it  the  rec¬ 
ords  of  his  children  were  obtained.  Nine  children,  four  by  1st 
wife,  five  by  2nd  wife,  six  b.  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  three  b. 
Washington  County,  Iowa.

Carthage  had  been  almost  completely  destroyed  during 
the  Civil  War.  The  warmer  climate  and  an  abundance  of  fruit 
attracted  solders  from  the  North  and  East,  and  soon  it  was 
a  thriving  town  again.  Henry  set  up  a  grocery  and  meat  market 
and  continued  in  that  business  the  remainder  of  his  active  life. 
In  his  latter  years  he  owned  and  operated  a  business  building.

In  Jefferson  County  he  was  known  as  “Little  Peter” 
to  distinguish  him  from  his  Uncle  Peter.  He  and  his  cousin  John 
Wesley  I  lout,  son  of  Rev.  George  Hout,  were  great  chums.  He 
and  Anna  lived  first  in  a  log  house  on  the  farm  of  his  father,  Hen¬ 
ry  Hout,  and  then  in  Richmond.  During  the  nine  years  in  Jef¬ 
ferson  County,  five  children,  including  twins,  were  born.  Early 
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in  1853  they  moved  to  Knox  County,  Ohio,  where  one  son  was 
born  during  the  one  year  they  remained  there.  They  moved  to 
Richland  County,  Ohio,  where  they  lived  nearly  twelve  years 
and  where  five  children  were  born.  Their  farm  was  three  miles 
east  of  Crestline,  nine  miles  west  of  Mansfield,  near  the  farm 
of  John  and  Fanny  Boals  Hout.  In  September,  1865,  Peter  and 
Anna  and  ten  children  migrated  to  Illinois  and  bought  a  farm  of 
240  acres  two  miles  from  Duncanville,  Crawford  County.  Peter 
marketed  his  wheat  and  other  products  and  bought  his  supplies 
at  Vincennes,  Indiana,  twenty-five  miles  distant.  His  Bible  and 
family  records  were  destroyed  when  the  home  of  his  daughter 
Nancy  Highsmith  burned.  The  foregoing  history  was  furnished 
mainly  by  Nancy  and  her  brother  Moses.

He  also  became  the  owner  of  ex¬ 
tensive  lands.  His  father,  Jacob  Albert,  served  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tion.  See  p.  283.  Her  grandchildren  said  of  her  that  Mary  was 
fair  and  had  red  hair,  was  very  stern,  seldom  smiled,  was  kind 
and  hospitable,  charitable  to  the  poor,  a  great  Bible  reader,  and  a 
Methodist.  After  the  death  of  her  husband,  she  and  her  son  Syl¬ 
vester  (known  as  Wes)  operated  the  hotel.  When  the  men  got  too 
noisy  in  the  bar,  Mary  demanded  and  got  quiet.  She  was  a 
strong  executive  and  directed  servants  capably;  she  did  little 
manual  labor  herself,  but  kept  a  close  oversight  over  everything. 
The  tradition  was  familiar  to  the  grandchildren  that  William 
boasted  that  he  had  good  blood  in  his  veins,  that  he  descended 
from  Albert,  an  English  prince  who  fled  to  America  because  he 
was  being  forced  to  marry  a  princess  against  his  will.  The  prince 
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settled  in  Virginia,  and  from  him  descended  the  Albert  people. 
(See  pp.  283,  302.)  The  surname  was  pronounced  Allb.ert.  Mary 
had  several  nephews  named  Albert.  Her  sisters  Elizabeth  Min- 
mch  and  Sarah  Pittis,  who  lived  with  her  before  their  marriages 
and  each  was  married  at  the  Lion  Hotel,  each  named  a  son  Al¬ 
bert.,  Six  children.

^  ’A  modern  monument  was  erected  at  the  grave  of  John  Knisely,  in  the 
Fair  Street  Cemetery,  in  memory  of  the  founder  of  New  Philadelphia. 
He  died  Dec.  15,  1834,  aged  83  years.  He  came  from  York  County, 
I  ennsylvania,  to  Ohio  in  1803,  and  purchased  about  4000  acres  of  land 
in  what  is  now  1  uscarawas  County.  In  the  following'  year  he  and  two 
sons  returned  and  laid  out  the  town  of  New  Philadelphia.  He  then 
moved  his  family  and  resided  there  until  his  death. 


The  region  was  a  dense  wilderness,  filled  with  bears,  wolves,  other 
wild  animals,  and  venomous  snakes.  The  nearest  settlement  was  at 
Goshen,  some  four  miles  distant,  and  consisted  of  about  fifteen  families 
of  friendly  Christianized  Indians.  Mr.  Knisely  and  his  family  encoun¬ 
tered  all  the.  privations,  toil,  hardships,  and  dangers  of  first  settlers  and 
true  pioneers.  The  streams  were  unbridged,  roads  were  not  yet  opened, 
and  very  few  clearings  were  begun.  Those  were  the  days  of  the  log 
cabin  with  its  ground  floor,  greased  paper  windows,  and  the  mud-and- 
stiek  chimney.  John  Knisely  gave  ground  for  the  courthouse,  for  the 
Iai l.her.i n  t'hurch  (the  first  church  there),  and  for  the  Fair  Street  Cem¬ 
etery. 

The  Albert  and  the  Minnich  branches  of  our  Ilout  line  resided  in  Tus¬ 
carawas  County  and  in  New  Philadelphia,  the  county  seat.

This  conch  shell  was 
proudly  preserved  by  Christina’s  son  John  Wesley  Hout,  and  was 
passed  on  to  his  daughter  Emmo  Jane  Hout  (Mrs.  Charles  Gille). 
In  her  home  in  Richmond,  O.,  the  author  handled  this  precious 
relic  and  tried  unsuccessfully  to  blow  a  blast  on  it.  Others  who 
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had  the  technique  could  succeed.1  Descendants  who  desire  to 
join  the  patriotic  societies  based  on  Revolutionary  ancestry  will 
find  the  service  of  their  Albert  ancestor  of  value.  See  p.  302. 

On  page  28  of-  the  Old  Church  Book  of  St.  John’s  Lutheran 
Church  in  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  is  the  following  birth  record:

The  record  of  George  Hout’s  land  holdings  in  Jefferson  Coun¬ 
ty,  Ohio,  appears  previously  in  the  history  of  his  father,  Peter 
Hout,  pp.  238-240.  George  and  Christina  were  members  of  the 
first  Methodist  Class,  which  became  the  First  Methodist  Church 
of  Richmond,  O.  Besides  being  a  farmer,  he  was  a  local  Metho¬ 
dist  preacher  for  thirty-five  years.  He  was  of  the  “shouting 
Methodist”  type.  He  preached  in  nearby  churches  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  regular  preacher,  or  when  there  was  no  preacher, 
and  in  schoolhouses.  There  was  a  tradition  that  he  also  preached 
from  a  stump  on  his  farm  across  the  road  from  his  house.  His 
granddaughter  Mary  Ann  Hout  Grimm  said  this  was  not  true. 
A  license  to  preach  was  granted  to  him  in  1837,  as  follows: 

To  Whom  It  May  Concern: 

This  is  to  Certify  that  the  bearer,  George  Hout,  is  licensed  to  exhort 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  so  long  as  his  faith  and  practice 
agree  with  the  Word  of  God  and  the  Doctrines  and  Discipline  of  the 
said  Church. 

Done  at  the  Quarterly  Meeting  Conference  of  the  Richmond  Circuit 
held  in  Richmond  May  13,  1837.  To  be  renewed  annually.

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very  helpful  to  their  neighbors  in  times  of  sickness.  With  the 
exception  of  their  eldest  daughter,  who  had  married,  they  and 
their  children  (the  youngest  child  was  one  year  old)  moved  in 
1861  by  covered 'wagons  to  Dexter  (then  called  Freemonton), 
Effingham  County,  Illinois,  and  bought  some  land.  A  year  later, 
he  traded  this  land  “sight  unseen”  for  land  in  Kansas.  The  fam¬ 
ily,  except  their  son  Wesley,  who  had  enlisted  in  the  Civil  War, 
moved  by  covered  wagons  to  Kansas.  They  found  that  they  had 
been  victims  of  a  fake  deal  and  that  they  had  no  land.  They  re¬ 
mained  in  Kansas  for  one  year,  and  then  returned  to  Illinois.  He 
bought  a  few  acres  of  timberland  in  Shelby  County,  and  he  and 
his  sons  John  and  Samuel  made  ties  and  cordwood  through  the 
winter.  In  the  spring,  they  moved  to  Altamont,  Effingham 
County,  and  bought  a  small  piece  of  land.  He  was  a  good  car¬ 
penter  and  got  work  at  his  trade.  In  time,  his  health  failed  and 
he  died  suddenly  of  a  heart  attack.  Mary  then  lived  in  the 
homes  of  her  son  John  and  daughter  Elizabeth,  but  mainly  in 
the  home  of  Elizabeth,  where  she  died.  The  adventure,  courage, 
and  endurance  of  this  family  which  heeded  the  urge  of  the  time 
to  press  farther  west  is  typical  of  the  pioneers  who  opened  up 
and  developed  the  western  frontier  country.  Seven  children,

John  Wesley 
Hout  gave  the  facts  for  his  biographical  sketch  in  The  History  of 
the  Upper  Ohio  Valley,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  published  1890. 
In  it  he  stated  that  both  his  Hout  and  his  Albert  ancestors  were 
natives  of  Germany  and  came  to  America  before  the  Revolution; 
also  that  his  grandfather  Albert  served  in  the  Revolution  under 
General  Washington,  crossed  the  Delaware  River  with  Washing¬ 
ton,  and  carried  a  conch  shell  with  which  he  gave  signals,  and 
that  it  was  preserved  as  a  relic. 

The  cla  im  made  by  his  Uncle  William  Albert  that  the  Alberts 
Were  descendants  of  an  English  prince  who  came  to  Virginia  (see 
p.  277)  conflicts  with  the  claim  that  the  Alberts  were  of  German 
descent.  The  indications  are  that  the  Alberts  were  of  German 
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descent.  They  lived  in  a  German  settlement  in  both  Penna. 
and  Ohio  and  married  Germans.  They  were  living  in  an  Eng¬ 
lish-speaking  country  that  had  been  under  British  rule,  and  it  was 
popular  at  that  time  for  people  of  German  descent  to  claim  that 
they  were  English.  The  grandchildren  of  Mary  Hout  Albert  and 
Elizabeth  Hout  Minnich  (Elizabeth  lived  with  Mary  for  a  time) 
said  both  claimed  that  they  were  English.  Mrs.  Bella  Albert 
Cove,  granddaughter  of  Mary  (and  daughter  of  Sylvester  Al¬ 
bert)  ,  said  Mary  was  so  strongly  pro-English  that  she  was  partial 
to  her  son  Sylvester’s  wife  because  she  was  English,  but  was  not 
fond  of  the  wives  of  her  sons  Humphrey  and  George  because 
they  were  German. 

John  Wesley  Hout  was  informed  on  family  history  and  kept 
the  family  contacts.  He  occasionally  visited  his  relatives  in  Tus¬ 
carawas  and  Richland  counties.  He  supplied  them  with  copies 
of  the  record  of  Peter  and  Rosannah’s  ten  children  that  had  been 
written  by  Peter  Hout.  He  succeeded  to  the  farm  of  his  father, 
Rev.  George  Hout,  on  which  he  lived  his  entire  life.  He  built 
new  buildings  —  a  large  barn  and  a  frame  dwelling.  The  old 
brick  house  built  by  George  was  retained.  He  followed  his  father 
as  an  ardent  Methodist  and  was  a  Master  Mason.  He  lived  al¬ 
most  79  years.  For  the  last  fifteen  years  of  his  life  he  was  the 
oldest  native  resident  of  Salem  Township.  .Five  children,  b.  on 
farm  near  Richmond,  O.

Mansfield,  O.  Jacob  was  bur.  beside  Catherine.  Mary  was  bur. 
in  another  spot. 

Jacob  came  with  his  parents  and  family  from  Berkeley  County, 
Va.,  to  Jefferson  County,  O.,  in  1813,  at  the  age  of  19,  and  there 
was  married  to  Catherine  Simpson,  a  near  neighbor.  Soon  after 
their  marriage  they  joined  the  tide  of  migration  that  rolled  west¬ 
ward  and  moved  to  Richland  County  in  central  Ohio,  then  fron¬ 
tier  wilderness.  His  brother  John  and  his  sister  Catherine  (who 
married  Samuel  Simpson)  also  migrated  to  .Richland  County 
about  1818. 

In  1818  Jacob  entered  the  northeast  quarter  of  Section  17  in 
Mifflin  Township.  John,  who  came  with  him,  entered  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  quarter  section  on  the  west.  This  half  section  of  land  cost 
them  $1.25  per  acre.  The  deeds  were  written  on  sheepskin 
parchment  and  bore  the  signature  of  President  James  Monroe. 
Six  years  later  Jacob  sold  his  tract  and  bought  the  southeast 
quarter  of  Section  7  in  Mifflin  Township,  where  he  made  his 
home  until  his  death. 

Jacob  was  described  by  his  grandson  Benton  Hout  as  “a  very 
rustling  and  energetic  man  who  worked  under  a  stimulus  which 
no  doubt  shortened  his  life.  In  contrast,  his  brother  John  was 
slow  and  easy-going.  John  lived  on  his  original  160  acres  until 
his  death  but  did  not  add  to  it.”  Jacob  soon  acquired  additional 
tracts  and  owned  540  acres.  From  his  estate  each  of  his  four  sons 
received  a  farm  with  buildings  and  an  all-important  spring. 
George,  his  youngest  son,  received  the  homestead,  on  which  he 
lived  all  of  his  life.  George’s  younger  son,  Bushnell  Hout,  in¬ 
herited  this  property,  and  likewise  lived  there  all  of  his  life.  At 
Bushnell’s  death  it  passed  to  his  only  son,  Cloyd  Hout,  making 
the  fourth  generation  to  own  it.  Cloyd  did  not  continue  to  op¬ 
erate  the  farm  for  long  but  chose  a  business  career. 

Jacob  and  Catherine  were  Presbyterians.  Mary  was  a  Metho¬ 
dist.  After  Jacob’s  death,  itinerant  circuit-riding  Methodist 
preachers  held  services  occasionally  at  the  farm  home.  People 
came  from  what  were  long  distances  for  that  time  to  hear  the  hot 
hellfire  Methodist  sermons  one  to  two  hours  long. 

The  History  of  Richland  County,  by  A.  A.  Graham,  pub.  Mans¬ 
field,  1880,  states: 

The  early  settler  labored  under  crushing  disadvantages  in  Richland 
County.  Besides  the  arduous  task  of  clearing  the  land  of  timber  and 
developing  it  into  productiveness,  he  must  go  10  or  20  miles  to  buy  flour, 
70  miles  to  buy  salt  at  $10  a  barrel,  to  be  had  only  at  Zanesville  or  San¬ 
dusky.  As  there  were  no  planks  for  floors,  trees  had  to  be  split.  There 
were  rushing  waters  to  be  bridged  and  swamps  to  be  corduroyed  before 
travel  was  possible.  Among  the  first  enterprises  was  whiskey.  Corn 
was  plentiful  and  could  not  be  used  entirely  as  feed  for  stock.  Money 
was  scarce  and  whiskey  became  legal  tender.  The  settlers  were  worthy 
men,  but  they  made  whiskey  while  they  sang,  “Come  Thou  Fount 
of  Every  Blessing.”  The  county  was  one  of  the  most  productive  wheat 
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districts  of  the  state.  Its  inhabitants  were  an  industrious  and  thriving* 
people,  but  they  were  handicapped  by  being  distant  from  any  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  improvements  of  the  day. 

Richland  County  became  rich  in  agricultural  value,  and 
developed  profitable  manufacturing  enterprises,  which  brought 
wealth  and  progress. 

At  the  time  of  Jacob  Plout’s  death  he  owned  400  acres,  consist¬ 
ing  of  two  tracts  of  160  acres  each  and  one  tract  of  80  acres.  His 
children  were  minors,  but  in  time  the  land  was  divided  among 
his  four  sons.  John,  the  eldest,  received  a  160-acre  tract  near 
Crestline,  then  unbroken  ancl  undeveloped  land  and  forest.  Peter, 
the  second  son,  received  the  80-acre  tract.  The  160-acre  home¬ 
stead  in  Mifflin  Township  was  divided  between  Joseph  and 
George,  George  receiving  the  dwelling  and  other  buildings.  He 
married  in  1856.  Mary,  his  mother,  continued  to  live  in  the  home 
with  him  and  his  family  until  her  death  in  1862. 

At  a  special  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  held  at  the  courthouse  in 
the  town  of  Mansfield,  county  of  Richland,  state  of  Ohio,  on  the 
15th  day  of  September,  1838,  John  Hout  was  appointed  guardian 
over  the  person  and  property  of  the  minor  children  of  his 
deceased  brother,  Jacob  Hout:

Benning,  Ga.,  and  later  was  commissioned  2nd  Lt. 

He  sailed  on  the  converted  luxury  liner  Empress  of  Scotland 
for  infantry  service  overseas.  After  active  duty  for  a  time,  he 
was  assigned  as  Regimental  Stockade  officer.  Fie  returned  to 
combat  service  and  was  with  the  Fifth  Army  when  it  captured 
the  Italian  town  of  Castellina,  command  post  of  the  famed  Nazi 
19th  Luftwaffe  division,  after  heavy  lighting.  The  entrance  to 
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Castellina  was  made  from  two  sides  by  two  outfits.  One  outfit 
was  led  by  Lt.  Boals,  27,  against  bitterest  German  resistance  and 
bloody  fighting  for  three  days.  The  capture  of  Castellina  along 
with  the  town  of  Rosignano  put  the  Fifth  Army  further  on  its 
way  to  the  seizure  of  Leghorn,  principal  Italian  seaport.  Boals 
was  assigned  to  the  34th  division,  widely  known  and  feared  by 
the  Germans.  This  division  was  known  as  the  “bull  heads,”  hav¬ 
ing  insignia  of  a  black  disk  with  a  red  bull’s  head  in  the  center. 
The  outfit  was  the  original  national  guard  from  Iowa  and  Min¬ 
nesota.  He  joined  it  somewhere  between  Naples  and  Cassino, 
where  it  fought  through  the  mountains  in  the  winter  and  where 
almost  all  the  soldiers  suffered  frozen  feet  from  the  intense  cold. 
Boals  was  one  of  the  first  men  leading  the  attack  on  Mt.  Trochia. 
At  the  time  of  the  capture  of  Cassino  he  was  the  only  surviving 
officer.  The  outfit  was  reorganized,  and  in  its  continued  drive 
through  Italy  was  one  of  the  first  to  enter  Rome.  Boals  was  com¬ 
missioned  major  in  the  Military  Police  Corps.  Pie  was  awarded 
one  Bronze  Star,  and  Infantry  Combat  Badge.  Also,  the  Italian 
government  awarded  him  the  decoration  of  St.  George  and  made 
him  a  legionaire  in  the  Order  of  Constantine.  As  veteran,  he 
grad.

from  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  where  she  was  born,  to  Jeffer¬ 
son  County,  Ohio.  There  she  married  Samuel  Simpson.  The 
Hout  farm  and  the  Simpson  farm  were  in  the  same  vicinity. 

Samuel  was  the  second  child  and  oldest  son  of  John  and 
Margaret  Simpson,  of  Scottish  descent,  who  emigrated  from 
Northern  Ireland.  It  is  probable  that  John  and  Margaret  each 
came  to  America  with  his  and  her  parents  and  that  they  were 
married  in  Pennsylvania.  They  settled  in  Hanover  Township, 
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Washington  County,  Pa.,  where  their  first  two  children,  Jane  and 
Samuel,  were  born  on  October  17,  1792,  and  November  26,  1793, 
respectively.  Beaver  County  was  erected  March  24,  1800,  and 
included  this  Hanover  Township.  It  was  recoided  in  his  fathei  s 
Bible  that  Samuel  was  born  in  Beaver  County,  Pa.  John  and 
Margaret  Simpson  moved  in  1795  to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  By 
deed  dated  December  7,  1805,  they  acquired,  for  the  sum  of 
$428.66,  a  tract  of  land  in  Island  Creek  Township  near  Richmond. 
It  consisted  at  the  time,  or  by  later  additions,  of  247%  acres,  that 
being  the  acreage  at  the  time  of  Johns  death.  He  built  thiee 
dwellings  in  succession  on  different  parts  of  his  land.  The  estate 
was  still  owned  by  descendants  in  1927.  Two  of  the  nine  chil¬ 
dren  married  two  of  the  ten  children  of  Peter  and  Rosannah 
Hout.  Catherine  Simpson  married  Jacob  Hout.  Samuel  Simp¬ 
son  married  Catherine  Hout.  Thereby,  singularly,  Catherine 
Simpson  became  Catherine  Hout,  and  Catherine  Hout  became 
Catherine  Simpson. 


Samuel  Simpson  drove  a  wagon  in  the  War  of  1812.  This  fact 
was  well  known  to  his  own  children  and  to  his  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ters.  It  was  told  by  his  son  John  to  Johns  children.  (See 
Early  Records  of  Simpson  Families ,  by  Helen  A.  Simpson,  p. 
268.)  As  he  probably  was  not  enlisted,  no  record  of  his  service 
has  been  found.  The  only  record  in  the  courthouse  at  Steuben¬ 
ville  is  of  the  discharge  of  enlisted  soldiers,  and  only  one  muster 
roll  remains  of  Jefferson  County  troops.  But.  whether  he  drove 
an  ammunition-wagon  or  a  provision-wagon,  it  influenced  his 
later  life.  The  troops  were  based  near  Mansfield  much  of  the 
time.  No  equipment  being  ready,  the  troops  camped  without 
tents  for  a  while.  The  History  of  Richland  County,  by  A.  Gia- 
ham,  1880,  states: 


During  the  War  of  1812,  Jacob  Osburn  was  a  soldier  with  a  company 
from  JelVerson  County  sent  to  fight  Indians  on  Sandusky  plains  and  the 
Maumee.  On  their  way  out,  he  passed  over  See.  35  (Kick  l  and  Co.),  and 
being  impressed  with  its  beauty,  timber,  etc.,  marked  the  tiees  with  a 
hatchet.  On  his  return  he  made  the  entry,  i.e.  took  up  the  land. 


Richland  County  attracted  many  of  the  young  soldiers.,  His¬ 
torians  state  that  “settlers  came  after  the  War  of  1812.”  The 
State  Auditor’s  records  at  Columbus  show  that  Samuel  Simpson, 
on  June  2,  1814  (nearly  six  monthe  before  he  became  of  age), 
“entered”  as  the  original  purchaser  the  SE  quarter  of  Sec.  27, 
Tp.  23,  Range  17,  of  Richland  County.  At  his  death  this  land 
was  still  a  part  of  his  farm  left  to  his  two  sons.  He  had  added  to 
it  the  NE  quarter  of  the  same  Section,  and  also  the  NW  and  the 
SW  quarters  of  Sec.  26.  Graham  further  states  that  hi  Mi  in 
Township  few  settlements  were  made  between  1812  and  1815. 
Hugh  Hale  [brother-in-law  of  Samuel  Simpson]  settled  on  Sec. 
7  in  1815.  Also  about  this  time  came  .  .  .  Samuel  Simpson. 
Graham  also  states,  “Petersburg  (later  called  Mifflin)  was  laid 
cut  in  1816.  About  that  time  came  .  .  .  Samuel  Simpson. 
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Samuel  and  Catherine  Iiout  Simpson  joined  the  migration  to 
Richland  County  in  central  Ohio.  On  his  quarter  section  in 
Mifflin  Township  in  the  virgin  forest  they  settled  in  'their  log 
cabin,  described,  as  being  “in  the  midst  of  a  wilderness  which 
stood  in  its  primeval  strength.”  There  as  pioneers  they  endured 
the  hardships,  conquered  the  difficulties,  and  prospered.  They 
acquired  380  acres  of  land  in  Mifflin  Township  and  a  half  section 
in  Sandusky  Township.  In  1820  they  built  a  two-story  brick 
dwelling.  It  was  the  first  brick  house  in  Richland  County  and 
was  quite  elegant  in  its  day.  The  brick  was  burned  on  an  ad¬ 
joining  farm  and  the  beautiful  interior  woodwork  was  from  trees 
on  their  own  farm.  The  oak,  black  walnut,  and  other  woods 
supplied  for  the  construction  of  a  large  barn  would  now  be  valu¬ 
able  interior  finishing  for  a  dwelling.  The  barn  roof  was  of  hand- 
split  oak  clapboards.  When  their  son  John  built  a  house  in 
Mansfield,  it  too  must  be  of  brick,  and  true  to  the  tradition  of 
generations  of  landowners,  chestnut  and  butternut .  timber  was 
cut  from  his  parents’  lands  and  finished  for  the  whole  interior 
woodwork. 

They  counted  among  their  friends  many  prominent  residents 
of  Mansfield,  both  old  and  young,  who  were  frequent  guests  at 
their  home.  Judge  Charles  Sherman,  one  of  the  first  council- 
men  of  Mansfield,  was  a  close  friend  who  often  drove  to  the 
Simpson  home  for  a  visit.  He  was  a  brother  of  Hon.  John  Sher¬ 
man,  Secretary  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury,  and  of  General  William 
Tecumseh  Sherman  of  Civil  War  fame.  In  Samuel’s  will  he 
named  “my  young  friend,  Henry  C.  Hedges  of  Mansfield.”  to  as¬ 
sist  his  executor  in  legal  advice.  Hedges  later  became  “Honor¬ 
able”  and  was  prominent  in  Republican  politics.  He  also  was  a 
firm  friend  of  Samuel’s  son  John. 

Samuel  had  a  fondness  for  horses  and  took  pride  in  his  repu¬ 
tation  for  always  owning  a  fine  span  for  driving.  His  oil  por¬ 
trait  was  framed  in  a  handsome  oval  gilt  frame  which  bore  the 
trade-mark  of  a  Cincinnati  dealer.  It  showed  him  as  having 
had  blond  hair,  rosy  cheeks,  and  bright  blue  eyes.  The  portrait, 
the  family  Bible  of  an  early  date,  and  a  coverlet  were  among  the 
home  furnishings  that  were  later  destroyed  by  fire  in  a  storage- 
house.  Other  items  that  passed  to  descendants  were  luster  ware 
china,  hand- woven  coverlets,  mahogany  furniture,  and  books. 

He  was  anxious  for  a  grandson  to  carry  on  the  Simpson  name 
and  to  take  over  his  lands,  but  his  son  John’s  children  were 
daughters,  and  his  son  Joseph  did  not  marry.  The  residence  fell 
to  Joseph,  who  bequeathed  it  to  children  of  his  cousin  John 
Simpson  to  keep  it  in  the  family  name.  By  will  dated 
Nov.  10,  18(52,  Samuel  divided  his  estate,  after  his  wife’s  death, 
among  his  two  sons  and  four  surviving  daughters,  three  of  his 
grandchildren  and  one  nephew,  John  Simpson.  For  further  de¬ 
tails  regarding  his  will,  for  pictures  of  his  brick  house,  John’s 
brick  house,  tombstones  in  Mansfield  and  Richmond  cemeteries, 
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and  other  views,  and  for  further  family  history  in  general,  see 
the  books  by  his  granddaughter,  Helen  A.  Simpson,  which  may 
be  consulted  in  libraries  and  in  homes  of  relatives:  Early  Rec¬ 
ords  of  Simpson  Families,  1927,  with  Additions  and  Corrections , 
1929,  and  Phillippe  Pot,  Grand  Sene  dial  of  Burgundy ,  and  Other 
Additions  to  Simpson  and  Allied  Families,  1935.  The  author 
owns  copies  of  these  books  and  has  used  material  from  them  to 
supplement  the  records  collected  and  the  information  gathered 
from  grandchildren  of  Samuel  and  Catherine  Hout  Simpson.

He  and  his  mother  operated  the  farm  until  her 
death.  By  terms  of  his  father’s  will,  the  homestead  fell  to  him 
and  the  lower  farm  went  to  John.  He  later  purchased  John’s 
240  acres  of  valuable  and  productive  land,  which  he  placed  un¬ 
der  a  thorough  system  of  cultivation.  He  was  public-spirited 
and  took  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  township  and 
county.

Mar.  23, 
1901.  On  April  3,  1843,  they  moved  from  Mifflin  Tp.  to  San¬ 
dusky  Tp.,  on  the  140-acre  tract  two  miles  northwest  of  Crestline 
which  was  given  to  her  by  her  father.  There  they  spent  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  their  lives  and  there  four  of  their  children  were  born. 
They  built  their  log  cabin  in  the  dense  forest  and  commenced 
clearing  the  land.  The  Richland  County  History  states:  “Wil¬ 
liam  McCully  says,  ‘Our  first  house  had  but  one  room,  which 
served  as  kitchen,  bedroom,  and  parlor  —  one  corner  was  car¬ 
peted  and  it  was  called  the  parlor.”  By  his  indomitable  energy 
and  industry,  this  piece  of  wilderness  grew  in  size  until  he  be¬ 
came  the  owner  of  500  acres  of  excellent  land  and  was  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  extensive  and  successful  farmers  in  the  coun¬ 
ty.  The  Indian  trail  from  Greentown  to  Upper  Sandusky  passed 
over  his  land,  and  many  Indian  relics  were  found  thereon.  Five

Also  in  the  line  were  Philip  Livingston,  member  of  the  Continen¬ 
tal  Congress  and  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
and  his  brother  William  Livingston,  member  of  the  convention 
which  framed  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  See  en¬ 
cyclopedias  and  books  of  history  for  further  history  of  this  promi¬ 
nent  family. 

Rensselaer  Livingston  married  Rachel  Petrie  on  Aug.  25,  1825, 
also  of  Livingston  Manor.  Eight  of  their  ten  children  were  born 
in  New  York  state;  two  were  born  in  Ohio.  Helena  was  their 
eighth  and  youngest  child  when  they  joined  the  western  migra¬ 
tion  and  moved  in  1850  to  Crawford  County,  Ohio.  On  May  11, 
1850,  R  ensselaer  bought  38  acres  for  $2050  in  Crawford  County 
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and  built  a  fine  house.  This  was  the  Livingston  home  for  many 
years  and  is  still  standing  (1951).  He  also  bought  102  acres, 
which  he  sub-divided  into  streets  and  lots.  He  established  a 
town,  which  he  called  Livingston,  and  became  its  first  postmaster. 
With  the  coming  of  railroads,  the  name  of  the  town  was  changed 
to  Crestline,  and  it  became  a  thriving  modern  railroad  town.  In 
1951  it  proudly  celebrated  its  100th  anniversary,  the  Centennial 
observance  being  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Crestline  Histor¬ 
ical  Society. 

Samuel  Simpson  McCully  (Simpson)  settled  on  a  farm  near 
his  parents.  After  the  death  of  Helena,  he  moved  to  Mansfield, 
where  he  died.  Helena  was  a  member  of  the  Mary  Washington 
Chapter  of  the  D.A.R.,  Mansfield.  Her  credentials  are  on  file 
with  the  National  Society  of  the  D.A.R.  at  Washington,  and  are 
of  value  to  her  descendants  who  desire  to  join  the  patriotic  so¬ 
cieties.

She  was  nearly  fifteen  years  younger  than  himself,  and 
was  not  yet  nineteen  when  they  were  married  on  Christmas 
Day,  1862.  She  proved  a  true  helpmate,  absorbed  in  his  career, 
her  three  daughters,  and  community  and  church  work. 

As  a  boy,  John  assisted  his  father  in  clearing  and  cultivating 
the  fields,  hence  his  early  education  was  quite  limited.  He  att. 
Vermilion  Institute  one  term,  then  taught  in  the  district  schools. 
With  money  saved,  he  returned  to  the  Institute,  where  he  contin¬ 
ued  his  studies  and  served  as  tutor.  Because  of  delicate 
health,  he  taught  school  in  Alabama  for  three  years.  He  grad. 
Jefferson  Coll.,  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  1858,  and  received  his  M.A.  de¬ 
gree  there  in  1661.  About  1860  he  became  a  teacher  at  Vermilion 
Institute  and  soon  was  made  Professor  of  Mathematics  and 
Astronomy,  and  Lecturer  on  Physical  Geography.  He  was  also 
a  surveyor.  He  became  president  of  the  Institute  and  filled  the 
position  with  marked  ability  until  1871. 

In  1871  Professor  Simpson  accepted  the  principalship  of  the  un-

graded  schools  of  Mansfield,  O.  In  1873  he  was  chosen  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Instruction  of  the  Mansfield  Public  Schools,  to  which 
service  he  devoted  himself  with  rare  efficiency  for  twenty  years. 
He  retired  in  1893,  after  having  placed  the  school  system  on  a 
high  plane.  His  success  gained  him  prominence  among  leading 
educators  and  the  proficiency  of  the  Mansfield  schools  became 
widely  known.  A  number  of  excellent  school  buildings  were 
erected  during  his  administration.  The  honorary  degree  of  Doc¬ 
tor  of  Philosophy  was  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Univ.  of  Woos¬ 
ter,  O.,  June,  1879. 

Upon  his  retirement  and  again  at  the  time  of  his  death,  many 
indeed  were  the  testimonials,  resolutions  of  organizations,  maga¬ 
zine  and  newspaper  articles,  in  recognition  of  Dr.  Simpson’s  hon¬ 
orable,  efficient,  and  masterful  work  as  an  educator.  The  city  of 
Mansfield  holds  him  in  grateful  remembrance  for  his  untiring 
effort  in  everything  pertaining  to  its  welfare.  A  bronze  fountain 
with  tablets  to  the  memory  of  John  Simpson  and  Saunders  Die- 
fendorf,  directors,  professors,  and  presidents  of  the  Institute  at 
Hayesville,  was  erected  in  1915  and  stands  on  the  campus  of  the 
old  college. 

At  Hayesville  he  bought  an  attractive  gabled  house,  enhanced 
by  a  large  lawn  shaded  with  pine  trees,  and  an  orchard  and  vine¬ 
yard.  When  Mansfield  was  little  more  than  a  village,  he  buill  an 
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Residence  built  by  Prof.  John  Simpson 
Mansfield,  Ohio 


elegant  brick  house  in  what  was  then  a  suburb  of  the  town  but  is 
now  almost  in  the  heart  of  the  city. 

Dr,  Simpson  did  all  in  his  power  to  promote  the  intellectual, 
religious,  and  moral  advancement  of  Mansfield.  He  was  a  char¬ 
ter  member  of  the  Mansfield  Lyceum,  a  society  organized  for  the 
discussion  of  general  questions  for  the  betterment  of  the  physical 
and  moral  life  of  the  city.  This  society  he  made  a  factor  for  good 
in  the  community.  He  was  an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
an  active  worker  in  its  Sunday  School,  and  Clerk  of  the  Session. 
Pie  was  a  Knight  Templar,  Past  Master  of  Mansfield  Lodge  No. 
35  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  member  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  representative  of  the  Royal  Arcanum, 
serving  as  secretary  of  Ohio  Council  No.  9.  Three  daughters.

And  there,  within  ten  days,  from  August  27  to 
September  6,  1884,  her  five  youngest  children,  being  d  son  of  15 
years  and  four  daughters,  the  youngest  W>  years,  died  of  diph¬ 
theria.  Fifteen  days  earlier  her  21-year-old  married  daughter,

Margaret,  died,  her  death  being  fallowed  in  five  days  by  that  of 
Margaret’s  9-day-old  son,  of  the  same  disease.  Anne’s  first-born, 
a  son,  had  died  in  1869  at  the  age  of  eleven.  Of  her  fen  chil¬ 
dren,  seven  were  gone,  one  daughter  and  two  sons  remaining. 
Only  one,  her  son  William,  survived  her. 


Happiness  and  sorrow  were  mingled 
throughout  her  long,  hard  life.  Despite 
the  trials  and  privations  of  an  incon¬ 
venient,  primitive  home,  the  bearing  of 
ten  children,  and  the  tragedy  of  their 
deaths,  this  dauntless  woman  retained 
the  shining  eyes  and  sparkle  that,  as  a 
girl,  made  her  the  mischief  of  the  little 
red  schoolhouse  where  she  received  her 
meager  schooling.  When  she  laughed, 
it  was  the  laugh  of  a  woman  whom 
a  keen  sense  of  humor  had  kept 
young  in  heart  in  spite  of  years  of  diffi¬ 
cult  living.

She  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Barbara  Kauffman  Eby, 
and  was  born  in  a  house  not  far  from  her  log  cabin.  She  spent 
her  entire  life  in  the  same  vicinity.  Her  longest  journeys  were 
to  Ashland  and  Wooster.  At  the  age  of  85  she  walked  to  and 
from  Mansfield,  a  distance  of  ten  miles.  Her  strength  and  vital¬ 
ity  were  phenomenal.  She  cared  for  her  little  home,  flowers  and 
garden,  canned  her  annual  supply  of  fruits,  made  grape  wine 
from  the  vines  in  her  yard,  and  was  able  to  drive  a  good  bargain. 
At  last,  her  hearing  grew  dull,  one  eye  lost  its  sight,  and  she  be¬ 
came  more  feeble,  but  still  she  carried  on  alone.  Four  months 
before  her  death  she  was  injured  in  a  fall,  and  was  ministered  to 
by  kind  neighbors  and  relatives.  Even  when  overtaken  by  this 
infirmity,  she  retained  her  cheerfulness  and  warm  welcome  to 
friends.  She  reminded  one  a  bit  of  “Whistler’s  Mother,”  for  she 
wore  the  same  kind  of  little  white  cap  and  had  the  same  benign 
and  wise  countenance  as  are  shown  in  Whistler’s  famous  picture. 
She  was  a  member  of  the  Brethren  of  Christ  church,  and  loved 
to  read  her  Bible.  She  had  a  faith  that  protected  her  through¬ 
out  the  many  years  and  helped  her  through  vicissitudes  that 
would  have  crushed  a  weaker  soul  and  caused  it  to  wail  in  sor¬ 
row. 

The  author  met  “Aunt  Anne”  Eby  Hout  at  the  Hout  family 
reunion  in  August  of  1924  at  Mansfield,  and  visited  her  in  her 
quaint  little  home  the  following  day.  She  was  so  interesting  that 
one  wanted  to  linger  and  listen  for  hours.  She  graciously  pre¬ 
sented  her  large  Bible  in  which  her  family  records  were  neatly 
written,  and  freely'  told  family  history  as  she  could  recall  it  at 
88  years.  Then  with  beaming  face  and  great  pride  she  began 
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forth  from  its  shelves  a  number  of  patchwork  quilts- — quilts 
which  easily  would  have  taken  first  prize  at  any  exhibit.  One 
could  but  look  at  the  wrinkled  and  gnarled  hands  that  had  skil¬ 
fully  wrought  such  daintiness  and  beauty  through  long  hours  of 
patience  and  loneliness. 

Her  immaculate  house  contained  antiques  that  would  excite  a 
collector’s  envy.  In  one  corner  the  top  logs  had  slipped  and  the 
roof  was  supported  by  an  old-fashioned  three-cornered  cupboard. 
She  commented,  “I  only  hope  that  my  house  stands  up  as  long  as 
I  live,  for  I  haven’t  any  money  to  fix  it.”  The  cupboard  con¬ 
tained  dishes  and  glassware  handed  down  from  former  genera¬ 
tions.  Among  the  pieces  was  an  etched  glass  bottle,  over  100 
years  old,  from  which  her  parents  drank  each  other’s  health  at 
their  wedding.  Old  oil  pictures  were  on  the  walls,  an  old  clock 
on  the  kitchen  shelf  ticked  away  the  hours,  old  chairs  suggested 
the  long  nightwatch  with  sickness  and  death;  each  piece  was  per¬ 
meated  with  memories  of  sixty-seven  years  of  wifehood,  mother¬ 
hood,  and  widowhood. 

The  yard  of  this  140-year-old  log  house  was  almost  as  interest¬ 
ing  as  the  interior.  Outside  the  door  was  an  ancient  dinner-bell 
which  had  rung  to  the  pull  of  busy  hands,  giving  signals  and  call¬ 
ing  husband  and  sons  from  the  fields  for  dinner  and  supper. 
Flowers  bloomed  in  a  riot  of  color.  A  walk,  through  thick 
shrubbery,  led  to  a  spring  that  snuggled  down  among  rocks  and 
bushes,  from  which  the  water  supply  had  to  be  carried.  From 
the  brook  that  flowed  from  it  the  farm  animals  quenched  their 
thirst.  A  lane  led  from  the  spring  off  across  the  fields.  And 
this  had  been  home  to  the  little  woman  who  had  ruled  it  with  a 
hand  of  wisdom  and  a  heart  of  intrepid  courage  from  the  day  she 
was  a  bride  in  1857  until  her  death  in  1926.  Ten  children.

Mt.  Ta¬ 
bor  Com.  near  Richmond,  Jefferson  County,  O.,  where  a  tomb¬ 
stone  marked  his  grave  until  about  1925;  m.  Nov.  21,  1822,  his 
first  cousin,  Angeline  Pattice  Margaretta  Hout ,  b.  Mar.  11,  1806, 
d.  Nov.  26,  1889,  dau.  George  Michael  Hout.  Adam  migrated  in 
1813,  at  the  age  of  13,  with  his  parents  and  family,  from  Berkeley 
County,  Virginia,  to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  He  apparently  be¬ 
came  an  energetic  pioneer,  as  his  name  is  prominent  in  the  fam¬ 
ily’s  affairs.  His  business  transactions  of  recorH  are  presented 
on  pages  239,  240,  with  the  history  of  Peter  Iiout’s  family,  to 
which  the  reader  is  referred. 

It  is  interesting  to  speculate  on  what  led  Adam  to  marry  his 
young  cousin  back  in  Virginia.  She  was  seven  years  younger 
than  he,  only  seven  years  old  and  he  but  thirteen  when  he  left 
Virginia  for  Ohio.  Travel  was  difficult  and  postal  service  was 
meager.  But  despite  the  scanty  facilities  for  communication, 
Peter  Bout’s  family  apparently  kept  in  touch  with  the  relatives 
in  Virginia.  Adam’s  name  appeared  in  1823  in  the  estate  account 
of  Henry  Miller  of  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  as  administrator  of 
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the  estate  of  Rosannah  Miller  Hout.  It  is  probable  that  as  one 
of  the  administrators  of  his  mother’s  estate  (he  and  his  brother 
George  were  the  administrators)  he  returned  to  Virginia  in  No¬ 
vember,  following  Rosannah’s  death  on  August  7,  1822,  in  behalf 
of  her  interest  in  the  estate  of  her  father,  who  had  died  five  years 
earlier,  in  1817.  He  may  have  had  a  quick  love  affair  with  six- 
teen-and-a-half-y ear-old  Margaret.  They  were  married  on  No¬ 
vember  21  and  together  started  for  Ohio.  The  marriage  bond 
was  signed  by  Adam  Hout  and  Michael  Hout.  The  author  was 
told  by  his  grandson  that  George  Michael  Hout  went  to  the  ferry 
with  Adam  and  Margaret  and  wept  as  they  departed.  And  well 
he  might,  for  his  daughter  found  life  rugged. 

Adam  bought  from  his  brothers  and  sisters  their  shares  in  the 
family  farm  of  112%  acres  on  Island  Creek  in  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  and  made  it  his  home.  He  also  bought  28  adjoining  acres 
of  his  father’s  section.  His  only  child,  Elizabeth  M.  J.  Hout,  de¬ 
scribed  as  tall  and  unusually  bright,  died  when  she  was  almost 
nine.  The  story  was  that  Adam  grieved  deeply  over  her  death, 
thereby  hastening  his  own,  for  he  survived  her  only  six  months. 
As  they  left  no  descendants,  it  was  only  by  diligent  search  that 
his  and  Margaret’s  history  was  learned. 

Margaret,  in  her  youthful  enthusiasm,  no  doubt  possessed  the 
pioneer  spirit  of  adventure  and  courage  to  join  the  trek  to  the 
western  frontier.  But  the  dear  girl  had  trouble  aplenty  after 
Adam’s  death  at  the  early  age  of  thirty-three.  As  stated  in  pre¬ 
ceding  pages  in  the  history  of  Peter  Hout’s  family,  she  filed  Peti¬ 
tion  for  Dower  in  September,  following  Adam’s  death  in  July, 
1833,  to  gain  possession  of  her  one-third  dower  interest  in  his  es¬ 
tate.  Her  petition  recited  that,  as  he  left  no  children,  his  broth¬ 
ers  and  sisters  were  his  heirs-at-law.  The  suit  was  not  settled 
until  May,  1835,  when  the  court  granted  her  18  acres  and  2  rods, 
situated  in  the  southwest  part  of  the  estate,  on  which  were  the 
dwelling  and  other  buildings,  also  another  parcel  of  6  acres  and 
1  rod  of  timberland. 

In  Deed  Book  R,  page  230,  Jefferson  County  Records,  is  re¬ 
corded  Article  of  Agreement,  dated  May  11,  1835,  whereby  “Mar¬ 
garet  Hout  of  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,”  leased  her  right  of 
dower  in  the  farm  that  belonged  to  Adam  Hout,  deceased,  to  John 
Bebout  for  a  term  of  five  years,  commending  on  the  first  day  of 
April,  1836,  for  the  sum  of  $105.00,  to  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of 
said  term.  Recorded  September  21,  1836.  It  was  not  learned 
whether  or  not  she  received  the  payment,  but  as  there  was  no 
record  of  any  trouble  in  the  matter,  she  probably  did.  Apparent¬ 
ly  she  had  returned  before  that  time  to  Berkeley  County,  where 
she  married  again.  Her  parents  were  still  living. 

Although  the  lease  was  written  in  the  name  of  Margaret  Hout 
throughout,  she  signed  it  as  Angeline  Hout.  In  her  Bible,  found 
in  Berkeley  County,  from  which  the  author  copied  her  family 
records,  the  records  of  her  birth  and  of  her  two  later  marriages 
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were  written  by  her  all  three  times  as  Angelina  P.  M.  Hout.  Her 
name  appeared  in  George  Michael  Hout’s  family  records  and 
documents  as  Angel,  Angela,  and  Angeline;  also  as  Bartis  and 
Pattice,  but  Pattice  was  the  correct  name.  However,  in  Jeffer¬ 
son  County,  Ohio,  she  was  known  as  Margaret. 

When  searching  at  Richmond,  Ohio,  in  1925  for  information  re¬ 
garding  Adam  and  Margaret,  the  author  interviewed  five  of  the 
oldest  citizens.  Each  one  said,  “Oh,  Margaret  was  the  one  who 
buried  the  money  that  never  was  found.”  The  details  of  the  story 
varied  as  told  by  different  persons,  but  it  was  evident  that  it  had 
foundation  as  it  was  so  generally  remembered  by  these  elderly 
citizens  and  by  relatives.  Summed  up,  the  story  was  that  there 
were  rumors  of  robbers  in  the  neighborhood.  Margaret  put 
eight  hundred  dollars  (the  largest  amount  stated;  some  said 
$500)  in  gold  and  silver  coins  in  an  earthen  jar  and  buried  it  in 
the  garden  at  dusk.  When  she  looked  for  it  the  jar  was  not  to  be 
found.  On  the  supposition  that  she  had  failed  to  locate  the  exact 
spot  of  the  burial,  much  digging  was  done  at  the  time,  also  at  later 
intervals  when  the  subject  was  revived,  and  by  the  sons  of 
Adam’s  brother  George,  who  owned  the  farm  afterwards.  The 
conclusion  was  that  someone  had  seen  her  bury  the  jar  and  had 
taken  it. 

Other  troubles  awaited  poor  Margaret.  Her  Bible  recorded 
that  on  January  4,  1836,  Angelina  P.  M.  Hout  was  married  to  Joel 
P.  Bishop,  and  that  one  daughter,  Mary  A.  S.  Bishop,  was  born 
Dec.  26,  1836,  and  died  Feb.  5,  1839.  They  were  married  in 
Berkeley  County,  where  Bishop  was  referred  to  as  “a  northern 
Yankee.”  The  marriage  bond  was  signed  by  Joel  P.  Bishop  and 
John  L.  Rusler,  and  was  dated  January  12  instead  of  January  4, 
1836,  the  12th  no  doubt  being  the  day  it  was  recorded. 
Bishop  and  Margaret  lived  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  and 
finally  separated.  The  story  was  picked  up  among  rela¬ 
tives  in  Jefferson  County  that  Bishop  had  little  or  nothing  and 
was  hard  and  cruel.  He  pressed  Margaret  to  sign  over  to  him 
certain  papers  and  checks  (perhaps  the  money  received  for  her 
lease?),  which  she  declined  to  do.  After  some  insistent  persua¬ 
sion  emphasized  by  the  use  of  a  blacksnake  whip,  they  drove  in 
a  farm  wagon  to  Steubenville  to  have  the  papers  signed  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace.  Margaret  still  was  reluctant  and  resistant. 
The  wife  of  the  J.  P.  sensed  the  situation  and  called  her  to  the 
kitchen  on  a  pretext.  Margaret  escaped  by  the  back  door,  un¬ 
hitched  the  horses  and  drove  away,  leaving  Bishop  to  his  wrath. 
Later  he  sold  the  horses  and  wagon  and  kept  the  money.  Of 
course,  they  separated. 

In  1816,  Margaret  and  her  furniture  were  moved  with  horses 
and  wagon  by  John  L.  Rusler,  husband  of  her  sister  Elizabeth,  to 
the  Rusler  home  in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia.  In  her  Bible  she 
recorded  that  she  was  married  on  October  18,  1860,  to  Michael 
Cookus  of  Shepherdstown.  He  was  a  butcher,  a  widower  with 
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children,  aged  eighty-one,  twenty-seven  years  her  senior.  He  was 
bom  October  13,  1779,  and  at  death  was  buried  in  Elmwood 
Cemetery  at  Shepherdstown. 

After  the  death  of  Cookus,  Margaret  bought  a  home  and  three 
acres  at  Greensburg,  adjacent  to  the  farm  of  John  L.  Rusler,  and 
died  there  in  1889.  A  grandniece,  Ella  Price  (Mrs.  John  W.  Ja¬ 
cobs),  lived  with  her  for  sixteen  years,  from  the  age  of  eight. 
Ella  married  more  than  a  year  before  Margaret  died,  but  re¬ 
mained  in  faithful  attendance  until  Margaret’s  death.  It  was  in 
the  possession  of  Ella  Price  Jacobs  that  the  author  found  Mar¬ 
garet  s  Bible.  Ella  stated  that  Margaret  lived  in  Ohio  nineteen 
years  in  all,  that  she  was  of  less  amiable  disposition  than  her  sis¬ 
ters,  that  she  lived  to  be  over  eighty-three  years  old,  became 
somewhat  childish,  and  was  cheated  by  some  of  the  Tablers.  One 
J abler  borrowed  $350  from  her  to  buy  a  piano  and  never  repaid 
her.  She  paid  Mr.  Tabler  $5.00  for  a  grave  in  the  Tabler  private 
burial  ground,  and  $40.00  for  a  tombstone  to  mark  her  grave.  She 
was  buried  in  the  Tabler  graveyard,  but  even  in  death  she  was 
treated  unfairly,  as  no  tombstone  was  erected  at  her  grave.  Her 
records  appear  again  briefly  in  the  family  records  of  her  father, 
George  Michael  Flout.  She  and  Adam  Hout  had  ONE  DAUGHTER.

Lu¬ 
theran  Com.,  Tuscarawas,  O.  Elizabeth  migrated  at  the  age  of 
nine  with  her  parents  from  Berkeley  County,  Va.,  to  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio.  She  was  described  as  tall,  slender,  stately,  and 
reserved,  an  excellent  butter  and  cheese  maker,  but  not  given  to 
hard  work,  as  remembered  by  some  of  her  Gooding  grandchil¬ 
dren.  Her  head  was  “shaky”  and  she  usually  sat  with  it  steadied 
by  her  hand.  Fler  picture  shows  her  in  this  position.  Her 
youngest  Gooding  granddaughter  was  similarly  afflicted.  A  let¬ 
ter  written  by  her  to  her  brother  John  Flout  is  preserved  here. 

The  name  Minnich  originally  was  Miinch,  meaning  monk.  It 
was  derived  from  an  estate  purchased  from  an  order  of  monks. 
The  various  spelling  found  in  records  include  Munck,  Mynch, 
Minch,  Minock,  Minnick,  Minnich,  but  all  had  the  same  origin. 
Reference:  Blue  Booh  of  Schuylkill  County ,  Pennsylvania,  by 
Mrs.  Ella  Zerbey  Elliott,  1916. 

John  Minnich  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania.  He  owned  about 
700  acres  of  land  near  Trenton,  now  called  Tuscarawas,  in  Tusca¬ 
rawas  County,  Ohio.  On  part  of  this  land  his  sons  later  devel-

She  was  b.  Oct.  2,  1806,  d.  May  23,  1887;  m.  Mar  11, 
1832,  Robert  Pittis ,  b.  Nov.  24,  1803,  Newport,  Isle  of  Wight, 
England,  d.  June  9,  1869,  both  bur.  Deersville,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  where  a  large  red  granite  monument  marks  their  graves. 
Sarah  came  at  the  age  of  six  with  her  parents  from  Berkeley 
County,  Va.,  to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  At  the  time  of  her  mar¬ 
riage  she  was  living  with  her  eldest  sister,  Mary  Hout  Albert. 
Mary  and  her  husband  kept  the  Lion  Hotel  at  New  Philadelphia, 
Ohio.  There  Robert,  a  guest  of  the  hotel,  met  Sarah,  and  there 
they  were  married.  She  became  a  woman  of  impressive  dignity, 
strong  mind  and  good  judgment,  a  firm  friend,  with  quick  and 
helpful  sympathy  for  the  needy.  Her  pastor,  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Patterson,  D.D.,  said  at  the  time  of  her  death  that  no  woman  had 
exerted  more  beneficent  influence  than  she  in  the  Deersville 


Presbyterian  church,  of  which  she  was  a  member  for  forty-seven 
years,  and  in  the  community  during  her  long  residence  of  fifty- 
live  years.  She  was  affectionately  known  as  “Aunt  Sarah.” 
When  the  new  brick  Presbyterian  church  was  to  be  built  in 
Deersville,  her  initial  subscription  was  $500,  to  which  later  sub¬ 
scriptions  were  added.  Her  daughter  Julia  and  her  sons  Thomas 
and  Albert  also  were  generous  contributors  to  the  new  church 
building.  She  gave  $100  for  the  new  brick  Methodist  church. 

A  letter  which  Sarah  wrote  to  her  brother  John  Hout  of  Mans¬ 
field,  Ohio,  is  preserved  here: 


Deersville,  Ohio,  July  18,  1878. 

Dear  Brother: 

It  has  been  a  long  time  since  I  heard  from  you,  except 
when  Mary  McCully  writes  she  kindly  remembers  to  tell  us 
when  she  saw  you  and  how  you  are.  How  much  I  wish  we 
lived  nearer  together  so  that  you  could  visit  us  or  that  I 
could  go  and  spend  a  while  with  you,  but  I  could  not  endure 
so  long  a  journey  as  it  would  be  now.  I  would  liked  so  much 
to  have  seen  sister  Catherine  during  her  sickness.  I  suffer

a  great  deal  with  my  ankle  which  was  sprained  some  time 
ago.  I  was  compelled  to  walk  with  a  cane  lately  but  can  get 
about  the  house  now  without  it.  I  cannot  walk  to  church 
but  go  as  often  as  I  can  in  the  carriage  of  my  son  Albert  who 
lives  a  few  miles  in  the  country.  My  daughter  Jennie  lives 
on  a  farm  adjoining  Albert’s  farm.  Thomas  moved  to  Penn¬ 
sylvania  to  educate  his  children.  He  moved  to  the  same 
town  where  John  Simpson  attended  college  [Canonsburg] . 
Julia  and  I  live  in  our  old  home  alone.  We  have  some  of  the 
children  with  us  every  week  but  we  often  feel  lonely.  I 
heard  from  Elizabeth  Minnich  lately.  She  is  quite  frail  but 
able  to  write  a  short  letter  to  me  occasionally.  Her  sons 
John  and  Albert  live  in  Kansas.  They  are  doing  very  well. 
Her  daughter  Mary  is  keeping  house  yet  for  her  mother. 
Elizabeth’s  granddaughter  Martha  Gooding  Kennedy  died 
lately  and  left  a  young  babe.  [Bernice  Kennedy.]  Mary  Min¬ 
nich  has  taken  it  to  raise.  I  have  not  heard  from  brother 
Peter  for  some  time.  He  has  always  stayed  so  closely  at 
home.  Mary  Albert’s  daughter  is  still  living  in  New  Phila¬ 
delphia.  She  suffers  a  good  deal  with  neuralgia  in  her  head. 
We  think  of  building  a  new  Presbyterian  church  here.  I 
think  as  the  Lord  prospers  us  it  is  our  duty  to  honor  him.  I 
have  subscribed  five  hundred  dollars.  I  feel  anxious  to  have 
a  nice  church  even  if  I  cannot  attend  as  often  as  I  would 
wish.  Are  you  able  to  get  to  church  now?  Since  I  have 
been  writing  I  received  your  photograph  from  Wesley  Hout. 
Was  glad  to  hear  from  him  and  quite  pleased  to  have  your 
photograph.  I  think  it  looks  a  great  deal  like  you  but  much 
older  than  when  I  saw  you  last.  I  did  not  get  to  see  brother 
George  before  he  died.  My  husband  was  sick  at  the  same 
time  and  I  could  not  leave  home.  Mr.  Pittis  was  sick  ten 
months  and  most  of  the  time  confined  to  the  house.  He  suf¬ 
fered  very  much  but  often  said  that  Jesus  had  suffered 
a  great  deal  more  for  us.  If  we  cannot  see  each  other  as 
often  as  we  would  like  here  on  earth  I  hope  we  will  meet  an 
unbroken  family  in  heaven  where  parting  is  no  more.  I 
would  like  so  much  to  have  a  letter  from  you  and  tell  me 
whether  you  have  my  picture.  I  have  forgotten  whether  I 
sent  you  one.  If  you  have  not  I  will  send  it  to  you. 

Affectionately 

Robert,  at  the  age  of  fifteen  and  a  half  years,  crossed  the  ocean 
in  1819  on  the  ship  Resolution  with  his  parents  and  family  and 
with  them  made  the  journey  in  pioneer  covered  wagons  from 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  Brownsville,  Ohio.  There  he  lived  until 
he  and  his  brother  Thomas  went  to  Pittsburgh  and  set  up  a  busi¬ 
ness  as  engravers  and  stencil-cutters.  When  he  and  Sarah  were 
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Sarah  Hout  Pittis  Robert  Pittis,  J.P. 

married  they  went  to  New  York  and  he  and  Thomas  again  en¬ 
gaged  in  business  as  engravers  and  stencil-cutters,  but  Robert 
and  Sarah  returned  to  Deersville  the  same  year  (1832)  and 
opened  a  drygoods  and  grocery  store.  For  a  time  he  had  the 
only  store  there  and  did  well.  He  owned  the  second  brick  house 
in  town  and  a  frame  store-room  adjoining  it  in  which  he  had 
his  store.  Sarah  was  his  efficient  helpmeet  and  assisted  in  the 
store.  The  author’s  childhood  recollection  of  this  house  follows: 

The  two-story  brick  house  was  built  flush  with  the  street,  as  were 
most  of  the  houses  there.  A  side  street  passed  along  the  west  side 
of  the  house  and  lot  and  up  the  hillside.  The  entrance  was  in  the 
center  front  with  stone  steps  on  each  side  leading  from  the  side 
walk  to  a  stone  landing  at  the  doorway  of  a  center  hall;  an  iron 
railing  guarded  the  outer  edge  of  the  steps  and  landing.  The  par¬ 
lor  was  to  the  east  of  the  hall  and  contained  its  Brussels  carpet, 
lace  curtains,  melodeon,  horsehaircloth-covered  set,  marble-top 
stand,  glass  oval  with  wax  flowers,  vases,  stereoscope  and  basket  of 
pictures,  whatnot,  bric-a-brac,  family  album,  and  portraits.  The 
living  room  was  to  the  west,  with  a  large  dining  room  and  kitchen 
back  of  it.  The  exterior  at  the  rear  was  L-shaped  with  a  wide  porch 
the  full  length  both  upstairs  and  down,  which  formed  the  west  and 
south  sides  of  a  patio  with  a  60-feet-deep  windlass  well  and  its  “old 
oaken  bucket”  in  the  center.  On  the  north  side  was  a  stone  retain- 
ing-wall  with  a  built-in  cave  for  refrigeration  and  steps  which  led 
to  the  large  lot.  The  east  side  was  formed  by  the  coal  and  wood 
shed  and  a  passage  to  the  adjoining  lot.  The  natio  was  paved  with 
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His  autograph 


stone  and  overhead  was  a  roof  of  dense 
grapevines.  The  lot  had  an  orchard  of 
apple,  peach,  plum,  pear  and  cherry 
trees;  through  the  center  was  a  walk, 
enclosed  by  a  grape  arbor,  which  led  to 
the  garden  and  stable.  Deersville  was 
an  excellent  fruit-growing  locality  and 
the  trees  and  vines  of  this  lot  were  laden 
each  year  with  luscious  fruit,  to  the  de¬ 
light  of  the  children  and  especially  the 
grandchildren.  After  the  death  of  Sarah 
the  property  was  sold  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  McEIroy  and  when  remodeled 
became  the  McEIroy  Hotel.  After  their 
deaths  their  daughter,  Vinnio  McEIroy, 
was  appointed  postmistress  and  the  post 
office  was  located  in  a  rear  corner  room 
to  which  a  walk  on  the  east  side  led 
from  the  street.  On  September  5,  1930. 
the  post  office  and  house  burned  and  the 
lot  remains  vacant  except  for  the  old 
well,  stone-wall  and  cave.

(Entrance  changed  to  porch  by  McEIroy  Hotel) 
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Robert  in  1859  bought  a  building  on  the  Public  Square  in  New 
Philadelphia,  O.,  for  $16,000.  In  part  of  it  was  the  Exchange 
Hotel  and  in  part  he  had  his  drygoods  and  grocery  store,  in  which 
his  son  Albert  was  clerk.  He  bought  a  beautiful  residence  on 
North  Broadway,  also  some  town  lots,  and  remained  for  two 
years.  The  damp  climate  of  the  river  plains  affected  his  health 
and  in  1861  they  returned  to  Deersville,  where  he  continued  as 
merchant  until  his  death. 

Robert  prospered,  acquired  considerable  land,  and  gave  each 
of  his  five  surviving  children  a  farm  of  160  acres,  other  property 
and  money.  He  owned  a  lot,  bought  for  him  by  Thomas,  adjoining 
the  residence  of  Thomas,  in  New  York,  for  which  he  paid  $4000. 
He  sold  it  to  Thomas  for  $8000,  and  Thomas  in  turn  sold  it  to 
Wm.  B.  Astor  for  $16,000.  On  the  lot  Mr.  Astor  built  a  large 
house,  his  house  and  lot  being  next  to  that  of  Thomas  Pittis. 

Robert  was  justice  of  the  peace  and  performed  a  number  of 
marriages  which  are  on  record  at  Cadiz.  To  distinguish  them,  he 
was  known  as  “Squire  Pittis”  and  his  cousin  Robert  as  “Post¬ 
master  Pittis.”  He  and  Sarah  united  with  the  Deersville  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  June  26,  1840,  at  the  same  time  that  his  mother 
joined.  He  was  ordained  elder  January  8,  1842,  and  served  in 
that  capacity  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was  one  of  the  main 
supporters  of  the  church,  as  Sarah  continued  to  be  after  his 
death.  For  twenty-five  years  he  was  leader  of  the  choir,  which 
for  a  while  consisted  of  four  men.  His  home  was  the  stopping- 
place  for  Rev.  T.  R.  Crawford,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Nottingham 
Pres.  Church,  who  wrote  Forty  Years  Pastorate  and  Remi¬ 
niscences  and  who  preached  on  alternate  Sundays  at  Deersville 
for  a  time;  also  for  Hon.  John  A.  Bingham  and  other  political 
speakers  from  Cadiz  and  elsewhere.  Robert  was  a  director  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Cadiz.  He  named  Sarah  and  their  son 
Thomas  executors  of  his  will,  without  bond,  Sarah  being  the 
main  beneficiary  during  her  life.  Sarah  also  left  a  will. 

When  their  family  consisted  of  four  boys,  the  boys  had  scarlet 
fever.  Three  died  within  six  weeks  and  Thomas,  the  eldest,  was 
not  expected  to  live  but  did  survive.  A  year  later  twins  were 
born.  Eight  children,  born  and  baptized  at  Deersville,  recorded 
in  their  Bible,  which  passed  to  their  son  Thomas,  and  to  his  son 
Robert  R.  Pittis.

He  was  b.  Jan.  18,  1833,  bapt.  1837  by  Rector  Gray  in 
the  Deersville  Episcopal  Chapel,  d.  Aug.  7,  1907;  m.  July  5,  1855, 
Stillwater,  O.,  Eliza  Ann  Latto,  b.  July  12,  1838,  d.  May  23,  1899, 
Cleveland,  both  bur.  New  Cem.,  Deersville.  She  was  born  at 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  came  with  her  parents,  Alexander  and 
Eliza  Sproul  Latto,  to  Stillwater,  Ohio,  in  1852. 

Thomas  entered  Franklin  Coll.,  New  Athens,  O.,  1850,  at  the 
age  of  seventeen.  He  and  Eliza  united  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  Deersville,  Feb.  5,  1859,  but  transferred  to  the  Pres. 
Church  of  Feed  Spring,  where  her  people  were  members.  He 
was  ordained  elder,  Oct.  1,  1870,  and  served  until  1892,  when  he 
retired  from  the  farm.  The  present  Feed  Spring  church  has  a 
stained  glass  window  to  their  memory.  Fie  volunteered,  with 
Rev.  S.  Patterson,  D.D.,  in  the  U.  S.  Christian  Commission,  a 
forerunner  of  today’s  Amer.  Red  Cross,  and  served  in  the  Lin¬ 
coln  Hospital,  East  Branch  of  the  Potomac  River  (which  had 
2600  patients),  1863-64,  in  the  Civil  War.  One  of  his  duties  was 
to  help  move  wounded  soldiers  from  the  battlefield  to  the  hos¬ 
pital.  At  Eliza’s  funeral  service  Dr.  Patterson  eulogized:  “When 
the  call  came  for  her  husband  to  serve  his  country  this  patriotic 
woman  said,  ‘Go  with  your  pastor,  I  will  take  care  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  and  the  stock.’  ” 


Thomas  received  at  marriage  from  his  father  160  acres  and 
later  10  adjoining  acres  a  mile  south  of  Tappan.  On  the  160 
acres  there  had  been  first  a  log,  then  a  brick,  then  a  frame  and 
clapboard  house.  A  frame  house  was  built  in  1855,  the  year  of 
his  marriage,  where  he  lived  and  reared  his  children.  He  rented 
the  farm  to  Mr,  Campbell  and  went  to  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  for  the 
two  years  1877-79  to  give  his  children  better  school  advantages. 
Fie  was  legatee  to  other  property  and  funds  under  wills  of  his 
father  and  mother,  served  as  executor  of  both  wills  without 
bond,  and  was  administrator  of  his  sister  Julia’s  estate.  He  re¬ 
tired  in  December,  1892.  He  and  Eliza  went  to  Cleveland, 
where  he  engaged  in  missionary  work  at  the  Men’s  Lodging- 
house  Mission,  Lakeside  Hospital,  Workhouse  and  City  Jail. 
Many  convicts  kept  in  touch  with  him  after  they  were  sent  to 
the  Penitentiary.  After  Eliza’s  death  he  was  missionary  for  a 
time  among  the  Navajo  Indians  in  New  Mexico,  and  then  among 
Indians  in  the  Indian  Territory,  now  Oklahoma,  where  he  died 
of  sunstroke.  Seven  children,  born  on  the  farm,  baptized  at 
Feed  Spring  Church  by  Rev.  Samuel  Patterson,  D.D.

Pie  became  City  Treasurer  of  Conneaut 
Mar.  1,  1917,  by  appointment;  was  elected  the  following  Novem¬ 
ber  and  re-elected  six  times,  serving  seven  consecutive  two-year 
terms,  a  total  of  nearly  fifteen  years;  was  clerk  of  the  City  Board 
of  Health  two  years;  resident  of  Conneaut,  Ohio,  forty  years;

A 
large  red  granite  monument  marks  her  grave  and  graves  of  her 
parents.  She  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  Feb.  5,  1859, 
at  the  same  time  as  her  brother  Thomas;  for  many  years  she  was 
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a  member  of  the  choir  and  taught  a  class  of  young  women  in  the 
Sunday  School;  attended  Batey’s  Female  Seminary,  Steuben¬ 
ville,  O.,  for  several  terms.  She  was  engaged  to  marry  Nelson 
Birney  (brother  of  Rachel,  2nd  wife  of  Henry  Pittis),  who  died 
in  the  98th  Regt.,  O.V.I.,  in  the  Civil  War  and  was  buried  at 
Deersville.  Each  year  on  Memorial  Day,  after  the  decoration  of 
soldiers’  graves  by  the  Sunday  Schools  and  G.A.R.  Post,  an  extra 
wreath  of  white  flowers  was  placed  by  her  on  his  grave.  She  was 
a  most  kind,  gentle  and  lovable  woman,  ever  ministering  to  those 
in  need  or  trouble.  She  was  happy  when  making  others  happy, 
and  Aunt  Julia  always  had  a  supply  of  cookies,  turnover  pies  and 
dainties  for  her  little  nieces  and  nephews — while  Grandma  had 
a  store  of  shining  new  pennies,  bags  of  mint  and  evergreen 
lozenges,  raisins  and  other  sweetmeats  in  the  deep  pocket  of  her 
spacious  skirt.  Julia  was  tenderly  devoted  to  her  mother,  who 
in  her  later  years  was  enfeebled  by  an  injured  ankle.  After  the 
death  of  her  twin  brother  she  grieved,  pined,  wasted  away  and 
died  in  less  than  a  year  with  no  apparent  disease.  After  her 
death  her  mother  declined  rapidly  and  died  in  less  than  two 
months,  in  her  82nd  year.

Left  a  widow  on  a  farm  with  six  children,  the  youngest  three 
years  old,  she  courageously  met  trials  that  would  have  crushed 
a  less  brave  spirit.,  and  came  through  beautiful  and  serene,  a 
strong,  noble  character,  loved  and  admired  by  her  children  and 
those  who  knew  her  best.  She  was  a  good  letter  writer;  many 
of  the  boys  of  her  neighborhood  who  volunteered  in  the  98th 
Regt.,  O.V.I.,  in  the  Civil  War,  were  cheered  by  home  news  from 
her  pen.  She  had  a  box  of  letters  received  from  boys  in  the 
98th  which  she  kept  for  more  than  half  a  century  but  regretfully 
burned  when  the  farm  was  sold  in  1915.  Her  brother,  Hugh  A. 
Birney,  gave  his  life  in  the  98th.  Memorial  Day  was  loyally  ob¬ 
served  by  her  and  she  took  a  leading  part  in  having  the  Deers¬ 
ville  Cemetery,  in  which  many  soldiers  were  buried,  kept  in  good 
condition  as  long  as  she  lived.  She  retired  from  the  farm  in  1903, 
and  resided  in  Cleveland,  where  she  was  active  in  church  and 
social  work.

elder  and  member  of  the  building  committee  for  the  present 
brick  church  building,  donated  the  lot  on  which  it  stands,  and 
gave  freely  of  his  time  and  funds  in  its  erection.  His  name,  with 
the  names  of  the  other  four  elders,  appears  in  a  memorial  stained 
glass  window.  He  served  as  director  on  the  Beaver  Dam  School 
Board  for  several  years,  was  active  in  maintaining  the  evening 
literary  society  of  the  school,  and  in  the  community’s  develop¬ 
ment.  Pie  owned  a  farm  of  257  acres  one  and  a  half  miles  south¬ 
west  of  Tappan,  part  of  which  he  received  from  his  father  and 
part  of  which  he  bought.  In  1875  he.  built  a  large  white  frame 
dwelling,  very  near  which  was  a  white  covered  bridge  spanning 
Little  Stillwater,  the  bridge  and  stream  having  an  important  part 
in  the  family  life.  In  the  front  yard  and  very  close  to  the  road 
was  a  never-failing  well  with  a  pump,  at  which  many  a  traveler 
quenched  the  thirst  of  himself  and  horses.  He  also  had  a  farm 
of  196  acres  in  Tuscarawas  County. 

Albert  was  legatee  to  property  and  funds  under  wills  of  his 
parents,  but  predeceased  his  mother.  Six  children,  born  on  the 
farm,  baptized  in  the  Deersville  Presbyterian  Church  by  Rev. 
Samuel  Patterson,  D.D.

Euclid  Avenue  Business  Coll., 
Cleveland,  1890;  was  public  stenographer  at  the  Hollendon  Hotel, 
Cleveland,  ten  years,  1894-1904;  was  in  Goldfield  and  Reno,  Ne¬ 
vada,  four  years.  1907-1911,  during  the  gold  rush.  She  spent  the 
summer  of  1892  in  Colorado;  she  and  her  brother  Horace  spent 
the  winter  of  1913-14  in  Florida;  she.

Belle  was  a  capable  business  woman,  an  enthusiastic  Sunday 
School  teacher  and  clubwoman.  Although  she  never  wrote  a 
book,  her  published  writings  on  events,  persons,  travels,  and 
articles  for  clubwomen’s  magazines  if  assembled  would  comprise 
a  sizable  volume.  She  compiled  the  data  to  1898  of  the  male 
lines  of  the  Pittis  family  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  contained  in 
the  book,  Pittis  Genealogy,  published  in  1945.

1896,  which  had  the  Egyptian  preservative  properties,  demon¬ 
strated  by  the  preservation  of  a  body  for  two  years  in  the  open 
air  subjected  to  all  natural  varying  temperatures;  perfected  the 
Formaldehyde  Gas  Generator-Disinfector,  1898,  adopted  by  the 
Iowa  Stale  Board  of  Health,  and  by  the  U.  S.  Govt,  for  hospital 
use  in  Manila.  He  had  a  successful  business  as  a  wholesaler  of 
undertakers’  supplies  in  Cleveland  1907-1915  for  which  he  trav¬ 
eled  in  Ohio  and  eastern  states.  His  sister  Margaret  was  in 
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charge  of  his  office.  Wesley  was  of  a  cheerful,  lively  nature, 
with  a  supply  of  funny  stories  for  all  occasions.  Mason.  At  his 
funeral  service  Rev.  George  Hugh  Birney,  D.D.,  said  in  part: 

He  was  a  man  who  loved  his  fellow  men.  His  was  a  friendly  soul, 
and  friendly  souls  are  always  big  souls.  Need  made  a  profound 
appeal  to  him  and  his  response  was  unfailingly  generous.  His  sym¬ 
pathies  were  deep  and  true.  These  and  other  qualities  made  for  him 
hosts  of  friends,  and  made  him  popular  among  his  business  asso¬ 
ciates.

Busi¬ 
ness  and  Professional  Women’s  Missionary  Society  of  Epworth 
Memorial  Methodist  Church  for  four  years  and  treas.  for  two 
years;  pres,  the  Emerson  Study  Circle  for  two  years,  also  record¬ 
ing  secy,  and  treas.  for  two  years  each;  treas.  McGuffey  Society 
for  two  years.  Member  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution; 
Composers’,  Authors’,  and  Artists’  Assn,  of  America;  National 
McGuffey  Society;  Emerson  Study  Circle;  Cleveland  Sorosis; 
Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs. 

Margaret  spent  four  summers  in  Europe.  In  1909,  traveled  in  a 
conducted  party  in  ten  countries,  returned  on  the  ill-fated  S.  S. 
Lusitania.  In  1923,  toured  under  the  auspices  of  the  Bureau  of 
University  Travel  and  included  ten  days  in  Greece.  In  1937,  made 
belli  voyages  on  the  S.S.  Queen  Mary,  toured  independently; 
spent  in  London  the  week  of  the  coronation  of  George  VI 
and  Queen  Elizabeth,  witnessed  the  great  procession,  attended 
the  ball  in  Albert  Hall,  and  six  other  events  related  to  the  coro¬ 
nation  festivities;  spent  eight  weeks  in  the  British  Isles;  toured 
and  visited  friends  and  relatives  also  in  Holland,  Belgium,  Ger¬ 
many,  and  France;  attended  the  German  Exhibition  of  Synthetic 
Materials  at  Diisseldorf,  and  the  International  Exposition  at 
Paris.  In  1948,  attended  the  wedding  of  Captain  Robert  E.  Pittis 
and  Marie-Claire  Martin  Du  Pan  in  Geneva,  Switzerland;  follow¬ 
ing  the  wedding,  used  her  own  book,  Pittis  Genealogy,  as 
guidebook  and  visited  every  village,  house,  church,  and  grave¬ 
yard  on  the  Isle  of  Wight,  England,  mentioned  therein,  and  vis¬ 
ited  all  Pittis  families  living  on  the  Isle,  in  London,  and  in  other 
parts  of  England.  In  1939,  made  a  coast-to-coast  tour  of  the 
United  States,  visited  the  world  fairs  at  San  Francisco  and  New 
York,  Yosemite  and  Yellowstone  national  parks,  a  number  of 
relatives  and  friends’.  In  February,  1939,  attended  the  Mardi 
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Gras  at  New  Orleans,  and  en  route  visited  “My  Old  Kentucky 
Home”  / 1  Bardstown,  Lincoln’s  log-cabin  birthplace  and  fine 
memorial  at  Hodgenville,  and  other  historical  spots  in  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee.  Made  other  extensive  tours  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada.  Has  made  flights  by  airplane. 

Margaret  has  written  a  number  of  articles  that  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  newspapers  and  magazines,  chiefly  on  travel  and  per¬ 
sonal  experiences.  She  is  the  author  of  Pittis  Genealogy,  pub¬ 
lished  in  1945,  which  covers  a  direct  line  of  descent  of  the  Pittis 
family  in  England,  Canada,  and  the  United  States  for  464  years, 
16  generations,  from  1480  (twelve  years  before  Columbus  discov¬ 
ered  America)  to  1944;  it  contains  records  to  July,  1945,  and 
much  early  history.  Author  of  The  Hout  Family,  published  in 
1952,  a  direct  line  of  descent  of  the  Hout  family  in  America  for 
227  years,  10  generations,  from  1725  to  1952;  it  contains  some 
records  in  1953,  and  much  early  history.  A  biographical  record 
of  her  genealogical  publications  is  in  Volume  V  of  Who’s  Who 
in  Genealogy,  the  Handbook  of  American  Genealogy  issued  by 
the  Institute  of  American  Genealogy,  Chicago,  Ill.  Res.  Cleve¬ 
land,  Ohio.

The  death  of  Miss  Olive  Pittis  will  bring  sorrow  to  the  hearts 
of  hundreds  of  young  men  and  women  who  have  been  her  pupils  in 
South  High  School  and  the  High  School  of  Commerce.  Miss  Pittis 
was  one  of  the  choice  souls  in  the  teaching  profession.  She  was  the 
kind  that  literally  give  themselves  to  their  work  with  absolute 
abandon  and  unselfish  devotion.  With  resolute  determination  she 
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steady,  even  tempered  and  always  dependable,  ller  great  power 
lay  in  her  poise  and  self-control,  which  gave  her  mastery  over 
others.  She  was  a  confidante  of  her  pupils,  entering-  -into  their 
personal  problems  with  sympathetic  understanding  and  guidance, 
which  gained  -for  her  their  unanimous  regard  and  affection.  Her 
memory  will  hold  a  high  place  in  the  hearts  of  her  pupils,  her  col¬ 
leagues,  and  all  who  knew  her.  In  her  passing  we  have  lost  one 
of  the  most  capable  teachers  in  the.  high  schools  of  our  city.

The  following  item,  with  his  photograph,  appeared  in  the 
Harvard  Alumni  Bulletin  of  December  9,  1944: 


Lieut.  Robert  E.  Pittis  is  navigator  of  an  Eighth  Army  Air  Force 
B-17  Flying  Fortress  in  the  heavy  bombardment  group  commanded 
by  Lt.  Col.  George  Y.  Jumper  of  Natoma,  Cal.  Pittis  holds  the  Air 
Medal  for  meritorious  achievement  while  participating  in  bombing 
attacks  upon  war  plants  in  Germany  and  upon  Nazi  military  defense 
points  and  communication  lines  in  support  of  the  Allied  ground 
forces  in  Western  Europe.  He  received  his  wings  at  Hondo,  Texas, 
last  April. 

The  Washington  Post  of  January  14,  1945,  carried  an  article 
from  which  the  following  is  an  excerpt: 

Airmen  were  in  the  majority  of  those  listed  yesterday  as  having 
received  military  decorations,  it  was  learned  with  the  announcement 
of  awards  to  six  Washington  area  service  men,  five  of  whom  serve 
with  bomber  squadrons  based  in  England.  First  Lieut.  Robert  E. 
Pittis,  a  bomber  navigator,  was  awarded  an  Oak  Leaf  Cluster  to  the 
Air  Medal.  Pittis  was  formerly  of  Washington.  He  was  a  student 
at  Harvard  when  he  enlisted. 

The  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  was  awarded  March  20,  1945, 
with  the  following  citation: 

For  extraordinary  achievement  while  serving  as  lead  navigator 
of  division  and  squadron  formation  on  heavy  bombardment  mis¬ 
sions  against  the  enemy.  Lieutenant  Pittis  demonstrated  excep¬ 
tional  proficiency  in  guiding  his  formations  to  the  assigned  targets 
in  devastating  attacks  against  Merseburg,  Germany,  25th  Novem¬ 
ber,  1944;  Hannover,  Germany,  15th  December,  1944;  and  Karls¬ 
ruhe,  Germany,  12th  January,  1945,  despite  the  dangers  of  adverse 
weather  conditions  and  heavy  accurate  anti-aircraft  fire  on  each 
mission.  The  outstanding  navigational  skill  displayed  by  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Pittis  materially  contributed  to  the  success  of  these  important 
operations,  His  actions  relied  the  highest  credit  upon  himself  and 
the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States. 

The  Commendation  Ribbon  was  awarded  February  28,  1946/ 
by  Lt.  Gen.  John  K.  Cannon,  Commanding  General,  United 
States  Air  Force  in  Europe,  with  the  following  citation: 


For  the  period  20  September,  1945,  to  28  February,  1946,  Captain 
Pittis  served  as  Chief  of  the  Political  and  Economic  Intelligence 
Sub-Unit,  A-2  Division,  Headquarters,  United  States  Air  Forces  in 
Europe.  During  this  time  Captain  Pittis  displayed  exceptional 
initiative  and  performed  his  duties  in  a  manner  that  was  a  distinct 
contribution  to  the  success  of  this  Command. 


During  the  war  Robert  made  two  flights  across  the  Atlantic; 
since  the  war,  forty-two  flights;  six  flights  across  the  Pacific 
Ocean.  After  discharge  from  service  he  was  with  the  Swiss  Air¬ 
lines  at  Geneva,  Switzerland.  He  is  with  the  Aluminum  Import 
Corporation.

Tucson  H.  S.  May 
24,  1940;  A. A.  Univ.  of  Chicago,  June,  1942;  B.A.  Univ.  of  Ari¬ 
zona,  1945;  (LL.B.)  Univ.  of  Arizona  Law  School  (Jan.,  1951), — 
died  two  months  before  he  would  have  received  his  LL.B.  de¬ 
gree.  Never  rugged,  he  had  been  additionally  handicapped  since 
1937  by  a  heart  ailment  and  some  serious  illnesses,  which  had 
hindered  and  delayed  his  education.  But  with  cheerfulness, 
heroism,  and  determination,  he  pursued  his  studies  despite  his 
limited  strength.  A  fatal  heart  attack  came  when  his  coveted 
goal  was  nearly  reached. 

“Bill.”  as  he  was  intiriiately  and  affectionately  known,  was  held 
in  high  esteem  by  the  Society  of  Friends  (Quakers),  of  which  he 
was  a  member  and  in  which  he  took  a  keen  interest.  He  some¬ 
how  found  time  to  share  his  precious  strength  and  energy  with 
the  Society,  and  to  keep  up  with  the  problems  of  his  day.  In  the 
spring  of  1950  he  was  selected  as  alternate  Clerk  of  the  local 
Friends  Meeting.  In  the  fall  he  served  as  acting  Clerk  and  pre¬ 
sided  with  dignity  and  efficiency  over  the  monthly  business  meet¬ 
ings.  He  had  a  winning  influence  with  the  young  people  and 
arranged  a  number  of  social  events,  to  which  some  of  other 
faiths  were  attracted.  He  took  an  active  and  enthusiastic  inter¬ 
est  in  the  planning  and  building  of  an  attractive  meetinghouse. 
His  enthusiasm  was  contagious  and  was  an  acknowledged  factor 
in  the  completion  of  the  building  early  in  1951.  The  library  in 
the  new  building  was  dedicated  to  his  memory.  A  polished  cop¬ 
per  plate  engraved  with  the  words  “To  the  Memory  of  William 
K.  Pittis”  was  placed  on  the  inner  wall  of  the  room. 

At  the  memorial  service  held  by  the  Quaker  Society,  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  William’s  Law  School  professors,  student 
colleagues,  and  friends  were  present  and  paid  tribute  with 
spoken  eulogies  which  characterized  him  as  an  inspiration  to  all, 
a  man  whose  passing  was  truly  mourned.  His  quiet,  impressive 
manner,  his  unfailing  kindness,  graciousness,  and  gentleness,  his 
sensitivity  and  love  for  his  fellow  men,  his  moral  courage  and 
adherence  to  purpose,  his  valiant  struggle  against  difficulties, 
with  newer  a  seeking  of  sympathy  or  attention,  had  won  their  af¬ 
fection  and  admiration.

He  was  b.  1764,  d.  Feb.  18,  1847,  at  eleven  o’clock  at 
night,  aged  nearly  83  years;  m.  abt.  1790,  Christiana  Strider,  b. 
1763,  d.  Feb.  25,  1847,  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning,  aged  nearly 
84  years,  both  bur.  private  cem.  on  their  farm  at  Greensburg, 
midway  between  Martinsburg  and  Shepherdstown,  Virginia 
(now  in  W.  Va.).  In  1947  their  slab  tombstones  and  their  inscrip¬ 
tions  were  in  good  condition.  There  also  were  tombstones  for 
a  number  of  their  descendants  in  the  burial  plot. 

Christiana’s  name  was  so  written  in  her  father’s  will  and  in 
deeds.  It  was  spelled  Christina  on  her  tombstone,  in  church  rec¬ 
ords,  and  in  deeds,  and  Christena  (as  it  is  pronounced)  in  some 
deeds.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Justus  Kilian  Strider.  He  was 
b.  July  21,  1739,  Berks  County,  Pa.,  d.  Berkeley  County,  Va.  His 
will,  made  July  20,  1808,  was  probated  in  Berkeley  County  on 
November  19,  1810.  It  indicated  that  his  home  had  been  in 
Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  his  wife  was  deceased,  and  Christiana 
was  his  only  surviving  child,  she  being  the  sole  heir  mentioned. 
He  probably  had  made  his  home  with  Christiana  and  Michael 
Hout  after  his  wife’s  death  and  died  at  their  home.  The  will  was 
signed  Kilian  Strider,  and  he  made  his  mark.  The  witnesses  were 
George  Tabler  and  George  Diffendorfer.  The  will  named  no  ex¬ 
ecutor.  Michael  Hout  was  the  administrator.  Strider  be¬ 
queathed  “to  my  daughter  Christiana  Hout,  married  to  Michael 
Hout,  all  of  my  household  furniture,  bed  and  bedding,  and  my 
House  and  Lott  No.  38  in  Sharpsburg,  Washington  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  sold  to  Christian  Beeler,  my  daughter  Christiana  Hout  to 
make  title  to  said  House  and  Lott  as  soon  as  convenient.”  No 
other  property  or  belongings  were  mentioned. 

“One  House  and  Lott  No.  38”  in  Sharpsburg  were  transferred 
to  Christian  Beeler  by  deed  dated  December  8,  1810,  for  the  sum 
of  $100.00  and  payment  unto  Joseph  Chapline,  the  Lord  Pro¬ 
prietary,  the  yearly  rent  of  three  shillings  and  six  pence  Sterling 
money  of  Great  Britain.  The  lot  was  103  feet  in  breadth  and 
208  feet  in  length.  Deed  was  signed  by  Michael  Hout.  At  the 
same  time  came  Christena  Hout,  wife  of  the  said  Michael  Hout, 
and  released  her  right  of  Dower.

Kilian  Strider  served  in  the  American  Revolution  as  a  soldier 
in  the  Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  Company  of  Rifles.  This  fact  is 
known  among  the  Strider  descendants.  He  took  the  Patriot  s 
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Oath  of  Allegiance  in  Washington  County,  Maryland,  listed  in 
the  Returns  to  the  Court  of  March,  1778.  In  the  Returns  by 
Magistrate  Chris  Crusa  his  is  the  89th  name  in  the  list.  Ref¬ 
erence:  Revolutionary  Records  of  Maryland,  by  Gaius  Marcus 
Brumbaugh,  M.S.,  M.D.,  Washington,  D.  C.,  1924. 


Justus  Kilian  Stridor  was  the  son  of  Johann  Phillip  Streiter,  who  was 
born  near  Frankfort,  Germany,  and  Anna  Julianna  Whjttman,  born  1717 
in  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  daughter  of  Phillip  Gottfried  Whittman  and 
Susannah  Kirn  (1713-1750).  Johann  Phillip  Streiter  and  Anna  Juli¬ 
anna  Whittman  were  married  just  before  emigrating  from  Germany. 
It  was  recorded  by  him  in  his  Bible  that  “Johann  Phillip  Streiter  and 
his  wife  came  to  America  on  the  ship  Saint  Andrew  Galley ,  John  Sted- 
man,  Master,  from  Rotterdam,  last  from  Cowes,  Isle  of  Wight,  England, 
and  landed  at  Philadelphia  on  September  26,  1737.”  They  settled  in 
Berks  County,  Pa.  Her  father  had  preceded  them  in  1733.  The  tradi¬ 
tion  was  that  Streiter  left  the  Catholic  Church,  became  an  ardent  Lu- 
tneran  preacher  and  teacher,  and  left  Germany  because  of  persecution. 
He  helped  to  found  the  Lutheran  Church  at  Reading,  Pa.  He  was  nat¬ 
uralized  on  September  17,  1740.  The  births  of  six  children  were  re¬ 
corded  by  him  in  his  Bible  in  German  script,  with  the  following  heading: 
“John  Phillip  Streiter  Evangelical  Lutheran  Minister  of  the  Gospel  and 
Anna  Julianna  Whittman.  Protocol  of  our  children  which  were  received 
of  the  loving  God  out  of  his  fatherly  hand  full  of  power  blessings  and 
grace  while  living  in  Pennsylvania.”  The  first  child  was  born  on  Jan¬ 
ary  1,  1738,  and  died  in  infancy.  The  last  one  was  born  March  7,  1748. 
Justus  Kilian  was  the  second  child,  and  the  only  son  to  reach  manhood. 
They  migrated  to  Hagerstown,  Maryland.  In  1755  they  moved  near 
Harper's  Ferry,  where  they  died  and  were  buried.  The  name  became 
Anglicized  from  Streiter  to  Strider. 


The  foregoing  data  were  furnished  by  Mrs.  Marguerite  Strider  Par¬ 
rish,  Selma,  Alabama,  and  Mrs.  Cliff  Strider,  723  E.  Logan  St.,  Guthrie, 
Oklahoma,  who  are  collecting  Strider  history.  The  latter  published  the 
Strider  Family  History  in  1947,  copy  of  which  is  in  the  D.A.R.  Library 
at  Washington  and  other  libraries.  Copies  are  owned  by  members  of 
the  Strider>  line. 


George  Michael  Hoiit  inherited  by  will  of  bis  father,  John 
George  IIout,  the  51-acre  parcel  of  the  father’s  farm  on  which  the 
buildings  were  situated.  He  bought  enough  more  land  to  make 
his  farm  or  plantation  consist  earlier  of  225  acres,  but  by  will, 
fourteen  days  before  death,  he  bequeathed  160  acres.  Here  he 
and  Christiana  (apparently  called  Christina)  lived  all  of  their 
married  lives,  reared  their  six  children,  and  died  seven  days 
apart.  See  “Our  Ancestral  Home  in  Virginia”  in  the  first  chap¬ 
ter  of  this  book  for  a  description  of  their  private  burial  plot,  and 
the  farm  and  its  buildings.  See  also  in  the  first  chapter  “Church 
Affiliations  in  Virginia”  for  the  affiliation  of  George  Mchael  and 
his  family  with  St.  Peter’s  Lutheran  Church  in  Shepherdstown, 
and  later  with  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  Church  in  the  Greensburg 
community. 

George  Michael  and  Christiana  were  of  German  descent.  They 
used  the  German  language  in  their  home,  and  spoke  English  with 
a  strong  German  accent,  Some  deeds  and  other  documents  were 
signed  by  him  in  German  script,  and  some  were  signed  in  English 
script.  In  German  a  final  e  to  a  surname  often  is  made  a  final 
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syllable.  The  name  Houle  frequently  was  given  the  German 
pronunciation  Hout-e  (Houty) .  He  insisted  that  his  .name  was 
Iiout  and  not  Hout-e. 


George  Michael  was  spoken  of  by  a  grandson,  Dr.  Thomas 
George  Horn,  as.  “a  prosperous  planter  with  many  Negroes.”  An¬ 
other  grandson,  Alfred  Thornton  Russler,  gave  the  following  de¬ 
tails:  He  had  blue  eyes,  was  about  5  feet,  10  inches  tall,  of  heavy 
stature,  weight  about  230  pounds  with  prominent  abdomen.  He 
dressed  as  a  Virginia  gentleman  in  the  vogue  of  the  time.  He 
wore  two  long  queues  of  his  own  hair,  sometimes  powdered,  but 
naturally  gray  in  later  life;  close-fitting  coat,  knee  breeches  with 
side  bows,  low-cut  shoes  with  silver  buckles,  and  carried  a  cane 
of  polished  wood  with  gold  knob.  He  was  rather  hasty  and  stub¬ 
born  in  temper,  but  was  kind,  affable  and  congenial,  a  good  con¬ 
versationalist  who  made  one  feel  welcome  in  his  home.  He  was 
strictly  honest,  quick  to  pay  if  indebted,  and  ever  ready  to  ac¬ 
commodate  a  neighbor  or  friend.  He  was  a  staunch  Whig,  posi¬ 
tive  in  his  beliefs,  and  strict  in  church  attendance.  He  permitted 
no  labor  on  the  Sabbath  or  on  Ascension  Day,  occurring  in  May. 


It  was  claimed  by  some  that  George  Michael  was  a  slave  mer¬ 
chant.  Mr.  Russler  stated  four  times  in  his  writings  to  the  author 
that  George  Michael  owmed  twenty-five  to  thirty  Negroes.  The 
Census  reports  of  1830  and  1840  do  not  verify  this  number.  One 
black  boy  Jim  at  $300  is  mentioned  in  his  estate  appraisement.  By 
1880  there  remained  on  the  farm  two  cabins,  one  of  four  rooms 
and  one  of  two  rooms.  Mr.  Russler  further  stated  that  the  Ne¬ 
groes  were  black,  none  of  leather-brown  color.  He  was  usually 
kind  to  them,  but  at  times  was  quite  severe,  according  to  his 
mood.  He  housed  and  fed  them  well,  was  considerate  of  their 
health,  and  sharply  reprimanded  any  stranger  who  tried  to  im¬ 
pose  on  or  mistreat  one  of  them.  When  the  old  gentleman’s 
‘'Dutch”  was  aroused  he  would  light,  to  the  last  ditch.  In  later 
life  Negro  David  was  his  personal  servant  and  coachman.  His 
team  of  fine  driving  horses,  attractive  carriage  or  barouche,  and 
coachman  David  made  an  equipage  at  which  folks  turrned  to  look 
as  it  passed  by. 

Christiana  was  described  by  Mr.  Russler  as  being  tall  and  slen¬ 
der,  weight  about  140  pounds,  hazel  eyes,  gray  hair  in  later  life, 
with  a  sweet,  gentle  disposition.  She  was  thoughtful  and  kindly 
disposed  towards  her  servants.  She  kept  a  supply  of  pretzels  of 
her  own  make,  which  she  called  “tanglebreeches.”  Mr.  Russler 
said  they  were  excellent  and  that  as  a  boy  he  indulged  in  them 
freely.  She  frequently  distributed  these  and  other  dainties 
among  the  Negro  children,  and,  with  a  smile,  enjoyed  watching 
them  munching  her  gifts.  Winnie,  her  personal  Negro  servant, 
was  always  neat  and  tidy  with  snow-white  apron.  She  would 
carefully  tuck  her  mistress  into  the  barouche  when  going  to 
church  or  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Russler  said:  “My  grandparents  were  elderly  when  I  first 
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remember  them.  They  had  many  friends,  and  their  home  was  a 
house  of  hospitality.  In  all  of  my  mingling  with  them  I  never 
heard  a  cross  word  between  them,  nor  did  I  ever  hear  any  pro¬ 
fanity  on  their  premises.  As  a  child  I  loved  them  and  was  happy 
when  at  their  home,  which  was  very  near  my  childhood  home.” 

The  name  “M.  Hout”  was  in  the  Poll  List  of  Election  of  1788- 
89.  The  Tax  List  of  1818  listed  him  as  having  one  slave.  The 
Census  lists  of  1830  and  1840  were  the  only  Census  lists  in  which 
his  name  was  found.  The  research  was  made  by  an  elderly  man 
in  Washington,  whose  reports  varied  somewhat.  He  reported 
that  the  Census  of  1830  listed  George  Michael  as  owning  two 
male  slaves  under  10,  one  over  36  and  under  55;  two  female 
slaves  under  10,  one  over  24  and  under  36.  The  Census  of  1840 
listed  him  as  owning  two  male  slaves  under  10;  one  female  slave 
under  10,  three  over  10  and  under  24.  If  he  ever  owned  larger 
numbers  of  slaves  or  ever  was  a  slave  merchant,  it  no  doubt  was 
at  an  earlier  period  when  he  was  younger. 

Ella  Price  Jacobs  (mentioned  previously)  stated  more  than 
once  in  her  letters  to  the  author  that  George  Michael  served  in 
the  War  of  1812,  that  she  had  his  silver  watch  which  was  dented 
in  the  War  by  a  bullet,  and  that  the  watch  saved  his  life.  As  he 
would  have  been  48  to  50  years  old  during  the  War  of  1812-1814 
and  the  father  of  six  children,  this  claim  might  be  doubted.  N'o 
records  were  found  to  substantiate  it. 

George  Michael  made  many  property  transactions.  A  number 
of  deeds  were  found  recorded  in  the  Public  Records  at  Martins- 
burg,  county  seat  of  Berkeley  County,  Virginia.  Two  deeds  were 
found  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland.  Some  but  not  all  of  these  deeds 
were  among  the  nineteen  original  documents  sent  by  Mr.  Russler 
to  the  author.  These  ancient  documents  were  yellow  with  age 
The  paper  was  so  tender  that,  with  the  most  careful  handling,  it 
fell  apart  at  the  folds.  In  the  earliest  ones,  written  wholly  in 
script,  the  long  s  and  quaint  spelling  were  used.  They  consisted 
of  deeds,  land  surveys,  and  two  other  documents.  One  original 
bore  the  signature  of  George  Michael  Hout.  These  documents 
are  outlined  as  follows: 

March  10,  1700.  Deed  from  Michael  Hout  and  Christina  his  wife  to 
Isaac  Strider,  of  Berkeley  County  [supposed  relative  of  Christina]  for 
50  pounds,  current  money  of  Virginia,  conveying  title  to  a  certain  tract, 
parcel  or  dividend  of  land  containing  2514  acres,  being  One  Moiety  of  51 
acres  of  land  devised  to  Jacob  Hout  by  will  of  his  father,  George  Hout, 
and  conveyed  by  Jacob  Hout  and  Barbara  his  wife  unto  the  said  Michael 
Hout  by  deed  bearing  date  of  February  10,  1787.  [On  February  18, 
1787,  Jacob  IIout  sold  to  Isaac  Strider  for  51  pounds  the  other  2514  acres 
of  the  51  acres.]  Deed  and  Receipt  for  payment  were  both  signed  by 
Michael  Hout  in  German  script.  Christina  made  her  mark.

A.  T.  Russler,  known  as  Thornton,  wrote  his  autobiography  in 
1905  and  published  it  in  booklet 
form.  He  sent  a  copy  to  the 
author,  as  well  as  some  news- 
pa  p  e  r  clippings,  concerning 
himself  and  his  activities;  also 
copies  of  poems  which  he  had 
written  through  the  years,  sev¬ 
eral  of  which  were  published 
in  local  newspapers.  From  ear¬ 
ly  in  1926,  when  first  con¬ 
tacted,  until  his  death,  he  was 
very  helpful  in  furnishing  early 
family  history  and  records. 

Within  a  month  of  his  death  he 
sent  records  to  the  author, 
whom  he  made  the  subject  of 
his  latest  poetical  efforts.  He 
did  his  own  typewriting.  Un¬ 
able  longer  to  be  active  or  to 
attend  to  business,  but  having 
a  clear  mind  and  memory  and 
good  eyesight,  he  found  in  fam¬ 
ily  history  a  new  interest,  for  which  he  was  grateful  and  which 
he  said  gave  him  renewed  energy.  Throughout  his  ninety  years 
he  had  excellent  health  and  never  wore  eyeglasses. 

He  was  born  in  the  Greensburg  community,  where  school  was 
held  for  only  three  months,  December,  January,  and  February, 
and  required  the  payment  of  tuition.  Consequently,  his  was  a 
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meager  school  education,  but  he  was  an  ambitious  student  all  of 
his  long  life.  When  Thornton  was  nine  years  old  his  father  gave 
up  blacksmith ing  and  engaged  in  farming,  keeping  the  boy  out  of 
school  to  do  farm  work.  At  eleven  he  was  plowing  with  a  bar- 
shear  plow  and  two  horses,  doing  a  man’s  work.  When  he  was 
fourteen  his  family  moved  to  the  farm  which  his  parents  had  in¬ 
herited  from  George  Michael  Hout.  After  three  winters  at 
school,  his  formal  schooling  ended.  He  taught  vocal  music,  and 
for  several  years  was  leader  of  a  church  choir.  At  twenty-one 
he  received  a  commission  from  the  governor  of  Virginia  as  cap¬ 
tain  of  a  military  company,  but  resigned  after  one  year  of  serv¬ 
ice. 


At  the  home  of  the  bride,  one  mile  east  of  the  Greensburg 
church,  on  the  evening  of  December  16,  1858,  in  the  presence  of 
*  a  number  of  relatives  and  friends,  he  and  Elizabeth  Wolf!  were 
married  by  the  Rev.  Edwin  Dorsey,  pastor  of  the  Lutheran  de¬ 
nomination  at  Martinsburg.  They  began  their  wedded  life  on 
eighty  acres  of  rented  land  with  a  small  one-story  house,  scant 
equipment  and  few  conveniences.  From  this  humble  beginning 
they  climbed  the  hill  of  life  together,  with  many  trials  and  prob¬ 
lems  but  always  with  peace  and  happiness.  He  attributed  much 
of  their  success  to  his  wife’s  courage  and  careful  and  prudent 
management. 


About  two  and  a  half  years  after  their  marriage  the  Civil  War 
began,  with  its  distress  and  heartaches.  His  sympathies  were 
with  the  Union,  but  his  native  Virginia  was  a  seceded  Southern 
state.  To  avoid  having  to  enter  the  Confederate  army  he  took 
refuge  in  Maryland.  He  served  for  three  years  in  the  Federal 
army  as  an  independent  scout  under  Maj.  Gen.  George  B.  Mc¬ 
Clellan.  He  was  in  the  battles  of  South  Mountain  and  Gettys¬ 
burg  and  in  numerous  skirmishes.  He  was  not  wounded  or  taken 
prisoner,  but  he  had  many  thrilling  and  narrow  escapes.  He  re¬ 
gretted  that  he  did  not  enlist  in  the  regular  army.  He  did  not 
receive  a  pension.  He  returned  to  his  wife  and  two  children  at 
Greensburg,  where  he  opened  a  merchandising  store  and  estab¬ 
lished  a  post  office  and  served  as  postmaster  for  two  years. 

He  then  moved  to  Martinsburg  and  entered  the  service  of  the 
B.  &  O.  R.  R.  as  freight  brakeman.  After  six  months  he  was 
promoted  to  a  conductorship,  and  lastly  was  in  the  car-inspec¬ 
tion  department.  In  all,  he  was  a  successful  employee  for  thirty- 
two  years  and  nine  months.  Following  his  railroad  work  he  was 
associated  with  an  attorney.  During  his  latter  years  he  operated 
a  real  estate  business,  including  sales,  rentals,  and  collections. 
He  wrote  deeds,  leases,  transfers,  and  wills.  He  served  as  a  coun¬ 
cilman  for  sixteen  years,  during  the  period  when  city  water  was 
first  introduced  in  Martinsburg  and  five  new  brick  schoolbuild- 
ings  were  added  to  make  a  school  in  each  ward.  For  twenty- 
seven  years  he  was  a  member  ol  the  Board  of  Education,  serving 
as  its  president  for  sixteen  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Order 
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of  Railway  Conductors.  He  was  prominent  in  the  local  Odd  Fel¬ 
low  lodge,  of  which  he  was  a  member  for  fifty-six  years,  being 
the  oldest  Odd  Fellow  in  years  in  West  Virginia.  He  was  pre¬ 
sented  with  the  fifty-year  jewel  when  he  completed  a  half  cen¬ 
tury  of  membership.  He  joined  the  Lutheran  Church  when  six¬ 
teen  years  old  and  was  an  active  member  for  seventy-five  years. 

He  bought  on  Liberty  Street  in  Martinsburg,  for  $900.00,  the 
first  home  that  he  owned.  Later  he  built  a  two-story  frame 
house  at  the  same  location.  There  he  and  his  wife  lived  and  died, 
having  had  fifty-seven  years  of  married  life  together.  Twelve 
children,  two  b.  Greensburg,  ten  b.  Martinsburg;  four  d.  young.

He  was  a  blacksmith,  and 
lived  on  a  large  farm  near  Martinsburg.  On  it  was  a  fruit  or¬ 
chard  and  a  kiln  for  drying  peaches.  One  night  the  kiln  caught 
on  fire,  and  while  figthing  the  fire  Thomas  fell  into  a  spring,  con¬ 
tracting  a  severe  cold,  which  quickly  developed  into  what  was 
then  called  brain  fever  and  resulted  fatally.  After  the  death  of 
her  husband,  Mary  continued  to  live  on  the  farm  and  coura¬ 
geously  reared  her  four  children.  Thomas  George,  the  only  son, 
was  but  ten  days  old  when  his  father  died.  He  attributed  his  in¬ 
tegrity,  ambition,  and  success  to  his  mother’s  beautiful  character 
and  wise  guidance.  He  was  twenty-two  years  old  when  she  died. 

At  Martinsburg,  a  bound  volume  of  Administrator  s'  Bonds 
shows,  under  date  of  October  8,  1832,  the  appointment  of  George 
Michael  Hout  (Mary’s  father)  as  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
Thomas  Horn,  deceased,  with  Christian  Tabler  and  Henry  Wel- 
shans  as  sureties,  all  bound  in  the  sum  of  $1000.  At  the  foot  of 
the  page  appear  the  actual  signatures  of  Hout,  Tabler,  and  Wel- 
shans.  The  two-page  list  of  items  sold  at  the  administrator’s  sale, 
on  November  19,  1832,  included  1  new  road-wagon  @  $149.00, 
200  bu.  corn,  60  hogs,  7  horses,  and  14  head  of  cattle. 

George  Horn,  father  of  Thomas,  was  known  as  Major  Horn, 
and  his  name  was  so  written  in  the  record  of  the  marriage  bond 
of  his  daughter  Elizabeth.  Records  of  his  service  in  the  Ameri- 
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can  Revolution,  additional  records  regarding  him  and  his  family, 
and  facts  and  traditions  relating  to  the  connection  of  -the  Horn 
family  with  the  family  of  Martin  Luther,  are  presented  in  a  chap¬ 
ter  in  the  Appendix.

He  was  b.  Sept.  5,  1832,  near  Martinsburg,  Virginia 
(now  in  W.  Va.),  d.  July  4,  1905,  Colorado  Springs,  Col.;  m. 
Sept.  5,  1862,  Carthage,  Mo.,  Mrs.  Emily  Catherine  (Shannon) 
Chenault ,  b.  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  lived  to  be  elderly.  She  belonged 
to  a  proud,  aristocratic  Southern  family,  owners  before  the  Civil 
War  of  large  estates  in  southern  Virginia  and  Louisiana.  Her 
marriage  to  Dr.  Horn,  a  Virginian  who  had  joined  the  Union 
Army,  was  an  unpardonable  act  which  estranged  her  from  her 
Southern  family.  As  widow  of  William  H.  Chenault,  she  was 
left  with  three  children,  one  son  and  two  daughters,  large  land 
holdings  near  Carthage,  Mo.,  and  a  large  home  in  Carthage. 

A  biographical  sketch  in  the  Portrait  and  Biographical  Record 
of  the  State  of  Colorado,  published  1899,  and  the  obituary  in  the 
Colorado  Springs  Gazette  at  the  time  of  his  death,  give  the  fol¬ 
lowing  history  of  Thomas  George  Horn,  M.D.  He  grad.  St. 
James  Coll.,  Hagerstown,  Md.  In  1852  he  went  to  Missouri  and 
was  employed  in  a  drug  store  in  St.  Charles,  where  he  learned 
the  apothecary’s  trade.  In  1855  he  entered  the  Sisters’  Hospital 
in  St.  Louis,  where  he  remained  until  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War.  In  the  spring  of  1861  he  entered  the  Federal  Army  as  as¬ 
sistant  surgeon.  After  the  battle  of  Carthage  [July  5,  1861]  he 
was  left  in  charge  of  the  wounded  of  both  sides,  ihe  home  of 
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Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Chenault  was  converted  into  an  emergency  hospi¬ 
tal,  with  Dr.  Horn  in  charge.  Mrs.  Chenault  worked  bravely  and 
tirelessly  as  his  assistant,  and  her  courage  and  mercy  won  his 
admiration  and  love.  They  were  married  in  September,  1863. 
[The  date  in  his  Bible  is  1862.] 

While  Dr.  Horn  was  working  on  the  battlefield,  William  Clark 
Quantrill’s  raiders  captured  him,  and  others  whom  they  shot. 
Horn’s  life  was  spared  because  he  was  a  physician.  He  worked 
day  and  night  caring  for  Quantrill’s  men.  Finally  he  was  taken 
to  Fort  Smith,  Ark.,  where  he  was  held  prisoner  for  six  months, 
then  pressed  into  the  Confederate  service  as  a  surgeon.  Soon 
after  the  battle  of  Pine  Grove  he  made  his  escape  and  returned 
to  the  Northern  army,  where  he  served  as  surgeon,  with  the  rank 
of  major,  in  General  Blount’s  Division. 

After  the  close  of  the  war,  Dr.  Horn  remained  in  the  service 
of  the  army,  being  stationed  at  Fort  Scott,  Kansas.  He  resigned 
in  1867.  In  1868  he  was  graduated  from  the  St.  Louis  Medical 
College  with  the  degree  of  M.D.,  and  practiced  until  1874  at 
Junction  City,  Kansas.  Here  a  serious  tubercular  condition  de¬ 
veloped,  the  result  of  the  exposure  and  hardship  of  his  prison 
experience  and  his  arduous  army  service.  He  started  for  Colo¬ 
rado  Springs,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  two  little  daughters, 
crossing  the  plains  with  a  mule  team,  and  arriving  in  the  spring 
of  1874.  He  became  one  of  the  most  successful  and  one  of  the 
oldest  practicing  physicians  in  that  city,  where  he  was  a  great 
friend  of  children  and  a  true  friend  of  the  poor.  No  man  was 
turned  from  his  door  without  having  received  the  aid  he  sought, 
whether  that  aid  was  medical  or  financial.  Fie  never  accumu¬ 
lated  a  fortune  as  he  gave  so  freely  of  his  time,  talent,  and 
means,  yet  he  left  a  name  so  revered  as  to  be  a  priceless  herit¬ 


age. 

The  articles  contributed  by  Dr.  Horn  to  various  medical  jour¬ 
nals,  and  papers  read  by  him  at  medical  conventions,  were  valu¬ 
able  in  bringing  before  the  profession  the  remedial  utility  of  Col¬ 
orado  climate  and  air  in  he  treatment  of  pulmonary  diseases. 
In  1876,  under  commission  from  Governor  Routt,  he  traveled 
over  the  entire  state,  examining  and  analyzing  the  various 
mineral  springs  and  making  a  thorough  report  of  their  compo¬ 
nent  parts  and  their  curative  value.  Flis  skill  in  his  profession 
placed  him  in  the  front  rank  of  Colorado  physicians.  He  assisted 
in  organizing  the  School  for  Deaf  Mutes,  and  was  its  resident 
physician  for  nine  years.  Together  with  Governor  Evans  and 
other  prominent  businessmen,  he  served  on  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  of  the  Denver  University  during  the  first  eight  years  of  its 
existence.  He  was  a  member  of  the  El  Paso  County  and  the 
American  Medical  associations,  and  for  a  time  was  president  of 
the  State  Medical  Association.  He  served  for  four  years  as  a 
member  of  the  state  board  of  health.  For  a  number  of  years  he 
was  a  member  of  the  board  of  school  directors.  During  his  resi- 
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dence  in  the  West,  he  was  interested  in  silver  mining  and  was 
president,  secretary,  and  treasurer  of  several  mining  companies. 

Dr.  Horn  took  an  active  interest  in  church  and  lodge  work. 
For  many  years  he  was  active  in  the  First  Methodist  Church  and 
was  superintendent  of  its  Sunday  School.  Later  he  was  equally 
active  in  the  Grace  Episcopal  Church,  was  a  senior  warden  and 
superintedent  of  the  Sunday  School,  where  hundreds  of  young 
people  came  under  his  influence.  He  had  a  number  of  lodge  af¬ 
filiations.  He  was  a  thirty-second  degree  Mason,  a  Shriner  and 
Knight  Templar,  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  a  member  of  the  Junior  Or¬ 
der  of  the  United  American  Mechanics.  He  was  past  grand  mas¬ 
ter  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Colorado  in  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  past  grand  representative  to  the  sovereign  grand 
lodge  of  the  nation  and  a  general  staff  officer  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant.  Until  confined  to  his  bed  in  his  last  illness  he  never 
missed  an  Odd  Fellow  meeting.  His  remains  lay  in  state  in 
Grace  Church  parish  house  for  two  hours  under  charge  of  a 
guard  of  honor  from  the  Odd  Fellows,  and  the  Odd  Fellows  rit¬ 
ual  was  observed  at  his  funeral  and  burial.  He  died  in  the  home 
which  he  and  Mrs.  Horn  built  and  occupied  for  twenty-nine 
years. 

Dr.  Horn  was  interested  in  his  family  history.  Pie  left  sta¬ 
tistical  records  in  his  Bible,  and  left  in  writing  for  his  daughters 
a  brief  sketch  of  his  ancestry  as  he  knew  it.  The  handsome 
grandfather’s  clock  which  his  mother  had  acquired  from  her 
father,  George  Michael  Hout,  passed  first  to  her  eldest  daughter, 
Margaret  Jane  Horn  Sigler,  and  at  Margaret’s  death  it  passed 
to  him.  In  its  case  is  carved  the  date  1608.  The  clock  passed  to 
his  daughter  Lela  Horn  Richards,  and  to  her  daughter  Margaret 
Richards  Howell,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  in  whose  possession  it  re¬ 
mains.  Dr.  Horn  also  had  a  small  pitcher  which  he  said  came 
from  a  set  of  china  that  was  a  wedding  gift  to  the  daughter  or 
granddaughter  of  Martin  Luther.  It  was  decorated  with  a  spray 
of  moss  rose  buds.  According  to  Rietstap’s  Armorial  General 
there  is  a  rose  in  the  Luther  Arms.  Dr.  Horn  had  the  belief  that 
the  Horn  family  traced  back  to  the  Luther  family.  In  his  will 
he  bequeathed  the  pitcher  to  his  daughter  Lela. 

Of  the  eight  children  born  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Horn,  five  sons  and 
one  daughter  died  in  infancy.  The  names  of  four  sons  are  un¬ 
known.  George  died  at  the  age  of  seven  months.  Eudora  Vir¬ 
ginia  died  Aug.  15,  1867,  aged  ten  months  and  six  days,  bur. 
Horn  lot,  Green  Plill  Cem.,  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  where  a  tomb¬ 
stone  marks  her  grave.  Two  adult  daughters,  b.  Junction  City, 
Kansas.

Jan.,  1825,  by  Rev.  Charles  P.  Krauth,  marriage  bond 
signed  by  John  Crow,  Jr.,  and  George  M.  Hout,  John  R.  Crow ,  b. 
Apr.  1,  1800,  d.  Mar.  17,  1871,  aged  nearly  71  years,  both  bur. 
Green  Hill  Cem.,  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.  He  was  a  carpenter. 

John  R.  Crow,  by  his  will  made  September  26,  1870,  be¬ 
queathed  to  his  beloved  wife,  Sarah  Crow,  the  benefit  of  the  rent 
and  interest  of  all  his  property,  both  real  and  personal,  during 
her  natural  lifetime.  After  her  death  and  payment  of  her  funer¬ 
al  expenses,  he  bequeathed  $2000  to  the  Bible  Society  formed  in 
New  York  in  1816;  to  Margaret  Jane  Horn  Sigler  and  to  Mary 
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Ellen  Horn  Henry,  $100  each;  the  remainder  of  his  estate  to  be 
divided  equally  among  his  three  brothers,  Alexander,  Leonard, 
and  Jonathan.  In  a  codicil  made  the  same  day  as  the  will,  he  be¬ 
queathed  to  George  Lemon  Price  Senr.,  $200.  John  R.  Crow 
signed  his  name.  Executor  and  surety  bonded  in  the  amount 
of  $9000.  Tax  stamp  of  $2.50  affixed.  Will  recorded  at  Mar- 
tinsburg  April  17,  1871.  Will  Book  22,  page  148. 

Sarah  Hout  Crow,  in  her  will  made  March  7,  1873,  named  as 
executor  Thomas  D.  Mallory,  who  had  served  as  executor  of  her 
husband’s  estate.  She  directed  that  $100  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
Thomas  D.  Mallory,  and  after  his  death  to  remain  in  the  hands 
of  legal  representatives,  to  keep  in  order  the  graves  of  herself 
and  her  husband.  She  bequeathed  to  Ellen  Mallory,  daughter 
of  Thomas  D.  Mallory,  her  cow;  to  Lemuel  Price,  $50;  to  her  sis¬ 
ter  Margaret  Hout  Cookus,  $50;  the  remainder  of  her  estate  to 
be  divided  equally  between  Margaret  Jane  Horn  Sigler  and 
Mary  Ellen  Horn  Henry,  daughters  of  her  sister  Mary  Hout 
Horn.  Sarah  made  her  mark.  Bond  was  given  in  the  amount 
of  $2500.  Will  recorded  at  Martinsburg  May  8,  1882.  Will  Book 
23,  page  171.

July  9,  1831,  aged  63, 
both  bur.  old  cem.  of  St.  Peter’s  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
Shepherdstown,  Virginia  (now  in  W.  Va.).  They  were  members 
of  that  church.  The  following  baptismal  records  appear  in  its 
early  register: 

Johannes  Haudt,  son  of  Rudolph  and  Margretha,  born  Jan.  18, 
1796.  Witnesses:  Jacob  Klam  and  wife  Maria  Frehm.  Also  the 
parents,  Rudolph  and  Margretha  Haudt. 

Maria  Catherine  Haudt,  daughter  of  Rudolph  and  Anna  Mar¬ 
gretha,  born  Feb.  28,  1798. 

Witness:  Maria  Sybilla  Henselin,  grandmother. 

George  Adam  Moler,  son  of  Henry  and  Anna  Maria,  born  Nov. 
20,  1797.  Witnesses:  Rudolph  Haudt  and  Anna  Margretha. 

From  these  records  it  is  evident  that  Anna  Margretha  was  the 
daughter  of  Maria  Sybilla  Henselin.  The  name  later  became 
Hensel.  She  was  known  as  Margretha  in  German,  and  as  Mar¬ 
garet  in  English.  Her  name  is  in  deeds  as  Mary  and  as  Marga¬ 
ret.  Mary  probably  was  an  error  on  the  part  of  the  recording 
clerk. 

Rudolph  owned  a  farm  and  a  gristmill  near  the  Potomac  two 
miles  east  of  Shepherdstown.  The  mill  was  run  by  water  of  a 
smaller  stream  which  emptied  into  the  Potomac.  A  supply  of 
silk  bolting  used  for  bolting  flour  was  in  the  family  for  several 
years  later.  Small  mills  were  scattered  throughout  the  country. 
Some  of  Rudolph’s  sons  and  grandsons  were  millers.  Shep¬ 
herdstown  was  in  Berkeley  County  until  1801,  when  Jefferson 
County  was  cut  from  Berkeley.  It  now  is  in  the  edge  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  near  the  boundary  line  with  Berkeley.  Rudolph, 
Margaret,  and  their  six  sons  were  listed  in  the  Census  of  1810. 
As  Maria  Catherine,  their  only  daughter,  was  not  listed  in  that 
Census,  she  evidently  died  before  1810.  No  slaves  were  listed. 
Berkeley  County  Personal  Taxes,  1782-86,  listed  one  slave  and 
three  horses. 

Rudolph  Hout  made  a  number  of  property  transactions.  Be¬ 
sides  the  land  transfers  between  him  and  his  brother  George 
Michael,  indicated  by  deeds  and  surveys  presented  previously  in 
the 'history  of  George  Michael,  the  following  deeds  are  on  record 
at  Martinsburg.  The  records  at  Charles  Town,  county  seat  of 
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JefTerson  County,  were  not  searched  for  further  transactions  by 
Rudolph.

This  deed  was  produced  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Berkeley  County 
on  January  17th,  1902,  and  re-admitted  to  record. 

Rudolph  survived  Margaret  ten  years.  After  her  death  he 
probably  lived  at  the  home  of  Joseph,  his  youngest  son.  At  least, 
Joseph  took  care  of  his  father  during  his  last  illness.  By  will, 
Rudolph  left  his  entire  estate  to  Joseph,  his  other  sons  receiving 
one  dollar  each.  Joseph  was  suspected  by  his  brothers  of  writ¬ 
ing  the  will  and  inducing  Rudolph  to  sign  it  when  quite  ill.  Jo¬ 
seph  died  in  1880,  at  the  age  of  75.  Ten  days  before  his  death 
he  made  a  will,  by  the  terms  of  which  he  made  his  wife,  Henry, 
his  only  child  (who  had  no  children) ,  and  Henry’s  wife  his  chief 
beneficiaries.  After  their  deaths,  he  directed  that  the  estate  “be 
divided  equally  between  my  relations  and  the  relations  of  my 
wife.”  Of  these  three,  Henry’s  wife,  who  died  in  August,  1915, 
nearly  eighty-one  years  of  age,  was  the  last  survivor.  At  her 
death  it  became  necessary  to  trace  the  then  remote  heirs.  The 
search  for  the  Hout  heirs  was  made  by  Rev.  Harry  Lee  Hout, 
great-grandson  of  Rudolph.  By  that  time  the  living  descendants 
of  Rudolph  Hout  consisted  of  his  great-grandchildren  and  great- 
great-grandchildren,  not  all  of  whom  were  found.  Fortunately, 
in  1927  the  author  had  correspondence  with  Rev.  Harry  Lee 
Hout  (who  died  in  1931)  and  obtained  from  him  an  outline  of 
the  known  living  heirs  to  the  estate  of  Rudolph  as  devised  by 
Rudolph’s  son  Joseph.  Except  for  this  peculiar  circumstance 
the  record  of  the  descendants  of  Rudolph  Hout,  scattered 
throughout  the  United  States  with  slight  knowledge  of  one  an¬ 
other,  would  have  been  much  less  complete  than  is  herein  pre¬ 
sented.  Little  did  Joseph  Hout  think  when  he  made  his  rather 
unusual  will  in  July,  1880,  that  its  stipulations  would  serve  such 
an  excellent  purpose  so  many  years  later.  Seven  children.

Oct.  20,  1800,  d.  Feb.  5,  1889,  bur.  Elmwood  Cem.,  Shepherds- 
town.  After  Jacob’s  death  she  lived  at  the  home  of  her  only  son, 
David  Henry.  Jacob  and  his  brothers  John  and  William  were 
confirmed  may  17,  1823,  being  older  than  the  usual  age  of  confir¬ 
mation.  In  1795,  at  the  age  of  eight,  Jacob  contributed  seven 
shilling  and  6  pence  toward  the  building  of  the  new  church.  He 
owned  a  farm  and  flourmill  one  and  a  half  miles  noith  of  Shep- 
herdstown.  He  contracted  cholera  during  an  epidemic  among 
workmen  who  were  building  the  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  Canal.  Re¬ 
turning  home  late  one  evening  and  not  feeling  well,  he  feared  he 
might  have  the  disease.  He  refused  to  go  into  the  house  but  went 
to  the  barn,  where  his  wife  made  a  bed  for  him,  and  where  he 
died  before  morning.  His  brother  John  was  administrator  of  his 
estate.  The  appraisers  were  Charles  Shanton,  James  Marshall, 
John  Bowers.  Items  appraised  included  farm  implements,  shav¬ 
ing  horse,  shoemaker’s  tools,  blacksmith’s  tools,  barrels,  swingle- 
trees,  sle,igh,  horses,  cows,  sheep,  hogs.  At  the  sale  James  Chap- 
line  bought  shoemaker’s  tools;  John  Hout,  1  corn  barrel,  1  meat 
tub;  John  Crow,  1  hogshead;  Jacob  Hill,  lot  of  scythes;  Rudolph 
Hout,  lot  of  iron.  Among  other  buyers  were  George  Price,  Hen¬ 
ry  Hout  George  Michael  Hout,  Joseph  Hout,  William  G.  Hout, 
John  Barnhart.  John  Hout  died  March  21,  1836.  But  at  the  May 
term  of  court,  1835,  John  T.  Cookus  was  appointed  to  settle  the 
administrative  account  of  John  IIout,  administrator  of  the  estate 
of  Jacob  Hout,  indicating  that  John  had  a  long  illness.  The  ap¬ 
praisement,  dated  Sept.  25,  1833,  amounted  to  $1111.81;  proceeds 
of  the  sale  totaled  $1259.18-%.

At  the  age 
of  seventeen  he  was  bound  to  a  Mr.  Barnhart  for  four  years  to 
learn  the  cabinetmaker’s  trade.  He  received  his  board  one  suit 
of  clothes  and  one  pair  of  shoes  per  year,  and  $100  at  the  end  o 
the  fourth  year.  He  served  in  the  Civil  War  tor  one  year,.  Con¬ 
federate  Army,  2nd  Virginia  Regt.,  Stonewall  Jackson  s  Brigade, 
Co  B  Ilamtramic  Guards;  was  not  wounded;  received  no  pen¬ 
sion.  He  was  a  skillful  cabinetmaker  in  Shepherdstown.  He 
lived  in  the  large  frame  house  formerly  owned  by  George  Mich- 
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ael  Hout,  his  great-uncle,  (who  sold  it  to  Mr.  Zinn,  from  whom 
it  was  bought  in  1844  by  David).  This  house  continu-ed  to  be  the 
family  home  until  1935,  when,  at  the  death  of  his  daughter  Char¬ 
lotte  (  Miss  C°ttie”)  at  the  age  of  eighty-seven,  it  passed  to 
si i angers.  It  is  still  a  landmark  in  Shepherdstown.  David  was 
treasurer  ol  the  Methodist  Church  South  for  over  fifty  years, 
and  stood  for  strict  honesty.  Although  unusually  small  at  birth, 
he  was  of  a  rugged  physique.  Until  his  last  short  illness,  he 
never  was  under  the  care  of  a  physician  except  once,  when  he 
had  a  broken  bone  at  the  age  of  sixty-seven.  Nine  children, 
two  died  young.

Responding  to  the  urge  of  the 
day  to  go  west,  in  1866  he  went  to  Warrensburg,  Mo.,  where  he 
married  and  lived  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  became  a  con¬ 
tracting  carpenter.  In  1880  he  established  a  lumber  and  build¬ 
ers’  supply  business,  which  was  continued  by  his  son  Leslie  Wil¬ 
lis  Hout.  and  is  now  operated  by  Leslie’s  son  George  Richard 
Hout.  He  served  as  mayor,  and  for  ten  years  as  alderman  of 
Warrensburg.  He  was  president  of  a  bank,  and  was  active  ,  in 
the  Methodist  Church  South.  Six  children,  three  died  young.

In  Warrensburg  he  operated  a  scenery¬ 
painting  studio,  which  was  one  of  the  country’s  best,  and  at  one 
time  was  proprietor  of  a  sporting  goods  store.  His  paintings  were 
exhibited  in  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis.  Many  may  be  seen  in 
Warrensburg  homes  and  business  offices.  One  of  his  first  paint¬ 
ings  to  attract  public  attention  was  a  landscape  painted  when 
he  was  fifteen  years  old  on  the  safe  in  his  father’s  lumber  com¬ 
pany  office,  where  it  still  remains.  He  copied  a  number  of  noted 
paintings,  to  which  he  gave  a  much  more  lifelike  coloring  than 
that  of  the  prints  which  were  his  models.  Among  them  were 
“The  First  Flag” — with  Betsy  Ross  giving  the  flag  the  finishing 
touches,  “Signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,”  and  “The 
Fortune  Teller”  in  which  a  raven  is  picking  up  playing  cards 
from  the  floor. 

His  most  noted  paintings  are  his  last  two  pictures,  reproduc¬ 
tions  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci’s  “The  Last  Supper,”  painted  for  a 
Brookfield,  Mo.,  church  and  for  the  banquet  room  in  a  restaurant 
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on  the  College  Plaza  across  the  street  from  the  Central  Missouri 
State  College.  These  reproductions,  painted  when  he  was  seven¬ 
ty-six  years  old,  were  described  in  several  metropolitan  news¬ 
papers  and  brought  many  letters  to  him  from  persons  in  various 
parts  of  the  United  States.  The  picture  in  the  Warrensburg  res¬ 
taurant,  to  which  he  devoted  six  months,  is  done  in  oil  on  a  sin¬ 
gle  piece  of  canvas  7  ft.  by  14  ft.  and  is  in  a  great  frame  on  the 
wall.  The  figures  are  life-size  with  lifelike  coloring  of  the  faces 
and  robes.  Protestant  ministers  and  Catholic  priests  have 
praised  the  painting,  Bible  students  have  studied  it.  A  small 
metal  plate  attached  to  the  frame  bears  Hout’s  name  as  the  art¬ 
ist.  He  had  unusual  mechanical  ability  and  built  a  miniature 
circus,  electrically  operated  so  that  each  tiny  figure  performed 
a  circus  act.  He  exhibited  the  circus  at  numerous  fairs. 

While  on  tour  as  a  scenery  painter  for  a  theatrical  troupe  he 
met  Lenno  Ralston  of  Maquoketa,  Iowa,  a  member  of  the  troupe. 
They  were  married  in  Indiana  and  toured  for  a  time.  Later  they 
owned  their  own  stock  company,  both  playing  leading  parts.  He 
sometimes  played  heavy  villain  roles;  she  was  small  ana  pretty 
and  played  emotional  leads.  They  played  big  towns,  where  a 
repertoire  company  with  a  variety  of  plays  could  draw  large  au¬ 
diences  before  the  coming  of  motion  pictures.  They  made  their 
home  at  Warrensburg,  where  he  continued  his  scenery  company 
and  studio.  She  later  was  proprietor  of  a  gift  shop  for  a  number 
of  years.  One  child,  died  at  birth.  Lenno  had  one  son  by  her 
first  marriage,  Ralston  P.  Bennett,  who  has  four  children  and 
lives  al  Crystal  City,  Missouri.

They  migrated  from  Washington  Co.,  Pa.,  to 
La  Salle  Co.,  Illinois,  then  to  Saline  Co.,  Nebraska,  and  lastly  to 
Courtland,  Kansas. 

In  Illinois  eight  children  were  born.  Three  were  born  in  Ne¬ 
braska.  She  wrote  home  from  Illinois  before  the  Civil  War  that, 
one  day  when  taking  up  the  family  washing  from  the  praiiie 
grass,  she  carried  a  live  rattlesnake  into  her  house.  When  the 
Civil  War  came,  Oliver  was  paid  $300.00  to  go  as  a  substitute. 
Part  of  his  service  was  digging  graves  and  burying  the  dead  aftei 
battles.  When  he  came  home  on  furlough  he  found  their  chil¬ 
dren  sick  with  diphtheria.  They  buried  two.  9.  he  day  his  fur¬ 
lough  ended,  a  third  child  lay  dead,  and  Mary  Elizabeth,  who 
survived,  was  critically  ill.  A  fifth  child,  born  July  24th,  died 
October  24th  following  the  other  deaths. 

When  the  war  ended,  they  migrated  to  Saline  County,  Nebras¬ 
ka,  by  covered  wagon  and  team  of  four  horses.  Theirs  was  one 
of  seven  wagons  in  the  caravan.  Two  outriders  rode  ahead  to 
pick  the  trail  and  to  look  out  for  Indians  and  bandits.  They  also 
brought  up  the  stragglers  who  fell  behind.  At  times  the  children 
would  get  out  of  the  wagons  and  walk,  often  stopping  to  pick 
wild  berries  that  grew  along  the  streams.  One  day  when  the 
berries  were  especially  good,  some  of  the  childien,  including 
Mary  Elizabeth,  lingered  too  long  and  found  themselves  alone  on 
the  prairie.  They  tried  to  follow  the  wagon  tracks,  but  weie  un¬ 
able  to  sight  the  caravan  in  the  more  hilly  area.  Thoioughly 
frightened  as  night  approached,  they  were  finally  found  by  the 
outriders,  who  scolded  them  for  causing  a  delay  and  anxiety,  but 
took  them  on  their  horses  safely  back  to  camp.  The  caravan 
dwindled  as  each  family  selected  a  location. 

The  Blackburn  family  settled  on  t Ho  bank  of  the  Big  Blue 
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River.  They  built  a  house  that  was  half  dugout  and  half  sod. 
consisting  of  one  large  room,  one  door,  and  one  window.  They 
cooked  outdoors.  When  the  house  was  completed,  Oliver  left 
Mary  Jane,  the  four  small  children  and  two  horses,  and  with  the 
other  two  horses  drove  125  miles  to  Nebraska  City  for  food, 
clothing,  tools,  and  other  supplies.  He  returned  in  two  weeks 
and  found  that  Mary  Jane  had  that  day  divided  the  last  of  the 
corn  meal  between  the  family  and  the  two  horses.  Oliver  sold 
washboards  and  other  appliances,  and  in  a  number  of  ways  tried 
to  increase  the  family  income. 

One  fall  a  band  of  Indians  made  camp  directly  across  the  riv¬ 
er.  The  sod  house  had  been  improved  and  a  cookstove  installed. 
The  Indians  were  attracted  by  the  smell  of  freshly  baked  bread. 
Some  came  and  squatted  silently  with  eyes  fixed  on  the  oven 
door.  Mary  Jane  gave  them  some  of  the  fresh  bread.  It  was  the 
belief  that  their  peace  with  the  Indians  was  bought  with  her 
freshly  baked  bread.  When  Oliver  had  to  make  the  long  trip  to 
Nebraska  City,  he  would  ask  the  chief  to  protect  his  squaw  and 
papooses  while  he  went  to  get  food  and  meal  to  make  bread.  Dur¬ 
ing  his  two  weeks  of  absence,  the  Indians  stayed  on  their  side  of 
the  Blue  River.  Oliver  hauled  lumber  from  Nebraska  City  and 
built  a  house  about  a  mile  from  the  site  of  the  sod  house.  It  had 
glass  windows  and  a  milled  door.  In  1923  the  building  was  still 
in  good  condition  and  was  in  use  as  a  granary. 

Mary  Jane  was  very  religious  and  lived  accordingly.  She  read 
her  Bible,  lined  hymns,  and  sang  hymns  as  she  performed  her 
household  tasks.  On  the  long  trek  to  Nebraska  she  began  to 
smoke  a  clay  pipe  for  comradeship  with  Oliver,  and  she  contin¬ 
ued  to  smoke  a  clay  pipe  the  remainder  of  her  life.  She  had  ar¬ 
tistic  talent.  She  made  fancy  cross  stitch  aprons,  and  in  her  later 
life  the  aprons  worn  by  her  had  little  holes  burned  by  ashes  from 
her  pipe.  She  made  patchwork  quilts.  One  in  particular  is  still 
preserved  and  highly  prized.  It  is  made  of  silk  and  wool.  All 
the  pieces  are  outlined  with  a  variety  of  fancy  stitches  and  col¬ 
ors,  and  many  of  the  pieces  are  handpainted.  After  Oliver’s 
death  she  lived  at  the  home  of  a  son  in  Kansas.  For  a  long  time 
she  refused  to  believe  that  one  could  hear  through  that  box  on 
the  wall.  Finally,  she  was  persuaded  to  listen  to  another  son 
who  called  on  the  telephone,  and  she  was  astonished  that  she 
could  really  hear  his  voice  and  what  he  said  just  as  though  he 
were  actually  in  the  room.  She  died  of  cancer.  Fleven  chil¬ 
dren.  Five  died  young.  Records  were  copied  from  Mary  Jane’s 
Bible.

Minerva,  left  on  a  ranch  in  a  new  and  wild  country,  her  young¬ 
est  child  only  four  years  old,  faced  life  with  true  pioneer  spirit 
and  courage.  Her  eldest  child  and  only  son  had  already  left 
home  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  She,  with  the  help  of  her  young 
daughters,  operated  the  ranch,  and  successfully.  In  time,  she 
had  full  title  to  her  property  and  a  good  water  right  —  but  at 
what  a  price  and  struggle!  She  raised  horses  and  cattle.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  short  summer  months  enough  hay  had  to  be  grown  and 
harvested  to  last  through  the  long  and  bitter  winter.  The  tem¬ 
perature  often  dropped  as  low  as  65°  below  zero.  In  the  early 
fall  enough  wood  had  to  be  cut  in  the  nearby  mountains  to  last 
for  a  year.  Trails  to  the  mountains  were  too  rough  and  rocky 
for  wagons,  and  the  tree-length  logs  were  hauled  on  bobsleds  as 
soon  as  there  was  enough  snow.  A  year’s  supply  of  groceries 
and  other  necessities  had  to  be  hauled  113  miles  from  the  rail¬ 
road  over  a  rough  trail.  3 he  trip  required  about  ten  days,  thicc 
for  going  and  seven  for  loading  and  returning  with  the  heavy 
load"  It  was  made  by  Minerva  with  two  wagons  and  four 
horses  hitched  to  each  wagon,  she  driving  one  lour-hoise  team 
and.  trailing  the  other.  The  cattle  also  had  to  be  driven  over 
this  long  rough  trail  and  shipped  to  the  market  at  Omaha,  Ne- 
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braska.  Two  or  more  ranchers  usually  drove  their  cattle  in  one 
herd.  As  all  cattle  were  earmarked  and  branded,  they  were 
readily  separated  at  the  railroad.  Minerva  died  of  cancer  in  June, 
1906.  She  and  her  daughter  May’s  child  were  buried  on  a  sage 
brush  hill  near  her  ranch.  Six  children.

is  recorded  in  the  marriage  records  of  Jefferson  County  at 
Charles  Town,  W.  Va.  The  records  of  baptism  of  St.  Peter’s  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  at  Shephordstown,  W.  Va.,  show  that  Sarah  was 
the  mother  of  the  first  two  children,  Joseph  William  and  Juliane. 
The  Census  of  1820  for  Jefferson  County  lists  Henry  as  head  of 
the  family,  and  Sarah,  his  wife,  with  one  son  and  one  daughter, 
which  agrees  with  the  church  record.  Helen,  the  third  child, 
evidently  was  the  daughter  of  Lydia,  and  probably  was  born  in 
Washington  County,  Pa.,  as  her  birth  and  baptism  are  not  re¬ 
corded  in  the  church  register.  She  married  John  Hout,  born  in 
1834,  son  of  Henry’s  brother  George  Hout,  who  also  lived  in 
Washington  County,  Pa.  This  indicates  that  Helen  was  born 
later  than  1832,  date  of  marriage  of  Henry  and  Lydia. 

The  only  additional  knowledge  regarding  Henry  is  given  in  a 
letter  written  March  12,  1848,  at  Beallsville,  Pa.,  by  his  brother 
William  G.  Hout.  The  letter,  which  appears  in  full  in  William’s 
records,  states  that  “Henry  and  his  family  are  all  well.  He  is 
still  tending  Mill  and  is  doing  well.  Juliane  is  to  be  married  in 
a  few  days  to  a  young  .man  near  Canonsburg.”  As  the  young 
man’s  name  was  not  mentioned,  nothing  further  could  be  learned

annually;  $50  to  be  set  aside,  the  interest  to  be  paid  for  the  care 
of  her  lot  in  the  cemetery;  her  house  and  lot  and  $500  to  her 
daughter,  Rose  Stryker,  and  her  children;  Rose  to  serve  as  ex- 
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ecutrix  without  bond.  Will  Book  24,  page  44.  Two  children,  b.

Items  appraised 
included  household  goods,  lann  implements,  six  Windsor  chairs, 
woman’s  saddle.  The  sale  account  mentioned  among  the  buyers 
the  names  of  William  Houte,  George  Price,  William  L.  Lemon, 
David  Hill,  Isaac  Chapline,  Joseph  Cookus.  An  item  in  the  ad¬ 
ministrator’s  account  is  the  payment  on  August  25,  1837,  of  $80.- 
50  to  Margaret  Hout  (nee  Margaret  Barnhart,  widow  of  Jacob 
Hout).  Payments  were  made  also  to  Catherine,  John,  Philip, 
Samuel,  and  Nancy  Barnhart.  The  appraisement  totaled 
$879.69 14.  The  sale  amounted  to  $1251.56.  Total  receipts  of 
estate  were  $1484.05.  Will  Book  9,  pages  10-16.  John  was  ap¬ 
pointed  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Jacob  Hout,  his  eldest 
brother.  Ten  months  before  John’s  death  the  court  appointed 
another  administrator  to  complete  the  settlement  of  Jacobs  es¬ 
tate.  This  indicates  that  John  had  a  long  and  hopeless  illness  be¬ 
fore  his  death.

Safely  across  the  Potomac,  they  drove  a  distance  of  three  miles 
to  Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  to  the  home  of  her  Uncle  Edward 
Chapline.  John  hastened  to  find  a  minister.  At  the  Lutheran 
Church  he  found  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beckley  conducting  singing 
school.  He  beckoned  the  minister  to  the  door  and  told  his  story. 
The  affable  Mr.  Beckley  graciously  promised  to  come  as  soon  as 
his  singing  lesson  was  finished.  He  came,  and  he  brought  his 
entire  singing  school  with  him.  They  all  joined  in  the  merriment 
and  had  a  jolly,  lively  time.  After  a  honeymoon  of  three  days, 
John  and  Annie  returned  to  the  home  of  his  parents,  seven  miles 
from  Shepherdstown.  There  they  had  a  gala  reception.  To  make 
certain  that  nothing  went  wrong  at  the  time  of  the  elopement, 
Annie’s  understanding  and  sympathetic  mother  had  dear  old  Dad 
snugly  and  safely  tucked  away  in  bed  with  a  mustard  plaster.

7 
mo.  11  da.,  so  recorded  in  his  brother  Joseph’s  Bible;  m.  Nov.  27, 
1833,  by  Rev.  Winters,  Eliza  Taylor,  d.  later  than  March  12,  1848. 
The  marriage  is  so  recorded  at  Hagerstown,  Md.  This  and  latei 
records  indicate  that  Eliza  Taylor  was  a  resident  of  Washington 
County,  Maryland. 

According  to  the  record  of  St.  Peter’s  Church  at  Shepherds- 
town,  William  was  confirmed  May  17,  1823,  with  his  biotheis  Ja¬ 
cob  and  John,  all  being  over  21  and  older  than  the  usual  confir¬ 
mation  age  of  14  years.  The  following  records  indicate  that  he 
signed  his  name  William  G.  Hout;  that  he  and  Eliza  lived  foi  a 
time  in  Jefferson  County,  Virginia  (now  W .  Va.) ;  that  in  Febru¬ 
ary  1844,  they  were  residents  of  Washington  County,  Maiyland, 
that  on  February  11,  1844,  they  sold  a  tract  of  land  in  Beikeley 
County,  Virginia  (now  W.  Va.);  that  on  February  20,  1844,  they 
sold  their  chattels  and  belongings  in  Washington  County,  Mary¬ 
land;  that  they  moved  to  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
were  living  there  in  1848;  and  that  two  of  Eliza’s  relatives,  John 
and  James  Taylor,  probably  younger  brothers,  also  located  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 

Berkeley  County  Deed  Book  of  1843.  On  Api  il  4,  1892, 
William  G.  Hout,  of  Jefferson  County,  Virginia,  bought  a  tract 
of  land  of  98  acres  near  Mill  Creek,  from  John  R.  Beall  and  Mal¬ 
tha,  his  wife,  which  tract  had  been  bought  by  the  said  Beall  ot 
William  Watson,  executor  of  the  will  of  Anthony  Seckman,  de¬ 
ceased,  which  deed  and  will  are  also  on  record  in  the  Court  of 
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Berkeley  County,  lying  in  Berkeley  County,  adjoining  the  lands 
of  William  Cameron,  David  Rosenberger,  and  Barnet '  Gilbert, 
estimated  to  contain  100  acres,  more  or  less. 

Jefferson  County,  Deed  Book  48,  page  168.  This  deed  sets 
forth  that  on  the  11th  day  of  February,  1844,  William  G.  Hout 
and  Eliza,  his  wife,  sold  to  Van  Doren  Butt,  for  the  sum  of 
$875.00,  this  same  tract  of  98  or  100  acres  of  land  in  Berkeley 
County.  In  signing  the  deed  William  G.  Hout  signed  his  name. 
Eliza  Hout  made  her  mark.  Recorded  April  25,  1844 

Land  Records  of  Washington  County,  Md.  Liber  O.H.W.  No. 
1.  Folio  919.  On  February  20,  1844,  William  G.  Hout,  of  Wash¬ 
ington  County,  Maryland,  for  the  sum  of  $120.00,  sold  to  Samuel 
Taylor,  of  Washington  County,  Maryland  (probably  the  father 
or  brother  of  Eliza) ,  one  grey  mare,  one  bay  horse,  three  beds, 
bedsteads  and  bedding,  two  tables,  six  chairs,  two  looking 
glasses,  four  iron  pots,  two  Dutch  ovens,  and  one  pan,  ‘‘which 
said  goods  and  chattels  are  now  remaining,  standing,  and  being 
in  a  certain  messuage  situated  in  Washington  County  and  now 
in  occupation  of  William  G.  Hout.” 

On  March  12,  1848,  William  G.  Hout  wrote  at  letter  to  his 
brother  Joseph.  The  letter  is  addressed  to  Joseph  Hout,  Middle¬ 
way,  Jefferson  County,  Virginia.  Postmarked  Beallsville,  Pa. 
March  13,  1844.  Verbatim  copy  follows: 

Beallsville,  Washington  Co.,  Pa. 

March  12th,  1848. 

Dear  Brother 

I  now  take  up  my  pen  to  Rite  to  you  again  to  inform  you 
that  we  are  well  at  this  present  time  hoping  that  these  few 
Lines  may  find  you  all  in  the  same  state  of  health.  I  can 
also  inform  you  that  Henry  and  his  family  are  well  and  he 
is  still  tending  Mill  and  is  Doing  well  and  Julianne  is  to  be 
Married  in  A  few  days  to  A  young  Man  near  Canonsburg. 
I  Can  Also  Inform  you  that  George  and  his  family  are  all 
well. 

I  will  now  say  to  you  that  I  Expect  to  start  by  the  Steam 
Boat  two  morrow  morning  for  Cencinatia.  My  Business 
there  is  in  Sugar  and  Molases.  We  can  get  sugar  at  3-x/2  cts 
per  lb  by  the  hogshead  and  Molases  at  20  ct  gal  by  the  Bar¬ 
rel.  I  will  also  give  you  our  Markets  flour  is  $4.50  per  Bar¬ 
rel  wheat  is  80  to  85  c  per  Bus  Corn  50  c  and  oats  3/c  Ap¬ 
ples  50  c.  I  will  also  Inform  you  that  we  have  had  A  pleas¬ 
ant  winter  untill  March  set  in.  we  Now  have  plenty  of  snow 
but  its  Now  going  away  Rapidly,  times  are  Lively  and  ev¬ 
ery  thing  plenty. 

I  will  also  Inform  you  that  I  expect  to  come  in  to  see  you 
Next  faul  if  I  Ceep  my  health  and  I  wish  you  to  Answer  this 
Letter  as  soon  as  it  Comes  to  hand  and  tell  me  how  you  all 
are  Getting  Along  and  how  times  are  and  how  Mary  Ann  is. 
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The  Hout  Family 


Direct  your  Letter  to  Beallsville  Washington  Co.  Pa  Har¬ 
riet  and  her  Man  are  well  and  she  has  got  A  young  daugh¬ 
ter. 

I  can  Inform  you  that  John  Taylor  was  married  on  the 
9th  Inst  to  Catherine  Berry  of  Millsborough  James  Taylor 
has  Joined  the  Church  thare  is  a  Great  Revival  in  the 
Methodist  Church'  here.

William  and  Eliza  were 
reported,  to  have  had  no  children. 


95.  3.  JOSEPH  HOUT  married  MARY  J.  ROHRBACK. 

He  was  b.  Jan.  13,  1805,  d.  July  20,  1880,  on  his  farm 
near  Wadesville,  Jefferson  County,  W.  Va.,  aged  75  yr.  0  m.  13 
da.,  so  recorded  in  his  Bible;  m.  Mar.  11,  1830,  Sharpsburg,  Md., 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keedy,  Mary  J.  Rohrback ,  b.  Feb.  23,  1809,  d. 
Jan.  4,  1887,  both  bur.  in  a  lodge  cem.  at  a  small  village  seven 
miles  from  Wadesville  called  both  Smithfield  and  Middleway. 
The  lodge  agreed  to  give  perpetual  care  to  graves,  which  was  un¬ 
usual  at  that  time.  The  lodge  became  nonexistent  and  graves 
were  neglected.  Their  son,  and  then  his  widow,  sent  money  to 
have  the  graves  kept  in  order. 

Mary  was  the  daughter  of  Henry  Rohrback  (l/So-1851)  and 
Barbara  (Barks)  Rohrback,  d.  Sept.,  1854.  They  were  exten¬ 
sive  landholders  in  the  Sharpsburg  district  and  had  ten  childien. 
Their  daughter  Barbara,  wife  of  David  Hedrick,  lived  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  died  Feb.  4,  1857,  and  left  two  sons,  Joseph  and 
James  Hedrick.  These  two  nephews  of  Mary  were  reared  by 
Mary  and  Joseph  Hout.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one,  each  received 
from  Joseph  a  generous  financial  gift.  Joseph  Hediick  died  eai- 
ly.  James  became  a  minister. 

Rudolph  Hout,  as  stated  earlier,  lived  latterly  and  died  at  the 
home  of  his  son  Joseph.  Shortly  before  his  death  and  when  very 
ill,  he  signed  a  will  by  which  he  left  his  other  sons  one  dollar  each 
and  left  to  Joseph  his  entire  estate.  Naturally,  Joseph  was 
suspected  by  his  brothers  of  writing  the  will  and  inducing  Ru¬ 
dolph  to  sign  it  when  in  a  weakened  condition.  True  or  false, 
the  will  held.  Joseph  sold  Rudolph’s  mill  and  farm  near  Shep- 
herdslown,  and  acquired  a  large  acreage  three  miles  from  Wades¬ 
ville,  West  Virginia,  which  is  near  Winchester,  Virginia.  The 
state  line  passed  through  his  home  farm,  between  the  house  and 
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Joseph  Hout

barn,  the  house  being  in  West  Virginia.  His  son  s  widow  stated 
that  at  the  time  of  his  death  Joseph  owned  600  acres  in  Jefferson 
County,  W.  Va.,  and  300  acres  in  Clark  County,  Va. 


After  the  Civil  War  he  freed  his  slaves,  but  kept  some  as  serv¬ 
ants  and  provided  for  them  in  his  will.  His  slave  Hannah  had 
five  children,  Jane,  Dan,  Annie,  George,  and  Matilda,  who  bore 
the  name  Robinson.  They  all  grew  up  on  Joseph  s  farm  except 
Matilda;  she  was  kept  by  his  son  and  wife  until  she  was  eighteen 
years  old. 

The  Hout  schoolhouse  was  on  land  owned  by  Joseph,  and  then 
by  his  only  son,  Henry.  Later  the  land  was  bought  from  Hen¬ 
ry’s  widow  and  the  school  continued  to  be  called  the  Hout 
school.  It  was  not  near  the  Hout  home. 

When  overheated  in  the  field,  Joseph  sat  on  a  stone,  took  cold, 
developed  a  cough  and  consumption,  as  it  was  known  then,  from 
which  he  never  recovered.  Mary  died  of  cancer  of  the  breast. 

Joseph  made  his  will  on  July  16,  1880,  ten  days  before  his 
death.  Henry,  his  only  child,  was  married,  had  no  children,  and 
survived  his  father  nineteen  years.  Joseph  left  his  estate  to 
Mary  and  to  Henry,  and  to  Henry’s  wife  after  Mary  s  and  Hen¬ 
ry’s  deaths.  After  Henry’s  wife’s  death,  the  estate  was  to  be  di¬ 
vided  between  Joseph’s  relatives  and  his  wife’s  relatives.  Some 
thought  he  was  endeavoring  to  make  amends  to  the  descendants 
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of  his  brothers,  but  this  is  not  apparent  since  he  retained  his  in¬ 
heritance  until  his  approaching  death,  and  then  tied  it  up  for  an 
indefinite  period.  He  desired  to  make  some  future  disposition 
of  his  wealth  and  he  chose  a  wide  field.  As  previously  stated, 
the  search  for  the  Hout  heirs  proved  helpful  in  tracing  Rudolph’s 
descendants  for  this  family  history.  The  will  was  probated  Sept. 
15,  1880.  Mary  was  named  executrix  without  security.  She 
gave  bond  for  $1000.  Will  Book  A,  page  172.  Jefferson  Coun¬ 
ty,  W.  Va. 

WILL  OF  JOSEPH  HOUT 

Knowing-  the  uncertainty  of  human  life  I  do  this  IGth  day  of  July,  1880 
make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  of  all  property  of  which  I  die  pos¬ 
sessed. 

1st.  It  is  my  desire  as  soon  after  my  death  as  possible  that  all  my 
just  debts  and  funeral  expenses  be  paid. 

2nd.  I  will  to  my  wife  Mary  Hout  the  Homestead  and  Three  Hundred 
Acres  of  Land  during  her  Life — the  annual  interest  of  One  Thousand 
Dollars — Household  goods,  Cattle  Hogs  Sheep  Horses  Carriages  Buggy 
growing  crops  and  crops  on  hand  for  her  use  after  paying  my  just  debts 
and  funeral  expenses  out  of  the  same. 

3rd.  To  Hannah  Robinson,  George  Robinson  and  Matilda  Robinson 
colored  a  house  and  five  acres  land  in  Lcetown  to  be  equally  divided  be¬ 
tween  them. 

4th  To  Daniel  Robinson  Two  Hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  in  yearly 
payments  of  fifty  dollars  unless  he  wishes  to  invest  it  in  property  when 
the  entire  amount  should  be  paid  to  him. 

5th  To  Jane  Roman  and  Annie  Robinson  each  One  Hundred  dollars 
to  be  paid  in  yearly  payments  of  Twenty  dollars. 

Gth  To  the  Lutheran  minister  having  charge  of  the  church  at  Mid¬ 
dleway  the  Free  Rent  of  my  House  and  Lot  in  Middleway  for  the  space 
of  Five  Years. 

7th  To  my  son  Henry  and  his  wife  the  farm  on  which  they  now  re¬ 
side  containing  one  hundred  annd  fifty-one  and  half  acres  of  land — the 
balance  of  the  Homestead  after  giving  the  Three  Hundred  Acres  to  my 
wife  as  above  directed — -the  farm  in  Clarke  County,  Virginia  on  which 
Peter  Light  resides  containing  about  One  Hundred  and  Seventy  Acres 
— House  and  One  Acre  land  adjoining  said  farm  —  House  and  Lot  in 
Middleway  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  for  which  I  have  provided 
— Also  the  residue  of  my  property  not  disposed  of.  I  do  further  desire 
that  my  son  Henry  and  his  wife  have  the  property  willed  to  my  wife  at 
her  death  and  if  my  son  Henry  die  and  before  his  wife— then  his  wife 
to  have  during  her  life  the  entire  property  willed  to  my  wife  and  my  son 
Henry  and  his  wife.  At  the  death  of  my  wife  and  my  son  Henry  and  his 
wife — provided  they  die  without  issue  then  it  is  my  desire  that  all  the 
property  so  willed  be  divided  equally  between  my  relations  and  the  rela¬ 
tions  of  my  wife. 

8th  I  do  appoint  and  constitute  my  wife  Mary  Hout  my  executrix 
without  requiring  bond  and  security. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  this  16th  day  of  July  1880  affixed  my  sig¬ 
nature  and  seal.

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4.  HENRY  RUDOLPH  WASHINGTON  HOUT  married 

URILLA  VIRGINIA  MILLER. 

He  was  b.  Feb.  8,  1831,  d.  May  7,  1899;  m.  Jan.  21, 
1869,  Urilla  Virginia  Miller,  b.  Nov.  8,  1834,  d.  Aug.  27,  1915, 
both  bur.  Mumma  burial  ground  of  the  Dunkard  Church  one 
mile  north  of  Sharpsburg,  Maryland.  They  were  married  at  the 
home  of  the  bride’s  parents,  Jacob  and  Annie  (Martin)  Miller, 
at  their  Willow  Spring  farm,  near  Sharpsburg,  by  Rev.  David 
Long,  bishop  in  the  Dunkard  Church.  Henry  often  visited  at  the 
home  of  his  Rohrback  grandparents,  whose  homestead  adjoined 
the  Miller  farm,  and  on  these  visits  he  met  his  future  bride. 

Henry  served  in  the  Civil  War  a  short  time,  Commissary  Dept., 
Confederate  Army,  as  his  father  was  a  slaveholder.  His  parents 
soon  provided  him  with  a  substitute,  who  served  and  survived 
the  War.  Record  of  the  substitution  follows:

A  biographical  sketch  of  Henry  R.  W.  Hout  is  contained  in 
William’s  Biographical  Record  of  Washington  County ,  Maryland, 
Vol.  II,  page  1183.  The  material  evidently  was  furnished  by  his 
widow’ after  his  death.  It  gives  the  following  information,  as 
well  as  some  information  contained  in  the  report  regarding  Jo¬ 
seph  Hout. 

Henry  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  was  educated  in  the 
home  school.  He  being  the  only  child  of  a  well-to-do  family,  his 
parents  did  not  want  to  send  him  away  from  home  to  school  01 
college,  lie  and  his  wife  lived  on  a  farm  adjoining  the  farm  of 
his  parents.  After  his  father’s  death  they  moved  to  the  home¬ 
stead  farm  and  lived  with  his  mother.  He  continued  to  conduct 
the  farms  until  1890,  when  he  was  appointed  agent  of  the  Wades- 
ville  station  of  the  B.  &  O.  R.  R.,  three  miles  from  his  home.  He 
built  a  new  house  and  moved  there  two  years  later.  He  lesigned 
as  agent  in  November,  1896,  by  which  time  he  owned  200  acres 
of  land  about  the  station.  (It  was  paid  for  with  money  inherited 
by  his  wife  from  her  father.)  He  retired  to  Sharpsburg,  Mary¬ 
land,  on  account  of  failing  health,  and  died  there  thiee  yeais  lat¬ 
er.  He  was  an  active  and  successful  farmer  and  business  man, 
kind  in  disposition,  affable  in  manner,  fond  of  his  hame.  Early 
in  life  he  was  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  in  which^  he 
served  as  deacon,  but  in  1872  he  became  a  member  of  the  Gei- 
man  Baptist  Brethren  Denomination  (Dunkard) .  Although  hei 
father  was  a  deacon  in  the  Lutheran  Cliurch,  Urilla  had  become 
a  member  of  the  Brethren  in  1867,  and  was  active  in  Sunday 
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Tiie  Hout  Family 


School  work.  On  their  farm  near  Wadesville  they  had  services 
in  their  home,  there  being  no  Dunkard  church  in  that  vicinity. 

Henry’s  separation  from  the  Lutheran  Church,  which  had 
been  the  Hout  family  church  from  the  beginning,  hurt  and  dis¬ 
pleased  his  parents.  It  was  supposed  to  account  for  Joseph’s 
leaving  to  Henry  and  his  wife  a  life  interest  in  his  estate  instead 
of  outright  ownership.  This  was  a  shock  and  grief  to  Henry  and 
disturbed  him  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  was  a  great  tobacco-chew- 
er,  became  very  nervous  and  “shaky,”  and  died  of  diabetes.  He 
was  a  collector  and  reader  of  religious  books. 

After  Henry’s  death,  the  large  landholding  fell  to  Urilla  during 
her  lifetime,  by  terms  of  Joseph’s  will.  She  survived  Henry  for 
sixteen  years  and  died  in  1915,  nearly  eighty-one  years  of  age.  It 
was  claimed  by  some  of  the  awaiting  heirs  that  during  that  time 
she  allowed  the  insurance  to  expire,  the  property  to  run  down, 
and  had  $3000  worth  of  timber  cut  and  sold  from  the  land.  Jo¬ 
seph’s  brothers  were  all  dead,  but  some  of  their  descendants,  to¬ 
gether  with  some  of  the  Rohrback  heirs,  got  an  injunction  to  re¬ 
strain  her  from  removing  timber  and  otherwise  deteriorating  the 
value  of  the  property,  and  also  tried  to  dispossess  her  of  her  life 
interest,  all  of  which  she  successfully  defended. 

Henry  and  Urilla  had  no  children.  In  October,  1887,  follow¬ 
ing  the  death  of  Henry’s  mother  in  January,  there  came  to  them 
Susan  May  Sutton,  aged  six  years,  an  orphaned  distant  cousin  of 
Urilla,  whom  they  reared.  She  bore  the  name  Hout,  but  was  not 
legally  adopted.  By  will  made  October  24,  1911,  probated  Sep¬ 
tember  7,  1915,  Jefferson  County,  W.  Va.,  Urilla  bequeathed  to 
Susan  May  Hout  “all  my  property,  both  real  and  personal,  be¬ 
cause  of  her  long  and  faithful  service  to  me  and  be¬ 
cause  of  my  love  and  affection  for  her.”  Susan  was  named  ex¬ 
ecutrix.  Urilla  had  requested  that  Susan  would  not  marry  while 
she  lived.  Susan  complied  with  her  request,  and  devoted  her¬ 
self  faithfully  to  Urilla  until  her  death,  by  which  time  Susan  was 
thirty-four  years  of  age. 

The  author  had  correspondence  with  Susan,  and  visited  her  in 
July,  1927.  She  gave  many  details  regarding  Henry  and  Urilla, 
and  Joseph  and  Mary.  She  furnished  the  pictures  of  Joseph  and 
Mary,  tintypes  8  x  10  inches,  which  she  graciously  took  from 
frames.  Pictures  of  Henry  and  Urilla  were  large  and  in  very 
large  frames.  Had  this  book  been  completed  at  that  time,  she 
would  have  permitted  the  pictures  to  be  copied  for  its  use. 

Susan’s  understanding  and  recollection  of  the  family  was  to  the 
effect  that  Henry  was  easy-going  and  easily  persuaded,  but  was 
an  industrious,  hardworking  man.  Urilla  was  more  positive  and 
stern  and  was  more  of  a  manager.  They  really  were  land-poor. 
The  land  was  wooded  and  did  not  produce  much.  It  was  rented 
for  years  and  it  and  the  buildings  deteriorated.  There  was  al- 
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ways  need  for  repairs,  and  with  taxes  the  yield  was  low.  Urilla 
had  to  hire  a  manager,  who  received  a  percentage.  He  also  sold 
crops  and  stock,  for  which  he  did  not  remit  to  her,  and  he  made 
excessive  expense  charges,  so  there  was  not  much  left  for  her. 
Henry  had  a  store  in  Wadesville,  which  was  operated  in  his  name 
by  a  manager.  Through  him  both  Henry  and  Urilla  lost  money. 
After  Henry’s  death,  the  manager  closed  up  and  went  to  Kansas. 
Bills  continued  to  come  in,  which  Urilla  had  to  pay. 

Susan  said  that  Urilla  was  a  noble  woman,  and  a  good  mother 
to  her.  The  money  she  had  for  her  use  was  mainly  what  she  in¬ 
herited  from  her  father,  who  was  well-to-do.  She  gave  liberally 
to  the  charities  and  missions  of  her  church,  to  the  Old  Folks’ 
Home,  and  $2000  for  the  building  of  a  Brethren  Church  in 
Sharpsburg.  She  loaned  money  at  low  interest  to  needy  fam¬ 
ilies  to  build  small  homes  and  let  them  pay  at  their  convenience. 
The  needy  were  never  turned  from  her  door  unaided.  Near  the 
end  of  her  life  she  gave  $200  to  each  of  her  numerous  nieces  and 
nephews.  Susan’s  inheritance  was  not  large. 

Susan  May  Hout,  b.  June  4,  1881;  m.  Oct.,  1010,  Harry  A.  Gei- 
man.  She  grad.  Maryland  Collegiate  Institute  1904.  She  adhered 
to  the  Dunkard  faith  and  wore  the  garb  of  that  church.  She 
wrote  moral  and  religious  articles  for  church  periodicals.  Her 
first  article  to  be  published  was  on  the  Battle  oi  Antietam.  She 
and  Harry  had  a  farm  at  College  Hill,  Westminster,  Maryland, 
where  the  author  was  her  guest.  No  children. 


This  concludes  the  records  that  have  been  collected  and  com¬ 
piled  relative  to  the  Hout  Family  in  the  United  States  covering 
ten  generations  from  1725  to  1952— a  period  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-se  ren  years.

THE  MILLER  FAMILY 

1.  Henry  Miller  was  the  father  of  Rosannah  Miller,  wife  of 
Peter  Hout.  See  p.  233.  The  most  that  is  known  about  him  has 
been  learned  from  his  will  and  his  estate  account.  He  was  of  Ger¬ 
man  descent,  originally  having  the  German  name  Muller.  He 
migrated  from  a  German  community  in  Pennsylvania  to  Berke¬ 
ley  County,  Virginia  (now  in  West  Virginia).  He  rendered  serv¬ 
ice  in  the  American  Revolution.  See  pp.  58,  59.  He  died  early 
in  February,  1817.  His  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  Rev. 
Thomas  Horrell,  who  received  four  dollars.  See  pp.  27,  35.  Ten 
dollars  was  paid  for  making  one  coffin,  and  $109.75  was  paid  for 
funeral  charges.  His  will  was  made  on  October  7,  1816,  and  was 
recorded  five  months  later  on  March  10,  1817.  He  named  “my 
friends  Jacob  Weaver,  Esq.,  and  William  Long,  Merchant,”  as  his 
executors.  Bequests  to  be  paid  to  certain  grandchildren  when 
they  came  of  legal  age  delayed  the  settlement  of  his  estate  until 
January  10,  1825,  nearly  eight  years  after  his  death.  The  estate 
total  was  $8830.64,  on  which  7%  commission  was  allowed  to  the 
executors.  His  will,  appraisement,  and  estate  account  cover 
many  pages  and  are  recorded  at  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.  Will  Book 
6,  p.  26.  W.  B.  7,  p.  367.  W.  B.  7,  p.  369. 

Magdalena  was  the  name  of  Henry’s  wife.  She  died  before  he 
made  his  will.  To  them  twelve  children  were  born,  five  sons  and 
seven  daughters.  The  sons  were  Henry,  Jr.,  Jacob,  George, 
Adam,  John.  The  daughters  were  Rosannah,  m.  Peter  Ilout; 
Elizabeth,  m.  Henry  Job,  later  written  Jobe;  Mary,  m.  Jacob 
Schoppert,  later  written  Shoppert;  Hannah,  m.  John  Vinsenhel- 
ler;  Catherine,  m.  Peter  Diehl,  later  written  Deel.  Two  daugh¬ 
ters  had  died  before  his  will  was  made.  One  m.  Mr.  Ehrrett  or 
Aritt  (the  name  appears  in  both  spellings)  and  had  a  daLighter 
Hannah,  who  m.  Mr.  Wolff.  The  other  daughter  m.  Mr.  Sheetz 
and  had  five  children,  namely:  Elizabeth,  Jacob,  Henry,  William, 
and  Sarah,  who  m.  David  Groves. 

Henry  bequeathed  to  his  sons  $2000  each,  and  to  his  daughteis 
$1000  each,  or  the  equivalent  thereof.  Legacies  to  the  children 
of  his  deceased  daughters  were  as  follows:  to  Hannah  Aritt 
Wolff,  $200;  Elizabeth  Sheetz,  $400;  Jacob,  Henry,  and  William 
Sheetz,  and  Sarah  Sheetz  Groves,  $150  eacn.  Peter  Deel  appar¬ 
ently  was  in  disfavor.  He  was  bequeathed  one  dollar,  to  be  paid 
when  demanded  by  him.  It  was  paid  to  him.  Catheiines  legacy 
was  left  in  trust,  “the  interest  to  be  paid  to  her  alone  and  to  no 
other  person,”  during  her  natural  life,  or  until  the  death  of  Peter 
Deel.  If  she  survived  him,  the  principal  and  interest  were  to  be 
paid  to  her.  In  the  event  of  her  death,  the  interest  was  to  be 
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paid  for  the  support  of  her  young  children  until  the  youngest 
child  became  of  legal  age,  at  which  time  the  principal  was  to  be 
equally  divided  among  them.  Hannah  Vinsenheller  received 
land  in  Pennsylvania.  Rosannah  Hout  received  $360  on  October 
21,  1821,  before  her  death  on  August  7,  1822,  as  part  of  her  leg¬ 
acy.  The  remainder  of  $640  and  $29.23  interest  was  paid  on  No¬ 
vember  11,  1823,  to  her  son  Adam  Hout,  one  of  the  administra¬ 
tors  of  her  estate.  Alexander  Wibly  and  wife  obtained  judgment 
for  the  $400  left  to  Elizabeth  Sheetz.  Payment  of  fees  to  wit¬ 
nesses  and  to  the  attorney  for  defending  the  suit  in  the  Superior 
Court,  and  of  the  $400  to  Wibly  and  wife,  appear  in  the  execu¬ 
tors’  account. 

Henry  Miller’s  estate  included  land,  house  and  lot  in  Martins- 
burg,  bonds,  notes,  and  50  shares  of  stock  in  the  Bank  of  Mar- 
tinsburg.  The  estate  account  listed  one  German  family  Bible, 
one  German  hymn  book,  and  six  books  “on  various  subjects.”  It 
also  listed  furnishings  indicating  quality  and  comfort  for  that  pe¬ 
riod,  such  as  mahogany  desks  and  furniture;  Windsor  chairs, 
large  arm  chair,  split  bottom  chairs;  high  post  bedstead,  beds  and 
bedding,  blankets  and  quilts;  large  German  chests  and  trunks; 
brass  candlesticks,  snuffers,  candle  moulds  and  shears;  brass 
tongs  and  scraper;  walnut  tables,  walnut  corner  cupboard  with 
glass  doors;  set  of  Liverpool  ware  and  many  other  plates,  dishes, 
sugar  bowls  and  cream  pitchers;  pewter  plates,  dishes,  and 
basin;  one  large  and  three  small  pewter  dishes;  Japanned  server, 
decanturs,  wine  glasses  and  tumblers;  canisters,  copper  teakettle, 
large  Dutch  oven;  clocks,  looking  glasses,  window  curtains,  car¬ 
pets;  large  churn,  washing  machine,  spice  mill,  coffee  mill,  dough 
trough  and  ten  bread  baskets;  crout  tub  and  barrel;  meat  tub; 
284  lbs.  of  bacon;  bees  and  honey;  conch  shell;  garden  and  truck 
tools;  barn  and  stable  tools;  feed  cutters;  one  cow  and  calf;  five 
pigs.  Cash  on  hand  at  time  of  death,  $70.00.  Sale  of  the  per¬ 
sonal  estate  amounted  to  $18S3.68  f  J .  The  house  and  lot  in  Mar- 
tinsburg  were  sold  to  Jacob  Shoppert  for  $1501,  subject  to  a 
claim  of  Adam  Stephen  for  one-half  of  the  lot,  for  the  recovery 
of  which  a  suit  in  Chanvery  was  brought  against  the  executors 
in  the  Superior  Court  of  Chancery  at  Winchester,  Virginia.  The 
inference  is  that  Henry  Miller  resided  in  Martinsburg,  and  that 
he  had  a  substantial  supply  of  household  furnishings  and  prem¬ 
ises  equipment. 

Records  of  deeds  indicate  that  Henry  Miller  disposed  of  his 
principal  holdings  of  land.  By  deed,  dated  March  18,  1775,  Hen¬ 
ry  Miller  and  Magdalen  his  wife  conveyed  to  Michael  Cukes,  for 
tiie  sum  of  259  pounds,  lawful  money  of  Virginia,  a  parcel  of  155 
acres  on  the  drains  of  Opequon  Creek  in  Berkeley  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia. 

By  deed,  dated  March  8,  1813,  Henry  Miller  Senr.  conveyed  to 
Henry  Miller  Junr.  for  the  natural  affection  he  hath  toward  the 
said  Henry  Miller  Junr.  and  for  the  further  consideration  of  ten

dollars,  current  money  of  the  United  States,  a  tract  of  200  acres 
on  the  east  side  of  Back  Creek  in  Berkeley  County.  As  Magda¬ 
lena  was  not  mentioned,  it  is  inferred  that  she  had  died  before 
that  date. 

By  deed,  dated  December  20,  1813,  William  Tilly  conveyed  to 
Henry  Miller  Senr.,  for  the  sum  of  $300,  current  money  of  the 
United  States,  Lot  No.  300  in  the  Town  of  Martinsburg,  located 
at  the  intersection  of  Queen  and  Race  streets,  running  westward- 
ly  with  Race  Street  103  feet,  thence  northwardly  with  Queen 
Street  200  feet,  thence  eastwardly  and  parallel  to  Race  Street  103 
feet,  thence  southwardly  and  parallel  to  Queen  Street  200  feet  to 
the  beginning,  with  all  houses,  buildings,  orchards,  waters,  water 
courses,  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging.  It  is  possible 
that  Henry  Miller’s  wife  had  died,  that  he  had  conveyed  his  200- 
acre  farm  to  his  son  Henry  Junr.,  and  that  he  moved  to  Martins¬ 
burg  at  that  time,  being  about  two  years  before  his  death.  But 
he  was  spoken  of  generally  by  old  residents  as  a  resident  of  Mar¬ 
tinsburg,  and  he  probably  lived  there  a  much  longer  time. 

The  ship  list  of  ship  Patience ,  from  Rotterdam,  and  the  Oath  of 
Allegiance  list  of  passengers  who  Qualified  at  Philadelphia  on 
September  9,  1751,  contain  the  name  of  Heinrich  Miller.  It  is 
possible  that  our  Henry  Miller  was  a  passenger  on  ship  Patience 
with  Peter  Haudt.  See  p.  15. 

Will  made  June  12,  1813,  by  Zachariah  Miller,  recorded  July 
12,  1813,  named  Barbara  his  wife  as  executrix  and  Michael  Mil¬ 
ler  his  son  as  executor.  The  estate  was  administered  by  Michael 
Miller  and  Michael  Hout,  appointed  August  9,  1813,  bound  in  the 
sum  of  $4000.  Will  Book  5,  p.  79. 

Information  available  concerning  the  children  of  Henry  and 
Magdalena  Miller  follows: 

2.  Henry  Miller  Junr.  bought  from  Henry  Sherrard,  on  May 
11,  1785,  for  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  thirty-two  pounds  ten 
shillings,  228-;?j  acres  of  land,  with  all  houses,  buildings,  or¬ 
chards,  waters,  water  courses,  and  appurtenances  thereunto  be¬ 
longing,  in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia.  Deed  Book  5,  p.  429. 

2.  Rosannah  Miller  married  Peter  Hout.  See  p.  233. 

2.  Mary  Miller  married  Jacob  Shoppert.  He  was  b.  May  20, 
1784,  d.  Apr.  26,  1866,  aged  nearly  82,  bur.  Green  Hill  Cem.,  Mar¬ 
tinsburg.  They  were  prosperous  and  had  a  large  farm  and  saw¬ 
mill  in  the  Opequon  district.  They  had  a  large,  well  furnished 
house,  with  fine  interior  finish  and  workmanship,  library,  and  a 
beautiful  stairway.  The  author  visited  the  Shoppert  house  in 
July,  1927.  They  had  slaves.  The  Negro  coachman  wore  a  high 
silk  hat  and  drove  a  span  of  black  Kentucky  horses.  Folks  no¬ 
ticed  the  Shoppert  equipage  as  it  passed  by.  They  were  Luther¬ 
ans.  William  Hesse,  a  local  preacher  who  knew  the  family  well 
and  conducted  the  funeral  service  for  their  son  Nicholas,  gave 
the  foregoing  informal  ion.  They  owned  property  in  Martins- 
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burg.  A  corner  there  was  called  Shoppert’s  Corner.  In  1829 
Jacob  Shoppert  sold  a  lot  for  $125.00,  on  which  the  new  St.  John 
Lutheran  Church  was  built.  His  will  was  made  January  25, 
1866,  recorded  September  11,  1866.  He  bequeathed  to  his  be¬ 
loved  wife  Mary  all  his  real  and  personal  property  of  every  kind 
to  be  held  by  her  during  her  natural  life.  After  her  death  and 
the  payment  of  all  debts,  the  residue  was  to  be  divided  among 
their  ten  children,  namely:  Moses,  Nicholas,  Jacob,  Samuel,  Wil¬ 
liam,  Nancy,  Catherine,  Mary,  Rosannah,  Lydia.  Will  Book  22, 
p.  48. 

2.  Hannah  Miller  married  John  Vinsenheller.  She  received 
land  in  Pennsylvania  from  her  father.  Whether  or  not  they  ever 
lived  there  is  not  known.  Plis  will  was  made  January  22,  1825, 
recorded  at  Martinsburg  November  13,  1826.  Apparently,  Han¬ 
nah  was  deceased.  Six  children  were  mentioned.  To  Philip, 
Jacob,  George,  Mary,  and  Sarah,  he  bequeathed  one  dollar  each. 
They  had  married  and  each  had  received  his  or  her  proportion- 
able  share.  To  John,  the  youngest  child,  he  bequeathed  all  of  his 
land  and  worldly  estate.  John  was  named  executor,  without 
bond  or  security.  Will  Book  8,  p.  294. 

2.  Catherine  Miller  married  Peter  Deel.  They  lived  in  the 
Opequon  district  and  had  a  daughter  Rosannah  and  several  other 
children.  On  November  8,  1800,  Jacob  Bilmyer  obtained  a  li¬ 
cense  to  marry  Peggay  Deele.  The  marriage  bond  was  signed  in 
German  script  by  Peter  Deele. 

2.  Elizabeth  Miller  married  Henry  Jobe.  He  was  of  German 
descent,  and  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  near  the  Susquehanna 
River.  He  migrated  to  Martinsburg,  Virginia,  when  a  young 
man.  He  served  in  the  War  of  1812.  The  following  record  was 
furnished  by  the  Adjutant  General’s  Office,  War  Department, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

The  records  of  this  office  show  that  Henry  Job  (surname 
not  borne  as  Jobe)  served  in  the  War  ol  1812  as  a  private  in 
Captain  Robert  Wilson’s  Company,  6th  Regiment  of  Artil¬ 
lery  (Read,  Jr’s)  also  designated  1st  Regiment  of  Artillery, 
Virginia  Militia.  His  service  commenced  April  1,  1813,  and 
ended  October  16,  1813.  The  place  of  his  residence  is  not 
shown,  but  the  company  muster  roll  covering  the  period 
from  August  1st  to  August  16,  1813,  dated  at  Norfolk,  Octo¬ 
ber  16,  1813,  shows  that  his  place  of  residence  was  a  distance 
of  320  miles. 


To  Elizabeth  and  Henry  Jobe  five  children  were  born.  The 
youngest,  a  daughter,  died  early.  The  four  adult  children  were 
William,  John,  Henry,  Maria.  After  Henry’s  death,  Elizabeth 
lived  at  the  home  of  her  son  William  at  Brucetown,  Virginia. 

3.  William  Jobe  was  born  in  1809.  He  was  not  the  eldest 
child.  He  m.  (1)  Miss  Farnsworth,  who  soon  died;  m.  (2)  Anna 
Isabelle  Bales;  m.  (3)  Mrs.  Margaret  (McCarroll)  Ware,  a  widow 
with  two  daughters.  Eleven  children,  one  by  1st  wife,  seven  by 
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2nd  wife,  three  by  3rd  wife.  William  Jobe  has  a  biographical 
sketch  in  the  History  of  the  Lower  Shenandoah  Valley /  Counties 
of  Frederick ,  Berkeley ,  Jefferson ,  and  Clarke ,  Edited  by  J.  E. 
Norris,  1890.  It  states  that  he  served  as  an  apprentice  for  five 
years  in  a  woolen  mill  in  Martinsburg.  He  then  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  woolen  goods  for  himself.  In  1864  he  went  to 
Brucetown,  Virginia,  purchased  200  acres  of  land,  established 
the  Brucetown  Woolen  Factory,  and  wove  blankets  for  soldiers 
in  the  Civil  War.  He  began  life  poor,  but  by  his  own  labor  and 
perseverance  he  attained  prosperity.  He  received  the  following 
medals  as  awards: 

Maryland  Institute  for  the  Promotion  of  Mechanic  Arts,  Balti¬ 
more,  awarded  to  William  Jobe  for  Fulled  Cloth.  Depd.  by  T.  S. 
Sumwalt,  1860. 

The  Shenandoah  Valley  Agricultural  Society,  Winchester,  Va. 
Arts,  Agriculture,  Manufacture,  awarded  to  William  Jobe  and 
Son  for  the  best  Overcoating. 

William  Jobe  and  several  members  of  his  family  were  buried 
in  the  Methodist  Church  cemetery  at  Brucetown.  After  his 
death  his  woolen  mill  was  continued  as  the  Jobe  Woolen  Mill  by 
his  youngest  son  and  daughter  by  his  third  wife,  William  and 
Belle  Jobe,  until  the  early  1920’s.  Blankets  and  other  woolen 
cloths’ were  woven.  The  mill  was  closed  for  two  years.  It  was 
taken  over  about  1926  by  a  Winchester  company,  renovated  and 
modernized.  It  was  being  operated  by  this  company  when  it  was 
visited  in  July,  1927,  by  the  author,  who  still  has  samples  of 
cloths  that  were  being  woven  there  at  that  time.  The  author  had 
considerable  correspondence  with  Miss  Belle  Jobe. 

4.  Belle  McCarroll  Jobe,  born  about  1858,  grad.  Valley 
Female  Coll.,  Winchester,  and  the  State  Teachers  Coll.,  Harrison- 
ville,  Va.  She  taught  in  public  and  private  schools  for  twenty- 
three  years.  She  was  the  only  one  of  the  eleven  children  who 
did  not  marry. 

4.  Richard  Jobe  married  Mary  Gilbert.  Five  children.  As 
a  lad  he  ran  away  from  a  military  academy  and  joined  the  Con¬ 
federate  army. 

4.  John  Jacob  Jobe,  son  by  first  wife,  m.  (1)  Laura  Huy- 
ett;  m.  (2)  Mary  Richey.  Nine  children.  He  had  a  woolen  mill 
at  Wheatland,  near  Charles  Town,  W.  Va.  It  burned  in  1900, 
after  he  had  sold  it. 

5  .  Adeline  Jobe,  seventh  child,  born  1881,  grad.  Wood- 
stock  H.  S.;  grad,  music,  Massanutten  Academy;  att.  Normal 
University.  Teacher  in  public  schools.  Res.  Woodstock,  Va. 
She  cooperated  with  the  author  and  furnished  many  more  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Jobe  line  than  are  included  in  this  History. 

3.  John  Jobe  married  Catherine  Miser.  Six  children. 
They  migrated  to  West  Bedford,  Coshocton  County,  Ohio;  then 
to  Richmond,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio. 
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4.  Richard  Watson  Jobe  married  Sarah  Jane  Pittis.  See 
p.  425. 

3.  Henry  Jobe  remained  a  bachelor.  He  lived  on  a  Jobe 
farm  on  which  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  was  later  laid  out.  He  tried 
to  collect  the  price  of  the  land,  but  the  city  claimed  that  the  deed 
never  had  been  recorded. 

3.  Maria  Jobe  married  Joseph  Coyle.  No  children.  They 
lived  at  Brucetown,  Virginia. 


THE  HORN  FAMILY 

George  Horn,  father  of  Thomas  Horn  who  married  Mary  Mag¬ 
dalene  Hout,  p.  490,  was  a  descendant  of  the  immigrant  George 
Horn.  Three  Horn  brothers,  George,  William,  and  Thomas,  came 
from  Germany  through  Switzerland  to  America  in  1640  and 
settled  in  eastern  Pennsylvania,  probably  in  Berks  County, 
where  the  name  Horn  appears  in  records.  These  facts  were 
known  to  descendants  and  were  left  in  writing  by  Dr.  Thomas 
George  Horn,  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Hout  Horn.  Dr.  Horn 
stated  further  that  George’s  father  settled  in  northwestern  Vir¬ 
ginia,  then  moved  to  Augusta  County,  Virginia,  near  Staunton, 
the  county  seat,  where  he  settled  permanently. 

George  Horn  became  known  as  Major  George  Horn.  The  mar¬ 
riage  bond  of  his  daughter  Elizabeth  and  John  Boyd  was  signed 
by  him  as  George  Horn,  and  to  the  record  was  added,  “daughter 
of  the  said  George  Horn,  Major.”  This  marriage  bond  is  so  re¬ 
corded  at  Martinsburg.  “Major”  might  have  been  a  complimen¬ 
tary  title,  or  he  might  have  been  a  major  in  the  militia.  No  rec¬ 
ord  of  his  having  attained  that  rank  in  the  army  has  been  found. 

The  Department  of  the  Army,  Office  of  the  Adjutant  General, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  under  date  of  November  2,  1951,  made  the 
following  report: 

George  Horn  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  a  cor¬ 
poral  in  the  2nd  South  Carolina  Regiment,  commanded  by 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Marion.  His  name  appears  in  a  roll  of 
that  organization,  which  shows  that  he  enlisted  November 
4,  1775.  The  date  of  his  discharge  is  not  shown.

Treasury  of  the  said  State  the  sum  of  Eighty-five  Pounds 
Current  Money,  agreeable  to  an  Act  of  Assembly  entitled 
An  Act  for  procuring  a  Supply  of  Provisions  and  other  Ne¬ 
cessities  for  the  use  of  the  Army. 

Given  under  my  hand  this  3rd  day  of  March,  1781.

George  Horn  settled  in  the  wilderness  three  miles  south 
of  Martinsburg.  He  built  a  fort  as  protection  against  the  Indians, 
but  he  made  friends  with  the  Indians  and  traded  with  them.  His 
deeds,  tax  records,  will,  estate  appraisement  and  settlement  are 
on  record  at  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.  His  name  appears  in  the  Tax 
List  of  1782  as  a  landed  taxpayer. 

Deed  Book  5,  page  63.  August  18,  1776.  Lease  from  Thomas 
Newman  and  Mary  Newman  his  wife  to  George  Horn  for  100 
acres  of  the  Poplar  Springs  Tract  for  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred 
Pounds,  paid  to  Thomas  Newman  by  the  said  George  Horn,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  annual  rental  of  Three  Pounds  and  Ten  Shillings  rent 
to  be  paid  September  15  of  each  year,  and  compliance  with  the 
other  conditions  of  the  agreement  between  George  William 
Fairfax  and  Joseph  Evans,  to-wit: 

WHEREAS,  George  William  Fairfax.  Esq.,  by  his  inden¬ 
ture  of  September  10,  1772,  to  Joseph  Evans,  recorded  in 
Book  A  Folio  319,  to  have  and  to  hold  during  the  natural 
lives  of  Joseph  Evans  and  Mary  His  wife  and  Isaac  Evans 
their  son  and  the  longest  liver  of  them,  subject  to  the  annual 
rental  of  Three  Pounds  and  Ten  Shillings  coin  and  money  of 
Virginia. 

Deed  Book  1,  page  319.  September  10,  1772.  Agreement 
between  George  William  Fairfax  and  Joseph  Evans  whereby 
Joseph  Evans  agrees  to  plant  within  two  years  100  good 
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apple  and  peach  trees  at  least  30  feet  distant  from  each 
other  and  enclose  same  with  a  good  sufficient  and  lawful 
fence  and  keep  the  trees  well  pruned,  and  to  erect  a  dwell¬ 
ing-house  20  feet  by  16  feet  and  a  barn  20  feet  square,  after 
the  manner  of  Virginia  buildings,  and  to  keep  same  and  all 
in  good  repair.  Failure  to  do  so  will  void  this  lease. 
Witnesses:  (Signed)  Go  Wm  Fairfax  (RS)

By  an  instrument  of  writing  under  his  hand  and  seal,  Jo¬ 
seph  Evans  assigned  his  agreement  with  the  said  George 
William  Fairfax  to  the  said  Thomas  Newman. 

Deed  Book  13,  page  456.  June  26,  1795.  Deed  from  Ferdi¬ 
nand  Fairfax  and  Elizabeth  Blair  his  wife  to  George  Horn  for 
100  Acres  1  Rood,  for  Two  Hundred  and  Two  Pounds. 

Deed  Book  13,  page  407.  April  25,  1797.  Deed  by  Ferdo 
Fairfax  to  John  Fryatt  for  certain  lands  recites  that  it  joins 
another  tenement  of  the  entire  Tract  now  in  the  possession 
of  George  Horn,  and  that  the  land  conveyed  was  part  of  a 
larger  Tract  granted  by  the  late  Proprietor  of  the  Northern 
Neck  of  Virginia  [the  Right  Hon.  Thomas,  Lord  Fairfax]  to 
George  William  Fairfax  in  the  year  1751,  and  by  him  be¬ 
queathed  July  6,  1780,  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  unto 
William  Lee,  and  by  the  said  Lee  conveyed  to  the  aforesaid 
Ferdo  Fairfax  by  deed  bearing  date  October  25,  1794,  and 
recorded  in  the  District  Court  of  Winchester. 


Will  Book  9,  page  395.  May  11,  1829.  Appraisement  of  real 
estate  in  the  estate  of  George  Horn,  118  Acres  37  Poles,  accord¬ 
ing  to  recent  survey  made  by  Robert  Lyle,  appraised  at  $20.00 
per  acre  by  Thomas  Gill,  Harrison  Waite,  George  Harris. 

The  Deed  Book  recording  the  deed  of  transfer  of  the  land  of 
George  Horn  by  his  executors  was  among  records  that  were  de¬ 
stroyed  during  the  Civil  War. 

The  following  records  are  from  the  Bible  of  Dr.  Thomas  G. 
Horn. 


George  Horn  was  born  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning  on  August 
6  1756,  died  March  14,  1827,  in  his  71st  year;  married  June  1, 
1779,  Margaret  Millhaff,  born  October  9,  1757,  died  October  16, 
1826,  aged  69  years.  Both  were  buried  in  the  old  Dutch  Church 
(Reformed  and  Lutheran)  graveyard,  between  John  and  King 
streets,  in  Martinsburg,  where  slab  tombstones  mark  their 
To  them  were  born  seven  sons  and  three  daughters.

Additional  facts  known  regarding  these  children  follow. 

3.  George  Horn  died  before  his  father  (1827).  His  children 
were  George,  James  B.,  William,  and  Margaret  who  married  Ja¬ 
cob  Suttgivnor. 

4.  John  Horn  survived  his  father.  No  further  records. 

5.  Margaret  Horn  married  James  R.  Dugan.  By  a  codicil  to 
his  will,  her  father  made  special  provision  for  her  support  and 
comfort  during  her  life.  She  bore  nine  sons  and  one  daughter, 
born  at  or  near  Martinsburg.  The  daughter,  Margaret  Ann  Du¬ 
gan  (Peggy),  married  Mr.  Boal.  She  and  two  unmarried  daugh¬ 
ters  lived  at  Colorado  Springs  until  1905,  when  they  moved  to 
Glendale,  California.  One  daughter,  Margaret  Ellen  Boal,  was 
hard  of  hearing  or  deaf  from  early  youth.  At  Glendale  she  grew 
roses  and  other  flowers  for  sale  and  was  proud  to  be  known  as 
the  “Rose  Lady.”  In  correspondence  with  the  author  in  March, 
1927,  she  said  she  was  sixty  years  of  age  and  her  mother’s  young¬ 
est  child.  She  was  strong  in  the  claim  that  the  Horn  family  was 
connected  with  the  Luther  family  through  Christina,  sister  of 
Martin  Luther.  She  had  a  brooch  which  she  proudly  claimed 
had  belonged  to  Christina  Luther.  She  described  it  as  lavender- 
colored  glass  in  a  setting  made  from  the  metal  of  a  ring  and  cross 
worn  by  Martin  Luther  when  he  was  a  monk.  She  stated  further 
that  at  a  Horn  family  gathering  held  at  the  World’s  Fair  at  Chi¬ 
cago  in  1893,  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Horn,  as  a  banquet  speaker,  gave 
much  history  of  the  Horn  family  and  its  connection  with  Luther. 
(See  his  records  for  his  belief  about  Luther,  p.  509.) 

Otto  Sartorius,  in  his  book  Die  Nachkommenschajt  D.  Martin 
Luthers ,  1926,  discusses  and  lists  the  possible  collateral  relatives 
of  Martin  Luther  (1483-1546).  As  an  authority  he  quotes  Dr. 
Richter,  who  stated  that  Luther  had  three  brothers  and  possibly 
three  or  four  sisters.  One  of  these  sisters,  about  whom  he  said 
definite  proof  is  lacking,  was  Christina.  According  to  Wacken- 
roder’s  Altes  und  Neues  Ruegen,  1732,  (1)  Christine  Luther 
married  Pastor  John  Kulling  of  Kamin.  Their  son  (2)  Zacharias 
Kulling,  d.  1610,  m.  a  Kehmann.  Their  daughter  (3)  Ottillie,  in. 
a  Falk.  Their  son  (4)  Peter  Falk,  d.  1680,  m.  a  Kreidel.  Their 
daughter  (5)  Anna  Maria  Falk,  m.  Pastor  J.  Horn,  d.  1733  at 
Verden.  Their  son  (6)  Pastor  J.  Peter  Horn,  d.  1762  in  Verden, 
m.  a  Henke.  Their  son  (7)  Pastor  Johann  Horn  of  Verden,  m. 
a  Pratje.  Their  daughter  (8)  Beate  Wilhelmina  Horn,  m.  Pastor 
Aichel  of  Elsdorf.  Their  son  (9)  Kaspar  Otto  Friedrich  Aichel 
(wife’s  name  is  not  given)  was  superintendent  at  Ilorneburg.  In 
1845  he  sent  the  family  tree  to  Professor  Nobbe.  His  sons  were 
(10)  Otto,  b.  1835;  Oswald,  b.  1841;  Oscar,  b.  1851. 
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Miss  Boal  also  stated  that  her  Dugan  ancestor,  Cumberland 
Dugan,  in  1793  built  a  wharf  1600  feet  long  below  the  Center 
Market  in  Baltimore;  also  that  some  Dugans  married  into  the 
line  of  the  “First  Families  of  Virginia,”  and  that  Dugans  were 
solders  in  the  Revolution  and  in  all  later  American  wars.  She 
said  that  she  and  her  sister  had  five  ancestors  who  qualified  them 
for  membership  and  bars  in  the  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

6.  Jacob  Horn  died  about  March  1,  1829.  He  married  Cath¬ 
erine  Hendle.  Their  children  were  William,  Moses,  Fanny 
(Horn)  Gasoway,  Isabella,  Mathew,  Sarah  Ann.  The  volume  of 
Administrators’  Bonds  at  Martinsburg  states,  under  date  of 
March  9,  1829,  that  William  Horn  was  appointed  administrator 
of  the  estate  of  Jacob  Horn,  deceased,  with  Isaac  Shank  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Faris  as  sureties,  all  bound  in  the  sum  of  $1000.  William 
Horn  died  April  4,  1830,  and  on  May  10,  1830,  Thomas  Horn  was 
appointed  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Jacob  Horn,  with  Isaac 
Shank  and  John  R.  Wilson  as  sureties,  all  bound  in  the  sum  of 
$1000.  Thomas  Horn  died  September  15,  1832,  and  on  June  9, 
1835,  Daniel  Burkhart  was  appointed  administrator  of  the  estate 
of  Jacob  Horn,  with  William  Long  as  surety,  both  bound  in  the 
sum  of  $600. 

7.  Philip  Horn  also  died  about  March  1,  1829.  On  Jan.  4, 
1819,  he  married  Mary  Butt.  This  marriage  is  recorded  in  the 
register  of  St.  Peter’s  Lutheran  Church  at  Shepheidstown. 
Their  children  were  Samuel,  Margaret,  John,  James,  Ellen.  The 
volume  of  Administrators’  Bonds  gives  exactly  the  same  records 
for  the  estate  of  Philip  Horn  as  for  that  of  Jacob  Horn  the  same 
dates,  the  same  three  administrators,  same  sureties,  same  bonds. 
Philip  lived  and  died  in  Licking  County,  Ohio.  His  widow  re¬ 
turned  to  Berkeley  County,  where  the  record  of  the  following 
transaction  appears  under  date  of  September  2,  1832. 

Mary  Horn,  of  the  County  of  Licking,  State  of  Ohio  (who 
is  now  in  the  County  of  Berkeley),  widow  of  Philip  Horn, 
deceased,  for  the  sum  of  fifty-five  dollars,  sold  to  George 

♦  Michael  Hout  her  estate  right  title  and  interest  in  the  right 
of  her  late  husband,  Philip  Horn,  in  and  to  the  estate 
of  George  Horn,  deceased,  late  of  Berkeley  County,  the  said 
Philip  Horn  having  been  a  son  of  the  said  George  Horn,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  death  entitled  to  an  equal  share  of  the  es¬ 
tate  of  his  deceased  father,  George  Horn.

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8.  William  Horn  died  April  4,  1830;  married  August  30,  1818, 
marriage  bond  signed  by  William  Horn  and  David  Cline,  Eva 
Cline,  born  April  1,  1800,  died  March  28,  1875,  daughter  of  John 
and  Isabel  Cline-  She  was  left  to  rear  five  children.  George 
Horn,  b.  Aug.  6,  1819;  m.  Susan  Best,  of  Frederick,  Md.  They 
had  eight  daughters  and  one  son.  Isabella  Cline  Horn,  b.  Nov. 
18,  1821;  m.  William  S.  Beard,  of  Berkeley  County.  William 
Horn,  b.  Apr.  30,  1824;  m.  Elizabeth  Beard,  sister  of  Wm.  S. 
Beard.  They  had  seven  children.  They  moved  from  Berkeley 
County  to  Monongalia  County,  Virginia  (now  in  W.  Va.),  and 
then  to  the  Middle  West.  Margaret  Elizabeth  Horn,  b.  Sept.  29, 
1828;  m.  Frank  Bowers  of  Berkeley  County.  David  Cline  Horn, 
b.  June  2,  1826,  d.  Nov.  13,  1870;  m.  Nov.  14,  1855,  Mary  Cather¬ 
ine  Crider,  b.  Sept.  13,  1834,  d.  Jan.  13,  1917.  They  had  seven 
children,  as  follows:

Milton  Edward  Branthaver,  eldest  child,  b.  Jan.  25,  1887;  m. 
Dec.  25,  1906,  Lida  Pearl  Deardorff,  b.  Feb.  16,  1886.  He  is  in¬ 
terested  in  Horn  family  history  and  has  rendered  valuable  as¬ 
sistance  to  the  author  by  furnishing  many  records  in  the  Horn 
line.  Res.  408  West  Baltimore  St.,  Groencastle,  Pa.  Four  chil¬ 
dren.  Garnet  Edward,  b.  Jan.  18,  1908.  Luther  Frank,  b.  Jan.

The  volume  of  Administrators’  Bonds  at  Martinsburg  states, 
under  date  of  May  10,  1830,  that  David  Cline  was  appointed  ad¬ 
ministrator  of  the  estate  of  William  Horn,  with  Reson  Iludgel, 
William  Vinson  (who  signed  bis  name  in  German  script),  and 
William  Faris  as  sureties,  all  bound  in  the  sum  of  $2000. 

9.  Elizabeth  Horn;  m.  Feb.  13,  1821,  John  Boyd,  both  bur. 
Apple  Pie  Ridge  Church  cem.,  five  miles  northwest  of  Winches¬ 
ter,  Va.,  near  where  they  lived.  As  previously  stated,  their  mar¬ 
riage  bond,  on  record  at  Martinsburg,  was  signed  by  John  Boyd 
and  her  father,  George  Horn.  To  the  record  was  added,  “daugh¬ 
ter  of  the  said  George  Horn,  Major.”  They  had  nine  children. 
Mary  Boyd,  m.  Oct.  14,  1845,  George  Swisher  Fries.  George 
Boyd  went  west.  Mildred  d.  young.  Abraham  d.  unmarried. 
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Ellen,  m.  Josiah  Fries,  cousin  of  George  S.  Fries.  John,  m.  1853, 
E.  Catherine  Chamberlain.  Robert,  m.  Elizabeth  Palmer.  Mar¬ 
tha,  m.  John  P.  Ramey.  Esther  Ann,  m.  1850,  Isaac  T.  Parlett. 

John  Boyd,  Sixth  child,  m.  1853,  E.  Catherine  Chamberlain. 
Their  daughter,  Florence  Boyd,  m.  1884,  at  Winchester,  Va.,  Al¬ 
bert  Greenwood  Rutherford.  They  had  eight  children.  The 
eldest,  Camilla  Rutherford,  m.  Henry  P.  Bardshar.  Res.  322  S. 
Manhattan  Place,  Los  Angeles,  California. 

It  is  noted  that  George  Horn  and  four  of  his  six  adult  sons  died 
between  1827  and  1832,  or  within  a  period  of  live  years,  and  that 
a  fifth  son,  George,  Jr.,  died  a  short  time  earlier,  leaving  John, 
Margaret,  and  Elizabeth  as  the  only  survivors.  In  his  will  he 
named  his  sons  William  and  Thomas  as  executors.  They  both 
died  before  the  estate  was  settled.  Final  settlement  of  the  estate 
was  made  twenty  years  after  his  death  by  George  Michael  Hout 
as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Thomas  Horn.  The  delay  may 
have  been  caused  in  part  by  a  lifetime  provision  made  for  his 
daughter  Margaret  Dugan,  as  well  as  by  the  early  deaths  of  his 
sons  William  and  Thomas,  his  executors.  Some  items  in  his  es¬ 
tate  account  indicate  that  he  had  land  in  Licking  County.  Ohio; 
also  that  his  last  illness  and  death  may  have  occurred  in  Ohio, 
possibly  at  the  home  of  his  son  Philip.  His  estate  account  covers 
about  ten  pages  in  Will  Books  9  and  10.  Will  Book  10,  page  259. 
In  account  with  Thomas  Horn,  surviving  executor  of  the  estate 
of  George  Horn,  among  other  items  appear  the  following:

I  George  Horn  sen*'  of  the  County  of  Berkeley  Commonwealth  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  Farmer,  being  indisposed  in  body,  but  of  sound  disposing  mind  and 
memory,  and  being  conscious  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  hour  when  I  may 
be  required  to  submit  to  that  solemn  decree  of  Heaven  which  has  ap¬ 
pointed  it  unto  all  men  once  to  die,  DO  therefore  make  and  constitute 
my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  following  to  Wit: 

1st  It  is  my  Will  and  direction  that  my  Executors  hereinafter  named, 
♦shall  as  soon  after  my  decease  as  may  be  practicable,  dispose  of  so  much 
of  my  personal  Estate  (excepting  my  slaves)  as  shall  be  sufficient  to 
pay  and  discharge  all  just  debts  then  existing  against  my  estate. 

2nd  It  is  my  Will  and  direction  that  my  said  Executors  shall  also  dis¬ 
pose  of  the  residue  of  my  personal  estate  (excepting  my  slaves)  upon  a 
reasonable  credit  and  the  proceeds  thereof  I  direct  to  be  equally  divided 
into  Eight  shares,  and  to  be  paid  over  by  my  Executors  as  follows.  One 
share  to  the  children  of  my  son  George  Horn  to  be  equally  divided  among 
them  or  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  them,  when  they  shall  respectively 
attain  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  shall  marry,  and  the  same  shall 
be  put  to  Interest  by  my  said  Executors  until  tin'  time  appointed  lor  the 
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payment  thereof:  and  should  any  of  them  marry  before  they  attain  to 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  their  portion  shall  have  been  put  to 
Interest  and  not  payable  until  the  period  when  they  would  attain  to  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  then  in  that  case  they  shall  receive  the  bonds 
which  shall  have  be^n  executed  therefor,  and  thereupon  my  said  Execu¬ 
tors  be  so  far  exonerated,  provided  always  that  my  Executors  shall  be 
responsible  that  all  the  money  to  be  loaned  by  them  under  the  provision 
and  direction  aforesaid,  shall  be  so  secured  by  them  as  that  the  recovery 
thereof  shall  be  safe.  One  share  to  the  children  of  my  Daughter  Mar¬ 
garet  Dugan  the  Wife  of  James  R.  Dugan,  to  be  paid  over  by  my  said 
Executors  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  the 
share  to  the  children  of  my  son  George  Horn.  One  share  to  my  son 
John  Horn  his  Heirs  or  legal  representatives.  One  share  to  my  son  Ja¬ 
cob  Horn  his  Heirs  or  legal  representatives.  One  share  to  my  son  Wil¬ 
liam  Horn  his  Heirs  or  legal  representatives.  One  share  to  my  son 
Philip  Horn  his  Heirs  or  legal  representatives.  One  share  to  my  son 
Thomas  Horn  his  Heirs  or  legal  representatives.  One  share  to  my  son- 
in-law  John  Boyd  his  Heirs  or  legal  representatives.  The  six  last  men¬ 
tioned  shares  shall  be  paid  over  by  my  said  Executors  so  soon  as  the 
same  can  be  collected  after  the  expiration  of  the  credit  upon  which  my 
said  personal  Estate  shall  be  sold  as  aforesaid. 


3rd.  It  is  my  will  and  direction  that  all  my  slaves,  to  Wit,  Eve,  Ben¬ 
jamin  and  Henry  shall  be  hired  out  by  my  Executors  (and  who  shall 
make  it  their  special  business  to  procure  them  as  good  places  as  possi¬ 
ble)  annually  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  and  at  the  expiration  thereof 
they  (including  the  increase  of  Eve  if  any)  shall  be  free,  and  it  is  my 
will  and  direction  that  the  hire  annually  derived  from  my  said  slaves 
for  the  said  term  of  ten  years,  shall  be  divided  and  paid  over  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  my  son  George  Horn,  the  children  of  my  Daughter  Margaret 
Dugan,  my  sons,  John  Horn,  Jacob  Horn,  William  Horn,  Philip  Horn, 
Thomas  Horn,  and  my  son-in-law  John  Boyd,  as  the  same  shall  be  an¬ 
nually  received  by  them  Provided  however  that  the  portions  thereof  to 
the  children  of  my  son  George  Horn,  and  the  children  of  my  Daughter 
Margaret  Dugan,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  hereinbefore 
expressed  in  reference  to  the  portions  of  my  personal  estate. 


4th.  It  is  my  will  and  direction  that  the  whole  of  my  Real  Estate  be 
sold  by  my  Executors  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  after  my  decease, 
selling  the  same  at  public  auction  on  the  premises  to  the  highest  bidder 
upon  giving  bond  anil  security,  and  a  lien  on  the  pi  ope  1  y,  upon  u.  o 
lowing  terms,  One  third  of  the  purchase  money  to  be  paid  in  hand,  and 
the  ballance  in  three  equal  annual  payments,  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
including  the  rent  for  the  said  2  years  shall  be  divided  into  Eight  equal 
shares,  and  shall  be  paid  over  by  my  Executors,  one  share  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  my  son  George  Horn,  one  to  the  children  of  my  Daughtei  Mai- 
garet  Dugan,  and  to  mv  sons  John  Horn,  Jacob  Horn,  William  Horn, 
Philip  Horn,  Thomas  Horn,  and  my  son-in-law  John  Boyd  each  one 
share  The  portion  or  shares  to  the  children  of  my  son  George  Horn,  and 
the  children  of  my  Daughter  Margaret  Dugan  are  to  be  paid  by  my  Ex¬ 
ecutors  in  the  same  manner,  and  subject  to  the  same  arrangement  and 
regulation  as  expressed  and  directed  in  reference  to  then-portions  of  my 
personal  Estate.  The  shares  or  portions  to  my  sons,  John  Horn,  Jacob 
Horn  William  Horn,  Thomas  Horn,  Philip  Horn,  and  my  son-in-law 
John  Boyd  to  be  paid  to  them  respectively  by  my  Executors  as  soon  as 
practicable  under  the  terms  I  have  directed  my  Real  Estate  to  be  sold. 
And  Lastly  I  do  hereby  nominate  constitute  and  appoint  my  sons  - 
liam  Horn  and  Thomas  Horn  Executors  of  this  my  last  Will  and  tes¬ 
tament  hereby  pronouncing  and  declaring  the  same  to  be  my  only  tiue 
last  Will  and  Testament.  In  Testimony  Whereof  I  have  hereunto  set 
my  hand  and  affixed  my  seal  this  21st  day  of  January  1827.

THE  ARNOLD  FAMILY 

The  name  Arnold  occurs  in  this  History  a  number  of  times  as 
a  given  or  Christian  name.  It  occurs  as  a  family  or  surname  on 
pages  299,  310,  433,  434,  478,  554. 

The  name  Arnold  is  of  ancient  origin.  It  was  employed  by  the 
Teutonic  tribes  to  mean  “Eagle  Power” — a  people  that  could  soar 
and  search.  The  pages  of  history  are  replete  with  brilliant 
achievements  by  this  family.  Its  members  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  literature,  education,  theology,  philosophy,  science, 
politics,  and  various  other  fields.  The  College  of  Arms  in  Eng¬ 
land  establishes  the  origin  of  the  family  among  the  early  Princes 
of  Wales.  The  Arnold  lineage  is  traced  in  direct  descent  from 
Alfred  the  Great,  born  847,  king  of  England,  in  The  Arnold 
Lucky  Family  Ties ,  published  by  Rev.  Leonard  W.  A.  Lucky, 
Ph.D.,  D.D.,  New  York,  1931. 

Nine  Arnold  marriages  with  members  of  the  Pittis  family  in 
England  and  America  between  1G64  and  the  present  time  indi¬ 
cate  that  there  has  been  a  bond  of  affinity  between  the  two  fam¬ 
ilies  that  has  continued  for  almost  three  hundred  years  and  still 

exists. 

Arnold  families  had  manorial  estates  at  Shalfleet  and  Biigh- 
Stone  on  the  Isle  of  Wight,  England.  A  number  of  Arnold 
graves  are  in  the  churchyard  of  both  places.  These  manor 
houses  and  graves  were  visited  by  the  author  in  June,  1948. 
Wayte’s  Court,  thatch-roofed,  is  the  Arnold  manor  house  at 
Brighstone.  The  coat-of-arms  of  the  Arnold  families  of  the  Is  c 
of  Wight  is  reproduced  here.

The  name  McCullough  occurs  in  this  History  on  pages  82,  142, 
143,  312,  313,  330,  410.  The  author’s  mother,  p.  410,  was  a  great- 
granddaughter,  and  Richard  McCullough,  p.  312,  was  the  young¬ 
est  child,  of  John  McCulloch  (1753-1828)  and  Jane  Underwood 
McCulloch  (1747-1836),  both  bur.  Long’s  Methodist  church 
graveyard,  in  the  country  two  miles  from  Fernwood,  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio. 

John  and  Jane  McCulloch  were  of  Scotch-Irirsh  extraction. 
Their  home  was  in  the  Parish  of  Inniskeel,  County  Donegal, 
Northern  Ireland,  where  the  Island  Inniskeel  was  owned  by  Mc- 
Cullochs.  They  and  their  seven  children  —  Hugh,  David,  John, 
Alexander,  Andrew,  Margaret  (Peggy) ,  and  Richard  —  emi¬ 
grated  to  the  United  States  in  1792,  landing  at  Philadelphia.  Liv¬ 
ing  first  in  Lancaster  County,  then  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  they  migrated  in  1802  to  Jefferson  County,  Ohio.  3  hey 
and  their  sons  settled  on  farms  near  Richmond  and  East  Spring- 
field.  Hugh  (1772-1852),  the  eldest,  married  Isabel  Cunningham 
(1782-1863),  both  bur.  Long’s  graveyard.  Isabel,  one  of  eight 
children,  had  come  in  1800  with  her  parents,  John  and  Isabel 
(Cochran)  Cunningham,  from  County  Donegal,  Ireland,  to  a 
farm  near  Fernwood  in  Jefferson  County,  O.  Two  of  Hugh  and 
Isabel  McCullough’s  daughters,  Ellen  and  Margaret,  married 
sons  of  Hugh  Birney  (p.  613).  Margaret  (1813-1877)  married 
Wesley  Birney  (1812-1864).  Their  daughter  Jane  Katherine 
Birney  married  Albert  Pittis  (p.  410),  whose  daughtei  Maigaiet 
(author  of  this  History)  is  the  namesake  of  Margaret  McCul¬ 
lough  Birney,  her  grandmother. 


The  name  was  McCulloch  in  Ireland,  and  MacCulloch  in  Scot¬ 
land.  It  is  McCullough  in  the  United  States.  The  Island  of  Innis¬ 
keel,  comprising  about  eighty  hilly  acres,  once  owned  by  McCul- 
lochs,  is  off  the  west  coast  of  County  Donegal,  Ireland,  at  Port- 
noo.  It  took  the  boatman  about  twenty  minutes  by  hand-rowing 
to  reach  the  island  when  it  was  visited  on  June  19,  1937,  by  the 
author.  It  was  dotted  with  rabbitholes  and  streaked  with  cow- 
paths.  On  it  was  one  house,  used  as  a  summer  home  by  the  own¬ 
er,  and  the  ruins  of  two  churches,  one  Protestant  and  one  Cath¬ 
olic  By  the  Protestant  church  ruin  was  the  graveyard,  used  in 
common  by  the  Protestant  and  the  Catholic  parishes  It  was 
overgrown  with  nettles,  making  the  search  painful  and  difficult, 
but  in  it  were  found  graves  of  McCullochs  and  Underwoods. 
About  fifty  feet  from  the  Protestant  church  ruin  was  the  Cath¬ 
olic  church  ruin.  Its  altar  was  still  visited  as  a  shrine  by  pil¬ 
grims  seeking  physical  healing.  Their  gifts  left,  on  the  altar  were 
collected  by  boatmen  from  the  mainland  after  the  departure  oi 


the  pilgrims.

Inniskeel  Island,  Ireland 


In  the  time  of  the  Crusades,  a  Scottish  warrior  carrying  on  his 
shield  a  boar  was  conspicuous  for  his  prowess  and  personal  dar¬ 
ing  in  the  Holy  Land.  On  his  return,  William  the  Lion,  in  re¬ 
ward  for  his  prowess,  granted  him  the  lands  of  Myrton,  Glasser- 
ton,  Killasser,  and  Auchtnaught.  Boar  in  Gaelic,  the  old  Gallo¬ 
way  tongue,  is  cullach.  The  soldier  adopted  as  his  patronymic 
the  word  Cullach,  his  old  nom-de-guerre.  Mac  meaning  the  son 
of,  his  son  was  thence  styled  MacCullach,  and  was  called  God¬ 
frey,  after  Godfrey  de  Bouillon,  king  of  Jerusalem. 

In  Galloway,  southern  extremity  of  Scotland,  the  MacCullochs 
had  four  castle  estates  and  other  estates  without  castles.  Much 
history  regarding  the  castles,  their  lairds  and  families,  their  tra¬ 
ditions,  legends,  tales  of  adventure  and  romance,  may  be  read  in 
histories  of  Galloway,  Kirkcudbright,  and  Wigton,  to  which  the 
reader  is  referred.  Myrton  or  Myrtoun  Castle  near  Port  Wil¬ 
liam,  on  the  eastern  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Luce,  was  the  family  seat. 
Cardiness  Castle  near  Gatchouse-of-Fleet,  Killasser  Castle  near 
Stranrear,  and  Barholm  Castle,  were  MacCulloch  strongholds. 
Glasserton  and  Torhouse  were  MacCulloch  estates  without 
castles.  No  longer  needed  for  defense,  the  castles  fell  into  ruin. 
Each  castle  was  succeeded  by  its  mansionhouse,  built  of  stone 
from  the  castle.  Each  mansionhouse  was  still  occupied  by  scions 
of  the  castle  family  when  the  ruins  and  the  mansionhouses  were 
visited  in  June,  1937,  by  the  author.  Each  mansionhouse  con¬ 
tained  its  highly-prized  heirlooms  and  life-size  family  portraits. 

Torhouse  has  belonged  to  the  MacCullochs  for  over  live  cen¬ 
turies.  In  1937  it  was  owned  by  the  heirs  of  the  late  David  Mac- 
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Culloch.  Its  stately  mansionhouse,  now  a  ruin,  still  shows  its 
handsome  carved  stone  doorframe,  above  which  is  carved  the 
MacCulloch  coat  of  arms.  It  is  regarded  as  a  choice  specimen  of 
architecture.  Qn  Torhouse  lands  are  the  Standing  Stones  of 
Torhouse,  nineteen  natural  boulders.  They  form  a  circle  sixty 
feet  in  diameter,  which  contains  within  the  periphery  an  arrange¬ 
ment  of  three  larger  stones  of  peculiar  character  not  observed 
elsewhere  in  stone  circles.  They  are  supposed  to  mark  the  tomb 
of  the  king.  Of  the  several  stone  circles,  the  one  at  Torhouse  is 
the  only  complete  circle  in  the  Shire.  Archaeologists  describe 
such  circles  as  sepulchral  constructions  of  the  bronze  age.  They 
are  under  control  of  the  National  Monument  Association,  and  are 
visited  by  the  Society  of  Antiquarians. 

Myrton  was  long  in  the  possession  of  Sir  Alexander  MacCul¬ 
loch,  who  was  chieftain  of  the  clan.  He  was  a  friend  of  James  IV 
and  in  1505  was  custodian  of  the  king’s  falcons.  The  tower  room 
at  Myrton  is  still  standing  in  which  the  king  lodged  when  on  his 
pilgrimages  from  Edinburgh  to  Whithall  Priory.  In  recognition 
of  the  hospitality  received,  James  IV  created  Myrton  a  barony. 
Myrton  Castle  sheltered  many  illustrious  guests.  The  lands  of 
Myrton  belonged  to  the  MacCullochs  until  the  end  of  the  seven¬ 
teenth  century.  They  were  acquired  by  Sir  William  Maxwell, 
laird  of  Monreith,  through  marriages  with  MacCullochs.  They 
continue  to  be  owned  by  his  lineal  descendants  and  bear  the 
name  Monreith.  In  June,  1937,  when  visited  by  the  author,  Mon¬ 
reith  was  in  possession  of  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell,  Bart.,  M.P., 
writer  of  note  and  historian  of  Galloway.  The  author  was  enter¬ 
tained  at  luncheon  by  Sir  Herbert  and  his  daughter,  shown 
through  the  mansionhouse  with  its  portraits  and  heirlooms  (one 
being  a  very  large  tapestry  of  wall-size  which  had  been  made  by 
ladies  of  the  castle),  and  driven  to  the  castle  ruin  and  about  the 
beautiful  grounds.  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell  died  the  following  No¬ 
vember. 

Cariliness  Castle,  with  walls  ten  feet  thick,  is  said  to  have  been 
built  about  1450  by  Gilbert  MacCulloch.  For  years  a  neglected 
ruin,  Cardiness  came  under  control  of  the  National  Monument 
Association.  It  has  been  put  in  order,  surrounded  by  a  lovely 
level  lawn,  and  its  grounds  beautifully  landscaped.  It  is  visited 
by  tourists,  students  of  architecture,  and  historians.  An  admis¬ 
sion  fee  is  charged.  Through  alliance  with  MacCullochs  by  mai- 
riage,  the  estate  and  mansionhouse  (dating  from  the  Georgian 
period)  acquired  the  name  Ardwall.  In  1587  Ardwall  was 
granted  to  Marion,  a  granddaughter  of  William  MacCulloch.  She 
married  into  two  noble  families.  By  her  second  marriage  she 
became  the  wife  of  the  fifth  Viscount  Kenmure.  Ardwall  passed 
from  father  to  son  for  many  generations  until  the  time  of  Mi. 
Walter  MacCulloch,  who  died  unmarried  in  1892.  He  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  his  niece,  the  wife  of  Sheriff  John  Jameson.  On  be¬ 
ing  raised  to  the  bench  in  1905,  Mr.  Jameson  took  the  title  of 
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Lord  Ardwall.  When  called  upon  by  the  author,  Lady  Ardwall 
was  charming,  gracious,  and  cordial.  She  was  guide  through  the 
historic  rooms,  decorated  with  most  interesting  heirlooms  and 
family  portraits  of,  many  generations,  and  invited  the  author  to 
afternoon  tea.  Her  elder  son,  a  brigade  commander  in  World  War 
I,  had  just  been  knighted  as  Sir  Andre  MacCulloch,  being  the 
first  man  in  Scotland  to  be  knighted  by  King  George  VI.  Her 
younger  son  retained  his  paternal  name,  Jameson.

Killasser  Castle  has  nothing  left  of  it  but  a  small  pile  of  stone 
and  rubble  that  may  be  seen  from  the  roadway.  The  property 
of  Ardwell  adjoining  Killasser  also  belonged  to  the  MacCullochs. 
Ardwell  House  near  Stranraer  is  now  the  MacTaggart-Stewait 
House.  Kirkmadrine,  in  the  center  of  Rhinns  of  Galloway,  one 
of  the  oldest  churches  of  Scotland,  was  a  ruin.  It  was  restored 
by  Lady  MacTaggart-Stewart,  of  MacCulloch  lineage.  Two 
ancient  monoliths  in  the  church  portico  are  protected  by  an  Lon 
grating.  The  graveyard  was  covered  with  very  long  grass,  but 
two  MacCulloch  graves  were  found  by  the  author  because 
broken  paths  led  to  them.  MacCulloch  graves  are  to  be  found  in 
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most  of  the  kirks  and  graveyards  in  Galloway.  In  193.7  the  Mac- 
Taggart-Stewart  House  was  occupied  by  Sir  Edward  MacTag- 
gart-Stewart,  a  scion  of  MacCulloch.  The  Ardwell  estate  con¬ 
sisted  of  1200  acres.  The  author  was  received  by  the  matron  in 
charge,  as  the  family  was  in  London.  The  daughter  was  to  be 
presented  at  court  in  Edinburgh  the  following  week. 

Barliolm  Castle  was  a  neglected  ruin  in  a  barnyard.  The  author 
climbed  the  stone  steps  to  the  keep,  from  which  there  was  a  love¬ 
ly  view  of  the  surrounding  countryside.  Barholm  House  was  in 
the  midst  of  a  beautiful  park.  In  1937  the  proprietor  was  Cap¬ 
tain  Frederick  Wickham  Weeks,  to  whom  Barholm  was  be¬ 
queathed  by  his  “beloved  cousin,”  Miss  Grant  McCulloch.  The 
author  was  cordially  received  by  Captain  Weeks,  and  was  shown 
the  portraits  which  lined  the  walls  of  the  large  diningroom;  also 
the  MacCulloch  coat  of  arms  embroidered  on  a  large  canvas, 
which  was  supported  by  an  easel-like  standard  in  the  drawing¬ 
room;  and  other  heirlooms. 

The  MacCulloch  castles  and  estates  of  Galloway  have  their 
place  in  history  and  literature.  Major  John  MacCulloch  of  Bar¬ 
holm  gave  shelter  and  protection  to  John  Knox  in  his  troubled 
days.  The  Major  was  a  highly  respected  and  revered  gentleman, 
but  he  was  beheaded  as  a  traitor,  with  other  unhappy  Presby¬ 
terians  or  Covenanters  of  Galloway,  who  continued  to  suffer 
from  the  fury  of  the  military.  Barholm  Castle  is  identified  with 
“Ellangowan”  of  Sir  Walter  Scott’s  Guy  Mannering. 

In  the  days  of  the  clans,  the  MacCullochs  were  proud,  spirited, 
and  powerful.  Their  motto  was  Vi  et  animo — by  strength  and  by 
courage.  Their  crest  was  a  hand  throwing  a  dart. 

The  powerful  clan  of  MacCulloch  figured  prominently  in  the 
history  of  Galloway.  Of  the  numerous  accounts  of  encounters, 
a  typical  one  relates  to  the  Isle  of  Man,  only  fifteen  miles  distant 
from  the  southern  extremity  of  Galloway. 

The  lord,  or  rather  the  king-  of  Man  imprudently  led  his  subjects  on  a 
raid  into  Galloway  and  plundered  the  lands  of  the  MacCullochs  about 
Ardwell  and  Cardiness.  The  chief  of  the  clan  was  traditionally  called 
Cutler,  but  it  is  suspected  that  this  was  a  nom-de-guerre  and  that  he 
was  none  other  than  chieftain  Sir  Alexander  MacCulloch.  The  chief¬ 
tain  equipped  a  flotilla,  assembled  his  retainers,  sailed  over  to  the  Isle 
of  Man,  and  repaid  the  raid  with  interest,  carrying  off  everything  that 
was  not  “too  hot  or  too  heavy”  for  removal.  He  returned  again  and 
again  and  so  terrified  the  Manxmen  that  it  became  a  saying  amongst 
them  that  at  meals  they  must  eat  their  meat  first  and  finish  with  the 
soup  so  as  to  make  sure  of  something  substantial  before  they  were  dis¬ 
turbed  by  the  ubiquitous  MacCullochs,  whilst  their  prayer  was  — 

“God  keep  this  house  and  all  within 
From  Cut  M’Culloch,  and  from  sin.” 

or,  as  it  was  sometimes  rendered  — 

“Keep  me,  my  good  corn,  my  sheep,  and  my  bullocks, 

From  Satin,  from  sin,  and  those  thievish  M’Cul lochs.

THE  PITTIS  FAMILY 

The  origin  of  the  Pittis  Family  is  unknown.  It  has  been  the 
claim  of  some  earlier  members  who  were  versed  in  the  family 
history  that  the  first  Pittis  in  England  was  Robert  Pittis,  who 
came  from  Normandy,  France,  with  William  the  Conqueror  m 
1066  as  a  chaplain,  and  that  after  the  Conquest  he  settled  with 
his  wife  and  two  sons  on  the  Isle  of  Wight.  The  name  Pittis,  in 
any  of  its  variations,  does  not  appear  on  the  Battle  Abbey  Roll 
a  catalogue  of  about  630  men  of  the  Norman  gentry  who  came 
with  the  Conqueror  as  his  Companions-in-Arms.  This  Roll  is 
not  extant  in  the  original.  The  names  vary  with  each  of  its  ten 
translations  and  changes  have  been  made  by  the  monks  for  fees 
from  people  ambitious  to  claim  descent  from  men  on  the  Roll, 
so  that  it  is  far  from  accurate.  It  also  has  been  claimed  that  a 
Pittis  was  one  of  the  guards  who  held  their  swords  unsheathed 
at  the  time  the  barons  forced  King  John  to  sign  the  Magna 
Charta  on  June  15,  1215.  Niton  Parish  on  the  Isle  of  Wight 
was  the  first  known  home  of  the  family  and,  with  the  adjoining 
Whitwell  Parish,  was  the  home  of  the  first  eight  of  the  sixteen 
generations  from  1480  to  1944  recorded  in  Pittis  Geneology. 

The  name  Pittis  in  old  English  records  is  found  in  various 
spellings.  These  variations  were  due  to  the  early  use  of  y  instead 
of  if  to  an  undotted  i  being  mistaken  for  an  e,  to  the  carelessness 
and  ignorance  of  persons  making  entries  in  parish  registers  and 
public  records,  and  to  the  general  tendency  of  the  public  to  use 
Pettis  instead  of  Pittis.  These  facts  are  shown  in  instances  of 
various  spellings  in  official  records  for  the  same  person  and  in 
records  in  parish  registers  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  of 
members  of  the  same  family. 

On  the  oldest  known  Pittis  tombstones,  memorial  tablets  and 
slabs  in  churches,  where  the  spelling  was  dictated  by  the  family, 
the  name  invariably  appears  as  Pittis.  The  name  of  Rev.  Ihomas 
Pittis,  D.D.,  (1636-1687),  on  the  front  of  the  balcony  in  the  list 
of  rectors  of  St.  Botolph  Church,  London,  and  on  his  memorial 
slab  in  Niton  Church,  is  plainly  Pittis;  as  also  is  the  name  on  the 
tablet  for  his  son  Thomas  (1664-1665)  in  Whippingham  Church. 
Likewise,  the  name  of  his  brother  Rev.  Richard  Pittis,  M.D., 
(1637-1670),  in  the  list  of  vicars  on  a  marble  tablet  in  Brading 
Church,  is  Pittis. 

Among  the  various  spellings  found  in  old  records  in  England 
are,  Pyts,  Pytis,  Pyttys,  Pyttis,  Pittys,  Pits,  Pites,  Pitis,  Pittes, 
Pittis.  These  variations  are  found  chiefly  in  records  during  and 
prior  to  the  1500s.  Pyttys,  Pyttis  and  Pittys  were  the  latest  of 
the  old  forms  using  y  instead  of  i.  For  the  past  three  and  a  half 
centuries  the  name  in  England,  and  consequently  in  America, 
has  been  Pittis. 

Thomas  Pittis,  and  Mary  Clarke  Pittis,  his  wife,  of  Newport, 
Isle  of  Wight,  England,  had  fourteen  children,  eleven  of  whom 
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married.  Three  of  these  children,  two  sons  and  one  daughter, 
with  their  families,  emigrated  to  the  United  States  at  a  time 
when  ocean  travel  was  hazardous.  The  eldest,  John  Pittis,  and 
Mary  Dore,  his  wife,  were  the  great-grandparents  of  the  author. 
They  chartered  a  ship,  the.  brig  Resolution,  and  sailed  from  the 
Port  of  Cowes,  Isle  of  Wight,  on  May  9,  1819.  They  landed  at 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  on  July  6,  1819.  The  hull  of  the  ship  was 
filled  with  salt  for  ballast,  which,  with  other  cargo,  was  sold  after 
arrival.  They  brought  with  them  their  eleven  children,  fourteen 
orphan  boys,  their  best  furniture,  nineteen  head  of  horses,  two 
cows  and  a  bull,  twelve  chickens,  and  the  equivalent  of  $100,000 
in  gold.  During  their  voyage  of  two  months  they  encountered 
a  severe  storm  which  lasted  for  three  days.  John  thought  it 
would  be  necessary  to  throw  the  horses  and  cattle  overboard  to 
save  themselves,  but  Mary  protested,  saying  that  if  it  came  to 
the  worst  they  would  all  share  their  fate  together.  She  prayed 
fervently  for  their  safety  and  they  reached  their  destination. 


Their  caravan  of  covered  wagons  and  laden  burros  left  Balti¬ 
more  and  started  westward  over  the  Cumberland  Trail,  a  primi¬ 
tive  road  through  the  perilous  wilderness  with  unbridged 
streams  and  high  mountains.  They  reached  Wheeling  in  the  late 
summer,  intending  to  go  by  boat  to  Illinois,  but  found  the  water 
in  the  Ohio  River  too  low  for  navigation.  Mr.  Norris,  a  miller 
who  had  delivered  flour  to  be  shipped  by  boat  to  New  Orleans, 
told  them  that  Illinois  was  reputed  to  be  lowland  where  malaria 
and  ague  were  prevalent,  and  said  he  knew  of  a  place  on  the  Mo¬ 
ravian  Trail  that  was  high  and  free  from  malaria.  With  Mr. 
Norris  as  guide,  they  arrived  at  Brownsville,  near  Deersville, 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  the  fall.  Unable  to  obtain  a  house  at 
once,  they  lived  in  tents  and  their  covered  wagons  for  a  time.  A 
son  was  born  on  December  1st  in  a  tent.  Ohio  was  then  frontier 
country,  where  wild  animals,  copperheads  and  rattlesnakes  were 
in  abundance.  The  heroism  which  was  required  for  people  of 
wealth  and  comfort  in  England  to  endure  the  privations  and 
hardships  of  pioneer  life  in  America  is  difficult  to  imagine  in  this 
day  of  modern  homes,  excellent  roads  and  bridges,  and  luxurious 
means  of  travel.  But  such  was  the  courage  and  fortitude  that 
entered  into  the  development  of  our  nation.  For  a  further  ac¬ 
count  the  reader  is  referred  to  Pittis  Geneology. 


The  three  Pittis  families  that  left  the  Isle  of  Wight,  England, 
early  in  the  nineteenth  century  and  emigrated  to  America  fol¬ 
lowed  the  popular  westward  migration.  John  and  Mary  Dore 
Pittis  and  their  eleven  children  who  came  in  1819  were  the  first 
to  come.  They  settled  near  Deersville,  Harrison  County,  Ohio, 
five  years  after  the  county  was  formed,  which  at  that  time  was 
land  of  the  far  west.  In  *1821.  James  and  Sarah  Pittis  Abraham 
and  their  five  children,  and  in  1831  Robert  and  Jane  Arnold 
Pittis  with  their  four  children,  came  and  joined  John  and  Mary 
at  Deersville.  Thus,  Deersville  became  the  family  seat  in  Amor- 
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ica  and,  with  nearby  localities,  the  home  of  eight  Pittis  genera¬ 
tions  —  six  generations  being  born  in  Harrison  County.  The 
author  has  known  members  of  seven,  or  all  except  the  first,  of 
these  eight  generations.  A  ninth  generation  has  been  born  in 
other  places. 

HARRISON  COUNTY  was  formed  January  1,  1814,  from  Jef¬ 
ferson  and  Tuscarawas  counties  and  named  in  honor  of  the  emi¬ 
nent  soldier-statesman,  General  William  Henry  Harrison,  ninth 
president  of  the  United  States.  It  is  separated  from  the  eastern 
border  of  the  state  and  the  Ohio  River  by  Jefferson  County.  The 
county  is  hilly  —  the  hills  and  valleys,  virgin  forests,  winding 
streams  and  green  fields  make  a  picture  of  serene  beauty.  In 
its  most  flourishing  times  the  slopes  of  the  hills  and  valleys  were 
highly  cultivated  farm  lands,  with  a  large  and  varied  range  of 
fruits,  vegetables,  grains  and  live  stock,  well-built  houses  and 
farm  buildings.  It  was  one  of  the  principal  sheep-raising  and 
wool-growing  counties  in  the  state,  and  for  many  years  Ohio 
ranked  first  among  the  states  in  the  production  of  wool.  Tim¬ 
ber,  stone,  bituminous  coal,  oil  and  natural  gas  have  also  con¬ 
tributed  toward  making  it  a  rich  and  prosperous  county.  The 
banking  capital  was  especially  large  and  Cadiz,  the  county  seat, 
was  said  to  have  more  wealth  than  any  other  town  of  its  size  in 
America.  It  is  lamentable  that  the  land-stripping  method  of  coal 
mining  adopted  in  recent  years  and  the  three  dams  recently  built 
in  the  county  as  part  of  the  Muskingum  Conservancy  project 
have  wrought  great  havoc  to  the  once  fertile  lands  and  beautiful 
farm  homes,  a  large  number  of  which  have  been  completely  de¬ 
stroyed.  See  map,  p.  232. 

Cadiz  and  vicinity  have  been  the  birthplace  and  home  of  an 
impressive  list  of  notables  A  canvass  was  made  in  1938  of  the 
towns  in  the  United  States  of  under  10,000  population  to  deter¬ 
mine  which  small  town  could  claim  the  greatest  number  of 
famous  people  as  having  been  its  citizens.  Cadiz  won  the  honor 
and  was  given  the  title,  “The  Proudest  Small  Town  in  America. 

A  monument  was  erected  on  the  public  square,  on  which  a 
bronze  plaque  commemorates  the  event  and  bears  the  names  of 
some  of  the  distinguished  persons.  Cadiz,  a  typical  town  of  the 
midwest,  counts  among  its  names  of  national  prominence,  sol¬ 
diers,  clergymen,  statesmen,  authors,  scientists,  actors  and  in¬ 
ventors.  A  few  of  the  many  are  General  George  A.  Custer 
(1839-187(1)  and  General  Thomas  M.  Vincent  (1832-1909),  sol¬ 
diers;  Bishop  Matthew  Simpson  (1811-1886),  clergyman  and  ar¬ 
dent  abolitionist,  who  Abraham  Lincoln  said  was  the  most  elo¬ 
quent  orator  he  ever  heard;  Hon.  John  A.  Bingham  (1815-1900), 
orator,  congressman  for  sixteen  years  and  for  twelve  years  am¬ 
bassador  to  Japan;  Hon.  Edwin  M.  Stanton  (1814-1869)  states¬ 
man,  attorney-general,  and  secretary  of  war  in  President  Lin¬ 
coln’s  cabinet;  Hon.  David  A.  Hollingsworth  (1844-1929),  soldier, 
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state  senator,  attorney-general  and  congressman;  William  H. 
Holmes  (1846-1933),  archaeologist;  Major  Clark  Gable  (1901 — ), 
actor  and  soldier,  Robert  Pittis  Scott  and  brothers,  inventors. 

DEERSVILLE,  twelve  miles  northwest  of  Cadiz,  platted  No¬ 
vember  25,  1815,  by  John  Cramblett,  is  on  the  old  Moravian 
Trail  leading  from  Wheeling  on  the  east,  through  Cadiz,  to  Gna- 
denhutten  in  Tuscarawas  County  on  the  west.  Built  on  two  hills 
in  the  southeast  corner  of  Franklin  Township,  Deersville  has 
one  main  street  and- is  surrounded  by  beautiful  hills  and  valleys 
and  rich  farms.  The  village  is  incorporated,  and  in  its  most 
flourishing  days  had  about  five  hundred  inhabitants.  It  was  set¬ 
tled  largely  by  people  from  the  British  Isles,  who  gave  the  vil¬ 
lage  its  character  and  prominence  as  a  community.  Among  the 
early  settlers  were  the  Pittis  families. 


Deersville  grew  to  be  a  busy  and  thriving  village  serving 
the  surrounding  farming  district.  The  original  Presbyterian 
Church,  built  in  1841,  and  the  schoolhouse  were  on  the  east  hill. 
The  Methodist  Church,  built  about  1840,  and  the  graveyard  were 
on  the  west  hill.  The  Wesleyan  Church  (the  remodeled  Epis¬ 
copal  Chapel)  was  on  the  south  side  of  the  main  street  about  half 
way  between  the  center  and  the  west  end.  Across  the  street 
from  it  was  the  residence  and  store  of  R.  Pittis  &  Son,  which  also 
contained  the  post  office  with  the  son  as  postmaster.  The  pio- 
duce  store  of  George  Pittis,  son  of  Robert,  Sr.,  was  in  the  hill¬ 
side  level  of  the  John  T.  Clark  Drygoods  Store  near  and  east  of 
the  Wesleyan  Church.  The  store  building  burned  about  1890 
and  was  not  rebuilt.  The  general  merchandise  and  grocery  store 
of  Robert,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Dore  Pittis,  was  on  the  north 
side  of  the  street  in  the  frame  building  adjoining  his  brick  res¬ 
idence.  He  was  justice  of  the  peace  and  was  known  as  Squiie 
Pittis”  in  distinction  from  his  cousin  Robert,  who  was  known  as 
“Postmaster  Pittis.”  Eleven  or  more  marriages  performed  by 
Robert  Pittis,  J.P.,  are  of  record,  one  being  that  of  his  cousin 
Jane  Abraham  and  Hezekiah  Clark,  M.D. 


When  they  moved  to  Deersville,  John  and  Mary  Dore  Pittis 
lived  in  a  red  brick  house  which  belonged  to  their  daughter  Jane 
and  her  husband,  John  C.  Auld.  Jane,  widowed,  bequeathed  the 
house  to  her  brother  Edward.  He  in  turn  bequeathed  it  to  his 
brother  Henry.  Henry  Pittis  married  Nancy  Y.  Simpson  of  the 
Hout  lineage,  p.  347.  ‘  This  brick  house  was  a  Pittis  residence 
for  eighty-four  years.  Henry’s  brother  Robert  Pittis,  J.P.,  mar¬ 
ker  Sarah  Hout,  p.  397,  and  they  also  had  a  red  brick  residence. 

The  two  Pittis  brick  houses  were  the  only  brick  dwellings  in 
the  village.  The  Presbyterian  and  Methodist  churches  originally 
were  frame  structures  but  were  replaced,  the  Presbyterian  in 
1879  and  the  Methodist  in  1883,  by  brick  buildings.  The  lot  on 
which  the  present  Presbyterian  Church  stands,  in  the  center  of 
town,  was  donated  by  Albert,  son  of  Squire  Robert.  Its  huge 
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Pitt  is  Residence  for  84  Years 
Decrsville 


square  frame  dwelling  was  moved  to  Mill  Street  to  vacate  the 
lot.  Albert  was  one  of  the  Five  elders  who  comprised  the  build¬ 
ing  committee  for  the  new  structure  and  with  others  gave  gen¬ 
erously  of  his  time,  labor  and  funds.  William  Reynard,  son  of 
Julia  Pittis  Reynard,  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  Pittis,  was  also 
an  elder  at  the  time.  Albert’s  and  William’s  names,  with  the 
names  of  the  other  three  elders— George  McKinney,  James 
Howell  and  R.  H.  Simmons,  M.D.— are  in  a  stained  glass  memo¬ 
rial  window. 


Rev.  Samuel  Patterson,  D.D.  (1827-1906),  was  pastor  of  the 
Presbyterian  congregation  for  fifty  years  (1856-1906).  He  also 
served  the  Feed  Spring  and  Lima  congregations.  In  fact  he 
ministered  to  the  whole  community  for  miles  around  legardless 
of  church  affiliations  and  was  called  “the  marrying  parson 
because  of  the  large  number  of  marriage  ceremonies  performed 
by  him.  He  baptized,  married  and  buried  the  generations  as  they 
came  and  went;  John  Pittis  died  the  year  before  Dr.  Patterson 
came  to  Decrsville,  but  John’s  wife,  Mary  Dore  Pittis,  their  chil¬ 
dren,  many  of  their  grandchildren,  great-grandchildren  and 
great-great-grandchildren,  were  among  his  parishioners  making 
five  Pittis  generations  of  his  parish.  Many  of  their  great-grand¬ 
children,  including  the  author  and  her  brothers  and  sisters,  were 
baptized  by  him  and  brought  up  under  his  pastorate  at  Deers- 
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Deersville  Methodist  Church

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ville,  and  also  many  more  at  Feed  Spring.  He  preached  the 
funeral  sermon  of  Mary  and  several  of  her  children  and  grand¬ 
children — sermons  one  hour  long.  The  old  cemetery  having  be¬ 
come  nearly  filled,  Dr.  Patterson  made  a  cemetery  of  the  field 
back  of  his  residence  and  barn  on  the  west  hill.  On  April  11, 
1896,  his  forty  years  as  pastor  at  Deersville  was  fittingly  ob¬ 
served.  On  August  1,  1905,  his  three  congregations  and  a  large 
number  of  friends,  over  two  thousand  people,  gathered  at  his 
home  and  on  his  spacious  lawn  to  celebrate  the  fiftieth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  his  ordination  to  the  ministry.  He  died  June  18,  1906, 
honored  and  beloved  by  his  congregations  and  the  community. 
At  his  funeral  an  hour  was  required  for  his  assembled  friends  to 
pass  his  bier. 

Richard  H.  Simmons,  M.D.  (1818-1892),  of  Maryland,  came 
to  Deersville  in  1856,  the  same  year  that  Dr.  Patterson  came.  He 
served  the  community  as  physician  for  thirty-six  years  until  his 
death  at  the  age  of  seventy-four.  He  brought  many  Pittis  chil¬ 
dren  into  the  world,  the  author  being  one  of  the  number.  His 
son  Horace  and  John  Reynard,  son  of  Julia  Pittis  Reynard, 
edited  and  printed  The  Silver  Arrow ,  Deersville’s  newspaper. 
His  daughter  Martha  Lucretia  (Lou) ,  youngest  of  the  five  Sim¬ 
mons  children,  was  an  artist  and  taught  painting.  She  was 
of  valuable  assistance  to  the  author  with  reminiscences  regard¬ 
ing  people  of  Deersville. 

Mrs.  Louisa  Gilbert  Clark  (1807-1906)  was  another  of  Deers¬ 
ville’s  remarkable  citizens.  Lacking  but  six  months  of  living  a 
century,  she  was  born  at  Leap  on  the  southern  coast  of  England, 
a  granddaughter  of  Sir  Francis  Gilbert  of  the  Royal  Navy  who 
was  knighted  for  bravery  on  the  Spanish  Main.  The  seivice  of 
the  Gilbert  family  as  naval  fighters  was  continued  by  hoi  son, 
Captain  Augustus  Clark,  who  was  in  command  of  a  British 
training  ship  and  died  in  the  service  of  his  country  in  1905.  Din¬ 
ing  her  girlhood  Louisa  lived  at  Newport,  Isle  of  Wight,  wheie 
she  knew  the  Pittis  families.  She  married  William  Claik  in 
1827  and  resided  in  Portsmouth.  In  1850  they  came  to  Deers¬ 
ville,  bringing  three  sons  and  one  daughter.  Soon  after  the 
death  of  Mr.  Clark  in  1865  she  was  appointed  postmistress  of 
Deersville,  which  post  she  held  for  twenty-five  years  until  il 
health  caused  her  retirement.  Her  service  was  marked  by  the 
highest  degree  of  credit  and  honor  and  she  endeared  herself  to 
the  whole  community  as  “Grandma  Clark”  (Grandma  pro¬ 
nounced  with  short  a) .  In  Newport  and  Deersville  combine 
she  knew  six  generations  of  the  Pittis  family,  some  at  Newpoi  t 
overlapping  some  of  the  five  Pittis  generations  she  knew  at 

Deersville. 

Before  the  Civil  War,  anti-slavery  lecturers  came  to  Deers¬ 
ville.  Frederick  Douglas  and  other  prominent  men  came  and 
spoke  on  the  national  blight.  An  “underground  railway  was 
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established  to  aid  the  escape  of  slaves.  Thomas  Hazlett  was  a 
“conductor”  on  that  road  and  helped  to  forward  fugitive  slaves 
on  their  way  to  Canada.  The  anti-slavery  sentiment  ran  so  high 
that  at  one  election  when  Franklin  Township  reported  a  Free 
Soil  majority,  one  of  the  politicians  of  Cadiz  said,  “If  it  had  not 
been  for  that  damned  abolition  town  of  Deersville  the  county 
would  have  gone  Whig.” 

Deersville  has  played  an  important  role  in  the  development 
and  history  of  Harrison  County.  In  proportion  to  its  popula¬ 
tion,  it  has  furnished  more  county  officers  than  any  other  vil¬ 
lage.  Few  villages  of  its  size  can  boast  of  having  produced  so 
large  a  number  of  noteworthy  people  —  attorneys,  physicians, 
soldiers,  clergymen,  teachers,  artisans,  bankers,  businessmen. 
Jefferson  Orr,  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Chicago;  Horace 
Simmons,  a  physician  of  note  in  Baltimore;  and  Major-General 
Harry  Fouts  Hazlett  were  three  of  her  many  eminent  sons.  Harry 
Fouts  Hazlett,  born  in  Deersville  on  April  17, 1884,  was  Harrison 
County’s  highest  ranking  officer  in  World  War  II  and  its  second 
native  son  to  reach  the  rank  of  major-general.  George  A.  Custer 
attained  the  same  rank  during  the  Civil  War  and  later  became  a 
general.  Hazlett  was  major  and  was  awarded  the  Belgian  War 
Cross  for  bravery  and  valiant  service  in  World  War  I. 

Deersville  formerly  was  a  prominent  community  center.  Peo¬ 
ple  came  from  considerable  distances  in  horse  and  wagon  days  to 
trade  and  to  worship  there.  Its  citizens  were  people  of  culture 
and  a  degree  of  wealth,  with  silver,  china  and  glassware,  lace 
curtains,  haircloth-covered  parlor  sets,  melodeons  and  parlor 
organs,  and  Brussels  carpets  —  luxuries  for  an  inland  village 
of  that  time.  Railroads  came  ten  miles  to  the  east  and  to  the 
west  but  not  to  Deersville.  With  the  coming  of  the  automobile 
and  employment  in  industrial  plants,  Deersville  has  declined  as 
other  towns  and  communities  have  done.  Several  of  its  once 
good  houses  have  burned  or  fallen  into  decay,  with  none  built 
to  replace  them.  The  Wesleyan  Church  disappeared  many  years 
ago.  The  Presbyterian  Church  is  closed.  The  Methodist  Church 
has  been  made  into  a  community  church.  Today  the  village  is 
a  shadow  of  its  former  importance,  but  it  still  serves  as  a  center 
for  the  surrounding  agricultural  district. 

The  Pittis  family,  once  so  numerous  and  prominent  in  its 
affairs,  had  not  had  a  representative  as  resident  of  the  village  for 
several  years  prior  to  February,  1943,  when  Desdemona  Titus 
Mallarnee,  granddaughter  of  Julia  Pittis  Reynard,  moved  into  a 
house  built  in  1934,  the  only  new  house  built  there  in  the  past 
fifty  years.  “Dessie”  purchased  and  moved  into  the  Birney  prop¬ 
erty  in  October,  1944,  to  the  delight  of  the  author.  When  the 
author  goes  back  to  Deersville  and  strolls  through  the  two  cem¬ 
eteries  she  is  greeted  by  tombstones  bearing  names  of  many  of 
her  former  relatives,  neighbors  and  friends.  The  Tappan  con- 
servacy  reservoir  has  destroyed  her  birthplace  and  girlhood

home  and  the  other  homes  and  farms  of  the  once  beautiful  and 
fertile  valley  of  Little  Stillwater.  Thus,  the  years  have  done 
their  work  in  bringing  great  changes,  but  Deersville,  “the  vil¬ 
lage  among  the  wooded  hills,”  lives  on  in  the  hearts  of  those 
who  dwelt  there  or  came  under  its  influence. 

TAPPAN,  four  miles  north  of  Deersville  and  two  miles  east  of 
Feed  Spring,  was  platted  on  March  4,  1837,  by  John  Marshall. 
Tappan  originally  was  the  name  of  the  post  office,  the  village  be¬ 
ing  called  Franklin.  The  name  Tappan  derived  from  Benjamin 
Tappan  who  served  as  president  judge  of  the  Fifth  Circuit  from 
1816  to  1823  and  resided  here.  Later  he  was  an  attorney  in  Steu¬ 
benville  and  a  senator.  The  place  became  a  village  of  about  fifty 
homes  and  had  a  post  office,  hotel,  two-room  schoolhouse,  two 
churches,  two  general  stores,  blacksmith  shop,  carriage  and 
wagon  shop,  tannery,  saddle  and  harness  shop,  flour-and-feed 
mill,  broom  factory,  cider  press,  a  dentist  and  jeweler,  photogra¬ 
pher,  two  physicians  and  one  resident  preacher.  It  was  a  good 
produce  and  market  center  for  the  surrounding  country. 

John  Pittis  owned  a  farm  (later  the  Jobe  farm)  situated  on  the 
road  between  Tappan  and  Deersville.  Squire  Robert,  his  son, 
later  owned  it  and  added  to  it  three  adjoining  farms,  comprising 
a  section  of  land.  Robert  gave  a  quarter-section  or  160  acres  to 
each  of  his  children,  Thomas,  Albert,  Sarah  Jane  (Jobe)  and 
Mary  (O’Donnell).  Each  farm  had  a  plastered  and  weather-

On  farm  of  Thomas  flout  Pittis 
Son  of  Squire  Robert  Pittis  and  Sarah  Hout  Pittis 
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boarded  log  house  which  was  later  replaced  by  a  white  frame 
dwelling.  Here,  on  connecting  farms,  all  except  Mary  had  their 
homes  and  reared  their  children.  Tappan  was  their  nearest  vil¬ 
lage  and  post  -office.  The  author  and  her  brothers  and  sisters 
(children  of  Albert)  attended  the  Tappan  school  in  the  upper 
grades.  The  Beaver  Dam  District  School,  on  the  farm  of 
Thomas,  took  its  name  from  Beaver  Dam  Run  close  by.  It  was 
attended  by  the  children  of  the  three  families.  The  conservancy 
reservoir,  resulting  from  the  dam  built  across  Little  Stillwater 
a  half  mile  below  Tappan,  has  destroyed  the  farms  and  their 
buildings,  the  Beaver  Dam  schoolhouse  and  the  century-old  vil¬ 
lage  of  Tappan. 


THE  BIRNEY  FAMILY 


The  name  Birney  occurs  in  this  History  as  a  surname  on  pages 
347,  348,  409,  410,  416,  425,  and  Birnie  on  page  519. 

The  Birney  family  is  of  Seotch-Irish  extraction.  By  this  is 
meant  the  native  Irishmen  who  followed  Henry  VIII  into  the 
Church  of  England  and  colonized  in  Scotland,  and  their  descen¬ 
dants  who  in  turn  migrated  from  Scotland  as  Protestant  colonists 
of  James  I  to  the  six  counties  in  northern  Ireland  that  are  known 
as  the  province  of  Ulster.  In  John  O’Hart’s  work  on  Irish  Pedi¬ 
grees,  the  Birneys  may  trace  their  ancestry  to  a  remote  period, 
even  to  father  Adam,  and  find  historical  characters  among  their 
progenitors.  A  coat  of  arms  was  registered  in  1672  for  Sir  An¬ 
drew  Birney  of  Salin,  Scotland,  one  of  the  senators  of  the  College 
of  Justice. 


The  Birneys  were  loyalists  and  had  large  land  holdings,  which 
were  mainly  in  County  Tyrone  in  Ulster.  During  the  Crom¬ 
wellian  rule  they  were  to  a  great  extent  divested  of  their  lands. 
In  1937  the  author  was  in  four  Birney  homes  in  County  Tyrone 
and  two  in  Londonderry.  The  old  estate  of  “Orange  George 
Birney  is  near  Fivemiletown  in  Clogher  Parish  and  is  still  in  the 
possession  of  his  descendants  in  a  female  line.  I  hey  tieasuie  a 
collection  of  relics,  old  deeds  and  legal  documents  and  the  orange 
coat  worn  by  George  in  parades  and  on  important  occasions.  A 
Birney  family  in  Omah,  the  county  seat,  has  been  long  resident 
there.  In  Londonderry,  Captain  Alexander  Birney  is  chief  of 
the  Special  Constabulary.  He  has  an  interesting  lot  of  medals 
and  silver  cups  awarded  him  by  the  kings  since  Queen  Victoria 
and  other  notables  for  his  efficient  marshalling  of  parades  and 
other  services.  He  is  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  “Appren¬ 
tice  Boys  of  Derry,”  an  order  continued  since  the  Apprentice 
Boys  of  Derry  closed  the  gates  of  the  city  against  the  aimy  o 
James  I  in  1688. 

Ulster  has  furnished  to  the  United  States  many  strong  men 
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•distinguished  for  their  ability,  energy,  moral  courage  and  tenac¬ 
ity  of  purpose  who  have  helped  to  shape  republican  institutions. 
Among  these  was  James  Birney  (b.  1767)  of  Danville,  Kentucky, 
who  became  one  of  the  noted  men  of  the  bluegrass  state  and  one 
•of  the  wealthiest. 


His  son,  James  Gillespie  Birney  (1792-1857) ,  was  a  significant  figure 
in  American  history.  An  attorney  of  rare  ability,  a  fluent  and  polished 
speaker,  an  ardent  abolitionist,  he  was  a  zealous  advocate  of  Negro 
emancipation,  an  eloquent,  fearless  and  indefatigable  worker  in  the 
cause  of  anti-slavery.  Birney’s  Liberty  party,  formed  in  1840,  ad¬ 
vanced  an  issue  that  triumphed  twenty-five  years  later.  A  presidential 
candidate  of  the  Liberal  party  in  1840  and  again  in  1844  (his  defeat 
aided  by  the  “Garland  Forgery”),  he  stood  for  a  principle  which  pro¬ 
vided  the  most  important  issue  in  American  politics  during  the  next  two 
decades  and  resulted  in  the  greatest  civil  war  in  history.  The  seed 
which  he  sowed  fell  on  fertile  ground,  the  banner  which  he  upheld  was 
carried  to  victory,  and  slavery  in  the  United  States  was  abolished. 
Among  the  books  written  about  his  life  are,  Green’s  Life  of  Birney, 
1844,  and  J antes  G.  Birney  and  His  Times  by  William  Birney,  1890. 

His  six  sons  served  with  the  Northern  Army  during  the  Civil  War. 
James,  the  eldest,  was  acting  governor  of  Michigan  and  afterwards  was 
actively  employed  in  sending  regiments  to  the  field.  James  Gillespie,  Jr., 
was  cavalry  captain  and  served  as  staff  officer  for  both  Generals  Custer 
and  Sheridan.  William  rose  to  be  brevet  major-general.  David  Bell  be¬ 
came  major-general.  His  statue  is  one  of  the  figures  on  the  large  1’enn- 
sylavania  state  monument  at  Gettysburg  battlefield;  an  avenue  on  the 
memorial  battlefield  is  named  Birney  Avenue  in  his  honor.  His  biogra¬ 
phy  was  written  by  0.  M.  Davis.  Dion,  a  physician,  was  captain. .  He 
later  was  a  physician  in  Philadelphia.  I1  itzhugh  left  Haivard  Univer¬ 
sity  to  join  the  army.  He  served  on  General  McClellan’s  stalf  and  rose 
to  the  rank  of  colonel.  His  biography  was  written  by  Prof.  Cutler.  All 
except  William  died  of  wounds  received  or  diseases  contracted  in  the 


service.  .  . 

The  progenitors  of  the  Birneys  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  were 

four  brothers.  They  were  the  sons  of  John  and  Mary  Birney, 
and  were  natives  of  County  Tyrone  in  North  Ireland.  They  em¬ 
barked  at  the  Port  of  Londonderry  and  settled  on  the  banks  of 
the  historic  Brandy  wine  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania.  Hugh, 
William  and  Robert  emigrated  in  1801  and  married  in  Chester 
County.  John,  the  eldest,  married  Rebecca  Brown  in  Ireland, 
sailed  with  his  wife  and  two  children  in  May  and  landed  at  Bal¬ 
timore  in  August,  1804.  In  1807  Hugh  married  Elizabeth  Biown, 
sister  of  Rebecca.  Their  parents,  John  and  Ann  Biown,  had  also 
come  from  Ireland  and  established  their  home  in  Newlin  Town¬ 
ship,  Chester  County.  Hugh’s  second  wife  was  Nancy  Clenden- 
ning.  William  in  1806  married  Elizabeth  Letchworth,  a  Quaker¬ 
ess  of  Philadelphia.  Robert  married  Margaret  Northammer. 

The  four  brothers  and  their  families  migrated  to  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,.  William  and  Robert  in  1812,  John  and  Hugh  in 
1814  and  bought  farms  near  Cadiz  Junction.  They  were  charter 
members  of  the  Bethel  Methodist  Church.  John,  Hugh  and  Rob¬ 
ert  their  wives,  and  some  of  their  children,  were  buried  in  two 
rows  in  the  Bethel  graveyard.  William  and  his  family  moved  to 
a  farm  adjacent  to  Deersville  and  he  and  Elizabeth  were  buried 

at  Deersville. 
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William  Letchworth  Birney,  M.D.  (1831-1911),  was  a  grand¬ 
son  of  William.  He  enlisted  in  the  17th  Regiment  of  the  Indiana 
Volunteer  Infantry  when  it  was  organized  June  12,  1861,  which 
became  a  part  of  the  famous  Wilder  Brigade,  later  a  mounted 
brigade,  known  also  as  the  “Lightning  Brigade.”  He  was  known 
to  his  comrades  as  Sergeant  Birney  and  was  in  command  of  the 
advance  Scouts.  He  had  the  complete  confidence  of  General 
Wilder,  who  said  that  when  Sergeant  Birney  reported  to  him  he 
could  depend  on  the  report,  for  Birney  was  fearless  and  would 
investigate  thoroughly  before  making  a  report.  The  Scouts  were 
the  eyes  of  the  Brigade  and  it  was  never  caught  in  an  ambus¬ 
cade,  because  of  the  faithful  and  fearless  work  of  the  Scouts. 
Birney  served  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  in  a  number 
of  the  important  battles,  was  wounded  four  times  and  carried  a 
bullet  in  his  hip  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  practiced  medicine 
for  forty-five  years  and  was  a  physician  of  note  at  Hannibal,  Mis¬ 
souri.  While  in  the  Civil  War  he  met  Captain  James  Gillespie 
Birney  of  Kentucky,  and  together  they  traced  their  cousinship. 

Israel  P.  Birney,  M.D.,  a  physician  of  Wheeling,  was  also  a 
grandson  of  William.  Bascom  Hugh  Birney,  M.D.,  a  noted  sur¬ 
geon  of  Chicago,  was  a  grandson  of  Hugh.  After  he  retired  he 
purchased  “Lindenwald,”  the  estate  and  residence  of  President 
Martin  Van  Buren,  built  1797,  at  Kinderhook,  New  York. 
Bishop  Lauress  J.  Birney,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  George  Hugh  Birney, 
D.D.,  ministers  in  the  Methodist  Church,  were  great-grandsons 
of  John.  Rev.  Charles  Wresley  Birney,  minister  in  the  United 
Brethren  Church,  was  a  grandson  of  Robert, 

The  Birneys  whose  names  occur  in  this  History  were  all  of 
Harrison  County,  Ohio.  All  except  one  descended  from  John. 
Jane  Katherine  Birney,  wife  of  Albert  Pittis,  p.  410,  was  a  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Hugh.  The  four  immigrant  brothers,  John,  Hugh, 
William,  and  Robert,  each  had  five  sons.  With  twenty  sons,  the 
name  Birney  became  a  prominent  one  and,  including  the  families 
of  their  eighteen  daughters,  the  descendants  of  the  four  Birney 
brothers  comprised  a  substantial  and  worthy  part  of  the  citizenry 
of  Harrison  County. 
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Heraldry  is  the  science  that  treats  of  blazoning  or  describing 
Armorial  Bearings'  and  the  rules  which  govern  their  use.  Arms, 
Armorial  Bearings,  or  Coats  of  Arms  are  hereditary  emblems  of 
honor  and  descent,  assumed  or  granted  by  authoiity  to  distin¬ 
guished  persons,  families  or  communities,  cities  or  states.  The 
system  can  be  traced  to  the  twelfth  century  and,  with  various 
modifications,  has  been  in  use  in  nearly  every  European  country. 
Heraldry  has  been  interwoven  with  the  life  and  history  of  our 
race  for  at  least  eight  centuries. 

To  the  tournaments  or  mock  battles,  which  originated  in  Germany, 
spread  to  France  and  then  to  the  British  Isles,  is  due  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  individual  armorial  bearings.  In  these  encounters  the 
combatants  or  knights  wore  some  conspicuous  device  by  which  they 
could  be  recognized  when  their  features  were  hidden  by  their  closed 
helmets.  They  wore  upon  their  person  and  horse  the  heraldic  hon¬ 
ors  conferred  upon  them  for  deeds  of  prowess  in  real  battle.  These 
honors  were  embroidered  on  the  surcoat  worn  ovei  tin;  annoi,  hence 
the  term  “coat  of  arms.”  A  knight  could  choose  his  own  device  or 
design,  provided  it  did  not  conflict  with  another  mans  pievious 
choice. 

The  Crusades  to  the  Holy  Land  (1096-1272  A.D.)  gave  impetus 
to  the  bearing  of  various  devices  and  the  practice  of  their  being  de¬ 
picted  on  shields,  banners,  garments,  and  elsewhere.  The  feudal 
system  tending  toward  military  display  and  personal  prowess,  for¬ 
warded  the  growth  of  heraldry  and  the  splendors  of  the  coat-armor 
borne  in  the  Middle  Ages.  At  first  merely  a  simple  means  of  iden¬ 
tifying  men  on  the  field  or  at  the  tourney,  within  a  short  time  the 
emblems  were  employed  to  express  honor  and  dignity,  estimable 
reward  for  valor,  and  proffered  the  marks  of  the  true  chivalric 
spirit  of  the  time.  They  comprised  emblems  of  personal,  and  family 
distinction  and  became  the  possession  of  the  nobility  and  gentry. 
In  consequence,  heraldry  was  held  in  the  highest  esteem  and  respect 
and  gradually  developed  into  a  complete  system.  It  became  a  sci¬ 
ence  onl v  when  laws  and  rules  were  laid  down  lor  its  guidance  and 
when  the  symbols  adopted  were  recognized  as  heraldry.  Ibis  came 
about  when  nobles  fought  in  minor  and  each  noble  led  his  body  of 
retainers  into  the  field.  The  use  of  these  distinctive  marks  was  the 
prerogative  of  the  fighting  leader  in  feudal  times.  In  time,  the  age 
in  which  emblems  were  devised  to  meet  a  current  need  passed  away. 
With  the  fall  of  feudalism  in  the  War  of  the  Iloses,  the  use  of  arms 
was  extended  to  civilian  leaders  in  state  and  commerce. 

Henry  V  was  a  great  patron  of  heraldry  and  during  his  reign 
coat-armor  became  hereditary  and  descended  from  father  to  son 
Those  who  held  land  were  gentlemen  or  nobles  and  belonged  to  the 
qentle  or  upper  class,  as  distinct  from  the  simple  or  lower  class  — 
distinctions  that  prevailed  after  William  the  Conqueror.  Ongi  1- 
allv  the  word  gentleman  meant  a  man  of  gentle  rank  a  man  en¬ 
titled  to  bear  heraldic  arms.  Gentlemen  or  noblemen  ha,  ’n|  ^!jeV 
obligations  and  had  to  lead  their,  servants  and  followers  into  battle. 
They  were  personally  responsible  for  a  definite  number  of  followe  s 
when  the  king  summoned  them  to  war  Arms  became  necessary  to 
the  leader  that  his  followers  might  distinguish  him  in  battle.  Ar  . 
-wore  useful  also  in  the  identification  of  the  dead.  Arms  are  the 
mark  of  the  technical  rank  of  gentility,  a  definite  mark  of  heredi¬ 
tary  nobility  and  rank  and  an  integral  part  of  waifaie. 
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It  is  a  curious  circumstance  that  the  best  preserved  examples  of 
heraldry  should  be  due  to  lack  of  learning-.  In  the  days  of  general 
ignorance  of  the  written  language  the  ensigns  of  heraldry  were  par¬ 
ticularly  significant.  People  who  were  unable  to  read  or  write  had 
to  authenticate  their  transactions  with  their  seals  made  in  the  de¬ 
sign  of  their  coat-of-arms.  The  Conqueror  introduced  the  mode  of 
sealing  with  wax  which  gradually  became  general.  Authentication 
of  documents  by  seals  became  a  requirement  in  the  reign  of  Edward 
the  Confessor.  With  real  property.,  arms  became  hereditary  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  precedence. 

In  1483,  by  Royal  Charter,  the  College  of  Arms  or  Heralds’  Col¬ 
lege  was  established  in  England  by  Richard  III,  and  the  Crown, 
the  sole  Fount  of  Honor,  assumed  supreme  control  of  arms  borne. 
Similar  charters  were  given  in  Scotland  by  the  Court  of  the  Lord 
Lyon,  and  in  Ireland  by  the  Office  of  Arms  in  Dublin.  Arms 
granted  were  recorded  by  the  heralds  in  one  of  the  three  official 
Colleges  of  Arms.  A  drawing  of  the  arms  was  followed  by  a  de¬ 
scription  in  Norman-French.  The  honorable  titles  of  Scutifer  and 
Encuyr  (Esquire)  were  used  to  distinguish  those  who  were  entitled 
to  bear  their  arms  on  a  shield.  Esquire  also  was  the  rank  next 
below  that  of  knight.  Besides  those  esquires  who  were  personal 
attendants  of  knights,  this  title  was  held  by  all  attendants  on  the 
person  of  the  Sovereign,  and  all  persons  holding  the  Sovereign  s 
commission  that  were  of  military  rank  not  below  captain;  also,  by 
general  concession,  by  Barristers-at-Law,  Masters  of  Arts,  and 
Bachelors  of  Law  and  Physic. 

Among'  the  most  valuable  records  of  arms  now  extant  are  the 
Heralds’  Visitations  made  throughout  England  by  heralds  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  king  for  the  survey,  during  a  period  beginning 
1530  and  ending  May  13,  1G8G.  The  Rolls  of  Arms  of  those 
entitled  to  bear  arms  have  been  copied  from  the  original  records 
and  printed  in  book  form.  The  volumes  are  in  the  Heralds  Col¬ 
lege  in  London  and  not  only  contain  hundreds  of  arms  and  the 
descriptions  of  armorial  bearings  but  give  detailed  pedigrees  of 
families  that  bore  them.  Though  the  Crown  is  the  fountain  of 
Honor,  having  supreme  control  of  coat-armor,  much  of  the  actual 
control  has  been  delegated  to  the  Heralds  and  Kings-of-Arms. 

Heraldry  arose  with  feudalism,  attained  its  full  growth  in  mediae¬ 
val  ism,  and  continues  to  be  prized  in  the  twentieth  century.  Her- 
aldrv  and  Armory  are  not  a  dead  science,  but  the  science  is  still  de¬ 
veloping  and  changing  as  it  is  suited  to  the  altered  manners  and 
customs  of  the  present  day.  In  England,  the  Inland  Revenue  le- 
quires  a  payment  of  one  or  two  guineas  for  the  issuance  ot  arms 
when  granted.  From  this  voluntary  taxation  the  yearly  revenue 
exceeds  £70,000.  This  affords  evidence  that  armory  is  still  popular 
and  that  its  use  and  display  are  extensive,  though  it  would  be  too  ish 
to  suppose  that  the  estimation  in  which  armory  is  held  is  equal  to 
or  approaches  the  romantic  value  which  in  former  days  was  at¬ 
tached  to  the  granting  and  inheritance  of  arms. 

A  knowledge  of  heraldry  terms  and  emblems  is  essential  to  an 
understanding  of  coat-armor.  The  oldest  descriptions  of  arms 
are  in  French.  During  the  reign  of  Edward  IV  the  heraldic 
language  emerged  from  the  French  and  took  an  English  form 
except  for  the  technical  words.  The  French  names  for  the  col¬ 
ors  are  still  used.  The  following  explanation  of  tei  ms  and  em¬ 
blems  will  be  helpful  in  understanding  the  coats  of  arms  pre¬ 
sented  in  this  book. 

The  shield,  or  escutbheon,  is  the  principal  object  whereon  the  em¬ 
blems  or  charge; v  of  heraldry  are  depicted.  It  varies  m  shape. 
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surface  or  space  within  the  bounding  lines  of  the  shield  is  called  the 
field. 

The  helmet  is  an  appendage  of  the  shield.  The  helmet  assigned  to 
kings  and  princes  of  the  Royal  Blood  is  full-faced,  composed  of  gold, 
with  the  beauvoir  divided  by  six  projecting  bars,  and  lined  with  crim¬ 
son.  The  helmet  of  the  nobility  is  of  steel,  with  five  bars  of  gold;  it  is 
placed  on  the  shield  inclining  to  a  profile.  The  helmet  of  knights  and 
baronets  is  the  full-faced  steel  helmet,  with  the  visor  thrown  back,  with¬ 
out  bars.  The  helmet  of  esquires,  always  depicted  in  profile,  is  of  steel, 
with  the  visor  closed.  Each  of  these  helmets  is  placed  immediately 
above  the  shield  or  escutcheon,  and  supports  the  wreath  on  which  is  the 
crest. 

The  event,  for  the  purpose  of  a  helmet  ornament,  a  mark  of  dignity 
and  estate,  is  on  the  upper  part  of  the  helmet,  and  yields  in  honor  to 
none  of  the  heraldic  insignia.  The  crest  is  heraldic,  definitely  hereditary. 

The  motto  in  England  is  not  hereditary,  consequently  it  is  not  a 
part  of  the  “estate”  created  by  the  Letters  Patent.  No  authority  is 
needed  for  the  adoption  of  a  motto;  it  may  be  taken,  changed  or  relin¬ 
quished  when  and  as  often  as  the  bearer  desires,  and  may  be  the  same 
as  that  of  other  persons.  However,  pride  in  ancestry  induces  most  men 
to  retain  unaltered  the  time-honored  memorial  of  some  noble  deed  of 
chivalry,  some  memorable  war-cry,  or  a  record  of  some  ancient  family 
descent,  handed  down  from  sire  to  son.  If  a  person  elects  to  use  a 
motto  the  officers  of  arms  will  add  it  to  the  record  of  his  arms.  In  Scot¬ 
land,  the  motto  is  included  within  the  terms  of  the  Patent,  also  the 
position  in  which  it  is  to  be  carried,  which  is  usually  an  escroll  over  the 
crest.  The  use  of  mottoes  in  England  did  not  become  general  until  the 
eighteenth  century,  the  majority  had  no  motto  even  toward  the  end  of 
that  century,  and  many  patents  are  still  issued  without  such  an  addition. 

The  shield  is  divided  into  parts:  the  chief,  or  top;  the  dexter,  or 
right  side,  the  sinister,  or  left  side  of  the  wearer  (the  reverse  of  the 
spectator);  the  collar,  or  honor  point;  the  heart,  or  fess  point;  and  the 
base,  or  bottom  point.  The  shield  is  distinguished  by  certain  heraldic 
colors  called  tinctures,  separated  by  the  division  lines,  and  charged ‘  or 
decorated  with  a  variety  of  animals,  real  or  fabulous,  serpents,  birds, 
the  hand  and  arm,  tools  and  weapons,  the  cross  in  many  forms,  flowers* 
and  other  objects,  which  themselves  bear  the  designation  of  charges. 
A  blazon  or  description  of  arms  begins  with  the  tincture  of  the  field. 
The  tinctures  used  on  arms  are  metals ,  colors,  and  furs. 

The  metals  are; 

Argent,  silver  or  white,  expressed  by  the  shield  being  plain. 

Or,  gold  or  yellow,  known  in  uncolored  drawings  and  engravings 
by  dots  or  points. 


The  colors  are: 

Azure,  blue,  depicted  by  horizontal  lines. 

Gules,  red,  depicted  by  perpendicular  lines. 

Sable,  black,  depicted  by  cross  lines  horizontal  and  perpendicular. 
Pur  pule,  purple,  depicted  by  lines  from  the  sinister  chief  to  the 
dexter  base. 

Vert,  green,  depicted  by  lines  from  the  dexter  chief  to  the  sinister 
base. 


The  furs  are: 

Ermine,  a  white  field  with  black  spots. 

Ermines,  a  black  field  with  white  spots 
E nninois,  a  gold  field  with  black  spots, 
used  as  heraldic  distinctions,  and  are,  therefore,  called  honorable  ordi¬ 
naries.  They  are: 

Chief,  or  head,  is  the  whole  upper  part  of  the  field. 

Pale  ( Rale-wise,  or  In  Rale),  disposed  after  the  manner  of  a  pah1, 
that  is,  set  vertically,  formed  by  two  perpendicular  lines. 
Ordinarg  is  a  term  used  to  denote  the  simple  forms  which  were  hist 
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Bend,  is  formed  by  two  lines  drawn  diagonally  from  the  dexter  chief 
to  the  sinister  base.  It  represents  a  shoulder  belt  or  scarf. 

Fe. ss,  or  Fesse,  (Fcsse-wise,  or  In  Fesse),  is  formed  by  two  horizon¬ 
tal  lines  drawn  across  the  field  a  bow  and  below  the  center  of  the 
shield.  It  is  emblematic  of  the  military  girdle  worn  around  the 
body  over  the  armor. 

Chevron ,  is  formed  by  two  parallel  lines  drawn  from  the  dexter  base, 
meeting  pyramid icadly,  about  the  fess  point,  two  other  parallel 
lines  drawn  from  the  sinister  base.  This  ordinary  is  supposed 
to  represent  the  rafters  of  the  gable  of  a  house;  it  is  also  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  been  adopted  from  the  bow  of  a  war  saddle,  which 
rose  high  in  front. 

Attitudes  or  positions  of  animals,  birds  and  fishes  are: 

Rampant,  when  a  lion  or  other  beast  of  prey  stands  upright  on 
the  hind  legs,  with  tail  elevated,  with  only  one  ear  and  one 
eye  seen,  with  the  head  in  profile. 

Passant,  when  walking  forward,  looking  forward,  with  one  eye 
and  ear  seen,  with  one  forepaw  off  the  ground. 

Sejant,  when  sitting. 

Couchant ,  when  lying  down. 

Guardant,  when  looking  full  face,  so  that  both  eyes  and  ears  are 
seen. 

Reguardant,  when  looking  back. 

Other  heraldic  terms  which  occcur  in  arms  presented  in  this 
Appendix  are  the  following: 

Beaked,  the  beak  being  of  different  color  from  the  body. 

Border,  bordure,  a  border  around  the  edge  of  the  shield.  The  inner 
edge  may  be  varied  in  design.  This  is  the  most  ancient  differ¬ 
ence  in  coats  of  arms  and  was  used  to  distinguish  different 
branches  of  the  same  family. 

Difference,  a  figure  added  to  distinguish  his  sons  or  descendants  from 
the  principal  bearer  or  chieftain,  or  to  distinguish  the  sons  of  the 
same  family,  or  to  distinguish  different  branches  of  the  same  fam¬ 
ily. 

Engrailed,  any  object  being  edged  with  a  line  of  inverted  curves  or 
small  semicircles,  with  points  turning  outward.  Also  a  partition 
line  of  inverted  curves,  used  to  divide  the  shield  or  charge. 

Erased,  having  the  appearance  of  being  torn  off,  leaving  a  jagged 
edge.  The  contrary  to  couped,  cut  off  smoothly  by  a  straight  line. 

Fret,  composed  of  bars  or  laths  crossed  and  interlaced,  usually  con¬ 
sisting  of  eight  pieces,  representing  a  trellis.  This  was  original¬ 
ly  borne  fretty. 

Frctty,  covered  with  fretwork  or  laths,  crossing  each  other  diagonal¬ 
ly  and  interlacing  each  other. 

Gorged,  encircled  around  the  neck. 

Proper,  a  charge  being  of  its  natural  color  or  nature. 

Slipped,  the  stalk  depicted  as  torn  from  the  original  stem. 

Trefoil,  a  flower  or  leaf  of  three  foils  or  leaves. 

French  words  are  generally  used  in  heraldry  instead  of  English 
words  in  describing  colors  and  metals. 

Coats  of  arms  are  registered  as  follows: 

In  England,  the  College  of  Arms  or  Heraldic  College,  London. 
In  Scotland,  the  Court  of  the  Lord  Lyon,  Edinburgh. 

In  Ireland,  the  Office  of  Arms,  Dublin. 
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Writers  on  Symbols  of  Heraldry  assign  meanings  to  symbols 
on  coat-armor.  Many  of  the  figures  and  symbols  were  derived 
from  remote  ages  —  from  Asia  Minor,  Egypt,  and  the  tally 
Church.  Many  came  from  the  Crusades  and  the  military  and 
civil  life  of  that  period,  and  from  the  personal  insignia  of  the 
victors  of  successful  wars.  After  these  came  certain  merchants’ 
marks,  and  figures  emblematic  of  the  arts,  agriculture  and  the 
chase. 


Symbols  on  the  Pittis  arms  have  these  interpretations:  The 
gryphon  or  griffin,  of  Greek  origin,  is  a  symbol  of  strength  and 
vigilancy,  or  a  powerful  guardian  and  vigilant,  sacred  to  the  sun. 
It  is  an  emblem  of  the  sun-guarding  solar  light  and  Hi  ightness, 
which  receives  into  its  care  or  guardianship  the  golden  solai-egg 
sent  up  in  the  morning  from  the  earth.  The  compound  of  bird 
and  beast  (eagle  and  lion)  combines  the  potencies  of  the  heaven- 
soaring  king  of  birds,  always  connected  like  his  master  with  the 
upper  expanse,  and  the  majestic  king  of  beasts,  himself  evei  a 
type  of  and  closely  connected  with  the  sun,  which  with  keen  eye 
and  pricked  ear  sees  and  hears  all  things.  The  gryphon  or  griffin 
is  obedient  to  the  gods  and  against  the  powers  of  evil,  while  the 
dragon  is  the  exact  opposite,  wicked  and  malevolent,  the  two 
representing  respectively  light  and  darkness.  The  union  of  bii  d 
and  beast  indicates  the  union  of  intellectual  and  physical  stiength 
— abstract  ideas  which  belong  to  a  developed  and  established 

civilization. 


The  swan,  Apollo’s  bird,  is  connected  with  Zeus.  It  is  the  en¬ 
sign  of  the  poets,  and  the  hieroglyphic  of  a  musical  person  be¬ 
cause  of  its  anciently  supposed  habit  of  singing  sweetly  in  the 
hour  of  death.  Its  heraldic  meaning  is,  a  lover  of  poetry  and 
harmony,  or  a  learned  person.  The  swan’s  head  and  neck, 
gorged  with  a  crown  around  the  latter,  is  a  bearing  of  high  dig- 
nitv  and  has  the  same  signification  as  the  swan  itself. 


The  peacock  is  the  most  beautiful  and  proudest  of  biids.  It 
is  used  in  heraldry  because  of  its  beauty  and  pride  of  caniage. 
Its  blue  signifies  loyalty  and  truth.
